ADDRESS. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE City CoUNCIL: 


In commencing another municipal year, those of you 
who are familiar with the ordinary details of public 
business, appreciate the responsibilities of the positions 
assigned us by our fellow citizens. 

Well directed intentions are not always satisfactory 
to the public. Activity may be denounced as over- 
doing, while an unwillingness to move unadvisedly is 
quite as frequently censured, in some directions, for 
downright obstinacy to the behests of a misrepresented 
constituency. By firmness, however, and discreet 
promptitude, no common interests are likely to be 
overlooked, essential to the advancement and honor 
of the City of Boston. 

With these preliminary reflections, the occasion 1s a 
proper one for spreading before you a chart of. the 
prominent subjects, that to some extent will present for 
future deliberation. 

The sources of prosperity and the causes operating 
‘disadvantageously for the full development of a City of 
extensive commercial relations, whose institutions are 
characteristic of the benevolence, foresight and free 
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spirit of our ancestors, with whom they originated, are 
topics of no every day concern, for those who are 
selected for the express purpose of watching and di- 
recting them to a still higher destiny. _ 

Within its narrow limits, Boston contains the ele- 
ments of peculiar thrift. Its privileges and comforts 
have been provided at a heavy expense, yet they are 
indispensable to an orderly, refined population, and 
must, of necessity, hereafter be maintained. If, from 
negligence, the Schools in which the youth are trained 
to habits of industry, and prepared to assume in turn, 
the guardianship of trusts confided to our care, are 
allowed to deteriorate, or any privilege on which society 
places a real value, should be overlooked for want of 
means in this wealthy community, the result would be 
exceedingly disastrous. 

An excellent flow of water from the country, dis- 
tributed to nearly every dwelling, is both a convenience 
and a luxury, not to be enjoyed for nothing. A free, 
rapid intercourse with the interior, through the facili- 
ties of numerous railroads, radiating in all directions, 
together with a regular steam communication with 
Europe, has given a grand impulse to Boston, and 
additional advantages as a place of residence, and to 
retain the trade, increase its riches, on which depends 
a capacity for enlarging the sphere of human happiness 
within our immediate circle; the means of maintain- 
ing the stability of things as they are, and at the same 
time securing the perpetuity of whatever is most desir- 
able, large expenditures of money must follow. | 

The solid foundations on which the future prosperity 
of Boston rests, are the intelligence of the citizens, 
their enterprise and good government.. Any departure 
from a line of policy recognising these truths, would 
prove a dangerous experiment. 
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There are certain preparations and movements to be 
imstituted after the present organization is completed, 
for carrying forward several propositions that took 
their rise with your predecessors. Each and all of | 
them are strictly of a public nature, and belong to a 
scheme of progress marked out and assiduously nur- 
tured. by those who have borne their share in the 
burden of carrying them forward, suffered the odium or 
participated in the applause bestowed upon indefatiga- 
ble perseverance, according to the workings of the 
public sentiment. . 

To ‘meet the exactions upon the Treasury, the first 
care should be to secure a reliable revenue from rents 
and investments of the public property, without being 
oppressive ; and in the next’ place look for an income 
for diminishing the ponderosity of the City debt, from 
a steady, regular, uninterrupted sale of such portions 
and ‘parcels of vacant lands as may be spared, without 
detriment to the general advantage of the whole. 
_ With these remarks, I shall now proceed to speak 
exclusively of subjects of a local interest. 


THE PUBLIC LANDS. 


Notwithstanding the urgency-of an appeal, the past 
season, to place the wide waste of public lands in a 
more available condition to invite purchasers, a whole 
year has passed away, leaving very nearly the same 
quantity on hand, which the City possessed twelve 
months ago. The extent of the domain lying utterly 
waste, deserves your first consideration. 

Speculators would be glad to take possession of large 
tracts for the purpose of a profit, without troubling 
themselves to enhance the value by the erection of 
buildings. They ought to be kept ata distance. On 
the other hand, mechanics of limited means, who have 
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not the potent faculty of establishing a large credit on 
small resources, have a direct claim to indulgence 
beyond all others. 

By their accumulative industry, they raise the value 
of the territory around, by their pioneering sagacity in 
furnishing economical tenements, the multiplication of 
which were never yet equal to the demand on the outer 
borders. 

Too much friction is perceptible in the present cir- 
cuitous method of effecting sales, invariably operating 
disadvantageously for all parties. Gentlemen of sound 
judgment, long since advanced an opinion that, had the 
unimproved lands on the Neck been given away twenty 
years ago, to persons pledged to build, the City would 
have gained incalculably by the scheme. The’ months 
roll on with no marked alteration. There they are, 
thousands upon thousands of feet, barren, sunken, 
gloomy reservoirs for the accumulation of offensive 
nuisances, where stately edifices will hereafter rise in 
beauty and grandeur. 

It was strongly recommended to the late City Coun- 
cil to offer those lands on a long credit, at five per 
cent. interest, which would relieve builders from an 
acknowledged hardship, in making annual payments of 
ten per cent. on the cost, with an interest of six per 
cent. while lumber, brick, lime and other materials 
were both scarce and dear. This proposition, to a 
favorable degree, would have met the emergency, and 
an increase of taxable property followed. An order 
passed both branches of the City Council, and was sent 
to the Board of Land Commissioners, authorizing sales 
‘on those conditions, but from some unexplained reasons, 
not an inch of land was marketed on those terms. It 
was provided that a building should be raised within a 
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specified period—a bond given for a deed, on final 
payment—the pay-day being sufficiently remote. 

Under these circumstances, I feel reluctantly com- - 
pelled to say that my views in regard to the importance 
of this measure, are not changed. On the score of 
public economy you would be justified in proposing 
easier terms. Many ambitious mechanics have felt 
obliged to leave the City for the want of a proper 
theatre for exhibiting their productive activity. They 
would be gratified to return, were inducements offered, 
by removing the onerous taboo that places the lands 
beyond the aspirations of a young man, whose wealth 
is deposited in an honest heart and a pair of willing 
hands. 

What is the City but a gigantic corporation, whose 
vitality must be sustained by drawing sustenance di- 
rectly from the residents? ‘Then do ‘away with all 
cumbersome machinery in transactions with them, and 
not acquire the unenviable reputation of being a mill 
to grind customers to powder. Abolish, therefore, the 
Land Board, as a first step in the right direction, be- 
cause it has failed to meet cherished expectations. No 
blame is to be attached to gentlemen who have kindly 
served in the capacity of Commissioners, but in the sys- 
tem itself, which is too complicated, and too slow in its 
movements. 

Authorize a Joint Standing Committee to hold stated 
monthly auction sales of the whole group of South End 
lots. It would diffuse life into that region of forsaken 
nakedness. Insist upon the erection of structures, of 
of some description, within reasonable periods ;—but 
sell them, for what they will bring, to the best bid- 
der. In the interim, the Superintendent of Public 
Lands, an officer abundantly competent, and familiar 
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with his duties, might be conducting another class of 
sales in the usual manner. 

These remarks on the South End lands, apply with 
equal pertinency to those at South Boston, or indeed, 
wherever found. -Put the latter also into market, and 
speedily, too, that the present generation may reap the 
advantages. ‘Lhose theoretical speculations on the laws 
of probability, in reference to what may possibly come 
to pass, if the public lands are thus thrown in quanti- 
ties before the people, ought not to be entertained. 
Rather than temporize any longer in a matter requir- 
ing prudent decision, give the whole away upon the 
Agrarian principle, with a moral certainty of some in- 
come at last, from assessments on the valuation, in the 
keeping of new proprietors. 

Another tract, of large dimensions, known as the 
South Bay, if possible, has been more neglected than 
all the rest. A controversy between the City and the 
contractor for filling the basin, has been an expensive 
misunderstanding. Happily the vexatious question was 
settled the past week. Early in March, operations are 
to be recommenced for completing the long contem- 
plated plan. Spacious streets may be laid out forth- 
with over the whole, without completing the levels, 
and by dividing the rough acres into lots, and selling 
at auction, unembarrassed by restrictions, just as fast 
as they can be put in readiness, a gratifying income 
might be realized, to the relief of taxation, even while 
the work is progressing. | 

Neither have my views undergone a change since I 
had the honor to present them on a former occasion, 
in respect to the expediency of keeping the Public 
Garden, open and free from all encumbrances. Pos- 
terity will thank you, and those of your successors, 
who oppose the occasional popular expression in favor 
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of selling, or covering portions of that splendid* area 
with houses. It is just beginning to be ornamental, 
and appreciated on account of the beneficial influence 
such a magnificent square must have on the general 
health. By diminishing the width, a main feature of 
its beauty would be destroyed. After ages will as- 
suredly execrate any such contracted disposition of that 
lovely and inviting spot. Surely there are higher ob- 
jects in life than dollars, to carry onward the good 
name and fame of the City of Boston. May no narrow 
show of economy in financial arrangements deprive us 
of the fresh atmosphere we were born to breathe, nor 
the doctrines of utilitarianism induce us to sell the 
birthright of human beings to the genial influence of 
air and the light of heaven. 

Real estate throughout the City depreciates or rises 
in value in a ratio corresponding with the augmenta- 
tion of squares, diversified scenery, waving foliage, in- 
viting walks and leaping fountains. ‘They delight the 
_ eye, refine the taste, and invite strangers in pursuit of 
business and pleasure. Neither sell, no, nor mar the 
Public Garden. 

Should a successful negotiation be effected with the 
Commonwealth, for the conveyance of about thirty 
acres, west of the line of the Garden, abundant terri- 
tory will thus be provided for building purposes, either 
public or private. As a hope is entertained that cer- 
tain claims of the City to a portion of the spacious field 
for improvement in that direction may be sustained, 
no final settlement has yet been concluded with the 
State Commissioners. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


A public library has become a permanent institution. 
Of its diffusive benefits, there can be no conflicting 
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opinions. The more spacious the proposed edifice, the 
larger will be the collection upon its shelves. A Board 
of Commissioners, composed of gentlemen of literary 
and architectural judgment, have had confided to them 
the responsibility of providing a suitable edifice for the 
precious treasures of knowledge which are rapidly 
accumulating. 


QUINCY MARKET. 


By disposing of that much prized estate, not unfre- 
quently agitated, it would go into the possession of 
proprietors competent to managing it far more profita- 
bly than the City, provided no alterations take place 
superior to the present manner of farming out the 
stalls. Were it sold under restrictions not to be used 
as a market, the closing of the doors would in no per- 
ceptible degree reduce the price of provisions. ‘The 
dearness of food is due to other causes than what is 
denominated the market monopoly, over which the civil 
authorities have no control. Consumers are increasing, 
but the producers, by the cultivation of the soil, in 
New England particularly, are diminishing. The large 
farms in the vicinity, that formerly sent an abundance 
of produce to Boston, are rapidly being subdivided into 
cottage lots. 

In January last it was intimated to the City Coun- 
cil, that by adding two stories to Quincy Market, two 
purposes would be gained worthy of consideration. 
First, a profitable investment; and secondly, gaining 
facilities for a vast increase of business. 

Responsible parties are ready to lease the premises, 
and carry out the improvements at their own expense. 
Let the City do it, if done at all, and have the benefit. 
A widening of the market house, by taking a strip out 
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of the northerly side of South Market street, cannot be 
accomplished, to my apprehension. Any expectations, 
therefore, of that kind, must be relinquished. 

In July next, all the leases expire by limitation. 
Anticipatory of that event, preparations with refer- 
ence to elevating the roofs and completing the altera- 
tions seasonably, might be commenced. No dog-in- 
the-manger policy will be satisfactory to the citizens. 
Fither do this great thing ourselves, or permit others, 
who would thank us for the privilege. 

By occupying the second story for vegetables, in- 
eluding fruits, and perhaps butter and cheese, made 
accessible by several flights of stairs, the whole of the 
first floor could then be given up for meats, thus 
immensely relieving the pressure, and enlarging the 
capacity of the market. The third story for counting 
rooms, agencies and offices would rent advantageously ; 
while the fourth, exclusively given for the accommoda- 
tion of military companies, could not fail of being 
superior to any other position in the City, for their 
armories. 

With ample length of passage-way for marching 
exercises, undisturbed by inclemencies of the weather, 
the rotunda in the centre offers unsurpassed convenien- 
ces for drilling a whole regiment, completely under 
cover. 


Were two more stories put upon the Register of 
Probate Building, the Water Board, City Solicitor, City 
Engineer, and some other officers, could be admirably 
located, for whom the City is now paying dear office 
rents, at inconvenient distances from the City Hall. 
The sums paid out in a single year in this manner, 
would nearly suffice for the alterations. 
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MARKET ORDINANCE. 


Complaints, various and loud, against certain market 
regulations, perhaps not clearly understood, are com- 
mon. The charge is this, that the stall keepers are 
unprincipled monopolists, and prices are kept up, 
through their immediate instrumentality. 

Those who offer produce, of their own raising, have 
the right of vending it in every street, throughout the 
City, without interruption, and even within prescribed 
market limits, in market hours. ‘The obnoxious ordi- 
nance, as it is denominated, was intended simply to 
keep professed speculators from the ground which they 
are prone to occupy, permanently, as fine stands for 
trade, rent free. 

Successive committees, after a patient investigation, 
have uniformly reported in favor of sustaining the 
existing regulations. On the contrary, after diligent 
inquiry, I am decidedly in favor of free trade in mar- 
keting, by repealing all and every restriction upon the 
freest distribution of human food, wherever those havy- 
ing it for sale, choose to offer it to the people, subject 
only to that police oversight which shall prevent and 
punish frauds, prohibit unwholesome articles, and pro- 
tect each and all in the lawful pursuit of buying, 
selling, and getting gain. 

Further, I beg to ask your early attention to ‘the 
necessity of building a shed market house at South 
Boston, another at East Boston, and a third in the 
middle of Washington street, where it has the greatest 
breadth, somewhere not far from Shawmut and Frank- 
lin squares. Give the country farmers a place to be 
sheltered, and in this particular, copy other cities, and 
the problem will soon be solved, whether the exorbitant 
price of provisions is chargeable to ourselves, to others,

or the circumstances of the times. Occupants of the 
Quincy Market are wronged in being accused of keep- 
ing up high prices and monopolising the necessaries of 
life. By their skill, cash capital, and personal atten- 
tions, they have made the reputation of this far cele- 
brated market. They are to be met and treated as 
gentlemen, and not driven out because a pound of beef 
is not sold for sixpence. To collect fortunes is the 
ruling ambition in other callings, and the more of them — 
who succeed in doing so, the better market we shall 
haye. If their rents are too low, raise them, and they 
will determine whether they can afford to remain. But 
let them not be aspersed because ordinary produce, like 
every thing else, costs more than formerly. 

As the stores under Faneuil Hall, formerly occupied 
as a market, are rented with a proviso, that they are to 
~be relinquished by the tenants, on six months’ notice 
from the City, it is worth while to consider the expe- 
diency of restoring them to their original purpose. 
Nothing would be sacrificed in rent certainly ; and it is 
altogether probable that by increasing market facilities, 
supplies would increase. Because the City has not had 
room enough of that description, private markets are 
‘numerous and remunerative. 


LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


Imperative necessity, based on the never to be denied 
claims of the unfortunate, calls distinctly for ameliora- 
tion of the insane poor. They are literally packed at 
South Boston. More room is absolutely required as 
one of the curative means; and more and better apart- 
ments, with a wider out-door range. Committees have 
not succeeded in fixing upon a place in the country, 
which is not objectionable on some accounts. Hither 
the purchase of ample grounds have been thought too 
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expensive, too remote, or liable to a heavy taxation, 
which would lead to ultimate dissatisfaction. 

After mature consideration, having examined several 
proposed localities for a new lunatic hospital, I believe 
that Deer Island is superior to them all. Being acces- 
sible by land or water, healthful, elevated, and unsur- 
passed for variety and beauty of marine prospect, no 
further explorations seem advisable. The House of 
Correction will be removed there soon, where there is 
ample territory. 

New York has a similar establishment on an island, 
and particularly prized from that circumstance—walls 
and stockades, no inconsiderable item, in surrounding 
the quantity of land that is required for exercise, hor- 
ticulture and other conveniences, are unnecessary. ‘The 
medical profession, and the friends of humanity gener- 
ally, and certainly those who are doomed to pay the 
bills, would arrive at the same conclusion, were they 
to give the subject an impartial examination. 

The City Government is entertaining the expectation 
of running a steamboat, hereafter, to Deer Island, and 
abandoning sails altogether. ‘The State wishes to par- 
ticipate in the expense, for the sake of carrying supplies 
to Rainsford Island; and a third partner is offered, 
solicitous of securing a regular conveyance, several 
times a day, where a bold enterprise is contemplated 
within the embrace of our magnificent harbor. 

A short bridge of boats, any section of which might 
be almost instantly floated out by the tide, for the pas- 
sage of the few vessels that enter the narrow strait on 
the north, separating the island from Chelsea, would 
give a clear carriage way of an hour’s ride, from the 
City Hall to the institutions. Owning the land within 
our own jurisdiction, and discovering that no valid 
objections can be raised against it for the purpose here 
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proposed, economy, that last and clinching argument, 
ought to decide the question forever—that Deer Island 
is the place to build a lunatic hospital for the insane 
poor. 


FIRE TELEGRAPH. 


Of the efficiency and perfection of that curious appa- 
ratus, there is no diversity of sentiment. It is lodged, 
however, badly, in the third story of the City Building, 
in a room too small, poorly lighted, and worse ven- 
tilated. Lastly, this marvellous machinery, a scientific 
sentinel that never sleeps, but gives us seasonable 
notice of approaching danger, adjoins a stable, and 
therefore always in jeopardy from fires, to sudden de- 
struction. ‘The wires radiating from that centre are 
too much exposed, from a variety of causes, to derange- 
ment. Were an estate procured somewhere near the 
State House, and a tower raised in the yard, of suffi- 
cient altitude for commanding an extensive view of the 
town, having properly constructed apartments within, 
the contingencies alluded to would be avoided. The 
wires would be safer, the batteries less cramped, and 
in addition to all this, the Engineers of the Fire De- 
partment might there keep their office and records. 
The remainder of the property—a house for example— 
would not be injured as a dwelling, or made objection- 
able by reason of the tower. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Composed of efficient, orderly, indomitably resolute 
men, their success is eminently satisfactory. Their 
fearlessness and indefatigable labors to save life and 
property, commands the homage of admiration. They 
are restive, however, under the weight of an ordinance 
that deprives them of the humble privilege of meeting 
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‘together at the engine houses for the transaction of - 


affairs strictly appertaining to their arduous profession. 
Firemen are free citizens, legal voters, and contributors 
to the support of our institutions. Why not grant 
them a boon so reasonable? Military companies meet 
at pleasure at their armories, unmolested. Surely the 
rights of one are as important as the other, and are en- 
titled to our respect and attention. Both stand be- 
tween us and our enemies. With the consent, always, 
of the Engineers, their very proper request, it phan 
me, should be granted. 


POLICE. 


Since the new organization, the universal mead of 
praise has uniformly been awarded the department. It 
is composed of men whose moral and physical qualifi- 
cations are undoubted. Discreet, kind, powerful, and 
yet merciful, no alterations are required to make it 
better in its general features. 


STREETS. 


Crooked, narrow thoroughfares are a misfortune to 
Boston, entailed upon it altogether by accident. One 
hundred thousand dollars hardly suffices for widen- 
ing a few rods, where a square foot of land has 
advanced from one to three, five, and ten dollars. 
A persistency in gradually giving more width, as oppor- 
tunity presents, ought not to be relinquished. Legisla- 
tive authority must be solicited forthwith, for assessing 
abutters, who are benefitted by street improvements, 
such as straightening or widening, instead of longer 
pursuing our unjust and unreasonable custom, of oblig- 
ing those who are not bounded where the betterment 
occurs, to contribute, by drafts upon the treasury, 
which belongs to the citizens. 


s 
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Obtain the passage of such a law, common to other 
large cities, and Tremont street, from Boylston to 
Dover, may be made from eighty to one hundred feet 
wide; Harrison avenue reach State street; Friend be 
carried into Union, and Washington terminate in Hano- 
ver, where it should have been thirty years ago. With- 
out the assistance of the Legislature in this respect, no 
progress can reasonably be anticipated. Therefore it 
devolves upon the City Council to leave no proper 
efforts untried to secure for Boston this important 
measure. 

For the extension, grading and finishing of new 
streets at South Boston, and outlays upon those of 
East Boston, disbursements of magnitude have been 
made. Large returns will follow, through the devel- 
opment of new enterprises and an increased population. 
Give them well paved avenues, pleasant squares, deep 
sewerage, shady trees, gas and water. They will more 
than pay their proportion, by and by, for whatever 
gives the City a character. 

Charles street would have been carried by the Jail and 
the Massachusetts General Hospital, northwardly, in 
the course of the past summer, had the Committee been 
armed with sufficient power to doit. A street over or 
through tide water, must have the sanction of the 
General Court. Increase of travel, and the crowded 
state of all the streets in Boston proper, manifestly 
show what relief might be had from an extension of 
Charles street, which the present administration, I trust, 
_ may render complete. 


SANITARY PRECAUTIONS. 


While many cities were severely smitten by a deso- 
lating epidemic, Boston mercifully escaped. Untiring 
activity in searching out sources of impurity, as the 
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cholera began to be developed, checked its mortality. 
By conducting surface water and offensive street accu- 
mulations under ground, the uniform good health of 
the City is unquestionably maintained. ‘To the unceas- 
ing vigilance of officers charged with various duties. 
appertaining to the Internal Health Department, per- 
fect cleanliness, in the midst of a very compact popula- 
tion, is measurably secured. 

In Boston there are sixty-eight miles of common 
sewers. A fraction over twenty-eight miles were con- 
structed since 1848, varying in width from twenty © 
inches to six feet. The sum total of cost, in round 
numbers, of the whole, has been four hundred and 
seventy thousand, five hundred dollars. 

Stagnant fluids suffered to remain evaporating in 
gutters, are considered destructive agents, poisoning the 
air, pent up between high walls, and have always been 
regarded as immediate causes of disease. ‘The Superin- 
tendent of drains and sewers, by patient personal 
attention, has become thoroughly acquainted with his 
department. A map of the sewers, pipes, conduits— 
their exact distance from each other, relative position 
and depth, when finished, must be exceedingly valua- 
ble, hereafter, in conducting street repairs, mending 
outbreaks and other damages.

BURIAL OF THE DEAD. 


Burials within the City are not to be continued after 
April, without special permission, under peculiar cir- 
cumstances, and then but temporarily. Masses of 
decomposing animal remains in tombs and under 
churches, cannot remain there with impunity in the 
heart of a City. An interdiction of intermural burials, 
is the first sanitary law that should be rigidly observed. 
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A suitable cemetery, however, ought to be found in 
the environs. A tract of fifty-five acres, approached by 
two railroads, at Readville, of a gravelly, dry soil, 
having an undulating surface, belonging to the City, 
could be set apart fora burial field with little or no 
preparation. | | 

Trees, shrubbery and flowers, finely cultivated, are 
giving a pleasant aspect to all the burying yards. 
Statuary, suitably placed among the sepulchral monu- 
ments, also contributes to relieve them of their sombre 
appearance. Defective masonry in the range of above- 
ground tombs on Washington street, combined with 
the action of ice in winter, allowing mephitic exhala- 
tions to escape, offensive to the residents of the vicinity, 
indicates that they should be taken down and sunk 
below the sidewalk, and an iron fence substituted for 
the gloomy stone wall in front. By this alteration, 
equivalent to giving a third spacious square to that 
pleasant part of the City, would add immensely to the 
cheerful appearance, health and comfort of those who 
dwell in that neighborhood. 


SECURITY AGAINST INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 


An existing regulation that ought invariably to be 
complied with to the letter, insists upon the vaccina- 
tion of every child, as a prerequisite for entering the 
public schools. ‘That no parent may plead inability to 
secure the family against a dreadful scourge, the opera- 
tion is free to all applicants. A central office fails to 
accommodate the poor at distant points. ‘They ask 
that a pliysician may be appointed in each ward, for 
that gratuitous service, to be compensated by the City. 
The wonder is that it has not been attended to before. 
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SCHOOLS. 


About one-fifth of the whole sum annually raised by 
direct taxation goes for the support of the schools. To 
this no strong objections are raised; still, as the ex- 
pense is certainly on the increase, it is becoming an 
anxious question, how bounds shall be fixed to this 
great disbursement of money. One plan, alone, sug- 
gests itself—and that is plainly this, viz: Bul up cheaper 
school houses. 

By the impulses of trade, a Prise formerly in the 
exclusive occupancy of families, are now the focus of 
mercantile bustle. Costly school houses, by these 
domestic revolutions, are without tenants, and subse- 
quently sold at half price. In contemplation of future 
changes of this kind, build accordingly. It must come 
to this, and the sooner the better. 

A High School for Girls is to be organized by the 
School Committee ; but its equipment will probably be 
deferred till the public library is transferred from 
Mason street. 


ENFORCEMENT OF THE LIQUOR LAW. 


Under a series of perplexing difficulties, the police 
have placed before the Grand Jury, in six months, four 
hundred and fifty-five violations of this law. A more 
vexatious service is rarely undertaken, since obliging 
witnesses to speak the truth is quite beyond the ability 
of public functionaries. An unrelaxing pressure of 
criminal cases, together with the proverbial failure to 
prove, in all instances, the infraction, where it was 
believed not a shade of doubt would be raised, has 
stood in the way of an indictment. 

Very ardent friends of the law have often made con- 
fidential complaints against offenders, but fled on the 
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slightest intimation of being wanted as evidence, quite 
beyond the reach of a subpcena. Yet strange as it is 
true, they are loudest in their denunciations against 
the mayor for not enforcing the penalties of an out- 
raged law. 

Those familiar with the workings of self-interest in 
these prosecutions, to evade the penalties of a convic- 
tion, represent that there is a fearful amount of hypoc- 
risy, misrepresentation, and wilful perjuries committed, 
indicative of a state of demoralization so truly painful, 
as to lead many of the staunchest friends of temperance 
to lament that the attempted suppression of a vice 
destructive to reputation and the body, should some- 
times peril the soul by sins of a darker hue. ~ 

When presentments are sent to the Municipal Court, 
which is always overtasked with a plethoric docket, 
the prosecuting powers have repeatedly had the ex- 
treme mortification of having no heed given to them 
whatever, on account of the pressing nature of cases 
of another description. By long delays, evidence se- 
lected with discrimination gradually wastes away by 
removals and death. 

Again, through the obstinate perversity of witnesses, 
cases break down when least expected. ‘Thus the City 
fails to accomplish all that has been undertaken, 
through the inability of a tribunal created by the Com- 
monwealth for the County of Suffolk, to take cogni- 
zance of presentments by the Grand Jury. 

A wholesome temperance sentiment pervades this 
community ; leading men give to it their influence and 
example. Health, morals, human happiness, and in- 
tellectual progress are promoted by simply conforming 
to a physiological law, which nature impressed upon 
every animal but man. Left to the exercise of his own 
erring judgment, less powerful than instinct in the 
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races below him, he first yields, and then falls a victim 
to a vice he abhors. 
_ An experienced member of the bar asserts that it is 
a serious evil that delays and confusion characterise 
the Municipal Court. A formidable list of cases are 
usually awaiting trial; this is injustice at the fountain 
head. The accused suffer by procrastination, and, 
waiting till hope deferred makes the heart sick, is 
represented to be no unfrequent occurrence. Procuring 
judgment in civil suits, also, demonstrates a necessity 
for remodelling some of the courts. 

~Having briefly shown why violators are not pun- 
ished, if the City Council wish to uphold and sustain ~ 
the dignity of that law, a petition must be sent to the 
legislature for the organization of a new court, to meet 
the exigency. 

With three Judges, authorised to hold monthly 
terms, and two-courts in session the same day, losses 
of time now deplored would not occur. The anomalous 
feature of having three presiding Judges from the. 
country alternately, with vastly more demanded of 
them than they can ever do in the Municipal Court, is 
a sufficient apology for asking for a tribunal adequate 
to the labors imposed upon it in the County of Suffolk. 


LITIGATION WITH CITIZENS. 


Juries bring in surprising verdicts against the City. 
Keep out of the law if a citizen is the antagonist. 
When claims are pressed for damages, and no settle- 
ment can be satisfactorily accomplished by a committee, 
place the matter with competent referees, and abide 
their judgment. Boston has lost thousands of dollars 
by contending, that might have been: settled for 
hundreds. 
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APPLICANTS FOR OFFICE. 


Numberless persons solicit responsible situations to 
take charge of the City’s property and interests, who 
never took care of their own. Integrity, sobriety and 
industry are recommendations not to be slighted. Give 
no encouragement to political philanthropists, who 
possess specific remedies for social evils. There is a 
constitutional tendency in some minds to plunge into 
absurdities, and keep the little portion of the world in 
which they move, in a constant uproar. They are 
neither safe for counsel or reliable in office. 


TAXATION. 


On entering upon an exposition of the financial con- 
dition of the City, I would state that the disposable 
property which may be quickly available, should cir- 
cumstances require, is substantially as follows: viz. 
4,000,000 feet of neck lands, worth fifty cents per foot, 
$2,000,000. Flats west of Charles Street, 8,490 feet, 
$4,000. Gravel farm at Readville, 55 acres, $5,000. 
Dorchester Street, South Boston, 85,400 feet, $15,000. 
Wharf lot, Condor Street, East Boston, $3,000. Jail 
Wharf, 30,546 feet, $15,000. Stone Wharf, Commer- 
cial Street, 10,200 feet, at $5 per foot, $51,000. Bridge 
estate, Court Street, $20,000. Land at South Boston, 
1,993,775 feet upland, and 1,969,55 feet flats, 500,000. 
Market House, $600,000. Library Lot, Boylston 
Street, $73,000. Public Garden, $500,000, giving a 
total of $4,811,000. 

Formidable objections are raised at the rate of tax- 
ation. On coming into office, the expression was very 
general that the City Debt might not be enlarged; pay 
as you go was a homely, but common sentiment. True 
to the injunction, the debt was not increased one far- 
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thing in 1854, but on the contrary, actually diminished 
nearly $50,000! And the City has on deposit this 
morning $950,000 in ready cash. 

With regard to the tax of 1854, it should be kept 
in mind that the annual appropriations for the expen- 
ditures were intentionally large, so as to cover all the 
estimated expenditures, without being obliged to resort 
to loans before the close of the financial year; and 
the prospect now is that this end will be accomplished, 
and that the ordinance on finance will be made effect- 
ive, requiring that a sum equal to three per cent. on 
the City Debt, this year amounting to $60,000, shall 
be annually applied to the reduction of the same. 

Appropriations for school purposes were unusually 
large, being $437,200, and requiring, as previously 
stated, one-fifth of the whole annual tax. That for 
new school houses alone, was $142,500, a demand, the 
like of which will not probably occur again for years 
to come. No good citizen demurs at being taxed for 
the education of our children, but they do object to the 
erection of any more school houses at a cost of seventy 
thousand dollars. 

For County purposes, over which we have but a 
small control, most of the expenses being for the 
courts and drawn by county officers, the sum exceeded, 
by $80,000, the amount of the previous year. For 
widening streets, $150,000 were consumed, being 
$50,000 more than the preceding year’s appropriation. 

Other appropriations were necessarily increased ; and 
on deciding not to borrow, but raise by taxation the 
whole amount required, an increased ratio of taxation. 
was a necessary consequence. 

It appears to have been the practice, of late years, to 
allow the expenditures to exceed the appropriations, 
and make up deficiencies by loans. It was the de- 
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termination of the Government of 1854 to avoid that 
course, and have the expenditures met by the ordinary 
income of the City and the taxes. How far this is 
good policy, is a question you will be called upon to 
determine, when the appropriation bill for the present 
year comes up to be acted upon. 

Between $200,000 and $300,000 were raised by 
taxes in 1854, which, in the judgment of many, was a 
proper subject for loans,—being used in expenditures 
for improvements of a permanent character, not strictly 
coming. under the denomination of current expenses. 
They were for new school houses; laying out and 
widening streets; constructing new streets, with sewer- 
age; extention of water works, and some others of an 
_ analogous character. If money had been borrowed to 
meet these charges in 1854, the ratio of taxation would 
not have exceeded much, if any, the rate of 1853. 

If it is thought advisable to adopt the old borrowing 
principle, permanent loans might be authorized for 
-such works as have been named, payable by annual in- 
stalments. But they should not be permitted to inter- 
fere with the present excellent requirement of an an- 
nual appropriation, equal to three per cent. on the City 
Debt, to be applied exclusively to its reduction, The 
citizens would then be relieved from excessive taxation 
in future, when unusual expenditures were considered 
absolutely necessary. 

In 1853, the tax was $1,546,691, and in 1854, 
$1,958,000, a State tax being included in both. The 
excess in 1854, was $411,309, which is accounted for 
thus:—in 1853, a loan was made to meet, in part, the 
annual appropriations. In other words, the money was 
borrowed, that the taxes might be lighter, thereby in- 
creasing the public debt. In 1854 no such loan was 
contracted, which accounts for $100,000. It was re- 
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solved in 1854 to have the appropriations large enough 
to-meet all demands, without resorting to loans, by 
which the magnitude of the debt was beginning to ex- 
cite apprehension. 

An excess in 1854, on the appropriations of the 
previous year, was for schools and school houses, 
$97,000; water works, $17,000; widening streets, 
$50,000; county expenses, $30,000; paving, 10,000 ; 
internal health, $18,000; police and watch, 19,000 ; 
fire department, $12,000; salaries, $10,000; interest, 
$30,000 ; bridges, $8,000; common and _ squares, 
$6,000; reserved fund, $5,000. 

A. State tax of $98,600 was raised in each of the 
past years, and it will probably be required in 1855, 
which adds not far from fifty cents on the $1,000 to 
the usual rates. 

A very large amount of taxable property cannot be 
reached by the assessors, that may safely be estimated 
at millions. A legislative act compelling a return to 
be made of all trust funds, and for all corporations to 
give an exact and true return of property in their keep- 
ing, would materially diminish the weight that now 
bears down too heavily on some individuals, while 
others bear no just proportion of the public burdens. 

Thus in the plainest manner, I have endeavored to 
present my own survey of what I conceive would 
permanently advance the prosperity of Boston, in 
connection with its present fiscal condition. "With 
unbounded credit, rich in commercial, domestic and 
intellectual resources, its advancement cannot be cir- 
cumscribed, nor its influence estimated, so long as the 
public faith is inviolate, and those who are elected to 
administer the municipal government, heartily co-ope- 
rate with the citizens in sustaining its established 
reputation for benevolence, industry, and well directed 
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enterprise. To that end, my best endeavors will be 
united with yours, and may our joint labors be blessed 
for the good of the City; and when at last the silver 
cord of life is broken, may we have so lived, that con- 
scious of our high privileges and unmerited blessings, 
each one of us may hope for the reward of faithful 
servants, and our last aspirations be Gop and our 
COMMON COUNTRY. 
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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


SxcTion 1. The Chairman of the Board in the ab- 
sence of the Mayor shall take the chair at the hour to 


_ which the Board shall have adjourned, and shall call 


the members to order, and a quorum being present, shall 
cause the minutes of the preceding meeting to be read ; 
and in the absence of the Mayor and Chairman, the 
senior member present shall preside as chairman pro 
tempore. 

Sxcr. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may 
speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers ; and shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Board, by motion regularly seconded ; 
and no other business shall be in order till the question 
on the appeal shall have been decided. 

Srcr. 3. He shall declare all votes, but if any mem- 
ber rises to doubt a vote, the Chairman shall cause a 
return of the members voting in the affirmative, and in 
the negative, without debate on the question. 

Srcr. 4, He may read sitting, but shall rise to state 
a motion or put a question to the Board. 
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Sect. 5. When the Chairman shall desire to vacate 
the chair, to speak to a question, he shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair, and he may, at any 
other time, call any member to the chair, but such 
substitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 

Sect. 6. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
the Chairman shall take the sense of the Board by yeas 
and nays, provided any member shall so require. 

Sect. 7. The Chairman shall propound all questions 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the sub- 
sequent motion shall be previous in its nature, except, 
that in the naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Secr. 8. After a motion is stated or read by the 

Chairman, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
Board, and shall be disposed of by vote, but the mover 
may withdraw it at any time before a decision or amend- . 
ment. 
Sect. 9. When a question is under debate, the 
Chairman shall receive no motion, but to adjourn, to 
lay on the table, to postpone to a day certain, to com- 
mit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely ; which sey- 
eral motions shall have precedence in the order in 
which they stand arranged; and a motion to strike 
out the enacting clause of an Ordinance shall be equiv- 
alent to a motion to postpone indefinitely. 

Secr. 10. The Chairman shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order except on an immediate rep- 
etition ; and that motion, and the motion to lay on the 
table, or to take up from the table, shall be decided 
without debate. 

Sect. 11. When a vote has passed, it shall be in or- 
der for any member to move a reconsideration thereof, 
at the same or the succeeding meeting, but not after- 
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ward, except upon papers returned from the Mayor ; 
and when a motion for reconsideration is decided, that 
vote shall not be reconsidered. 

Sect. 12. Every member when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the Chair; shall confine 
himself to the question under debate, and avoid per- 
sonalities; and shall resume his seat when he has fin- 
ished. No member shall speak out of his place, with- 
out leave of the Chairman. 

Srcr. 13. No member speaking, shall be interrupted 
by another, but by rising to a call to order. 

Srcr. 14. No member shall be permitted to vote, or 
serve on any Committee, on any question where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 

Sect. 15. Every member, who shall be present when 
a question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote, unless the Board for special reasons, 
shall excuse him ; application to be so excused, on any 
question, must be made before the Board is divided, or 
before the calling of the yeas and nays, and such ap- 
plication shall be accompanied by a brief statement of 
the reasons, and shall be decided on without debate. 

Sxcr. 16. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, 
if the Chairman shall so direct. 

Sect. 17. Any member may require the division of 
a question, when the sense will admit of it. A motion 
to strike out and insert, shall be deemed indivisible ; 
but a motion to strike out, being lost, shall not preclude 
amendment, or a motion to strike out and insert. 

Secr. 18. No motion or proposition, of a subject 
different from that under consideration, shall be admit- 
ted under color of amendment. 
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Sxct. 19. Motions and Reports may be committed 
or recommitted, at the pleasure of the Board. 

Scr. 20. When a vote is doubted, the members for, 
and against the question, when called on by the Chair- 
man, shall rise and stand till they are counted. 

Secr. 21. All questions relating to priority of busi- 
ness to be acted upon, shall be decided without debate. 

Srcr. 22. When a motion is made to refer any sub- 
ject, and different Committees are proposed, the ques- 
tion shall be taken in the following order :— 

Ist. To a Standing Committee of the Board ; 

2d. Toa Select Committee of the Board; 

dd. To a Joint Standing Committee ; 

4th. Toa Joint Select Committee. 

Sect. 23. The following Standing Committees of 
the Board to consist of three members each, shall be 
appointed by the Chairman :— 

Committee on Armories and Military Affairs—Bridges 
—Cemeteries—Common and Public Squares—County 
Accounts—Fire Department—Faneuil Hall (to be com- 
posed of the Committee on Public Buildings on the 
part of this Board)—External Health—Internal Health 
—Lamps, Bells, and Clocks—Laying out and widen- 
ing Streets—Licenses—Jail—Market—Paving and Re- 
pairs of Streets—Sewers and Drains—Steam Engines 
and Furnaces. All other Committees unless otherwise 
provided for or specially directed by the Board shall 
be appointed by the Chairman or the Chairman pro 
tempore. 

_ Secr. 24. At every regular meeting of the Board 
the order of business shall be as follows — 

1. Communications from His Honor the Mayor. 

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials and remon- 
strances. 
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3. Papers from the Common Council. 

4. Reports of City Officers. 

5. Reports of Committees. 

6. Motions, orders and resolutions. 

And the above order of business shall not be depart- 
ed from but by the votes of a majority of the members 
of the Board present. 

Sxcr. 25. Each Committee elected on the part of 
this Board shall organize at its first meeting by the 
choice of a Chairman, and shall report the,same to this 
Board, and in all cases where thé Chairman appoints a 
Committee unless otherwise provided for, the member 
first named shall be Chairman, and in his absence the 
member next in order, who shall be present, shall be 
Chairman pro tempore. 

Szct. 26. Committees of the Board, to whom any 
matter is specially referred, may be required to report 
within four weeks, or ask for further time. 

Sxor. 27. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or repealed at any time except by 
the vote of two-thirds of the members of the Board 
present at the time.

JOINT RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


ory COUNCIL: 


Sect. 1. At the commencement of the Municipal 
Year, the following Joint Standing Committees shall 
be chosen by ballot: viz.— 

A committee on Finance, to consist of the Mayor, 
the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, and seven 

members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Accounts, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

And the*following committees shall be appointed, 
Viz :— | 

A committee on Public Lands, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Public Buildings, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Public Instruction, to consist of 
three Aldermen, and the President and four members 
of the Common Council. 

A committee on Institutions at South Boston and 
Deer Island, to consist of three Aldermen and seven 
members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Fuel, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 
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A committee on Water, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on the Treasury Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

A committee on the Assessors’ Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Com- 
mon Council. 

A committee on the Harbor, to consist of two Alder- 
men and three members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Printing, to consist of two Alder- 
men and three members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Public Library, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Ordinances, to consist of three Al- 
dermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Telegraphic Fire Alarms, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

A committee on Claims, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council, who 
shall have full power and authority to investigate all 
claims against the City, and to take any measures for 
the defence of such claims that they may deem expe- 
dient, and also under the advice of the Mayor to adjust 
and settle all claims not exceeding the sum of $500. 

The members of the Board of Aldermen and of the 
Common Council, who shall constitute the Joint Stand- 
ing Committees, shall be chosen or appointed by their 
respective Boards. 

The Mayor, the President of the Common Council, 
and the Chairman of the Committee of Finance on the 
part of the Common Council, shall, according to the 


ordinance, constitute the Committee on the Reduction 
of the City Debt. 
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The member of the Board of Aldermen first named } 
on every Joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not a 
member, shall be its Chairman; and in case of his 


resignation or inability, the other members of the same 


Board, in the order in which they are named, and after 
them, the member of the Common Council, first in 
order, shall call meetings of the Committee and act as 
Chairman. 

Srcr. 2. In every case of disagreement between the 
two branches of the City Council, if either Board shall 
request a conference, and appoint a Committee of Con- 
ference, and the other Board shall also appoint a Com- 
mittee to confer, such Committee shall, at a convenient 
hour, to be agreed upon by their Chairman, meet and 
state to each other verbally or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons of their respective Boards, for 
and against the matter in controversy, confer freely 
thereon, and report to their respective branches. 

Sect. 3. When either Board shall not concur in any 
action of the other, notice of such non-concurrence 
shall be given by written message. 

Sect. 4. Either Board may propose to the other, for 
its concurrence, a time to which both Boards shall 
adjourn. 

Sxct. 5. All By-Laws passed by the City Council, 
shall be termed ‘“ Ordinances,” and the enacting style 
shall be :—Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Boston, in City Council 
assembled. 

Sect. 6. In all votes, when either or both branches 
of the City Council express any thing by way of Com- 
mand, the form of expression shall be “* Ordered; ” and 
whenever either or both branches express opinions, 
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principles, facts, or purposes, the form shall be “ Re- 
solved.” 

Sect. 7. In the present and every future financial 
year, the specific appropriations for the several objects 
enumerated in the general appropriation bill shall be 
deemed and taken to be the maximum amount to be 
expended by the several Committees having the charge 
thereof for the entire financial year, and shall be ex- 
pended with a proper regard thereto; and after the 
annual order of appropriations shall have been passed, 
no subsequent expenditures shall be authorized for any 
object, unless. provisions for the same shall be made by 
special transfer from some of the appropriations con- 
tained in such annual order, or by expressly creating 
therefor a City Debt; in which cases the order shall 
not be passed, unless two-thirds of the whole number of 
each branch of the City Council shall vote in the af- 
firmative, by vote taken by yea and nay. 

Srcr. 8. In all contracts or expenditures to be made 
under the authority of the City Council, whenever the 
estimates shall exceed the appropriations specially 
made therefor, or whenever any committee shall have 
expended the sum specially appropriated for their use, 
in the order of appropriation for the year, and in either 
case shall require a further sum; it shall be the duty 
of such Committee having such matter in charge, to 
submit the fact to the City Council for instructions, 
accompanied with a detailed statement in print of the 
cause or causes which. have created the necessity for 
such application, and the object for which the same is 
needed. And no contract shall be made, or expen- 
diture authorized in either case, unless by a specific 
vote of the City Council first making the necessary 
provision for the payment resulting therefrom, and no 
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debt shall be created, or transfer from one specific ap- 
propriation to another be made, until such report or 
statement shall have been submitted to the City Coun- 
cil, by the Committee requiring the same. 

Sect. 9. Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records to be kept of their proceedings, by a Secretary 
to be chosen at their first meeting, in books provided 
by the City for that purpose. No Committee shall act 
by separate consultations, and no report shall be re. 
ceived, unless agreed to in Committee actually assem- 
bled. 

Secr. 10. It shall be the duty of every Joint Cm- 
mittee, to whom any subject may be specially referrd, 
to report thereon within four weeks, or to ask for ft- 
ther time. 

Sect. 11. All reports and other papers submitted 1 
the City Council, shall be written in a fair hand, and n 
report or endorsement of any kind shall be made on thx 
reports, memorials, or other papers referred to the Com- 
mittee of either branch. All reports shall be signed by 
the writers thereof, unless otherwise directed by the 
Committee. And the Clerks shall make copies of any 
papers to be repogted by Committees, at the request of 
the respective Chairman thereof. 

Secr. 12. No Chairman of any Committee shall audit 
or approve any bill or account against the City, for any 
supplies or services, which shall not have been ordered 
or authorized by the Committee.

Duties and Powers of the President. 


Sect. 1. The President shall take the chair precise- 
ly at the hour to which the Council shall have ad- 
journed; shall call the members to order; and on the 
appearance of a quorum, cause the minutes of the pre- 
ceding meeting to be read, and proceed to business. 

Srcr. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may 
speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers; and shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Council, by motion regularly seconded ; 
and no other business shall be in order till the question 
on the appeal shall have been decided. 

Sect. 3. He shall declare all votes, but if any mem- 
ber rises to doubt a vote, the President shall cause a re- 
turn of the members voting in the affirmative, and in 
the negative, without further debate on the question. 

Srecr. 4. He shall rise to address the Council, or to 
put a question, but may read sitting. 

Secr. 5. In all cases the President may vote. 

Sect. 6. When the Council shall determine to go 
into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall 
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appoint the member who shall take the chair. ‘The 
President may at any other time, call any member to 
the chair, but such substitution shall not continue be- 
yond an adjournment. } 

- Sercr. 7. On all questions and motions whatsoever,

On the previous question, no member 
shall speak more than once without leave; and all in- 
cidental questions of order, arising after a motion is 
made for the previous question, shall be decided with- 
out debate, except on an appeal; and on such an ap- 
peal, no member shall be allowed to speak more than 
once without leave of the Council. 

Sect. 14. When two or more members happen to 
rise at once,. the President shall name the member who 
is first to speak. 

Secr. 15. All Committees shall be appointed and 
announced by the President, unless otherwise provided 
for, or specially directed by the Council. 


Rights, Duties, or Decorum of Members. 


Secr. 16. In the absence of the President, the senior 
member present shall call the Council to order, and 
preside until a President pro tempore shall be chosen 
by ballot; and if an election is not effected on the first 
trial, on a second ballot a plurality of votes shall elect. 

Sect. 17. Every member when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the President; shall con- 
fine himself to the question: under debate, and avoid 
personalities ; and shall sit down when he has finished. 
No member shall speak out of his place, without leave 
of the President., 

Sect. 18. No member speaking, shall be interrupted 
by another, but by rising up to call to order. 
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Sect. 19. No member shall speak more than twice - 
on one question, without first obtaining leave of the 
Council; nor more than once, until the other members, 
~ who have not spoken, shall speak, if they desire it. 

Srecr. 20. When a vote has passed, it shall be in 
order for any member who voted in the majority, to 
move a reconsideration thereof, at the same or the suc- 
ceeding meeting, but not afterwards; and when a mo- 
tion for reconsideration is decided, that vote shall not 
be reconsidered. 

Srcr. 21. No member shall be obliged to be on more 
than two Committees at the same time, nor Chairman 
of more than one. 

Sect. 22. No member shall be permitted to stand 
up to the interruption of another, while any member is 
speaking; or to pass unnecessarily between the Presi- 
dent and the person speaking. 

Sxct. 23. When any member shall be guilty of a 
breach of either of the rules and orders of the Council, 
he may, on motion, be required by the Council to make 
satisfaction therefor; and in such a case, he shall not 
be allowed to vote, or speak, except by way of excuse, 
till he has done so. 

Srcr. 24. No member shall be nein ital to vote or 
serve on any Committee, on any question where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. | 

Secr. 25. Every member, who shall be present when 
a question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote, unless the Council for special rea- 
sons, shall excuse him; application to be so excused, on 
any question, must be made before the Council is divid- 
ed, or before the calling of the yeas and nays, and such 
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application shall be accompanied by a brief statement 
of the reasons, and shall be decided on without debate. 

Secr. 26. Livery motion shall be reduced to writing, 
if the President shall so direct. 

Sect. 27. Any member may require the division of 
a question, when the sense will admit of it. A motion 
to strike out and insert, shall be deemed indivisible; 
but a motion to strike out, being lost, shall not pre- 
clude amendment or a motion to strike out and insert. 

Sect. 28. No motion or proposition, of a subject 
different from that under consideration, shall be admit- 
ted under color of amendment. 

Srcr. 29. Motions and reports may be committed 
or recommitted at the pleasure of the Council. 

Secr. 30. At every regular meeting of the Council, 
the order of business shall be as follows :— 

1. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

2. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

3. Communications and Reports from City Officers, 
Presentation of Petitions, Remonstrances, and Memo- 
rials. 

4, Reports of Committees. 

5. Motions, Orders or Resolutions. 

And the above order shall not be departed from but 
by the votes of a majority of the members of the Coun- 
cil present. 

Secr. 31. When a vote is doubted, the members for, 
and against the question, when called on by the Presi- 
dent shall rise and stand till they are counted. 

Sect. 32. All questions relating to priority of busi- 
ness to be acted upon, shall be decided without debate. 
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Secr. 338. When a motion is made to refer any sub- 
ject, and different Committees are proposed, the ques- 
tion shall be taken in the following order :— 

A Standing Committee of the Council ; 

A Select Committee of the Council ; 

A Joint Standing Committee ; 

A Joint Select Committee. 

Srcr. 84. The seats of the members of the Council 
shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names cf mem- 
bers, and the numbers of the seats, simultaneously ; and 
each member shall be entitled, for the year, to the seat 
bearing the number so drawn against his name; and 
shall not change it except by permission of the Presi- | 
dent. | 

Sect. 35. No member shall call another member by 
his name in debate, but may allude to him by any in- 
telligible and respectful designation. 

Secr. 36. If the reading of any paper is called for, 
and any member objects thereto, it shall be decided by 
the Council. 

Srecr. 87. No rule or order of the Council shall be 
dispensed with, altered or repealed, unless two-thirds of 
the members present consent thereto. 


Petitions, Memorials, §c. 


Sect. 38. All papers addressed to the Council shall 
be presented by the President, or a member in his 
place, and shall be read by the President, Clerk, or 
such other person as the President may request; and 
shall be taken up in the order in which they are pre- 
sented, except when the Council shall otherwise deter- 
mine; provided, that the reading of petitions, memori-

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als, remonstrances, and papers of a like nature, shall in 
all instances be dispensed with, unless specially ordered 
by the Council. 


Powers and Duties of Committees, &c. 


Sect. 39. The rules of proceeding in the Council, 
shall be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as 
they are applicable, excepting the rule limiting the 
times of speaking; but no member shall speak twice 
upon any question, until every member choosing to 
speak, has spoken. A motion to rise, report progress 
and ask leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and 
shall be decided without debate.

Srecr. 47. Committees of the Council, to whom any 
matter is specially referred, may be required to report 
within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


Ordinances, Orders, &c. 


Secr. 48. All Ordinances, Orders and Resolutions 
shall have two several readings, before they are finally 
passed ; and no Ordinance, Order or Resolution, impos- 
ing penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, 
whether the same may have been appropriated or not— 
and no Order or Resolution authorizing a loan, shall 
have more than one reading on the same day: provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained shall prevent 
the passage of an Order at any meeting of the Council, 
to authorize the printing of any document relating to 
the affairs of the City.

Sect. 49. In all elections by ballot on the part of 
the Council, the number of blanks and ballots for in- 
eligible persons shall be reported, but shall not be 
counted in the returns.

An Acr in relation to the House of Correction in the County of 
Suffolk. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same : 


Srct. 1. The city council of the city of Boston may annually 
appoint, by concurrent vote of the two branches thereof, a suita- 
ble number of persons, not exceeding twelve, who shall be citizens 
of Boston, and a majority of whom shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business, to constitute the board of overseers 
of the house of correction for the county of Suffolk, who shall 
hold their office for one year, and until at least five persons, 
members of a new board, are appointed in: their place; and said 
city council may at any time fill.any vacancies which may occur 
in said board. 

Sect. 2. So much of the eleventh section of the one hundred 
and forty-third chapter of the Revised Statutes as is inconsistent 
with this act is hereby repealed.

Beit enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


Sect.1. The Board of Aldermen of the Oity of Boston shall,

Whenever the mayor and aldermen of the City of 
Boston shall adjudge that the public safety and convenience re- 
quire that any street, lane or alley in the said city shall be laid 
out, altered, or discontinued, they shall make and record an esti- 
mate of the expense thereof, and if such estimate shall exceed 
the sum of five thousand dollars, or if such estimate, with the 
estimates of any previous alteration or discontinuance of any part 
of such street, lane or alley, during the municipal year, shall ex- 
ceed the sum of five thousand dollars, the order for such laying 
out, alteration or discontinuance, together with an estimate of the 
expense thereof, shall be sent to the common council for its con- 
currence or rejection ; and such order shall not take effect or be 
in force until the common council shall concur therein.’ 

Szot. 4. No erection, alteration, or repair of any court house, 
jail,-house of correction, fire-proof office, or any other building, 
for the purposes of the county of Suffolk, shall be made by the 
mayor and aldermen of the said city, except as herein provided, 
to wit: whenever the mayor and aldermen shall by vote declare 
that such erection, alteration, or repair is necessary or expedient, 
they shall make and record an estimate of the expense thereof, 
and if such estimate shall exceed the sum of five thousand dollars, 
a copy of the said vote and estimate shall be sent to the common 
council for its concurrence, rejection or amendment; and all acts 
or parts of acts inconsistent with this act are repealed.” 

Sect. 5. ‘The first four sections of this act shall not go into 
effect unless they be appreved by a majority of the legal yoters of

An Act regulating the Storage, Safe Keeping, and Sale of Fire- 
works in the City of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


Srot. 1. It shall not be lawful for any person or persons to 
keep or sell any fireworks within the city of Boston, in any quan- 
tity, without first having obtained from the chief engineer of the 
fire department of said city a license therefor, signed by the chief 
engineer or by the secretary of the board of engineers, on which 
shall be written or printed a copy of the rules and regulations by 
them established, relative to the keeping, selling, or storage of 
fireworks within said city; and every such license shall be in 
force until the first day of May next ensuing the date thereof, 
unless sooner annulled by the board of engineers, and no longer ; 
but such license may, prior to the expiration of that term, be re- 
newed by the chief engineer or the said secretary, from year to 
year, by indorsement thereon ; provided always, that the board 
of engineers may rescind any such license, if in their opinion the’ 
person or persons have disobeyed the law or infringed on any 
rules or regulations established by the board of engineers; and 
every person who receives a license to sell fireworks, as aforesaid, 
shall pay for the same the sum of one dollar, and the same sum 
for the renewal thereof, and all such licenses shall expire on the 
first day of May annually, and all moneys received for licenses 
shall be paid to the board of engineers, for the purpose of defraying 
the expenses of carrying this act into execution. 

Sct. 2. Any person or persons who have for sale, or keep in 
possession, any fireworks within the city of Boston, contrary to 
the rules and regulations established by the board of engineers 
herein mentioned, or who shall sell any fireworks in said city 
without first having obtained from the said chief engineer, or his 
secretary, a license as aforesaid, shall forfeit a sum not less than 
fifteen nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

Szct. 8. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

RECENT LAWS. 51 


An Act concerning Armories for the use of the Volunteer Militia. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same : 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the mayor and aldermen of 
cities, and of the selectmen of towns, in this Commonwealth, from 
time to time, to provide each and every company of cavalry, 
artillery, infantry, light infantry, and riflemen, within the limits of 
their respective cities and towns,—which are now or which may 
hereafter be duly organized under the laws of the Commonwealth, 
—with suitable and proper armories or places of deposit for the 
safe keeping of the arms and equipments furnished to such com- 
pany or companies, from time to time, by the adjutant general 
under the authority of law; and the expense thereof shall. be 
paid out of the treasury of the Commonwealth, in manner as 
hereinafter provided. 

Suct. 2. The said mayor and aldermen and selectmen shall 
annually, in either of the months of October or November, make 
out and transmit to the office of the adjutant general, verified by 
the oath or affirmation of two at least of said mayor and alder- 
men, or selectmen, a certificate or return showing the name of 
each company furnished with an armory, and the amount paid or 
allowed for the rent or use thereof; and said certificate or return 
shall embrace also, in substance, as follows: That the armory or 
armories so furnished by said mayor and aldermen, or selectmen, 
are such, and such only, as, in the opinion of a majority thereof, 
are necessary for the legitimate uses of such company or compa- 
mies as an armory or armories, and that the value of the annual 
rent thereof, according to the value of real estate in the city or 
town wherein the same is or are located, is fully equal to the sum 
or sums paid or claimed therefor. 

sxot. 8. ,The adjutant general, the treasurer, and receiver 
general, and the auditor of this Commonwealth, respectively, for 
the time being, shall constitute a board of commissioners to exam- 
ine and audit all accounts and claims for rent of armories made in 
pursuance of the provisions of this act; and on or before the first — 
day of January in each year, it shall be the duty of the said 
board to examine the several returns and certificates mentioned 
in the preceding section, and to institute such inquiries in relation 
thereto as they may deem expedient and proper, to cause the 
same to be corrected if necessary, and to allow such accounts and 
claims, either in whole or in part, as said commissioners shall 
deem to be just, and in accordance with the true intent and mean- 
ing of this act ; provided, however, that in no case whatever shall 
there be allowed in payment for an armory for any one company 
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a greater sum annually than three hundred dollars. And it shall 
be the further duty of the said board of commissioners to file in 
the office of the treasurer of the Commonwealth, within ten days 
after they shall have completed their said examination, a certifi- 
cate signed by them, showing the sum and sums thus allowed, and 
the names of the respective companies for whose use the same 
was allowed, and the city or town to which such companies belong. 
And the said adjutant general shall thereupon immediately notify 
the said mayor and aldermen and selectmen of the sum and sums 
thus allowed ; and the amount thereof shall be paid by the treas- 
urer to the said mayor and aldermen and selectmen, respectively, 
on demand, in the same manner as is now provided by law for the 
reimbursement of sums paid out by them to the officers and mem- 
bers of the volunteer militia for military service... 

Szot. 4. Any person or persons named or referred to in this 
act, who shall be guilty of making any false return or certificate, 
required by this act to be made under oath, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, with intent to defraud the Commonwealth, shall be deemed 
to have committed the crime of perjury, and shall be punished 
therefor accordingly. And if, by reason of such false return or 
certificate, wilfully made by the mayor and aldermen of any city, 
or the selectmen of any town, or any one or more of them, there 
shall be paid out of the treasury of this Commonwealth to such 
city or town any sum or sums of money to which such city or 
town is not entitled according to the true intent and meaning of 
this act, the city or town so receiving the same shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding four times the amount of money so re- 
ceived, to be recovered by indictment in any of the courts of this 
Commonwealth of competent jurisdiction. 

Szor. 5. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
eo of this act are hereby repealed. [Approved, April 26, 

853. | 


An Act respecting the Watch and Police of the City of Boston. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


Srot. 1. The city council of the city of Boston are hereby 
authorized and empowered. to unite, by ordinance, the watch and 
police departments of the said city into one department, and to 
organize the same, and from time to time to establish regulations 
therefor, not repugnant to the laws of the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 2. The chief of the police, who may be authorized to 
act by virtue of such ordinance, shall have and exercise all the 
powers and duties which by the laws now in force may beihad 
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and exercised by the head constable of the watch of the city of 
Boston; and the deputy chiefs of the police, and captains and 
lieutenants of the police, who may be authorized to act by virtue 
of such ordinance, shall have and exercise all the powers and 
duties which by the laws now in force may be had and exercised 
by the constables of the several divisions of the watch of the city 
of Boston ; and the said officers, and the policemen who shall be 
appointed under the provisions of such ordinance, shall have and 
exercise all the powers and duties which may be had and exercised 
either by the watch of the city of Boston, or by the police of the 
said city, by virtue of the seventeenth chapter of the Revised 
Statutes of this Commonwealth and other existing laws. 

Szot. 8. The mayor and aldermen of the city.of Boston shall 
have and exercise all the powers and duties in relation to the 
officers and policemen mentioned in the second section, which, by 
the laws now in force, they may have and exercise in relation to 
the watch and watchmen and the police of the city of Boston. 

Seor. 4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

SEoT. 5. This act shall be void unless accepted by the city 
council of the city of Boston within sixty days after its passage.. 
[ Approved, May, 21,1858. Accepted by City Council, June 2, 
1853. ] 


An Act relating to the Erection and Use of Buildings for Stables 
and Bowling Alleys. 


Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


Szot. 1. If any person shall erect, occupy, or use any build- 
ing in any city or town for a stable for more than four horses, or 
for a bowling alley, except in stich parts of said city as the mayor 
and aldermen thereof, and of such towns as the selectmen thereof 
shall direct, he shall forfeit a sum not exceeding fifty dollars for 
every month he shall so occupy or use such building, and in the 
like proportion for a longer or shorter time. And the Supreme 
Judicial Court, or any one of the justices thereof, either in term 
time or vacation, may issue an injunction to prevent such erection, 
occupancy, or use, without such direction. 

Szor. 2. This act shall not be in force in any city unless the 
city council thereof, nor in any town unless the inhabitants there- 
of, at a legal meeting, shall, within sixty days from the passage 
hereof, by vote, adopt the same. 

Srcr. 8. This act shall take effect from and after its passage. 
[ Approved, May 24, 1851. ] | 
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An Act in addition to an Act relating to the Erection and Use of 
Buildings for Stables and Bowling Alleys. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in Gen- 
eral Oourt assembled, and by the authority of the same: 


The provisions of the second section of the three hundred and — 
nineteenth chapter of the acts and resolves of the year eighteen 
hundred and fifty-one are hereby revived and extended for the 
term of nine months from the passage of this act. [Approved, 
May 23,1853. Accepted by City Council, Dec. 5, 1853. ] 


An Act to regulate the Storage and Sale of Camphene ane other 
like Fluids. 


The inhabitants of any town, and the city council of any city, 
in this Commonwealth, may make and adopt such rules and 
regulations in relation to the storage and sale within the limits of 
such town and city of camphene or any similar explosive or in- 
flammable fluid as they may deem reasonable, and may annex 
penalties to any breach of such rules and regulations, not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars for any one offence. [Passed, April 6, 1850. ] 


An Act to authorize the City of Boston to appropriate Money 
for the Relief of the Families of Disabled Firemen. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : ; 


Szot. 1. The city of Boston is hereby authorized to expend a - 
sum not exceeding one thousand dollars annually, under the 
direction of the city council, for the relief of such firemen as 
shall have been disabled in the service of the said city, and for 
the relief of the families of such firemen as have been killed in 
the performance of their duties. 

Secor. 2. ‘his act shall take effect from and after its accept- 
ance by the city council of Boston. [ Passed, April 27, 1854. 
Accepted by City Council, February 38,1855.) 
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An Ordinance in relation to contracts with City Officers. 


Sect. 1. No member of the city council, no member of an 
board, and no individual chosen by the city council, shall be in- 
terested in a private capacity, directly or indirectly, m any con- 
tract or agreement for labor or for any materials, goods, wares or 
merchandise furnished to the city, wherein the city is a party 
interested, unless the same be expressly authorized to be made 
and. entered into with such member, by some ordinance or order 
of the city council. 

Srct. 2. All contracts, agreements, purchases and sales, made 
contrary to the preceding section, shall be utterly void, at the 
pleasure of the city council, and no bill against the city arising 
out of or connected with any such contract, agreement, purchase 
or sale, shall be approved by any committee, passed by the au- 
ditor, or paid by the treasurer, unless approved and allowed b 
express vote of the city council. [Passed, Dec. 25, 1850. ] 


An Ordinance establishing a Fire Department, and providing for 
Preventing and Extinguishing Fires. 


Szcot. 1. The fire department shall consist of a ehief engineer, 
of nine other engineers, and of as many enginemen, hydrantmen, 
and hook and ladder men, to be divided into companies, as the 
number of engines and the number and quantity of other fire ap- 
paratus belonging to the city shall from time to time require. 

Sxot. 2. ‘There shall be chosen annually, by the city council, 
in the months of January or February, a chief engineer and nine 
other engineers, who shall hold their offices one year and until 
others are chosen in their places; provided, however, that no 
assistant engineer shall hold over in case five of the new board 
are elected ; and in all cases of holding over, preference shall be 
given to seniority of age. 
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Sect. 8. The city council may, by a concurrent vote at any 
time, remove from office the chief engineer, or any of the other 
engineers ; and the mayor and aldermen may at any time discharge 
any or all of the officers or members of either of said companies. 

Seor. 4. Each engineer sliall, upon his appointment, receive 
a written or printed certificate or warrant, in the words following 
viz: “ This certifies that A. B. is appointed an engineer, (or chief 
engineer) of the fire department of the city of Boston, and is en- 
titled to all the immunities belonging to said office. 

- Given under my hand this Wenyronwe ee otts ke 
Mayor. 
City Clerk.” | 

And the respective rank of the engineers shall be determined 
by the mayor and aldermen. 

Sezer. 5. The engineers, so chosen, shall meet and organize 
themselves into a board of engineers, a majority of whom shall 
form a quorum, and of which, in the absence of the chief engineer, 
the senior engineer present shall be presiding officer ; and they 
may appoint such secretary or other officers, and make such rules 
and regulations for their own government, as they may see fit, 
and such secretary shall receive such compensation as the city 
* council may deem expedient. ‘They shall be responsible for the 
discipline, good order, and proper conduct of the whole depart- 
ment, both officers and men, and for the care of all houses, en- 
gines, hose carriages, and other furniture and apparatus thereto 
belonging. ‘They shall have the superintendence and control of 
all the engine and other houses used for the purposes of the fire 
department, and of all furniture and apparatus thereto belonging, 
and of the engines and all other fire apparatus belonging to the 
city, and over the officers and members of the several companies 
attached to the fire department, and over all persons present at 
fires, and they may make such rules and regulations for the bet- 
ter government, discipline and good order of the department, and 
for the extinguishment of fires, as they may from time to time, 
think expedient, the same not being repugnant to the laws of this 
commonwealth, or to any ordinance of the city, and being subject 
_to the approbation of the mayor and aldermen. ‘The assistant en- 
gineers shall report their absences from fires to the chief engineer, 
with the reasons therefor, who shall keep a record of the same, 
and make a report thereof, stating all the facts, to the city council 
every year prior to the election of engineers. In the absence of 
the chief engineer the clerk shall make said record and report. 

Sect. 6. It shall be the duty of said engineers, whenever a 
fire shall break out in the city, immediately to repair to the place 
of such fire, and to carry with them a suitable staff or badge of 
their office ; to take proper measures that the several engines and 
other apparatus be arranged in the most advantageous situations, 
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and duly worked for the effectual extinguishment of the fire; to 
require and compel assistance from all persons, as well members 
of the fire department as others, in extinguishing the fire, remoy- 
ing furniture, goods, or other merchandise, from any building on 
fire, or in danger thereof, and to .appoint guards to secure the 
same: and also in pulling down or demolishing any house or 
building if occasion require, and further to suppress all tumults 
and disorders. It shall also be their duty to cause order to be 
preserved in going to, working at, or returning from fires, and at 
all other times when companies attached to the department are on 
duty. 

spas 7. Whenever any fire occurs in either of the adjoiming 
towns, it shall be the duty of only such and so many of said en- 
gineers to repair to such towns, as shall have been previously 
designated for such purpose by the board of engineers. 

Szot. 8. The chief engineer shall have the sole command at 
fires, over all the other engineers, all members of the fire depart- 
ment, and all other persons who may be present at fires, and 
shall direct all proper measures for the extinguishment of fires, 
protection of property, preservation of order, and observance of 
the laws, ordinances and regulations respecting fires ; and it shall 
be the duty of said chief engineer to examine into the condition 
of the engines and all other fire apparatus, and of the engine and 
other houses belonging to the city and used for the purposes of 
the fire department, and of the companies attached to the said 
department, as often as circumstances may render it expedient, 
or whenever directed so to do by the board of aldermen, or by 
the committee of the board of aldermen on the fire department, 
and annually to report the same to the said board, and oftener 
if thereunto requested ; also, to cause a full description of 
the same, together with the names of the officers and members 
of the fire department, to be published annually in such manner 
as the hoard of aldermen shall direct ; and whenever the engines 
or other fire apparatus, engine or other houses used by the 
fire department, require alterations, additions, or repairs, the 
chief engineer, under the direction of the board of aldermen or of 
the committee on the fire department shall cause the same to be 
made ; and it shall be moreover the duty of the chief engineer to 
receive and transmit to the board of aldermen all returns of offi- 
cers, members and fire apparatus, made by the respective com- 
panies as hereinafter prescribed, and all other communications 
relating to the affairs of the fire department; to keep fair and 
exact rolls of the respective companies, specifying the time of ad- 
mission and discharge, and the ave of each member ; to report in 
writing to the city clerk, who shall keep a record of the same, 
once in each year, or oftener if directed so to do by the board of 
aldermen, all accidents by fire which may happen within the city, 
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with the causes thereof as well as can be ascertained, and the num- 
ber and description of the buildings destroyed or injured, together 
with the names of the owners or occupants. 

Srot. 9. In case of the absence of the chief engineer, the 
engineer next in rank who may be present shall execute the duties 
of his office, with full powers. . 

Sot. 10. As many engine, hydrant, and hook and ladder 
companies shall from time to time be formed by the mayor and 
aldermen as they shall deem expedient, and each of said com- 
panies shall consist of as many men as said mayor and aldermen 
may determine, who shall be appointed exclusively by them. 

Sxot. 11. No person under twenty-one years of age shall be 
employed as a member of the fire department ; nor shall any per- 
son be so employed who is not a citizen of the United States and 
a legal voter in the city of Boston. | 

{[Szor. 12. The terms of service for the members of the fire 
department shall commence on the first day of the month, and 
shall continue for periods of six months each. And every officer 
or member who shall not serve the whole of said period of six 
months, and in the same company in which he enters, except in 
cases of sickness, death, or removal from the city, or who shall be 
removed therefrom for cause, shall forfeit any and all compensa- 
tion that would otherwise have been due to him at the time when 
such service ceased, or such removal took place. ] 

[Sect. 18. Every company shall have a foreman, an assistant 
foreman, a clerk, and a steward, who shall be nominated by the 
members to the board of engineers, and being by them approved, 
their names shall be sent to the board of mayor and aldermen for 
approval or rejection, and, in case of rejection, another person 
shall be nominated as aforesaid, before the next meeting of the 
mayor and aldermen; and these officers, when elected, shall 
receive certificates of appointment signed by the mayor, and shall 
hold their places until removed, or until others are appointed in 
their stead. ] 

Sect. 14. Whenever any person shall have received his cer- 
tificate of appointment to any office under this ordinance, he shall 
thereby be immediately invested with all the authority conferred, 
and subject to all the duties imposed by the laws, the city ordi- » 
nances, and the rules and regulations of the fire department, until 
discharged therefrom, either by death or resignation, or by order 
of the mayor and aldermen, or the board of engineers, as herein- 
after provided for ; and the vacancy occasioned by his discharge 
shall be filled as soon as may be, in the manner herein prescribed. 

Sect. 15. It shall be the duty of the foremen to see that the 
several engines and apparatus committed to their care, and the 
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several buildings in which the same are deposited, and all things in 
or belonging to the same, are kept neat, clean, and in order for 
immediate use ; it shall also be their duty to preserve order and 
discipline at all times in their respective companies, and require 
and enforce a strict compliance with the city ordinances, the rules 
and regulations of the department, and the orders of the engineers. 
They shall also keep or cause to be kept by the clerks of their 
respective companies, fair and exact rolls, specifying the time of | 
admission, discharge and age of each member, and accounts of all 
city property entrusted to the care of the several, members, and 
of all absences and tardiness among the same, in a book provided 
for that purpose by the city, which rolls or record books are always 
to be subject to the order of the board of engineers and the board 
of aldermen. They shall also make or cause to be made to the 
chief engineer, true and accurate returns of all the members, with 
their ages, and the apparatus entrusted to their cage, whenever 
called upon so to do. 

Sect. 16. It shall be the duty of the officers and members of 
the several engine, hydrant, and hook and ladder companies, when- 
ever a fire shall break out in the city, to repair forthwith to their 
respective engines, hose, hook and ladder carriages, and other 
apparatus, and to convey them in as orderly a manner as may be, 
to or near the place where the fire may be, in conformity with the 
direction of the chief or other engineers; to exert themselves in 
the most orderly manner possible, in working and managing the 
said engines, hose, hooks and ladders, and other apparatus; and 
in performing any duty that they may be called upon to do, by any 
engineer; and upon permission of the chief or other engineer, 
shall in an orderly and quiet manner return said engines, hose, 
hook and ladder carriages, and other apparatus, to their respec- 
tive places of deposit. Provided, that in the absence of all the 
engineers such direction and permission may be given by their 
respective foremen. 

Sect. 17. Any officer or other member may be removed or 
dismissed from the fire department by a vote of the chief engineer 
and two thirds of the assistant engineers and said vote shall be 
final unless in the case of officers, the same shall be reversed by 
the mayor and aldermen within fourteen days after it shall have 
been passed. 

Secr. 18. In all cases of removal from office by the engineers, 
the name of the party removed, with a statement of the reasons 
therefor, shall-be entered on their records, and a copy of the same 
shall be transmitted to the board of aldermen, before their next 
regular meeting. 

Sect. 19. No officer, who may have been dismissed or re- 
moved from the fire department, shall be reinstated therein, unless 
by a vote of the chief engineer and two thirds of the assistant en- 
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gineers, and, in such case, said vote shall not take effect until 
confirmed by the board of aldermen; and it shall not pass the 
board of aldermen unless two thirds of the whole board vote 
therefor. 

Secor. 20. Every company shall have two or more suction hose 
men and three or more leading hose men, to be appointed by the 
foreman of such company, subject to the approval of the board of 
engineers, and they shall hold their places for six months, unless 
sooner removed by the said board. For the purpose of discharge 
and removal, suction and leading hosemen shall be regarded as 
members and not as officers. 

Seor. 21. The steward shall hold his office in like manner for 
not less than six months. It shall be his duty to keep clean the 
house, the engine, hose or other apparatus which may belong to 
the company, to clear the snow in winter from the sidewalk con- 
nected with the house, and generally to see that the engine and 
apparatus are ready for immediate use. 

Sect. 22. The engineers and members of the several compa- 
nies regularly appointed shall wear such caps, badges, or insignia, 
as the mayor and aldermen shall from time to time direct, to be 
furnished at the expense of the city, and no other person or per- 
sons shall be permitted to wear the same, except under such 
pee eons and regulations as the mayor and aldermen may 

irect. 

Szot. 23. No uniform, unless such caps, badges, and insignia 
as are prescribed from time to time by the mayor and aldermen, 
shall be allowed to be worn upon any occasion, as firemen, by 
either officers or men belonging to the department. 

Sect. 24. No company shall have power to appoint or dis- 
charge any officer or member. 

SEcT. 25. No company shall leave the city, in case of fire in 
the neigboring towns, excepting by the express order of the chief 
engineer or one of the assistant engineers ; and no company shall 
leave the city on an excursion, or appear in the streets, as firemen, 
except in case of an alarm of fire, unless by the express direction 
and permission of the city council. 

Sxor. 26. The lower story only of the engine, hydrant, and 
hook and ladder houses, shall be appropriated to the use of the 
department; and no furniture or decorations shall be allowed, 
except such as is furnished by the city. 

Szor. 27. No associations or organized societies or clubs of 
firemen, as such, shall be allowed, except by the express permis- 
sion of the city council. 

{Suct. 28. No company shall be allowed to impose fines upon 
its members ; but it shall be the duty of the clerk of each company 
to enter in the roll book provided by the city, all absences and 
tardiness of each officer and member of said company ; and to 
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make a monthly return of the same to the board of engineers. 
And for every absence or tardiness, except in cases of sickness, 
there shall be deducted from the pay of such officer or member, 
such sum, not exceeding fifty cents, as the said board may order 
and determine. And if any officer or member shall have been 
absent or. tardy at more than one-third of the fires or alarms of 
fires, except in case of sickness, during the month, such absences 
or tardiness shall be considered good cause for his discharge from 
the department, if more than five. | 

Sect. 29. Any officer or member of the fire department who 
shall wilfully neglect or refuse to perform his duty, or shall be 
guilty of disorderly conduct or disobedience to his superiors in 
office, shall for such offence, be dismissed from the department, 
and any officer or member who shall offend against any ordinance 
of the city relating to the fire department, shall, in addition to the 
liability of dismission, be liable to a penalty of not less than five, 
nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

SxcT. 80. Every member and every officer of the fire depart- 
ment shall sign the following statement, to be deposited with the 
board of engineers. ‘I, A. B. having been appointed a member 
‘of the Boston Fire Department, hereby signify my agreement to 
‘abide by all the ordinances of the City Council, and the rules 
‘and regulations of the Mayor and Aldermen, and of the Board 
*¢ of Aldermen and the board of engineers relating thereto.” And 
any officer or member who shall neglect or refuse to sign the 
same, shall not be entitled to any compensation whatsoever. 

Secor. 51. It shall be the duty of the chief engineer, or other 
engineers, to report to the board of aldermen the name of every 
person, not a member of either of said companies, who shall, con- 
trary to law, refuse or neglect to obey any orders of any engineer, 
given at any fire. 

Sect. 82. It shall be the duty of such of the constables or 
police officers of the city as may be selected by the engineers for 
that service, to repair with their staves, or such other badges of 
office as the mayor and aldermen shall direct, on the alarm of fire, 
immediately to the place where the fire may be, and there to use 
their best skill and power, under the direction of the chief engi- 
neer, for the preservation of the public peace, and the prevention 
of theft and destruction of property, and the removal of all sus- 
pected persons ;. for which service the constables or police officers 
shall receive such compensation as shall be in each case ordered 
by the mayor and aldermen. 

Sect. 33. Immediately on the alarm of fire, during the night, 
it shall be the duty of the respective watchmen to give notice 
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thereof within their respective districts, by springing their rattles, 
crying ‘fire,’ or ringing a bell, and mentioning the street or 
direction where it may be; and if any watchman shall neglect so 
to do, he shall forfeit and pay two dollars, and if it shall happen 
that a chimney only shall be on fire, either by night or day, the 
bell shall not be rung, but only when a building is proclaimed to 
be on fire. 

Sect. 34. Whenever it shall be adjudged at any fire, by any 
three or more of the engineers, of whom the chief engineer, if 
present, shall be one, to be necessary, in order to prevent the 
further spreading of the fire, to pull down or otherwise demolish 
any building, the same may be done by their joint order. 

Sxot. 35. It shall be the duty of the chief and other engineers 
to inquire for and examine into all shops and other places where 
shavings or other such combustible materials may be collected and 
deposited, and at all times to be vigilant in taking care of the 
removal of the same, whenever, in the opinion of any two of them, 
the same may be dangerous to the security of the city from fires, 
and to direct the tenant or occupant of said shops or other places 
to remove the same ; and, in case of such tenant’s or occupant’s 
neglect or refusal so to do, to cause the same to be removed at 
the expense of such tenant or occupant, who shall, in addition, be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars for such neglect or 
refusal, and any person who shall obstruct the engineers or any 
of them in carrying out the provisions of this section, shall also be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars. It shall also be 
the duty of said engineers to take cognizance of, and to cause 
prosecution to be instituted in all cases of infraction of the laws 
relative to the erection of wooden buildings, or of any other laws 
or ordinances for the prevention of fire within the limits of the 
city. 
oe. 36. The power of making and establishing rules and 
regulations for the transportation and keeping of gunpowder within 
the city of Boston, and of granting licenses for the keeping and 
sale thereof in the city, according to the provisions of an act en- 
titled ‘‘an act further regulating the storage, safe keeping, and 
transportation of gunpowder in the city of Boston,” and of any 
other act or acts on the same subject, shall be exercised and per- 
formed by the chief and other engineers, and the power and duty 
of seizing any gunpowder kept or being within the city or harbor 
thereof, contrary to the provisions of the said act or acts, shall be 
exercised and performed by the said engineers or any of them; 
and in case of any seizure being made by any engineer other than 
the chief, he shall forthwith report to the chief engineer, who 
shall cause said gunpowder to be libelled and prosecuted in the 
manner prescribed in the said acts; and all the other powers and 
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duties granted and enjoined in and by the said act or acts, 
shall be performed by the said chief or one of the other engi- 
neers. 

Szotr. 87. All moneys received for fines, forfeitures, and 
penalties arising under this ordinance and the laws of this Com- 
monwealth, regulating the storage and transportation of gun- 
powder, the erection of buildings within the city of Boston, and 
the prevention and extinguishment of fire, unless by such laws 
otherwise specially provided, shall be paid into the treasury of 
the city, to be applied in such way as is provided in the acts of 
this Commonwealth. 

Sect. 38. Every person who shall have served according to 
law im the fire department for seven successive years, shall be en- 
titled to receive a certificate thereof, sizned by the mayor of said 
city ; and all persons who shall receive said certificate as afore- 
said shall be entitled to wear the badge of the department, and to 
do duty therein, when desired so to do by the mayor and alder- 
men, under such organization and management as they may deter- 
mine. 

Srot. 89. There shall be paid annually to each member of 
the department such sums as the city council may, from time to 
time, determine ; and in case of the temporary absence from the 
city of any member, for forty-eight hours or more, he shall pro- 
vide a substitute, to be approved by the foreman of his company, 
whose name he shall return to the clerk of the same, failing in 
which he shall forfeit one month’s compensation, provided the 
same may be due him up to the time of such absence. 

Secor. 40. The members of the several companies shall not 
assemble in the houses entrusted to their care except for the pur- 
pose of nominating officers, taking the engine or apparatus on an 
alarm of fire, and of returning the same to the house, and taking 
the necessary care of said apparatus after its return. 

Sror. 41. This ordinance shall take effect on and after the 
first day of July next; and an ordinance ‘ establishing a fire de- 
partment, and providing for preventing and extinguishing fires,” 
passed June 4th, 1850, shall on said day expire and be thereafter 
of no effect and void, with the exception of the section thereof 
relating to the burning of chimneys, stove pipes or flues. And 
all officers and members of the Fire Department, appointed under 
said ordinance, shall on that day be removed therefrom, and shall 
be entitled to pay pro rata to that time. 

[ Passed, June 2, 1851.] 
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An Ordinance in relation to the Boston Lunatic Hospital. 


Sect. 1. The Board of Visitors of the Boston Lunatic Hos- 
pital shall elect annually, in the month of June, and whenever a 
vacancy may occur, some suitable physician as Superintendent of 
the said Hospital, who shall constantly reside at the same, and 
they shall prescribe his duties. He shall be removable at their 
pleasure, and shall receive such compensation as the city council 
may from time to time determine. ‘The said Superintendent shall 
also perform the duties of Physician to the House of Correction, 
provided the Overseers of said House of Correction shall so elect. 

Sect. 2. An ordinance in relation to the Boston Lunatic Hos- 
pital, passed June 19th, 1851, is hereby repealed. 

[ Passed, July T, 1853. ] 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance providing for the care 
and management of the Boston Water Works. 


SzoT. 1. The Cochituate Water Board shall have the like 
powers and perform the like duties in relation to the property, 
estates, rights, and privileges of the Boston Aqueduct Corpora- 
tion, now belonging to the City, which they have and perform in 
relation to the Boston Water Works by virtue of the Ordinance, 
to which this is in addition, passed October 31, 1850. 

Sect. 2. The said Water Board shall also have power to 
adopt such lawful regulations, establish such water rates, and 
make such agreements as they may deem expedient for the sale 
and delivery of the water from Jamaica Pond to any persons in 
the city of Roxbury. 

SectT..3. It shall be the duty of the Water Registrar, under 
the direction of the said Water Board, to assess the amounts to 
be paid according to the said rates or agreements, and to make 
out and distribute bills therefor, and to perform the like duties in 
relation to the same as he is now required to do in relation to the 


said Boston Water Works. [Passed, Sept. 29, 1851.] 


An Ordinance in relation to Faneuil Hall Market. 


The second section of an Ordinance entitled “ An Ordinance 
in addition to an Ordinance for the regulation of Faneuil Hall 
Market,” passed on the thirtieth day of May, in the year 
eighteen hundred and fifty, and being section numbered twenty, 
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on the one hundred and seventeenth page of the Revised Ordi- 
nances, is hereby repealed, and the seventh section of an ordi- 
nance for the regulation of said market, passed on the twenty- 
sixth day of October, in the year eighteen hundred and forty-six, 
and being section seven on the one hundred and twelfth and one 
hundred and thirteenth pages of the Revised Ordinances, is here- 
by revived, and shall be in full force and effect. 
[ Passed, Dec. 29, 1851. ] 


An Ordinance in relation to the Police. 


Szot.1. The police officers appointed by the mayor and alder- 
men, according to law, shall receive such compensation as the city 
council may determine. 

Sect. 2. The mayor, by and with the advice and consent of 
the aldermen, shall annually, in the month of May or June, ap- 
point one of said officers to be Chief of Police, who shall be re- 
movable by the mayor, and who shall give a bond to his satis- 
faction, in the sum of two thousand dollars, for the faithful 
performance of the duties of his office. 

Srot. 3. The said Chief of Police may appoint from said 
police officers one or more deputies, subject to the approval of the 
board of aldermen, who may act for him in his absence by consent 
of the mayor. 

Sxot. 4. The Chief of Police and his deputies shall receive 
such compensation respectively as the city council may deter- 
mine. 

Srot. 5. The Chief of Police shall have precedence and cori- 
trol over constables and police officers, when engaged in the same 
service, and shall have the general superintendence over police 
officers, and may establish such rules and regulations as he may 
deem expedient, subject at all times to the approval of the mayor 
and aldermen. 

Sect. 6. The office of Chief of Police shall be open at all 
suitable times, under the direction of the board of aldermen, for 
the purpose of receiving complaints of the inhabitants respecting 
offences against the laws and ordinances, and he shall institute 
prosecutions in all proper cases, and shall attend to the trial of 
the same. 

Sxot. 7. The said Chief of Police shall keep a correct record 
of all the doings of his office, and shall make a regular report 
thereof to the city council, as often as once in three months, and 
at such other times as they shall require. 

Sect. 8. The said Chief of Police shall devote his whole time 
to the municipal affairs of the city of Boston, to preserve the 
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peace, order, and cleanliness thereof, and to this end he shall 
execute and enforce the special laws relating to the city, the 
orders of the city council, and the orders of the board of alder- 
men. 

Srct. 9. All and singular the duties now required by any 
ordinance of the city, or orders of the mayor and aldermen, to be 
performed by the City Marshal or his deputies, shall be per 
formed by the Chief of Police and his deputies respectively. 

Sxot. 10. The said Chief of Police shall take notice of all 
nuisances, impediments, and obstructions in the streets, lanes, 
alleys, courts, public places, and squares of the city, and shall 
remove the same, or take all proper measures in relation thereto, 
according to law, under the direction of the board of aldermen. 

SEot. 11. An ordinance providing for the appointment of a 
City Marshal, passed September 12, 1850, is hereby repealed. 

[ Passed, June 24, 1852. ] 


An Ordinance in relation to the Survey of Lumber. 


In all cases it shall be competent and lawful for the Surveyor 
General of Lumber to notify and direct his deputies in the survey 
of lumber in rotation, or in such other order or manner as he 
shall deem expedient, any thing in the Ordinances of the city to 
the contrary notwithstanding. Provided, however, that no deputy 
shall be allowed to survey for one person or firm more than forty 
days in any year; and the Surveyor General shall keep a record 
of the time each deputy shall survey for any and all persons or 
firms, with the amount of fees received by each, which record 
shall at all times be open to the inspection of any member of the 
city council. [ Passed, July 12, 1852. ] 


An Ordinance ip relation to Faneuil Hall Market. 


Sect. 1. The mayor, by and with the advice and consent of 
the aldermen, shall annually, in the month of June or July, and 
whenever a vacancy occurs, appoint a superintendent of Faneuil 
Hall Market, who shall be removable at his pleasure, and shall 
receive such compensation for his services as the city council 
shall annually direct. 

Sxct. 2. The Superintendent of Faneuil Hall Market shall, 
whenever authorized by the board of aldermen, employ one or 
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more deputies, who shall be approved by the mayor, and who 
shall have power and authority to assist the Superintendent in 
the execution of his office, and, on any occasion when said Super- 
intendent is not present, to officiate for him in his stead, and to 
perform his duties; but no deputy shall remain in office longer 
than during the approbation of the mayor, and the said Super- 
fntendent shall be responsible for the conduct of each of his 
deputies, and such deputies shall receive such compensation for 
their services as the city council shall annually direct. 

Szot. 8. The Superintendent of Faneuil Hall Market and his 
deputies shall, under the control of the board of aldermen, have 
the care and superintendence of said market; and it shall be 
their duty to preserve order in said market, to execute and carry 
into effect all the regulations, orders, and ordinances which may 
be duly made and established from time to time by the city 
council or the board of aldermen for the due regulation of the 
same ; and to keep open, at all hours of every market day, after 
the hour of 8 o’clock, A. M., the south part of South Market 
street, through the entire length of said street, to the width of 
thirty-five feet from the outside limits of the sidewalk of said 
South Market street. This space shall be kept open and unob- 
structed for the passage of vehicles; and it shall be the duty of 
the Superintendent and his deputies to enter and prosecute com- 
plaints for any violation of said regulations, orders, and ordi- 
nances. 

Sect. 4. The limits of Faneuil Hall Market shall inelude the 
lower floor, porches, and cellars of the building called Faneuil 
Hall Market, and the streets on each side thereof, called North 
Market street and South Market street, except the northerly side- 
walk of North Market street, and the southerly sidewalk of South 
Market street, and shall also include all those parts of Commer- 
cial street and the street lying between the Market building and 
Faneuil Hall which lie between the inner lines of said sidewalks, 
extending easterly and westerly across said street. 

Sect. 5. The said Superintendent and his deputies, under 
the direction of the hoard of aldermen, shall have the control of 
all carts, wagons, sleighs, and other vehicles and carriages within 
the limits of Faneuil Hall Market, and may assign stands within 
the limits of the said market for the sale of provisions and other 
articles ; and no person shall occupy any stand other than such 
as may be assigned him, or keep any cart, wagon, sleigh, or other 
vehicle or carriage, horse, or other beast, within the limits of said 
market, for any longer space of time, or shall range or locate 
them in any other manner or form than such as may be directed 
by said Superintendent or either of his deputies ; and said Super- 
intendent and his deputies shall have power and authority to 
remove from place to place, within the limits (if the owners or 
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possessors thereof neglect or refuse, after request, so to remove 
them, or if the owner or possessor be absent therefrom), all such 
carts, wagons, sleighs, vehicles and carriages, with their contents 
remaining therein, and all horses and other beasts, as shall be 
ranged or formed in any other manner than as directed by said 
Superintendent or either of his deputies, and the owner or person 
having charge of any cart, wagon, sleigh, other vehicles of car- 
riages, or any box, barrel, cask, crate, basket, package, tub, or 
other vessel, whether empty or not, occupying any place within 
the limits of said market, shall, when directed by said Superin- 
tendent or either of his deputies, remove the same, with their 
contents, or cause the same with their contents to be removed 
without delay (either without the limits of such market or to 
such place within the same), as the said Superintendent or either 
of his deputies may direct; and in case of neglect or refusal so 
to do by such owner or possessor, or the absence of them, so that 
the direction to remove cannot be given by said Superintendent 
or either of his deputies and immediately complied with, the owner 
or possessor thereof, besides being hable to the penalty herein- 
after mentioned for violation of this ordinance, shall be liable to 
pay the expense of such removal by the Superintendent or either 
of his deputies, and the keeping of the same, and shall not be 
entitled to re-delivery or possession of such property so removed 
by the Superintendent or either of his deputies, until the expenses 
of such removal and keeping are paid; and if said expenses are 
not paid within twenty-four hours after such removal, so much of 
said property so removed may be sold at public auction, after 
being advertised for twenty-four hours, as may be necessary to 

roduce the amount in money of said expenses of the removal and 
keeping, and the cost and charges of the sale and advertising 
“thereof; and the residue of said property shall be subject to the 
disposal of the owner or person having charge thereof. 

Sect. 6. All horses and other beasts shall be taken from the 
carts, wagons, sleighs, and other vehicles having provisions or 
articles of any kind for sale therein, and which shall stand within 
the limits aforesaid, and the same shall be conducted to a stable 
or otherwise removed from said limits by the owner or driver 
having change of the same; and it shall be lawful for the said 
is ciples or either of his deputies, whenever he or either 
of them shall find any cart, wagon, sleigh, or vehicle, or other 
carriage, or any ox, horse, or other beast standing or being within 
the said limits, in a manner or in a place not authorized by law 
and by the ordinances of said city, and not permitted by the con- 
sent and direction of said Superintendent or either of his deputies, 
or abandoned and left unprotected, or found within the limits of 
the market on any part of the Lord’s day or evening, to cause 
such cart, wagon, sleigh, vehicle, or other carriage, with its con- 
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tents therein, and such ox, horse, or other beast, to be conducted 
to some stable or other suitable place, and the owner or person 
having the care or keeping thereof, shall be liable to pay, before 
the re-delivery thereof to him, the entire cost and expense of the 
removal and keeping thereof during the time it shall be in said 
stable or other suitable place, together with such further sum of 
money to the city, not exceeding two dollars, for the trouble 
arising in that behalf, as the said Superintendent or either of his 
deputies shall demand, the same to be paid to and accounted for 
by said Superintendent or his deputies to said City. 

Secor. 7. No person shall at any time, without the permission 
of said Superintendent or either of his deputies, occupy any 
stand within the limits of said market, with cart, wagon, sleigh, 
vehicle, carriage, bench, box, basket, barrel, cask, crate, tub, or 
other vessel or otherwise, for the purpose of vending any articles 
within the limits of said market, unless he shall, before selling or 
offering for sale such articles, satisfy the Superintendent or either 
of his deputies, upon the request of either of them, by his own 
certificate or otherwise, that all the said articles, enumerating 
them, are the produce of his own farm or some farm not more 
distant than ten miles from his own dwelling house; and every 
person occupying any such stand in any of the abovementioned 
manners, or with any of said carriages or vessels, contrary to the 
provisions of this ordinance, shall, when directed by the said 
Superintendent or either of his deputies, forthwith remove without 
the limits of said market, and cause his cart or other carriage, 
and all his boxes and other vessels, with their contents also, to be 
removed out of the limits of said market; and if said certificate 
be false, the signer thereof shall forfeit and pay a penalty not 
exceeding twenty dollars, and also the said Superintendent and 
his deputies shall have power and authority to remove the same in 
the manner provided in the fifth and sixth sections of this ordi- 
nance, or either of them. ‘The Superintendent or his deputies, 
under the direction of the board of aldermen, may assign stands, 
allowing them to be taken the evening previous to any one market 
day, to those persons who come a distance greater than fifteen 
miles from Boston with produce for the market. 

Sect. 8. When any person occupying any stand im the streets 
within the limits of said market, shall employ any Pent or ser- 
vant to sell in said market any articles for him or on his account, 
such servant or agent shall not sell any articles upon account of 
or for any other person than the person so employing him, nor 
shall any person occupying a stand as aforesaid, or his servant or 
agent, be permitted to purchase any provisions or other articles 
within the limits of said market for the purpose of selling the 
same therein again, or exposing the same therein for sale, or per- 
mitting any person to sell the same for him therein ; nor shall he 
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be permitted to sell within said limits, or expose for sale therein, 
any provisions or other articles for or on account of any person 
not entitled to a stand therein by the terms of this ordinance. 

Sreot. 9. All the butter brought within the limits of said 
market for sale shall be sold by weight, and if it is in Jumps each 
lump shall contain one or more even or integral pounds, half or 
quarter pounds, weight ; and the Superintendent and his deputies 
shall have power and authority to take and weigh all butter in 
lumps so exposed for sale in said market, and if found deficient in 
weight to destroy the form of said lumps. 

Secor. 10. If any person shall, within the limits of said mar- 
ket, sell or offer to sell, or exhibit for sale, any article which 
shall be deficient in the weight or measure for which he sells the 
same, or offers or exhibits the same for sale, or shall practice any 
fraudulent dealing within said limits, and shall be convicted thereof 
or shall be convicted of any breach of this ordinance, or either of 
the offences enumerated in it, he shall not be permitted to use or 
hire a stall, or have or occupy a stand within the limits of said 
market, either as principal, servant or agent, for the purpose of 
selling or offermg for sale any articles in said market, for the 
term of one year from and after such conviction, unless specially 
authorized by the board of aldermen so to do, after such con- 
viction, and their knowledge of the same. 

SxoT. 11. The several stalls in said market shall be leased to 
the respective occupants by written leases, the conditions of which 
shall be prescribed by the board of aldermen; and the rent 
thereof, together with the rent of the cellars under said stalls, 
shall be paid to the said Superintendent of the market, or to such 
person as the mayor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
aldermen, shall appoint, and at such times as the board of alder- 
men shall determine ; and such lessees shall not underlet the same 
or any part of said stalls or cellars, nor permit the same, nor 
any part thereof, to be occupied by any other person without 
the assent of the said board of aldermen, under the penalty of for- 
feiting the right to their respective cellars, stalls, and leases. 

Sect. 12. The said lessees shall not throw, or permit to be 
thrown, or to remain within the precincts of their respective stalls, 
any offal, animal substance, scrapings, or any kind of dirt, filth, 
useless or offensive matter, but shall forthwith remove the same 
or cause the same to be deposited in some tight vessel, to be 
approved of by the said Superintendent or either of his deputies, 
and to be removed by said lessee as the said Superintendent or 
either of his deputies shall direct. 

Sect. 13. No person shall throw or sweep any offal, animal 
or vegetable substance, scrapings or sweepings, damaged salt or 
pickle, or foul water from the stalls or cellars into the passage- 
ways or on the sidewalks, or into the streets adjoining said 
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market house, at any time during the day or night. Nor shall 
any person within the limits of said market sell or offer to sell or 
expose for sale, or have,in his possession, any meat, fish, bread, 
vegetables, tallow, skins, pelts, poultry, or other articles, which in 
the opinion of said Superintendent or either of his deputies, shall 
_be diseased, corrupted, tainted or unwholesome ; but such person 
shall, when directed by said Superintendent or either of his depu- 
ties, forthwith remove all such articles from said limits to such 
suitable place as the said Superintendent or either of his deputies 
shall order ; and if such person shall refuse or neglect to comply 
with such direction, or if the owner or person having charge of 
such articles be absent for more than one hour’s time, the said 
Superintendent or either of his deputies shall forthwith remove 
the same, or cause the same to be removed from said limits to 
such suitable place as aforesaid, at the expense of such person ; 
and if in the judgment of said Superintendent or either of his 
deputies, it shall be necessary for the public health, it shall be 
their duty to destroy the same ; and if any person shall hinder, 
obstruct or molest said Superintendent or any of his deputies in 
the premises, he shall forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding twenty 
dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 14. When the lessee of any stall, or occupant of any. 
cellar in said market house, shall from any cause whatever vacate 
the same, or shall receive notice from the board of aldermen to 
vacate the same, or shall neglect or refuse to pay his rent for the 
space of twenty-four hours, or shall neglect or refuse to comply 
with any regulations established for the good order and cleanli- 
ness of the said market house, and its entries, passageways, side- 
walks and the streets adjoining said house, the stall or stalls and 
cellar of such lessge shall thereupon revert to the city, and be at 
the disposal of the board of aldermen. 

Sect. 15. No person shall, within the walls of Faneuil Hall 
Market House, or on the sidewalks of the same, or within the 
aforesaid limits of the said market, play at any game, or lie down 
or sleep, or behave in a disorderly, noisy, or riotous manner ; nor 
shall any person within the limits of said market smoke, or have 
in his possession any lighted pipe or segar. And it shall be the 
duty of the said Superintendent and his deputies to prevent idle 
and disorderly persons, itinerant pedlers, and transient persons 
selling newspapers, matches or other articles, or making outcries 
or noises, from frequenting or tarrying in said market house or 
within the limits of said market, and to cause all such persons so 
offending to be removed and to be prosecuted. 

Srot. 16. No horse or other beast, and no cart, wagon, sleigh 
or other vehicle, shall be permitted to stand within the limits of 
said market on any part of the Lord’s day or evening, nor shall 
any person continue to do any business within the limits of said 
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market on any week day after the sunsetting of such day, ex- 
cepting on the evenings immediately preceding Thanksgiving and 
Christmas days, nor on any evening after the closing of the market 
house; and if any person shall place or leave any wagon, cart, 
sleigh or other vehicle, box, barrel, crate, cask, or other vessel, 
empty or otherwise, within the limits of said market on any part 
of the Lord’s day or evening, or any week day after sunset, ex- 
cepting on the evenings immediately preceding Thanksgiving and 
Christmas days, or on any evening after the closing of the market 
house, he shail forfeit a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars ; 
and the said Superintendent or either of his deputies may cause 
the same to be removed, in the manner provided in the fifth and 
sixth sections of this ordinance or either of them. 

Sect. 17. Lessees of stalls and occupants of stands shall not 
incumber the main passage-way or cross passages within the said 
market house, nor the passage-ways outside of said house in front 
of the door-ways and Jeading into the middle of the streets, nor 
any of the avenues leading to and from the said market, with any 
casks, barrels, meat, or other articles or incumbrances. 

SEcT. 18. Any person may offer and sell, from house to house, 
in any of the public streets, lanes, alleys, or squares in the city, 
from out of carts, wagons or sleighs, any meat, poultry, vegetables, 
frnit or other articles of provisions on all days when Faneuil Hall 
Market is open; subject, however, to any order of the mayor and 
aldermen respecting the standing of carriages in the streets, and 
to the ordinances regulating the sale of provisions and the throw- 
ing of offal into the streets. No person, unless duly authorized 
by the board of aldermen, shall place any stall, bench, box, 
basket, barrel, block or table, in any of the streets, lanes, alleys, 
squares, or public places of the city, on which to exhibit any arti- 
cles of meat, poultry, vegetables, or other articles of provisions, 
for sale. 

Sect. 19. During the two days next preceding the annual 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, and during the evening market 
hours of the day preceding the annual Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas, any person may be allowed to retail within the limits of 
Faneuil Hall Market, any provisions of any kind, wherever ob- 
tained, either from cart, wagon, or other vehicle, or from any box, 
basket, barrel, bench or table, provided they shall occupy such 
stand, thus to retail and sell, as the Superintendent or either of 
his deputies may assign to them, and conforming to, and subject 
to the same regulations and penalties, as intended and expressed 
in the several sections of this ordinance. 

Sect. 20. Every person offending against any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, shall, in addition to the penalties before 
prescribed, forfeit and pay a sum not less than two dollars, nor 
more than fifty dollars, to be recovered on complaint before the 
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Police Court of the City of Boston; but in no case shall all the 
penalties for one offence exceed the sum of twenty dollars. 

Sect. 21. The said Superintendent shall pay over all moneys 
by him received to the city treasurer, and shall make a quarterly 
report to the board of aldermen of all sums so received and paid 
over 

Sxot. 22. An Ordinance providing for the appointment of 
a Clerk of Faneuil Hall Market, passed October 14, 1833, 
and any other Ordinance inconsistent herewith, is hereby re- 
pealed. Provided, however, that the passage of this Ordinance 
shall not affect any act done or any right accfuing or accrued, or 
established, or any suit or proceeding had or commenced in any 
civil case, nor any offence committed, nor any penalty or forfeiture 
incurred, nor any suit or prosecution pending for any offence 
committed, or for the recovery of any penalty or forfeiture in- 
curred under any of said Ordinances hereby repealed; and all 
persons who hold any office under said Ordinance shall continue 
to hold the same according to the tenor thereof, and no Ordinance 
which has heretofore been repealed, shall be revived by the repeal 
before mentioned. [ Passed, September 9, 1852 ]

An Ordinance to establish the office of Messenger to the City 
Council. 


Srot. 1. There shall be annually chosen in the month of 
April or May, by concurrent vote of both branches of the city 
council, a Messenger to the city council, who shall hold his office 
for one year and until another is chosen in his place, subject to 
removal at any time by the city council. 

Sror. 2. ‘The said officer shall devote his whole time to the 
service of the city, and shall attend all meetings of the board of 
aldermen and of the common council and of the grammar and 
primary school committees. He shall have the general care 
and custody of the City Hall and of the various apartments 
thereof. He shall wait upon all committees and boards when in 
session at the City Hall, and, in general, shall perform all services 
required by the mayor, by either branch of the city council, or by 
such committees or boards. ; 

SEect. 5. The said officer shall appoint an assistant subject to 
the approval of the city council, who shall hold his office one year 
unless sooner removed by him or by the city council. 

Sect. 4. The said Messenger and his assistant shall receive 
such compensation as the city council may from time to time 
determine. [ Passed, October 14, 1852. ]

An Ordinance in relation to the Public Library. 


Sect. 1. ‘There shall be chosen annually in the month of 
January, by concurrent vote of the two branches of the city 
council, one member of the board of aldermen, one member of the 
common council, and five citizens at large, to constitute a Board 
of Trustees for the Public Library, who shall hold their offices 
until others are chosen in their places, and any vacancy in said 
board shall be filled immediately, as aforesaid. 

Sect. 2. The persons so chosen shall meet and organize 
themselves into .a board by the choice of one of their number as 
President, and they may make such rules and regulations for 
their own government and in relation to subordinate officers by 
them appointed, as they may deem expedient. 

SEot. 8. The said Trustees shall have the general care and 
control of the Public Library and of the expenditure of all 
moneys appropriated therefor; they may make such rules and 
regulations in relation to the same and may appoint such subordi- 
nate officers, as they may consider necessary and -expedient, and 
may fix their compensation, provided that the same shall ngt ex- 
ceed in the whole, the sum appropriated therefor by the city ~ 
council. But the provisions mentioned in this section shall at all 
times be subject to any limitations or restrictions by the city 
council. | 

Secor. 4. The said Trustees, on or before the 15th of Novem- 
ber annually, shall present to the city council a report containing 
a statement of the condition of the Library, the number of books 
that have been added during the past year, with an account of all 
receipts and expenditures, together with such information or sug- 
gestions as they may deem important, and they shall at the same 
time transmit to the city council the annual report of the exami- 
nation of the Library hereinafter mentioned. 

Szor. 5. There shall be, chosen annually in the month of 
October, and whenever a vacancy occurs, by concurrent vote of 
the two branches of the city council, a Librarian for the City 
Library, who shall be a citizen of Boston, and who shall hold his 
office until a successor is appointed or he is removed. He shall 
be removable at the pleasure of the city council, and shall receive 
such compensation as the council may determine. 

SzoT. 6. ‘The Librarian shall have the immediate care and 
custody of the Public Library ; he shall perform any and all of * 
the services in relation to the same, and shall obey all rules that 
may be prescribed by the said Trustees, and he shall act as their 
secretary, and shall keep full and accurate records of all their 
doings as a board. 
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Sect. 7. The Trustees shall annually appoint a committee of 
five citizens at large, who together with a Trustee as chairman, 
shall examine the Library and make report of its condition to the 
Trustees. 

Sect. 8. No payment of money shall be made on account 
of the Library, except by order of the board and in pursuance of a 
warrant signed by the President. 

Sect. 9. A letter of acknowledgment signed by the President — 
and countersigned by the Librarian, shall be promptly returned to 
each person making a donation to the Library. 

Szot. 10. In prescribing the regulations relative to the care 
and use of the books, it shall be the duty of the Trustees to adopt 
such measures as shall extend the benefits of the institution as 
widely as practicable throughout the community. 

[ Passed, Oct. 14, 1852. ] 


An Ordinance in relation to Dogs. 


The fee for a license, which is required to be paid to the City 
Clerk by the second section of an Ordinance restraining the going 
at large of Dogs within the City of Boston, passed June 4, 1850, 
shall hereafter be paid to the Chief of Police, and all acts required 
by said Ordinance to be done by the City Clerk, shall hereafter be 
performed by the said Chief of Police. [ Passed, Dec. 20, 1852. ] 


An Ordinance in addition to an ‘‘ Ordinance in relation to the 
Common, the Public Squares, and Public Fountains of the 
City,” passed May 13, 1850. 


Srot. 1. No person, except by permission of the mayor and 
aldermen, shall climb, break, peel, cut, deface, either by posting 
up bills of any description or otherwise, remove, injure, or destroy, 
any of the Trees growing, or which shall hereafter be planted on 
the Common, or either of the Malls adjoining the Common, or on 
the Common Lands of the city, or in any street, or public place 
of the city; and no person shall m any way fasten any horse or 
other animal to any of said trees, or allow any horse or other 
animal owned by him, or under his control, to stand so near to the 
same that they may be gnawed or otherwise injured by any horse 
or other animal so fastened or permitted to stand. 
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Sxct. 2. Any person who shall offend against any of the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance, shall be liable to the penalty prescribed 
in the Ordinance to which this is in’ addition. 

Sect. 8. ‘The fifth section of ‘An Ordinance in relation to 
the Common, the Public Squares and Public Fountains of the 
City, passed May 13, 1850,” is hereby repealed. 

[ Passed, Dec. 27, 1852.] 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance in relation to the Fire 
Department, passed June 2d, 1851. 


Srot. 1. The term of service for the members of the Fire 
Department shall commence on the first day of the month, and 
shall continue for periods of six months each. And every officer 
or member who shall not serve the whole of said period of six 
months, except in cases of sickness, death, or removal from the 
city, or who shall be removed therefrom for cause, shall forfeit 
any and all compensation that would otherwise have been due to 
him at the time when such service ceased, or such removal took 
place. = 

Sect. 2. Every company shall have a foreman, an assistant 
foreman, a clerk, and a steward, who shall be nominated annually 
in the month of January by the members of the Board of Engi- 
neers; and being by them approved, their names shall be sent to 
the board of aldermen for approval or rejection, and in case of 
rejection, another person shall be nominated as aforesaid before 
the next meeting of the said board; and these officers, when 
elected, shall receive certificates of appointment, signed by the 
mayor, if he approve thereof, and shall hold their places until re- 
moved, or others are appointed in their stead. 

SEcT. 3. No company shall be allowed to impose fines upon 
its members ; but it shall be the duty of the clerk of each com- 
pany to enter in the roll book provided by the city, all absence 
and tardiness of each officer and member of said company; and 
to make a monthly return of the same to the Board of Engineers. 
And for every absence or tardiness, except in case of sickness, 
there shall be deducted from the pay of such officer or member 
the sum of twenty-five cents, which amount so deducted shall be 
paid over at the end of each month to the treasurer of the com- 
pany to which the member so fined shall belong, to meet the inci- 
dental expenses of the company. And if any officer or member 
shall have been absent or tardy at more than one-third of the 
fires, or alarms of fires, except in case of sickness, during the 
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month, such absence or tardiness shall be considered good cause 
for his discharge from the Department, if more than five. 

Snot. 4. The 12th, 13th and 28th sections of the Ordinance 
entitled “ An Ordinance establishing a Fire Department, and pro- 
viding for preventing and extinguishing fires,” passed on the 
second day of June, in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-one, are hereby repealed. [Passed, Dec. 31, 1852.] 


An Ordinance in relation to the weighing and marking of Lighters 
and other vessels employed in the transportation of certain 
articles. 


[Seor. 1. There shail be chosen annually in the month of 
March or April, by concurrent vote of the two branches of the 
city council, one or more weighers and one or more inspectors of | 
Lighters and other vessels employed in the transportation of 
stones, gravel, sand or other ballast, who shall hold their offices 
one year and until others are chosen in their places. ‘They shall 
severally have power to appoint one or more assistants subject to 
the approval of the city council, and shall be removable at the 
pleasure of the city council. | 

Srot. 2, Lighters and other vessels employed in the trans- 
portation of stones, gravel or sand, or other ballast, shall be 
marked on the stern and stem post with a good and sufficient iron 
bolt, driven through said stem and stern post, and clinched. 
From the centre of the head of said bolt, all other marks shall 
take their distance in feet, inches and parts of inches, as the dis- 
tance may require, from the centre of the head of the said sta- 
tionary bolts to the lower edge of the other marks, which marks 
shall be as follows, namely, light water marks not less than four 
inches in length and one inch and a half in breadth; and every 
four tons above said light water marks, legibly cut or cast in 
figures of 4, 8,12, 16, 20, and so forth, up to the full capacity 
of the Lighter or vessel, and said figures shall express the weight 
which such vessel is capable of carrying, when the lower part of 
the respective numbers aforesaid shall touch the water, and shall 
be fastened on the stem and stern post of each Lighter or vessel 
with sufficient nails not less than one inch in length; and other 
marks shall be set on the stern and stem post of every Lighter or 
vessel between every two marks, that the tonnage of the same 
may be distinguished by a regular progression of two tons. 


Section 1, in brackets, repealed by a subsequent ordinance. 
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Sror. 8. Every such weigher shall furnish all the requisite 
marks and nails when thereto requested, and shall cause all such 
Lighters and other vessels to be weighed and marked in con- 
formity with the provisions of the preceding section: and during 
the time of so weighing and marking, all the persons on board of 
such Lighter or vessel shall be stationed between the bulk head 
and the fore chains thereof. The weigher shall keep a correct 
account of the distance of each mark from the centre of the head 
of the stationary bolts in feet, inches and parts of inches, in a 
book to be kept for that purpose, and shall give a certificate 
thereof, expressing the distances as aforesaid, to the master of 
every such Lighter or vessel weighed and marked as aforesaid. 

- Sect. 4. In taking the tonnage of every such Lighter or ves- 
sel, a deduction may be made, after such vessel shall have dis- 
charged its loading, of one ton for each and every ton the light 
water marks may be under water. 

SEeoT. 5. very person, on board of any Lighter or vessel, 
who shall not keep within the bounds of the bulk head and fore 
chains during the time of taking her marks, unless in case of abso- 
lute necessity, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding fifty dollars for 
every offence. 

Sect. 6. In case of the sale, by weight, of stones, gravel, 
sand, or other ballast, to be delivered at any place in the city of 
Boston, or into any vessel in the harbor of said city, it shall be 
the duty of one of said inspectors, upon application by either the 
purchaser or seller thereof, to go on board of the Lighter or other 
vessel containing the same, and inspect the marks of such Lighter 
or other vessel before and after the delivery of such stones, gravel, 
sand, or other ballast, and the persons having charge of such 
Lighter or other vessel for inspection of which application shall 
have been made as aforesaid, shall, before such delivery, trim the 
same,.so as to make said Lighter or other vessel swim at equal 
marks at the stem and stern, and shall pump all the water out: 
and in case any person shall wilfully hinder any inspector acting 
under this ordinance from going on board such Lighter or other 
vessel, or shall begin to deliver therefrom the stones, gravel, sand, 
or other ballast sold by weight, before such Lighter or other ves- 
sel shall be trimmed to swim at equal marks and the water pumped 
out, he shall forfeit not exceeding one hundred dollars for every 
such offence. 

Srzcot. 7. Every person who shall deliver stones, gravel, sand, 
or other ballast sold by weight when the inspection of the same 
shall have been demanded as is provided in the preceding section, 
or when an inspection of the same is required by this ordinance, 
from any Lighter or other vessel which shall not have been 
weighed, marked and inspected, as is provided in this ordinance, 
or which shall not have been weighed and marked under the pre- 
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vious law or ordinance, or shall alter or counterfeit the marks or 
certificate of any Lighter or other vessel as aforesaid, shall forfeit 
a sum not exceeding three hundred dollars for every offence. 

Sect. 8. Every weigher appointed as aforesaid, shall be enti- 
tled to receive, from the owner or master of each Lighter or other 
vessel weighed and marked. by him as aforesaid, “the following 
fees to wit: fifteen cents for every ton of such vessel, and three 
dollars for furnishing marks, nails and bolts, and other necessary 
articles, and fastening the same; and for giving the certificate, as 
before provided, he shall receive one dollar and fifty cents: pro- 
vided, that no Lighter or other vessel which has been once 
weighed and marked under this or the former law or ordinance, 
by the weigher of the city of Boston, shall be subject to any 
charge for a second weighing or marking, unless it shall appear 
that her former weight or marks are incorrect or have been 
changed; and all such Lighters or vessels shall be subject to the 
examination and inspection of every weigher or inspector, without 
charge for the purpose of ascertaining whether their weight and 
marks are correct or have been altered. 

[Secr. 9. It shall be the duty of»the inspectors to give a 
certificate, im such form as is hereinafter provided, to the owner 
or vender of all the stones, sand, gravel or other ballast inspected 
under the provisions of this ordinance, and to keep an account of 
all articles inspected in a book, which shall always be kept open 
to the inspection of owners, venders or purchasers of stone, sand, 
gravel, or other ballast sold by weight. ] 

Secr. 10. The accounts to be kept by said inspector, and the 
certificates to be given to the owners or venders of stones, sand, 
gravel: or other ballast, as described in the preceding sections, 
shall specify the name of the vender, the kind of ballast, sand, or 
gravel, or other stone, the weight and the deduction of light water 
marks, the amount of fees received, and the date of certificate. 

[Secr. 11. The fees for inspecting the weight of stones, sand, 
gravel, or other ballast, shall be three cents for every ton in- 
spected and delivered, which shall in all cases be paid by the 
vender of the same. | 

Sect. 12. The inspectors appointed as aforesaid, shall keep 
an office, and keep the same open, from sunrise to sunset, with 
liberty to close the same from seven to eight o’clock in the fore- 
noon, during the months of April, May, June, July, August, and 
September, and from eight to nine o’clock during the other six 
months, and from one to two o’clock in the afternoon through the 
whole year, Sundays, Public Fasts, ‘Thanksgivings, and the 
Anniversary of American Independence excepted. 


Sections 9 and 11, in brackets, repealed by a subsequent ordinance, 
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Seot. 13. Every owner or master of any such vessel who 
shall neglect to have the same weighed, marked, and examined, 
according to the provisions of this or the former law or ordinance, 
or who shall remove any marks or alter his certificate, shall for- 
feit a sum not exceeding three hundred dollars for every offence. 

Srot. 14. Hvery such weigher who shall be guilty of placing 
any such mark, contrary to the provisions of this ordinance, or 
who shall give a false certificate, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding 
three hundred dollars for every offence. 

Sect. 15. The master of any Lighter or vessel that has bal- 
last for sale shall, on arrival, report himself to the office of the 
inspector. 

Seot. 16. The master of any Lighter or vessel that has stones, 
sand, gravel, or other ballast for sale, shall produce for exami- 
nation the certificate of marks and measurements of his vessel 
whenever the same shall be demanded by the inspector, and in 
case of neglect or refusal to produce them he shall forfeit a sum 
not exceeding fifty dollars. | 

Sect. 17. No officer or agent of the city of Boston shall pur- 
chase any stones, gravel, sand or other ballast for said city, or 
make any contract therefor, or accept the delivery of the same, 
unless the same shall have been, or before the delivery thereof 
shall be, weighed and inspected according to the provisions of 
this ordinance, and a certificate thereof given as is hereinbefore 
provided ; and no bill against the city, arising out of or connected 
with any such purchase, shall be approved or allowed by any 
committee, passed by the auditor or paid by the treasurer, unless 
the said certificate shall accompany the bill for the same. 

Sect. 18. ‘This ordinance shall take effect immediately on its 
passage, and the officers herein mentioned may be chosen forth- 
» with : provided, that no person who is owner or agent, in whole 
or in part, of any Lighter or vessel,,or who has any interest 
therein, having stones, gravel, sand, or other ballast for sale, 
shall be chosen or shall continue to be an officer under this ordi- 
nance. 

Sxct. 19. The “ Ordinance in relation to the weighing and 
marking of Lighters and other vessels employed in the transport- 
ation of certain articles,” passed on the 27th of December, 1852, 
is hercby repealed. [Passed, April 14, 1853. ] 
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An Ordinance providing for the care and management of the 
Public Lands. } 


Sxct. 1. There shall be chosen by concurrent vote of the two 
branches of the city council, in the month of January or Febru- 
ary, one alderman, one member of the common council, and five 
citizens at large, to constitute the Board of Public Land Commis- 
sioners, the first two to hold their offices for one year, or until 
removed or others are chosen in their places, and the last five for 
five years, or until removed or others are chosen in their places. 
Immediately after they shall be assembled in consequence of the 
first election, the persons chosen at large shall be divided into five 
classes: the seats of the first class shall be vacated at the expira- 
tion of the first year, of the second class at the expiration of the 
second year, of the third class at the expiration of the third year, 
of the fourth class at the expiration of the fourth year, of the 
fifth class at the expiration of the fifth year; so that one-fifth 
may be chosen each year; and they and each of these commis- 
sioners shall be removable at the pleasure of the city council. 

Sect. 2. The persons so chosen shall meet and organize 
themselves into a Board, by the choice of a president from their 
own number, and of a clerk, and they may make such rules and 
regulations for their own government and in relation to all subor- 
dinate officers by them appointed, as they may deem expedient. 

Sect. 8. The said Board may appoint all necessary subordi- 
nate officers, agents, and assistants, and may fix their compen- 
sation and that of the clerk before mentioned. ! 

Szct. 4. The said Board, on or before the fifteenth day of 
December annually, shall present to the city council a report, 
containing a statement of the condition of all the public lands and 
other property connected therewith, with an account of all re- 
ceipts, expenditures, and sales, together with any information or 
suggestions which they may deem expedient ; and they shall, at 
the same time, transmit to the city council the report of the Super- 
intendent of Public Lands, hereinafter mentioned. 

Sect. 5. The said Board shall have the care and management 
of the public lands belonging to the city, so far as relates to the 
improvement, sale, and disposal of the same, subject to the limit- 
ations mentioned in this and other ordinances of the city, and to 
such rules, orders, and regulations as the city council may from 
time to time adopt. . 

Sect. 6. The said Board are authorized to lay out and mak 
such streets, passage ways, and squares on the public lands, to 
lay such sewers therein, and to make such alterations in the lots, 
as they may deem expedient, subject to the approval of the 
mayor and aldermen. 
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Sect. 7. No member of the said Board, and no person ap- 
pointed to any office or employed by virtue of this ordinance, 
shall be interested, directly or indirectly, in any contract, bargain, 
sale, or agreement in relation to the public lands, or any matter 
or thing connectéd therewith, wherein the city is interested, with- 
out an express vote of the city council ; and any and all contracts, 
bargains, sales, or agreements, made in violation of this section, 
shall be utterly void as to the city. 

Srot. 8. There shall be chosen annually, in the month of 
April or May, and whenever a vacancy occurs, by concurrent 
vote of the two branches of the city council, a superintendent of 
public lands, who shall hold his office until a successor is ap- 
pointed or he is removed. He shall be removable at the pleasure 
of the city council, and shall receive such compensation as the 
said council may from time to time determine. 

Sect. 9. The said superintendent, before entering on the 
duties of his office, shall give bond, with one or more sureties, to 
the approbation of the mayor, with condition that he will not, 
directly or indirectly, for himself or others, or by others in trust 
for him or on his account, have any interest or concern in any 
purchase, lease, contract, or agreement to be made in pursuance 
of this ordinance. 

Sect. 10. ‘The said superintendent shall devote himself to the 
care, improvement, and sale of the public lands, and, under the 
direction of the said Board, shall cause them to be surveyed and 
laid out into convenient lots, and contract for the sale and actually 
sell or lease the same at public or private sale. But this and the 
sixth section shall not apply to the Common, the land and flats 
west of Charles Street, Deer Island, the lands connected with the 
public institutions at South Boston, or to any other lands pur- 
chased or held for specific purposes, unless by special vote of the 
city council. 

Sect. 11. The said superintendent may, under the direction 
of the said Board, contract and agree for defraying in part or in 
whole the cost or expense incident to or arising out of the per- 
formance of any acts which he is by this ordinance authorized to do 
and perform, by transfer of lands to the contracting parties, in lieu 
of money, when the same can be done with advantage to the City. 

Sect. 12. ‘The said superintendent shall at all times perform 
such services as may be required of him by the mayor, the board 
of aldermen, or the common council, in the laying out, alteration, 
or widening of streets, and in the trial or settlement of any and 
all claims for damages, in consequence of such laying out, alter- 
ation, or widening, and in the care and improvement of the Com- 
mon and public squares. 

Sect. 138. The said superintendent shall, at least once in 
three months, and as often as required, make a true and correct 
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report of his proceedings under this ordinance, and exhibit proper 
schedules and accounts of all lands sold, moneys received, and 
securities taken, to the board of aldermen, which shall be by 
them sent to the common council. 

Sect. 14. The said superintendent shall keep an accurate 
record or account of all the vacant lands belonging to the city ; 
and whenever any land shall be purchased by the city, for any 
purpose, it shall be the duty of the person or persons so purchas- 
ing the same to make report thereof forthwith to the said super- 
intendent. . 

Sect. 15. All contracts, deeds, conveyances, and leases, 
made by virtue of this ordinance, shall be signed and executed by 
the mayor, in the same manner as if the same were made by 
order of the city council, and shall be countersigned by the said 
superintendent and by the president of the Board of Public Land 
Commissioners. : 

Sect. 16. In case the mayor shall refuse to execute any con- 
tract, deed, conveyance, or lease made in pursuance of this ordi- 
nance, he shall, within ten days of such refusal, send his reasons 
therefor to the said Board, and the same shall be entered at 
length on their records ; and no such contract, deed, conveyance, 
or lease shall be valid or binding on the city unless signed and 
executed by the mayor. 

Srot. 17. Incase the superintendent of public lands, or the 
president of the said Board, shall refuse to countersign any con- 
tract, deed, conveyance, or lease made by virtue of this ordinance, 
the same shall be effectual and binding on the city, if exeeuted by 
the mayor and countersigned by either of said officers, and also 
by five members of the said Board. 

Srot. 18. All money agreed to be paid by any purchaser or 
lessee of the public lands, and all notes, bonds, mortgages, and 
securities for moneys, arising or accruing from or in virtue of any 
contract made by said superintendent, shall be paid to and de- 
posited with the treasurer. 

Sect. 19. No conveyance of any estate in fee or for life in 
any lands belonging to the city, shall be delivered until the pur- 
chase money is paid or secured by a mortgage of the same land 
or other land of equal value; and the mayor may from time to 
time release to any mortgagor or his assigns any part of the 
mortgaged premises, on payment of an equivalent portion of the 
purchase money. And in all cases where lands other than those 
sold are proposed to be taken as collateral security, the consent 
and approbation of the mayor in writing shall be first obtained. | 

Sect. 20. There shall be no expenditure of money, or con- 
tract requiring the expenditure of money to be made, under or by 
virtue of this ordinance, without the sanction of the city council, 
by an appropriation first made to meet such expenditure. 
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Src. 21. This ordinance shall take effect from and after the 
first of June next, and the first election of the Board of Public 
Land Commissioners may be made within three months of the 
passage hereof. 

Srot. 22. An ordinance entitled ‘“ An Ordinance concerning 
the Public Lands,’ passed July 22, 1850, is hereby repealed. 

[ Passed, April 14, 1853.] 


An Ordinance to establish the office of a Superintendent of Health. 


Sreot. 1. There shall be chosen annually, in the month of 
January or February, and whenever a vacancy occurs, by con- 
current vote of the two branches of the city council, a Superin- 
tendent of the Health Department, who shall hold his office until 
a successor is appointed or he is removed. Heshall be removable , 
at the pleasure of the city council, and shall receive such com- 
pensation as the said council may from time to time determine. 

Sreot. 2. The said Superintendent is authorized to appoint an 
assistant, to act under his control and direction, who shall be 
approved by the board of aldermen, and who shall receive such 
compensation as the city council may from time to time determine. 
The said assistant may be removed at any time by the said Super- 
intendent or the board of aldermen. 

Sect. 8. The said Superintendent shall attend at his office a 
portion of each day. He shall keep a record of all his proceed- 
ings, and a set of books, in which shall be entered, under appro- 
priate heads, the receipts and expenditures in his department, 
with the names of all persons who have furnished materials, and 
of all workmen, and the amount paid to each individual; and he 
shall make a quarterly report thereof to the city council. On or 
before the tenth day of January, annually, he shall make a report 
to the city council, containing a general statement of the expenses 
of his department during the preceding year, the amount ex- 
pended in each branch thereof, and such other information as he 
may consider desirable, together with an estimate in detail of the 
property under his charge belonging to the city. 

Szcr. 4. The said Superintendent shall report annually, on 
or before the fifteenth day of February, to the auditor of accounts, 
a detailed estimate of the wants of his department for the next 
financial year ; which estimate shall contain such a subdivision of 
the amount to be expended as shall give a good idea of the various 
necessities of the department. } , 

Szor. 5. The said Superintendent, under the direction and 
control of the board of aldermen, shall have the care and super- 
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intendence of the city carts and stables, and shall make all neces- 
sary arrangements for cleaning the streets, disposing of manure, 
and removing house dirt and house offal. He shall, from time to 
time, furnish to the superintendent of streets such carts and 
horses as he may need, and they shall be charged to the depart- 
ment of paving and repairs of streets. 

Sect. 6. The execution of the laws and ordinances relating 
to the subject of internal health, shall be under the superintend- 
ence of the said Superintendent and his deputy; and it shall be 
their duty, and each of them shall have power, to enforce all laws, 
ordinances, regulations, and orders, relating to causes of sickness, 
nuisances, and sources of filth existing within the city, except as 
is otherwise provided in the ordinances of the city, subject always 
to the direction, authority, and control of the board of aldermen 
and of the board of health for the time being; and he shall per- 
form any other services that may be required of him by the said 
Boards, or either of them. 

Sect. 7. The said Superintendent of the Health Department 
shall give bond with one or more sureties, to the approbation of 
the mayor, with condition that he shall faithfully perform all the 
duties of his office, and account for all moneys entrusted to him, 
and that he will not, directly or indirectly for himself or others, 
or by others in trust for him, or on his account, have any interest 
or concern in any purchase, lease, contract, or agreement to be 
made in pursuance of this ordinance. 

Sect. 8. All ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. [Passed, April 26, 1853. |

An Ordinance in relation to Posting Notices and Placards on 
Buildings. 


Sect. 1. No person shall post up or affix in any manner any 
bill, placard, or notice, either written or printed, upon the fences, 
walls, or upon any part of any building in the city of Boston, 
without the previous consent of the occupants thereof, or, if there 
be no occupants, without the previous consent of the owners — 
thereof; nor upon any part of any building belonging to the city 
of Boston without the previous consent of the mayor. 

Sect. 2. Any person offending against any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be punished by fine not exceeding fifty 
dollars. 

Sect. 8. This ordinance shall take effect in thirty days after 
its passage. [Passed, April 28, 1858. | 
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An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance in relation to Streets. 


Ssor. 1. The Superintendent of Streets shall give bond, with 
one or more sureties to the approbation of the mayor and alder- 
men, with condition that he shall faithfully perform all the duties 
of his office, and account for all moneys entrusted to him, and that 
he will not directly or indirectly, for himself or others, or by others 
in trust for him, or on his account, have any interest or concern 
in any purchase, lease, contract or ‘agreement, to be made in pur- 
suance of the ordinance to which this is in addition, or any ordi- 
nance in addition thereto. [ Passed, May 17, 1853. ] 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance respecting Truant 
Children and Absentees from School. 


Srot. 1. The Justices of the Police Court of the city of Bos- 
ton shall have jurisdiction of the offences arising under the several 
laws relating to truant children and absentees from school. 

Sror. 2. The act “in addition to the acts concerning truant 
children and absentees from school,” passed on the sixteenth day 
of May, in the year 1853, is hereby accepted. 

Sect. 8. The House for the Employment and Reformation of 
Juvenile Offenders is hereby assigned and provided as the institu- 
tion of instruction, house of reformation or suitable situation men- 

tioned in the said act. [Passed, June 2, 1853.] 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance in relation to the 
weighing and marking of Lighters and other vessels employed 
in the transportation of certain articles. 


Srot. 1. There shall be chosen, annually, by concurrent vote 
of the two branches of the city council, one or more weighers and 
one or more inspectors of Lighters and other vessels employed in 
the transportation of stones, gravel, sand and other ballast, who 
shall hold their offices one year, and until others are chosen in 
their places. They shall severally have power to appoimt one or 
more assistants, subject to the approval of the city council, and 
shall be removable at the pleasure of the city council. 

Sor. 2. It shall be the duty of the inspectors to give a cer- 
tificate, in such form as is hereinafter provided, to the owner or 
vender of all the stones, sand, gravel or other ballast inspected 
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under the provisions of the ordinance to which this is in addition, 
and to keep an account of all articles inspected in a book, which 
shall always be kept open to the inspection of owners, venders or 
purchasers of stone, sand, gravel or other ballast sold by weight, 
and report quarterly to the city council. 

Sect. 3. The fees for inspecting the weight of stones, sand, 
gravel or other ballast, shall be three cents for every ton inspected 
and delivered, which shall in all cases be paid by the vender of 
the same. 

Srot. 4. The first, ninth and eleventh sections of the ordi- 
nance to which this is in addition are hereby repealed. 


[ Passed, June 24, 1853. ] 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance relating to Public 
Buildings. - 


Sect. 1. The city council, whenever they shall deem it expe- 
dient, may, by order, authorize and direct the Committee on Pub- 
lic Buildings, to cause any alterations or repairs of any building 
specified in such order to be made, although the expense thereof 
may exceed the sum of five hundred dollars, without advertising 
for proposals, and without making a contract in writing therefor 
signed by the mayor, as heretofore required by ordimance. 

Sect. 2. All ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. [ Passed, July T, 1853. ] 


An Ordinance in relation to the Superintendents of Streets, 
Internal Health, and Public Buildings. 


Szor. 1. Whenever the Superintendent of Streets, of Internal 
Health, or of Public Buildings, shall sell any articles or materials 
belonging to the city, or shall do, or cause to be done, any work 
for any individual from which money shall become due to the 
city, the said Superintendent shall enter in books to be kept for 
that purpose all such sales and work done, with the price thereof, 
and shall forthwith make out bills for the same and deliver them 
to the city treasurer for collection, and the said treasurer shall 
_ forthwith demand payment of the said bills, and in case any bills 
or dues under this ordinance shall remain unpaid at the expiration 
of three months after demand for payment as aforesaid, the said 
treasurer shall cause the same to be collected, by a resort to the 
proper legal process. 
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Seot. 2. The pay rolls of the laborers employed under the 
direction of the Superintendent of Streets and of the Superin- 
tendent of Internal Health, shall be made up and certified by the 
said Superintendents respectively, and upon being duly allowed 
and audited shall be paid by the city treasurer, at such times and 
places as he shall appoint, and he may employ a clerk for that 
purpose. [Passed, July 18, 1853. ] 


An Ordinance to repeal in part an Ordinance concerning Truant 
Children and Absentees from School. 


So much of the second section of an ordinance concerning truant 
children and absentees from school, passed in the year eighteen 
hundred and fifty, as gives the jurisdiction to senior justice of 
the police court of the offences set forth in the statute of the 
Commonwealth adopted by the said ordinance, be, and the same 
is hereby repealed. [Passed, Dec. 23, 1853.] 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance establishing a Fire 
Department, and providing for preventing and extinguishing 
Fires. 


Sect. 1. In the month of January in each year there shall be 
appointed a joint committee of the city council, to be called the 
Committee on Fire Alarms, to consist of two aldermen and three 
members of the common council. 

Szot. 2. The said Committee shall have the care and manage- 
ment of the rooms, apparatus, and machinery connected with the 
system of Telegraphic Fire Alarms, and shall also have the power 
to appoint, upon the nomination of the Superintendent of Fire 
Alarms, suitable persons to assist in the management of said sys- 
tem of Fire Alarms, and to establish the compensation of the 
same, unless the same shall be specially provided by the city 
council ; and the said Committee shall have power to determine 
the persons to whom shall be entrusted keys of the signal boxes 
connected with said system of Fire Alarms, and, generally, shall 
have charge of said apparatus and control over the management 
of the same, subject to any special order of the city council. 

Sxot. 8. There shall be annually appointed by the city coun- 
cil, in the months of April or May, a suitable person to be Super- 
intendent of Fire Alarms, who shall have charge of the system of 
Telegraphic Fire Alarms, under the direction of the Committee 
on Fire Alarms, and sec that the same is kept in good repair and 
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in working condition, and be considered responsible for the same. 
The said Superintendent: shall hold his office until a successor is 
elected, shall be at all times removable by the city council, and 
shall receive such compensation as the city council shall determine. 

Sect. 4. Alarms of fire shall be given by means of the system 
of Telegraphic Fire Alarms, in accordance with the rules and di- 
rections heretofure established by the Joint Special Committee on 
Fire Alarms, and contained upon the 104, 105, 106, and 107th 
pages of the Municipal Register, of the year 1853, which are 
hereby declared to be the rules for giving alarms of fire within 
the City of Boston. | 

SEcT. 5. The Joint Committee on Fire Alarms shall have 
power from time to time to alter or change said rules and direc- 
tions, and the same shall be binding upon all persons after said 
rules and directions, as altered, shall have been placed on file in 
the office of the engineers of the Fire Department and with the 
city clerk. And the same shall then be published in the: same 
manner as ordinances of the city are published; but the city 
council shall at all times have power to alter, amend, or annul the 
same. . 

Sect. 6. Immediately upon an alarm or discovery of fire, it 
shall be the duty of the members of the Police and Watch De- 
partments to communicate the fact to the central station by 
means of the signal boxes in the district in which the fire may be, 
in accordance with said rules and directions. And it shall be the 
duty of the watchmen in the night time, upon an alarm of fire 
being given or sounded upon the bells connected with the fire 
alarm apparatus, to give further notice thereof within their re- 
spective districts by springing their rattles, crymg “ fire,” and 
mentioning the number of the district in which the fire exists. 
And if any watchman shall neglect so to do, he shall forfeit and 
pay a fine of two dollars for every such offence. 

Sect. 7. No person shall open any of the signal boxes con- 
nected with the Telegraphic Fire Alarms for the purpose of giving 
a false alarm, or interfere in any way with said boxes, by break- 
Ing, cutting, injuring, or defacing the same, or turn the cranks 
therein, except in case of fire, or tamper or meddle with said boxes 
or any part thereof; or cut, break, or injure in any way the wires 
connected with the same or with any part of said system of Fire 
Alarms; nor connect the same-by any communication so as to In- 
terrupt the: proper working of said system, or with mtent so to 
do, or injure, break, or destroy any of the machinery or fixtures 
connected with said system, or any part of the same. 7 

Sect. 8. Any person who shall be guilty of a breach of any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, shall forfeit and pay a fine of 
not less than two dollars nor more than fifty dollars for each 
offence. [ Passed, Dec. 29, 1853. ] 
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An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance concerning Junk Shops 
and Dealers in Second Hand Articles. 


Seot. 1. All licenses which shall be granted to any persons 
to be keepers of shops for the purchase, sale, or barter of junk, 
old metals, or any second hand articles, and to be dealers therein, 
shall contain the following conditions and restrictions :—That 
every person, at the time of receiving said license, shall pay 
therefor the sum of fifty dollars. | 

Sxot. 2. The first condition contained in the ordinance upon 
this subject, passed May 6, 1839, is hereby repealed. 

[ Passed, April 24, 1854.] . 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance in relation to Streets. 


Sect. 1. No person shall water any of the streets, lanes, 
alleys, or courts within the City of Boston, by or with a watering 
cart, without having first obtained a license therefor from the 
board of aldermen, under a penalty of not less than one nor more 
than fifty dollars for each and every offence. 

Sect. 2. All licenses granted by the board of aldermen to 
any persons to water streets shall run for not more than one year, 
and shall contain such conditions and restrictions as the board of 
aldermen shall prescribe, and shall also be subject to such rules 
and regulations as the said board of aldermen shall from time to 
time prescribe. 

Sect. 8. ‘This ordinance shall take effect immediately after its 
passage. [ Passed, April 24, 1854. ] 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance relating to Public 
Health, passed August 20, 1850. 


Sect. 1. The port physician shall be physician to the quaran- 
tine hospital at Deer Island, but nothing herein contained shall 
prevent his further exercising the duties of physician to or super- 
intendent of the other city institutions which are or may be located 
upon the said Island, if thereto duly elected. 

Sect. 2. So much of the thirty-sixth section of the Ordinance 
relating to the Public Health, passed August 20, 1850, as is in- 
consistent herewith is hereby repeaied. 

[ Passed, May 15, 1854.] 
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An Ordinance in relation to the Survey of Marble. 


Secor. 1. There shall be chosen annually, in the month of 
June, by concurrent vote of the two branches of the city council, 
one or more Surveyors of Marble, who shall hold their offices for 
one year, and until others are chosen in their places, and who 
shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of the duties of their 
office. 

Secr. 2. It shall be the duty of the said Surveyors to survey 
and admeasure all marble imported into the City of Boston and 
offered for sale, and ascertain the number of cubic feet in each 
block, and the number of square feet in each slab of said marble, 
and legibly mark the same thereon, with the initials of the officer — 
surveying it,.and they shall give a certificate to the owner or 
vender thereof, in the form hereinafter provided. | 

Sect. 8. The fees for surveying said marble shall be one cent 
for each cubic foot, and one half of a cent for each square foot 
surveyed as above directed, which shall be paid to the Surveyor 
by the owner or vender. 

Sect. 4. The certificate to be given to the owner or vender 
of said marble shall specify the name of the owner or vender, the 
name of the place from which the marble was imported, the num- 
ber of cubic feet in each block, and the number of square feet in 
each slab surveyed, the amount of fees received, and the date of 
the certificate. 

Srct. 5. No person shall sell any marble imported into the 
City of Boston unless the same shall have been surveyed as re- 
quired by this ordinance, under a penalty not exceeding fifty 
dollars for each and every offence. 

Sect. 6. This ordinance shall take effect immediately on its 
passage. [ Passed, June 12, 1854. ] 


An Ordinance providing for the establishment of a Board of Com- 
missioners on the erection of a building for the Public Library 
of the City of Boston. 


Sect. 1. There shall be chosen, by concurrent vote of the 
city council, during the month of November in the present year, 
seven persons, two from the city council, (one from each branch 
thereof,) two from the trustees at large of the Public Library, 
and three from the citizens at large, who shall constitute a Board 
of Commissioners for the erection of the Public Library. 
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Srot. 2. The said Commissioners shall procure the erection 
of a suitable building for the Public Library. They shall select a 
proper plan for the construction of the said edifice ; shall make 
contracts for all the labor and materials requisite therefor; shall 
superintend the building thereof, until its completion; and shall 
have the sole charge, care, and responsibility of the building, 
warming, lighting, ventilating, draining, and furnishing the said 
edifice ; and all the contracts, bargains, and agreements of the 
said Commissioners, made in pursuance of the authority hereby 
vested in them, shall be binding upon the city ; provided, always, 
that the amount of money to be expended by the said Commis- 
sioners shall be determined by a vote of the city council. 

Sect. 8. The said Commissioners shall meet at stated periods, 
and cause a record of their proceedings to be kept; and for this 
purpose the librarian of the Public Library shall act as their 
clerk, and they shall make report of their doings to the city coun- 
cil once in six months, and oftener if thereto required by a vote 
of the city council. 

Sect. 4. The office and duties of the said Commissioners shall 
continue until the said Library building shall have been complet- 
ed, and be ready for the reception of books; and in case of a 
vacancy by death or resignation, the said vacancy shall be filled 
by a concurrent vote of the city council. 

Sect. 5. The said Commissioners, after completing the duties 
hereby assigned to them, shall deposit the book or books containing 
the record of their proceedings with the city clerk. 

[ Passed, November 27, 1854.] 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance regulating the Survey 
of Lumber in the City of Boston. 


Sect. 1. The Surveyor General of Lumber shall have power 
to appoint such a number of competent and discreet deputy sur- 
veyors of lumber, clapboards, and shingles as he shall judge suf- 
ficient, not, however, less than twenty nor more than thirty, out 
of which number he shall appoint one or more deputy surveyors, 
whose sole and especial duty it shall be to survey oak and other 
hard wood commonly used in ship building, and also one or more 
deputy surveyors whose sole and especial duty it shall be to sur- 
vey mahogany, ash, cedar, and other ornamental wood and 
lumber; and said Surveyor General shall be answerable for his 
deputies, and shall take bond from them, respectively, for the 
faithful discharge of their duty, and they shall be sworn faithfully 
to perform the same, and they shall be removable at the pleasure 
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of the said Surveyor General: and it shall be the duty of said 
Surveyor General and his deputies to survey and admeasure all 
lumber brought into the City of Boston by water for sale, accord- 
ing to the provisions of the ordinance to which this is in addition. 
Provided, that no person shall be appointed or continued in office 
as a deputy surveyor who is employed by any dealer in the kind 
of lumber which he is appointed to survey, except in the duties of 
his office, or who is himself a dealer in that kind of lumber. 

Sect. 2. The second section of the ordinance of the City of 
Boston, relating to the survey of lumber, is hereby repealed.

A constant watch is kept at_the Central Office night and day. 
Each operator is on duty four hours, ‘Two persons are required to 
be about the office at all times for safety, in case of accident to any of 
the machinery, or sudden illness of the attending operator. 

No operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless ex- 
pressly relieved by some one else. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for any omis- 
sions or mistakes that may occur at the Central Office during his 
hour of duty. 
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An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each alarm, and 
of the District and Station from whence it originates. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office from .the Signal 
Stations or Boxes by turning the crank in the Box. The Police, 
Watch, and 4 person resident near each Box, have each a key to the 
Boxes. 

Alarms are usually given in less than a minute from the time the 
crank is turned in any Box, which is done in accordance with the 
following directions :-— 


DIRECTIONS TO THOSE WHO HOLD SIGNAL KEYS. 


1. Ifa fire is discovered in your vicinity go to the nearest box in 
the District. 


2. Turn the crank twenty-five times, rather fast at first, then quite 
slowly at last. If convenient, wait at the box so as to direct the 
Firemen where to go. 


3. If you hear no reply at the box, or on the bells, turn again. 
If still no reply, go to another box in the District. 


4, The Watch upon hearing the bells, will spring their rattles 
and call the number of the District. 


The alarms will be given from the Central Station by striking the 
number of the District on the bells, and tapping the number of the 
Station in the boxes. 


CAUTIONS. 


1. Be sure that your box is locked before leaving it. 


2. Never open the box or touch the apparatus except in case 
of fire. 


3. Never let the key go out of your possession, unless called for 
by the City Authorities.

REGULATIONS. " 


LAWS. 


Section 1. All vessels in the upper harbor are to anchor according to the 
directions of the Harbor master. 

Section 2. All vessels in the upper harbor, not intended to be hauled into 
some wharf immediately, must anchor below the range of India Wharf, and the 
easterly point of East Boston, either on the north or south side of the channel, 
designated by the following marks, viz.: on the south by the tall steeple in Han- 
over strect, in range with the Granite block on Long Wharf, and on the North by 
Long Island Light, in range with the half moon battery on Governor’s Island. 

SxecTION 3. The master, commander, or owners of vessels, shall, as soon as 
practicable, after having hauled to the end of : any wharf that extends to the chan- 
nel in said harbor, cause her lower yards to be cock-billed, and her top sail yard 
to be braced fore and aft, and her jib-boom to be rigged in, and the yards and jib- 
boom shall be kept so arranged, while such vessel lies at the end of the wharf, as 
aforesail, and until she is preparing immediately to leave her berth. 

SrcTion 4. All vessels found lying in the stream, not anchored according to 
the regulations, and not having a sufficient crew to move them, will be moved by 
the Harbor-master at the vessel’s expense. 

Section 5. No person shall throw or deposit in said harbor, or any part 
thereof, any stones, gravel, ballast, cinders, ashes, dirt, mud, or other substances, 
which may, in any respect, tend to injure the navigation thereof. 

Secrron 6. No warp or line shall be passed across the mouth of any slip, for 
the purpose of hauling any vessel by the said slip, before the vessel shall be within 
one hundred feet of said slip, if the owners or occupants thereof object, unless the 
Harbor master may think it necessary. 
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Section 7. All vessels at anchor in the harbor of Boston, shall keep an _ 


anchor-watch at all times, and shall keep a clear and distinct light suspended at 
least six feet above the deck, during the night; and whenever the provisions of 
this section shall be violated on board any vessel, the master or owners shall be 
liable to a penalty of not more than twenty dollars, to be recovered in the manner 
provided in the Act to which this is in addition, and shall be held liable to pay all 
damages that may be occasioned by such violence. 

Under no circumstances whatever are vessels permitted to anchor in the track 
of the ferry boats, or in Fore Point Channel. 


An Act in addition to an Act to establish Regulations concerning the Harbor of Boston. 


Section 1. The Harbor-Master shall have authority to regulate the anchorage 
of all vessels in the upper harbor of Boston, and when necessary, to order the re- 
moval of such vessels, and to cause the same to be removed in obedience to such

MAYORS. 


The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested than 
on any former year. ‘There were not less than eight several ballot- 
ings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the 21st of February, 
Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the meantime, from January to February 27, 1845, William 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the 6th of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining health, 
resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, was not 
accepted by the City Council, and on the 22d of November he died, 
being the first Mayor who has died in office, since the organization of 
the City Government in 1822. 

On the 11th of December, Josiah Quincy, jr., was elected Mayor 
by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. 

Benson Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman ~ 
of the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the 
election of Mr. Quincy, 

In 1851, Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alder- 
man of the City, was afterwards chosen Mayor. 

At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, he 
resigned as an Alderman and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three bal- 
lotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the mean- 
time the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. Allen, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 


ALDERMEN. 


Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, re-elected ; 
and Thomas B. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 1825, declined. 

George Blake, re-elected for 1826, declined. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organization. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

William Parker, elected for 1845, resigned. 

George E. Head, elected for 1845, resigned—havi ing ‘been chosen 
one of the principal Assessors. 
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In 1853, Lyman Perry, Esq., who had been duly elected an Alder- 
man, died before his qualification. 

At the Municipal Election in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots; but, in accordance with the statute, the eight who had the 
highest number of votes were declared elected. 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qualify 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; also, 
Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organ- 
ization. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Bowles, Ward 3, re-elected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George "Morey, omitted 1829, 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

The Junior of aeeha Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln, omitted 1851. 

Washington P. Gragg, Ward 4, spelt Gregg since 1836. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of Health. 

There have been six successfully contested Elections. 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that < ‘closing the poll before the: hour at 
which the voters were notified it would be closed was a violation of 
the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ‘ground of irregular proceeding 
to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the highest 

number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket ; adjournment 
of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, and other irregu- 
larities at the annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three members 
of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, sufficient 
to effect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, Decem- 
ber 14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident candidates, 
(after having been first thrown out by the Ward officers,) * were 
counted at the annual election, December 12, thereby preventing the 
choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the said four votes, 


* This fact was admitted, though not stated in the report of the Committee, 
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were by the decision of the Council declared elected, leaving one 
vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members 
from Ward 38, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the same 
members were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1858, vacated the seats of three members . 
from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting which was illegally held. 

The “seventh, in accordance with the Report of the Committee on 
Elections, Danateal the seats of three members from Ward 11, on the 
ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had no right to issue warrants 
for election of members of the Common Council, after the annual 
Election, and before the organization of the Government elect. But 
inasmuch as the elections in question were conducted bona fide, and 
no other informality was apparent, and as this custom of supple- 
mentary elections had been in vogsie for twenty years, the members 
thus elected were by the vote of the Common Council declared enti- 
tled to their seats. ‘The passage of the Plurality Law, of 1854, will 
remedy most of these cases for the future.

JOINT RULES AND ORDERS. 


Srct. 1. At the commencement of the Municipal 
Year, the following Joint Standing Committees shall 
be chosen by ballot: viz.— 

A committee on Iinance, to consist of the Mayor, 
the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, and seven 
members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Accounts, to consist of two Alder- 
men and three members of the Common Council. 

And the following committees shall be appointed : 
VIZ :— 

A committee on Public Lands, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Public Buildings, to consist of four 
Aldermen and eight members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Public Instruction, to consist of 
three Aldermen, and the President and four members 
of the Common Council. 

A committee on Institutions at South Boston and’ 
Deer Island, to consist of three Aldermen and seven ~ 
members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Fuel, to consist of three i a 
and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Water, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Treasury, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on the Assessors’ Department, to con- 
sist of three Aldermen and five members of the Com- 
mon Council. 

A. committee on the Harbor, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 
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A committee on Printing, to consist of three Alder- 
‘men and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Public Library, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Ordinances, to consist of three Al- 
dermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Telegraphic Fire Alarms, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

A. committee on Claims, to consist. of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council, who 
shall have full power and authority to investigate all 
claims against the City, and to take any measures for 
the defence of such claims that they may deem expe- 
dient, and also under the advice of the Mayor to adjust 
and settle all claims not exceeding the sum of $500. 

The members of the Board of Aldermen and of the 
Common Council, who shall constitute the Joint Stand- 
ing Committees, shall be chosen or appointed by their 
_respective Boards. 

The Mayor, the President of the Common Council, 
and the Chairman of the Committee of Finance on the 
part of the Common Council, shall, according to the 
ordinance, constitute the Committee on the Reduction 
of the City Debt. — 

The member of the Board of Aldermen first named 
on every Joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not a 
member, shall be its Chairman; and in case of his 
resignation or inability, the other members of the same 
Board, in the order in which they are nained, and after 
them, the member of the Common Council, first in 
order, shall call meetings of the Committee and act as 
Chairman. 

_ Secr. 2. In every case of disagreement between the 
two branches of the City Council, if either Board shall 
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request a conference, and appoint a Committee of Con- 
ference, and the other Board shall also appoint a Com- 
mittee to confer, such Committee shall, at a convenient 
hour, to be agreed upon by their Chairman, meet and 
state to each other verbally or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons of their respective Boards, for 
and against the matter in controversy, confer freely 
thereon, and report to their respective branches. 

Sect. 8. When either Board shall not concur in any 
action of the other, notice of such non-concurrence 
shall be given by written message. 

Sect. 4. Hither Board may propose to the other, for 
its concurrence, a time to which both: Boards shall 
adjourn. 7 

Sect. 5. All By-Laws passed by the City Council, 
shall be termed ‘ Ordinances,” and the enacting style 
shall be:—Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Boston, in City Council 
assembled. 

Sect. 6. In all votes, when either or both branches 
of the City Council express any thing by way of Com- 
mand, the form of expression shall be “‘ Ordered; ” and 
whenever either or both branches express opinions, 
principles, facts, or purposes, the form shall be “ Re- 
solved.” | 

Srcr. 7. In the present and every future financial 
year, the specific appropriations for the several objects 
enumerated in the general appropriation bill shall be 
deemed and taken to be-the maximum amount to be 
expended by the several Committees having the charge 
thereof for the entire financial year, and shall be ex- 
pended with a proper regard thereto; and after the 
annual order of appropriations. shall have been passed, 
no subsequent expenditures shall be authorized for any 
object, unless provisions for the same shall be made by 
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special transfer from some of the appropriations con- 
tained in such annual order, or by expressly creating 
therefor a City Debt; in which cases the order shall 
not be passed, unless two-thirds of the whole number of 
each branch of the City Council shall vote in the af- 
firmative, by vote taken by yea and nay. 

Sect. 8. In all contracts or expenditures to be made 
under the authority of the City Council, whenever the 
estimates shall exceed the appropriations specially 
made therefor, or whenever any committee shall have 
expended the sum specially appropriated for their use, 
in the order of appropriation for the year, and in either 
case shall require a further sum; it shall be the duty 
of such Committee having such matter in charge, to 
submit the fact to the City Council for instructions, 
accompanied with a detailed statement in print of the 
cause or causes which have created the necessity for 
such application, and the object for which the same is 
needed. And no contract shall be made, or expen- 
diture authorized in either case, unless by a specific 
vote of the City Council first making the necessary 
provision for the payment resulting therefrom, and no 
debt shall be created, or transfer from one specific ap- 
propriation to another be made, until such report or 
statement shall have been submitted to the City Coun- 
cil, by the Committee requiring the same. 

Secr. 9. Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records to be kept of their proceedings, by a Secretary 
to be chosen at their first meeting, in books provided 
by the City for that purpose. No Committee shall act 
by separate consultations, and no report shall be re- 
ceived, unless agreed to in Committee actually assem- 
bled. 

Secr. 10. It shall be the duty of every Joint Com- 
mittee, to whom any subject may be specially referred, 
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to report thereon within four weeks, or to ask for fur- 
ther time. 

Sect. 11. All reports and other papers submitted to 
the City Council, shall be written in a fair hand, and no 
report or endorsement of any kind shall be made on the 
reports, memorials, or other papers referred to the Com- 
mittee of either branch. All reports shall be signed by | 
the writers thereof, unless otherwise directed by the 
Committee. And the Clerks shall make copies of any 
papers to be reported by Committees, at the request of 
the respective Chairman thereof. 

Srcr. 12. No Chairman of any Committee shall audit 
or approve any bill or account against the City, for any 
supplies or services, which shall not have been ordered 
or authorized by the Committee.

To His Honor the Mayor, the Board of Aldermen, and 
City Council of the City of Boston. 


GENTLEMEN, 

‘The new organization of the Police Department has 
now been in operation since the 26th of May 1854, a 
period of seven months and five days. 

It being the beginning of a new year, and the new 
City Government having been duly organized, I take 
this opportunity to lay before the City Council a gen- 
eral outline of the organization of the Department, 
together with a synopsis of their labors for the period 
above mentioned. 

The entire Department consists, at the present time, 
of about 236 men, which are divided into day and 
night officers, the largest division doing night duty. 
These are again subdivided, and distributed among 
eight Police Stations, allowing each such number of 
day and night officers as the geographical extent, and 
other peculiarities of the Station, may require. 

Each Station, except that styled the Harbor Police, 
has a Captain, and two Lieutenants, who are on duty by 
turns at all times, thus affording the citizens on the 
Districts access to the Station Houses. at all hours of 
the day or night, where they can always obtain assist- 
ance in time of trouble. 

The Harbor Police have a Captain, but no Lieuten- 
ants, and take a general supervision of the wharves 
and warehouses in their District, both by day and by 
night. 

The Chief’s office, at City Hall, is open every day 
from 7 o’clock A.M. to 7 P.M., varying these hours 
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only as the days vary in length, by the changing 
seasons. 

Besides the Chief of Police, his Deputy, and Clerk, 
who are located at City Hall, there are the Superinten- 
dents of Vaults, of Trucks and Wagons, of Cabs, 
Coaches, and Carriages, Inspector of Licenses, and one 
or two officers, required by the Chief in the discharge 
of his duties. — 

The Patrol Police are divided, as before stated, into 
day and night forces. The day force go on duty at 
8 o'clock in the morning, and. remain until 6 o’clock 
P. M., when they report at their several Station 
Houses, and are relieved by the first division of the 
night Police, who remain on duty until 1 o'clock, 
when they in turn are relieved by the second division, 
who remain on duty until 8 A. M., and are then re- 
lieved by the day force. 

Having premised thus much by way of explanation 
of the reutine of Police -service, I proceed to lay before 
the Honorable Council -a synopsis of our labors from 
the commencement of the new organization, May 26th 
1854, to January Ist 1855.

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III. ACCOUNT OF PROPERTY. 


All property reported as lost or stolen is made sub- 
ject of record, and information is immediately placed 
in possession of the entire force, and all diligence is 
used to recover the property, and to detect and arrest 
the perpetrators of the thefts. An account of all 
property so lost or stolen is kept at each Station House, 
and reported at the Chief’s Office, where it also be- 
comes a matter of record. © 

When either prisoners or lodgers are received at the 
Stations, they are searched, and all property of value is 
taken from them, and returned to them on leaving, 
for which they receipt in a book kept for that pur- 
pose. 

Any property which is retained as evidence, is kept 
until the case involving it is decided, when it is re- 
turned to the proper parties upon an order of restitution 
being passed by the Court.

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IV. EARNINGS OF THE POLICE. 


All moneys received, and paid into the Treasury of 
the City or County, through the agency of Police, are 
reckoned among their earnings. These earnings in- 
clude fees received in the Courts, from cases of their 
own prosecuting, which fees are paid into the City or 
County Treasury, not being allowed them as formerly. 
Add to this money procured for various kinds of 
Licenses, extra Police services at Steamships, Rail 
Roads and other sources, the account stands as follows:

If to this we add the amount of fines 
imposed by the Courts, in cases prose- 
cuted by the Police, which fines are 
paid into the City or County Treasury, 
the amount will stand thus :— 
Earnings of the Police, = - 10,649 98 
Amount of Fines, - - - 15,627 73 


Whole Earnings, - - $26,277 71 


Having laid before you a general outline of our or- 
ganization, and of the labors of the Department, before 
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closing the Report, I would respectfully beg the privi- 
lege of presenting to the Honorable Council a few 
suggestions, based upon experience in the working of 
the new organization. 

Our Station Houses are not unfrequently visited by 
sick persons; sometimes our officers are called to re- 
move sick persons from cheerless and desolate houses 
or rooms, where they are suffering for necessary com- 
forts, and where they may die through want of proper 
care. ‘These cases are reported to the Police, and they 
must attend to them, or suffer the ignominy of being 
considered cruel and heartless, and lay themselves open 
to the public charge of a neglect of duty. 

The Police desire to have it in their power to do 
these acts of mercy and charity, but the Station 
Houses, among the debased and criminal, are not the 
places to put these subjects of sorrow and misfortune, 
and there is no other place provided. To get them 
into a Hospital is a long and tedious undertaking, and 
when applications are made, it is more than an even 
chance that they cannot be accommodated upon any 
terms. 

For such purposes a City Hospital is very much 
needed ; then the sick, disabled, and injured, who are 
unable to provide for themselves, could be, at least, 
temporarily cared for, and thus, much human suffering 
would be prevented or ameliorated. Ivould respect- 
fully suggest the establishment of such an Institution, 
or the making of some suitable provision to meet this 
exigency. 

Another subject to which I would respectfully call 
the attention of the Honorable Council, is the pro- 
priety of providing a less expensive method of convey- 
ing our prisoners, and some other provision for their 
temporary commitment. 
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As the matter is now conducted, our prisoners are 


taken from the several Station Houses, transported to’ 


Jail, re-transported in the morning to the Court, where, 
perhaps, their case may be put over until the next day, 
when they are returned to Jail to await the repetition 
of the same ceremony. ‘This process necessarily con- 
sumes a great deal of time and money, both of which 
might, in part, be saved by some other and _ better 
method of carrying out this part of Police duty. 

It has been suggested that ample accommodations 
might be provided, at a very little expense, by prepar- 
ing suitable cells, or lock-ups, under the Court House 
in Court square, with two officers to be in constant at- 
tendance by turns, both day and night; additional ac- 
commodations might also be provided for cooking, or 
providing suitable refreshment for persons in custody, 
who often come to us in a half starved condition. Such 
provision I am confident would greatly reduce the 
expense of transporting and feeding prisoners, and 
thereby reducing the amount at present chargeable to 
Police appropriation. 

Another subject to which I would respectfully call 
your attention is, the complete union of the Police and 
Watch under one head and title, abolishing the term 
“Watch,” and substituting the term ‘“ Night Police,” 
thus making the title of the Department “Day and 
Night Police.’ 

Another recommendation is, the abolishing the use 
of the “ Watch Hook.” It is considered a dangerous 
instrument, and affords ‘but little protection to the 
officer when closely pressed in conflict. There being 
no other way for the officer to hold the implement but 
by the hook part, it is often and easily wrenched from 
his hand by the prisoner, who immediately turns it up- 
on the officer, not unfrequently doing fearful execution. 


- 
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It has been a custom with some of the officers to carry 
a short club affixed to the wrist by a suitable string, 
thus preventing the possibility of its being wrested 
from the officer, or turned upon him to his personal 
Injury. 

Another, and, as it appears, an important subject to 
which your attention is respectfully solicited, is the 
establishment of a telegraphic communication between 
the office of the Chief and the several Police Stations. 

The communication between the Chief and his offi- 
cers is very frequent, as of necessity it must be; but 
although messengers from each Station visit the Chief’s 
office three times daily, yet this does not afford any- 
thing like the ready communication required for per- 
fectly carrying out the details of Police effort. 

For the better understanding of this matter, the 
following locations of the several Station Houses are 
submitted :— 

Station 1. Old Hancock School House, Hanover St. 
Williams Court. 

Leverett Street. 

Next Boylston Market. 

Canton Street Place. 

South Boston, Broadway. 

East Boston, Paris Street. 

Commercial Street, head Lincoln’s Wharf. 

The distance of some of these Stations from the 
Chief’s Office, seems to require a readier mode of com- 
municating than is afforded by messengers; for in case 
of riot, or other emergency, it would be difficult to 
transmit messages with the facility adequate to the 
circumstances. A telegraphic communication would 
overcome every difficulty ; and from the statements and 
estimates made by those competent to compute the 
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matter, it is found that such a project can be carried 
out at a comparatively small expense. 

From the proximity of Station 2 to City Hall, where 
the office of the Chief of Police is located, no such 
communication would be necessary. Stations 6 and 7, 
at South and East Boston, need not be included in the 
arrangement, nor the Harbor Police Station in Commer- 
cial Street, in consequence of its close proximity to Sta- 
tion 1, in Hanover Street. Thus, then, all that would 
be necessary or requisite to give the Chief an entire 
control, at a moment’s warning, over a large -body of 
officers, would be to unite, by telegraphic communica- 
tion, Stations 1, 3, 4, and 5, to the Chief’s office at 
City Hall. 

Another point, and not an unimportant one, would 
be gained, which is this. It very often occurs between 
the hours of visitation of the messengers from the Sta- 
tions, as before alluded to, that important matters, 
requiring immediate attention from some branch of the 
Police, are reported at the Chief’s office, but no com- 
munication can be had with the Stations unless it be 
by messenger, and before the information could be 
imparted in this way, the favorable opportunity to act 
upon such information is passed, and all Police effort is 
unavailing. 

Again, notices of thefts, robberies, lost property, and, 
in fact, every species of Police information is conveyed 
to the several Stations through the pen of the Clerk; 
eight copies of every description of person or property 
being required to be written, in order to place the 
' information in the possession of each Station. It will 
readily be perceived that this is not only a very slow, 
but tedious process, subject to much delay, and greatly 
increasing the already rapidly accumulating duties of 
that officer. 
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As the efficiency of the Department must in some 
degree depend upon the facility of communication en- 
joyed by its head, it is to be hoped that this suggestion 
of a telegraphic connection of the Stations may receive 
the consideration of your Honorable Council. 

With regard to the efficiency of the present organi- 
zation, even with the disadvantages under which it 
does, and must for the present, labor, there is now but 
one general sentiment. At the outset, the project, 
like all new projects, had its friends and its enemies, 
Seven months’ experience in its workings have satisfied 
its most sanguine friends, and convinced its opponents 
that it is unequalled by any other system extant. Our 
office has been visited by official gentlemen from various 
parts of the East, South, and West, who have been 
desirous of examining and becoming familiar with our 
organization and its operations, who have expressed 
themselves in the most unqualified terms of approba- 
tion, and have left us with the assurance that they 
should, on their return, advocate the organization of 
their own Departments upon like principles. 

It has been urged by the opponents of the organiza- 
tion that it was an expensive system. Like all new 
projects or undertakings, it must of necessity be more 
expensive at the outset than it will be after all prelim- 
inaries are arranged, and the system is in good working 
order. 

The expenses attendant upon suitably furnishing the 
Station Houses are passed, and will not occur again 
for years, if indeed at all. But when the appropriation 
for supporting the Police organization is taken into 
consideration, apart from the expenses above alluded 
to, and in contrast with this we place the earnings of 
the Department, it will be seen that a large sum of 
money passes back through the Police, into the Treas- 
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ury, which, when placed to the credit of the Depart- 
ment, reduces the original appropriation many thousands 
of dollars. ‘ 

There are some bills charged to the Police appro- 
priation which, in the opinion of many, should be 
‘ charged to some other, although it is true that the 
debts are unavoidably contracted by the Police in the 
discharge of certain duties, under the direct instruc- 
tions of the City Government. 

Take, for example, the medical attendance upon 
sick prisoners, and persons injured by accidents; the 
Police are expected to call medical assistance in all 
cases where it is required, and when the bills are pre- 
sented they are paid out of the Police appropriation. 

It is required of the Police to remove from the 
public streets all nuisances of every kind, in conse- 
quence of which expense is incurred, and although it 
would seem that these bills should be paid by the ap- 
propriations for internal or external health, they are 
paid from the Police appropriation. 

Another, and a by no means small item, allusion to 
which has already been made, is that of transporting 
prisoners ; and whether they be arrested, and ten.vo- 
rarily imprisoned for final adjudication, on the charge 
of greater or smaller crimes, the expense is charged to 
Police appropriation, when it seems that the charge 
should rather be made to County expenditures. It is 
not a small charge, and reduces by so much the means 
appropriated for the carrying out of the Police organ- 
ization in its various essential duties. 

Add to these the expense of carting public docu- 
ments to the different Station Houses, to be distributed 
by the Police, the carting of ropes and chains for the 
restraining of crowds upon public and other occasions, 
all which are charged to the Police appropriation,, we | 
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find that this appropriation is drawn upon for the 
payment of bills, which, in the opinion of many, should 
be met from some other source. | 

If these bills were paid from other, and it would 
seem more proper appropriations, it would be so much 
of the Police appropriation saved for appliance ‘to 
direct Police duties, and this sum total added to the 
various earnings of the Police, both direct and indirect, 
would leave something over $27,600 still remaining 
to the credit of the appropriation for the legitimate 
expenses of the Police. 

In conclusion, I would respectfully submit that the 
present organization of the Department is all that its 
most ardent friends have anticipated. It is composed, 
_ generally speaking, of respectable and efficient men, 
kind and merciful in disposition, ready at all. times to 
sympathise with and to assist the distressed and unfor- 
tunate, while they are faithful and inflexible in the 
discharge of those unpleasant duties which, from the 
nature and character of their positions, must necessarily 
fall to their lot. 

In saying thus much for our officers, I do but reiter- 
ate the opinion expressed by many who have visited 
our City, and it is matter of pleasing reflection that our 
Department enjoys so good a reputation. It will be 
our object, by all means in our power, still to elevate 
the character of the Department, and this can. in no 
better way be done than by the remembrance on the 
part of every man that he has a twofold character to 
sustain; viz, that of a gentleman and an officer, letting 
all his acts tend to the consummation of that end. 

In rendering the Department as efficient as circum- 
stances and the times require, it is important that none 
should be admitted into it but such as are calculated, 
by nature and by cultivation, for the judicious and 
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faithful discharge of its various, and oftentimes intricate 
and laborious, duties. 

It is true that many, otherwise good men, apply for 
positions on the Police, who have nothing beyond to 
recommend them, and who, if admitted, would seriously 
cripple the labors and the efficiency of the Department. 
Of such we would by no means speak disparagingly ; 
yet, while we hold to the sentiment that every officer 
should be a good man, it is equally true that every 
good man is not qualified for being an officer 

Having hastily touched upon these various points, 
the foregoing report is most respectfully submitted.

The amount of the appropriation for paving &c. 
1854-55 remaining unexpended at the 1st of January, 
was $34,903.14. 

The grade damages allowed were mostly for changes 
of grade previous to 1853. The amount of $10,000 
awarded to the Perkins Institution for the Blind, was 
in consequence of the cutting down of all the streets 
around that institution at South Boston, it requiring, 
in the opinion of the Committee on Paving, that sum 
to place the grounds in a proper and suitable condition. 
Church Street damages paid during the year 1854 
amounted to $9,905.00, and the amount paid for dam- 
ages on this same street during the years 1853 and 
1854 was $22,637.90. 

Of the stock of materials on hand January 1st 1854, 
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and paid for during the year 1853, the gravel was used 
in repairing the streets in the City proper; the granite 
blocks on London, Liverpool, and Marginal Streets 
East Boston, and Mason, Andover, Sudbury and Salem 
Streets in the City proper; the same amount of paving 
stones remain on hand, with the addition of one cargo, 
enumerated in the stock of the past year’s purchase. 

There were lodged with the City Treasurer during 
the year 1854, under the provisions of the ordinance 
dated July 18, 1853, for collection, bills for construct- 
ing sidewalks and for materials sold, amounting to 
$14,156.69. 

The amount paid into the City Treasury during the 
year 1854, and credited to the paving appropriation, 
for laying sidewalks and materials sold, was $13,827.70. 

The amount paid into the City Treasury during 
the present financial year to January Ist, 1855, was 
$8,462.58.

IRON PAVEMENT, _ 
In July 1853, that part of Court Street between 
Washington Street and Court Square was paved with 
iron blocks, the invention of Mr. William D. Terry, a 
blind man. This pavement was laid down at a cost of 
about $10.25 per square yard, and it has stood the test 
of one of the severest winters we have ever had; that 
of 1853-54, and the heavings of the earth the follow- 
ing spring, and during the year 1854 proved an exceed- 
ingly handsome pavement to drive over, and promising 
in every respect durability. “The great drawback to 
this pavement being extensively laid down is its high 
cost. 
The price, however, by a change in the construction 
of the blocks, has been much reduced. The patent of 
Mr. Terry for the iron pavement last year passed into 
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the hands of several gentlemen of this City and New 
York, who have organized themselves into a company 
called the “American and Foreign Iron Pavement 
Company.” It was represented to the agent of this 
company, on his first visit to this City, that the cost of 
the “Terry iron pavement” would prevent any more 
being put down in this City at the sole expense of the 
City. The Committee on Paving, through its chair- 
man, stated to the agent that if the abutters on the 
line of a street would contribute one half of the ex- 
pense of laying down of the iron pavement, he had no 
doubt but that the City would bear the other half. 

The company and Mr. Terry, the original inventor, 
produced last fall several new descriptions of blocks, 
which can be afforded at a cheaper rate than those laid 
down in Court street; say $6 per square yard. One 
pattern of the new blocks is much superior to those 
first invented, the interstices in the block being of 
increased size, and the indentures on the face being 
more numerous, thereby giving a larger surface of 
gravel, and better security to the horse. 

An attempt, I learn, will be made this coming spring 
by the agent of the “American and Foreign Iron 
Pavement Company,” to have the abutters on the line 
of Washington Street between State Street and Winter 
Street, contribute one half of the cost of repaving with 
the iron blocks that portion of said street, the City to 
pay the other half; the cost to be $6 per square yard, 
and cheaper if possible. The Committee on Paving of 
last year expressed the opinion that the City would 
perform its part towards the object. 

The granite block pavement on Washington Street 
in the above mentioned section, is in a very bad con- 
dition, and most certainly is a “hard road to travel” 
for horses in many places, particularly at the corner of 
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State Street, in consequence of the constant liability of 
slipping down, the pavement having worn so smooth. 
The granite pavement I urgently recommend be re- 
moved ; and if arrangements cannot be made between 
the agent of the Company, and the abutters, and the 
City, for the laying down of the iron pavement, that 
the round or “cobble” stone pavement be substituted 
for that of the granite. If the iron pavement of the 
new pattern can be laid down on Washington Street 
between State Street and Winter Street, the main 
thoroughfare of our City, at a cost to the City of not 
over $3 per square yard, it would be a most desirable 
pavement, and not excelled in any respect anywhere. 


WOODEN PAVEMENT. 


In the spring of the past year, under the authority 
of an order passed Nov. 18th, 1853, “ Nicholson’s 
wooden pavement” was laid down in Mason Street, at 
a cost, for the pavement itself, of $3,560.27. The 
stone material removed from said street was used in 
repaving Washington Street. The wooden pavement 
was thoroughly tested in this City a few years since, 
and abandoned as a worthless one; but Mr. Samuel 
Nicholson, the inventor of the wooden pavement laid» 
down in Mason Street, represents that by the means of 
a composition composed in a large part of coal tar, 
and the peculiar mode of laying the pavement, rot is 
prevented and durability secured. Whether it is so or 
not, time will tell. The process of paving with wood 
in Mason Street, was first coating the road-bed with a 
hot composition, then covering it with boards, and 
placing pine, hemlock, and spruce blocks of the same 
length on the top of the boards, with a strip of board 
between each row of blocks. ‘The space between the 
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blocks was filled with gravel, and the whole surface 
covered with the composition, which carried lasting 
nature into the block, to use the language of the in- 
ventor. The coating was then covered with gravel. 
This constitutes the wooden pavement introduced into 
use in our streets in 1854. Mr. Nicholson made ap- 
plication to the Committee on Paving of 1854 for leave 
to pave one or more streets at the cost of the City, but 
the committee refused to entertain the proposition. 
Mr. Nicholson then made a proposition to the City to 
pave Exchange Street with wood at his own cost, the 
City to allow him the stone material on the street. An 
order was passed the Board of Mayor and Aldermen, 
allowing the wooden pavement of Mr. Nicholson’s to 
be laid down in Exchange Street. without cost to the 
City, except the expense of removing the stone for its 
own use. Exchange Street was repaved upon the 
above conditions with Nicholson’s wooden pavement, 
and it was of a similar nature to that put down in 
Mason Street, with the exception that some of the 
wood used was sawed spruce poles, and pebble stones 
were used between the blocks instead of gravel. ‘The 
composition was also altered, but was well seasoned 
with coal tar. There are those who have no confi- 
dence whatever in this kind of pavement, but Mr. 
Nicholson is very confident that it will prove a dur- 
able and cheap mode of paving. It is certainly an 
easy and safe pavement to travel over, and the question 
for time to settle is as to its durability on streets liable 
to be continually broken up. The cost of the pave- 
ment in Mason Street was $2.60 per square yard, which 
is double the cost of round stone when first laid. 

An order passed the Board of Mayor and Aldermen 
Sept. 18th, which authorizes the Superintendent of 
Streets to have West Street, from Tremont Street to 
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Mason Street, repaved with the “ Nicholson Pavement” 
at an expense to the City of not exceeding $400, ex- 
clusive of the cost of removing material. ‘This order 
has not yet been executed. 


GRADING STREETS. 


In grading and opening the streets during the past 
year at South Boston, the cost of the excavating, &c. is 
placed under the head of the street opened, although 
the surplus earth on each street is used to build up 
other streets. Nearly all the earth of Fifth Street was 
taken for the grading up of Broadway and Third 
Street. A portion of the earth from Seventh and 
Kighth Streets, made K Street, from Ninth Street to 
the water. ‘The earth taken from Sixth Street, except 
a small quantity, was also used in grading Broadway, 
Third and G Streets, and in repairing streets. One 
‘half of the earth taken from National Street was used 
in grading up Quincy, and several other small streets. 

In East Boston the earth taken from Trenton Street 
was used in filling up Chelsea Street. To the lst of 
January there had been carted into Chelsea Street, to 
bring it to the established grade and make it 70 feet 
wide, 4,914 squares of earth. The grading of this 
street will be compieted this year. 


WASHINGTON STREET REPAVING. 


Washington Street was repaved during the fall from 
the Roxbury line to Springfield Street, with a different 
eravel material to that which has been used of late 
years in paving. The gravel used for paving is brought 
in vessels from the beaches of the islands in the harbor. 
This kind of gravel was brought the past season ata 
cost of 45 cents per ton, landed. Washington Street 
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was paved with gravel selected from the “ Bartlett 
Farm” in Roxbury, and delivered on the street for use 
at 35 cents per ton. ‘The quantity of gravel used was 
8,600 tons. The cost of carting the beach gravel on 
to Washington Street would have been about 22 cents 
per ton. Add to this, for labor of shovelling into the 
carts and waste, say 5 cents per ton at least, and it 
gives a saving to the City in using the hill gravel, of 
$3,182.00. 

The use of the hill gravel, upon a representation of 
facts to the Committee on Paving, was approved of by 
them. The paving stones were re-laid with great care 
by Messrs. Gore, Rose & Co., and has made a very hand- 
some thoroughfare, and no doubt is expressed by those 
conversant with the matter, but that it will stand well 
and wear well. The gravel used was from a hill situ- 
ated on the borders of South Bay, through which the 
Boston and New York Central Railroad Company cut 
to lay down their track, and veins of excellent gravel 
for paving were found running through it. 


OPENING PAVED STREETS. 


The continual opening of the paved streets for water, 
gas, and sewer purposes by incompetent persons, so 
far as the replacement of the pavement is concerned, is 
a subject to which I respectfully ask the attention of 
the Board of Aldermen. ‘There is certainly need of 
further regulation in this respect. ‘The streets are dug 
up, and the paving stones or blocks placed back in any 
way and every way. ‘The damage done to the streets 
by the indifferent manner in, which those who open 
them do their work,’ is quite large, and necessarily 
serves to swell the appropriation for paving &c., as 
this kind of repairing is not rightly chargeable to said 
appropriation. 
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Below will be found a schedule of the property be- 
longing to the Paving Department.

an additional appropriation of $1800 should be granted.

To the Committee on Sewers and Drains: 


Gentlemen,—The appropriation for this Department 
for the year 1854-55 was thirty-three thousand dollars. 
The amount expended has been as follows, viz:— 

City Proper, - - - §11,196 
Kast Boston, ~ - ° 10,657 
South Boston, - ~ : 10,145 


Making a total of — - - $32,998 


Included in the amount expended at South Boston is 
the sum of fifteen hundred and thirteen dollars and fifty- 
eight cents ($1,513 58), and there is outstanding on this 
account the sum of three hundred and fifty-one dollars 
and fifty cents ($351 50), making a total of eighteen 
hundred and sixty-five dollars and eight cents ($1,865- 
08), which it became necessary to expend in consequence 
of the construction of the Boston and New York Central 
Railroad through South Boston, and which it was sup- 
posed would have been paid for by the Railroad Com- 
pany, without calling upon the City to make the ad- 
vance. This expenditure was unforseen when the ap- 
propriation was made, and there will consequently be a 
deficiency of about that amount to meet the expenditures 
of the balance of this financial year. The City hold the 
bonds of the Railroad Company, with sureties, for the re- 
-imbursement of all sums expended on their account, the 
bills for which will be immediately lodged with the City 
Treasurer for collection. Another item of expenditure 
which was unforseen, was that of three hundred and nine- 
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teen dollars ($319) for the construction of a sewer in Wor- 
cester street, which was ordered by the Committee on 
Public Lands, and which I supposed would have been 
charged to that department, instead of Sewers and Drains.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF BOSTON. 


The following special provisions in regard to the 
number of the School Committee, the manner in 
which they shall be chosen, their terms of service, and 
their powers and duties, are contained in the City 
Charter, from which the following Sections are copied. 


‘Sect. 53. The School Committee shall consist of 
the mayor of the city, the president of the common 
council, and of the persons hereinafter mentioned. A 
majority of the persons duly elected shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business; and at all 
meetings of the board, the mayor, if present, shall 
preside. 

Secr. 54. At the annual election next after the pas- 
sage of this act, the qualified voters of each ward shall 
be called upon to give in their ballots for six inhab- 
itants of the ward, to be members of the school com- 
mittee ; and the two persons who receive the highest 
number of votes, or in case more than two receive an 
equal number of votes, the two persons who are senior 
by age shall hold their office for three years from the 
second Monday in January next ensuing, and the next 
two persons who receive the highest number of votes, 
or who are senior by age in the contingency aforesaid, 
shall hold their office for two years from said date, and 
the two other persons shall hold their office for one 
year from said date; and at every subsequent annual 
election, two persons shall be chosen in each ward, to 
be members of the School Committee for the term of 
three years. 

Secr. 55. The persons so chosen, as members of 
the School Committee, shall meet and organize on the 
second Monday of January, at such hour as_ the 
mayor may appoint. ‘They may choose a secretary 
and such subordinate officers as they may deem expe- 
dient, and shall define their duties, and fix their respec- 
tive salaries.

Srecr. 56. The said committee shall have the care © 
and management of the public schools, and may elect 
all such instructors as they may deem proper, and 
remove the same whenever they consider it expedient. 
And generally they shall have all the powers, in rela- 
tion to the care and management of the public schools, 
which the selectmen of towns or school committees are 
authorized by the laws of this commonwealth to exer- 
cise:” 

“ Secor. 24. The Board of Aldermen, the Common 
Council, and the School Committee shall have authority 
to decide upon all questions relative to the qualifica- 
tions, elections and returns of their respective members. 

Secr. 25. Whenever it shall appear to the board of 
aldermen, that there is a vacancy, by removal from the 
city, or by death, resignation, or otherwise, in the 
Board of Aldermen, the Common Council, the School 
Committee, or in any of the city and ward offices, it 
shall be the duty of said board to issue their warrant 
in due form to fill all such vacancies, in each and all 
of said boards and offices at such time and place as 
they may deem advisable ; and the same proceedings 
shall be had and adjournments, if necessary, within the 
same limits, as are herein prescribed for the annual 
meeting for the election of common councilmen. But 
in case of vacancies in the Common Council, and School 
Committee, such warrant shall not be issued, until the 
Board of Aldermen receive official information thereof.” 


The Public Schools of the City of Boston, placed 
under the care and management of the School Com- 
mittee, are the following, viz: 197 Primary Schools, 
each containing about 60 pupils between four and 
eight years of age ; 18 Grammar Schools, each contain- 
ing, on an average, about 650 pupils; one Latin School, 
and one English High School for Boys ; and one High 
and Normal School for Girls. Each of these schools 
for a higher course of instruction usually contains about 
200 pupils. ;

CHAPTER I. 


Sect. 1. The members of the School Committee organization of 
shall meet and organize on the second Monday in Jan- eee 
uary, at such hour as the Mayor may appoint. At this 
meeting the Mayor, who shall be styled President of 
the Board of School Committee, shall preside and the 
Board shall elect a Secretary by ballot, and shall adopt 
temporarily the Rules and Regulations of the preceding 
Board, and refer them to the appropriate committee for 
revision. 

Seer. 2. At the first meeting of the Board in each 
year, the President shall appoint, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Board, the following Standing Com- 
mittees, viz :—-_ 

1. A Committee on Elections, consisting of five Etiading cost, 
members. 

2. A Committee on Rules and Regulations, consist- 
ing of five members. 

3. A Committee on Salaries, consisting of five mem- 
bers. 

4. A Committee on Accounts, consisting of five 
members. 

5. A Committee on Text-Books, consisting of 
five members. 

6. A Committee on School Houses, consisting of 
five members. 

7. A Committee on each District into which the 
City may be divided.

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Sect. 3. In law, the City is only one District ; but 
for convenience in the management of the schools, the 
territorial limits of the City shall be divided into as 
many Districts,* less one, as there may be Grammar 
Schools in the City, and each District shall take 
its name from the Grammar School situated within 
its boundaries. The President shall appoint a Standing 
Committee for each District, consisting of more or 
less members, according to the number of schools 
in the different Districts; and he shall also appoint 
a Standing Committee for the Latin School, one for 
the English High School, one for the Girls’ High 
and Normal School, and one for the Smith School. 

Secr. 4. The member first named on any standing 
or special Committee shall be the chairman, and in his 
absence, the member next in order who shall be present, 
shall act as chairman pro tempore. 

Secr. 5. At all the meetings of the Board, the 
Mayor shall, if present, preside, and in his absence the 
President of the Common Council shall preside; and in 
the absence of both, the Board shall choose by ballot 
a President pro tempore. ~ 

Sect. 6. The Board shall hold its annual meeting 
for the election of teachers in the month of July, and 
shall hold a stated quarterly meeting on the first T'ues- 
day of February, May, August and November, at four 
o’clock, P. M., at such place as the President may di- 
rect; and the Board may hold special meetings when- 
ever they are deemed necessary. 

Secr. 7. A majority of the Board shall be requisite 
to constitute a quorum for the transaction of business ; 
but a less nuinber may vote to send for members, and 
to adjourn. 


* “ School Districts” must not be confounded with the “ School Sec- 
tions.” School District in these Regulations, is applied to a portion of 
the City, containing one Grammar School and such Primary Schools as . 
may be situated in its vicinity, all of which schools are placed under the 
supervision of a District Committee.

CHAPTER II. 
Powers and duties of the President.

on the appeal shall have been decided. 

Secr. 3. When two or more members happen to Same 
rise at the same time, the President shall name the 
member who is to speak first.

Sect. 6. When any member shall require a ques- 
tion to be taken by Yeas and Nays, the President 
shall take the sense of the Board in that manner, pro- 
vided one-fifth of the members present are in favor 
of it. 

Sect. 7. He shall propound all questions in the 
order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature; except in 
naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum, and the 
longest time, shall be put first. After a motion is 
seconded, and stated by the President, it shall be dis- 
posed of by vote of the Board, unless the mover with- 


draw it before a decision or an amendment. 


Secr. 8. The President shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order, unless a member has posses- 
sion of the floor, or any question has been put and not 
decided ; and said motion to adjourn shall be decided. 
without debate. Any member who moves to adjourn 
to a day certain, shall assign his reasons for so doing. 

Secr. 9. He shall put the previous question in the 
following form: ‘Shall the main question be now 
put?” and all amendments or further debate of the 
main question shall be suspended, until the previous 
question shall have been decided. He shall not allow 
any member to speak on the “ previous question”? more 
than once without leave. 

Sect. 10. The President shall call a special meeting 
of the Board whenever in his opinion it is necessary, 
and also at the request, in writing, of any five mem- 
bers of the School Committee. But no meeting of the 
Board, shall be called on shorter notice than twenty- 
four hours. 

Secr. 11. All Committees shall be nominated by 
the President, unless otherwise ordefed by the Board. 
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CHAPTER III. 
Rights and duties of Members. 


Section 1. When any member is about to speak in Duties of mem- 
debate, or to deliver any matter to the Board, he shall a ae 
rise in his place, and respectfully address the President ; 
shall confine himself to the question under debate, and 
avoid personality. No member, in debate, shall men- 
tion another member by his name; but may describe 
him by the Ward he represents, the place he sits in, or 
such other designation as may be intelligible and re- 
spectful. 

Secor. 2. No member speaking shall be interrupted Call to order. 
by another, but by rising to call to order, or to correct 
amistake. But if any member in speaking, or other- 
wise, transgress the Rules of the Board, the President 
shall, or any member may, call him to order; in which 
case the member so called to order, shall immediately 
sit down, unless permitted to explain; and the Board, 
if appealed to, shall decide on the case, but without 
debate. 

Secr. 3. If a member violate any of the Rules of Violation of 
the Board, and the Board shall determine that he has 
so transgressed, he shall not be allowed to speak, un- 
less by way of excuse for the same, until he shall have 
made satisfaction therefor. 

Secr, 4. No member shall speak more than five Rules of debate. 
minutes at any one time, on any motion or order under 
discussion before the Board, nor more than twice to the 
same question, without first obtaining leave of the 
Board ; nor more than once, until all other members, 
choosing to speak, shall have spoken. 

Sect. 5. When a motion is made and seconded, Motions. 
it shall be considered by the Board, and not otherwise ; 
and no member shall be permitted to submit a motion 
in writing, until he has read the same in his place, and 
it has been seconded. Every motion shall be reduced 
to writing, if the President direct, or any member of 
the Board request it. 
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Sect. 6. When a question is under debate, no mo- 
tion shall be received but to adjourn; to lay on the 
table ; for the previous question ; to postpone to a day 
certain; to commit; to amend; or to postpone indefi- 
nitely ; which several motions shall have precedence, 
in the order in which they stand arranged. 

Srecr. 7. When a motion has once been made, and 
carried, in the affirmative or in the negative, it shall be 
in order for any member voting in the majority to 
move for a reconsideration, and if such motion is 
seconded, it shall be open to debate, and be disposed of 
by the Board. And in case the motion be made at 
the same meeting, it shall be competent for a majority 
of the members present to pass a vote of reconsidera- 
tion :—but if it be made at a subsequent meeting, the 
subject shall not be reconsidered, unless a majority of 
all the members of the Board shall vote therefor. But 
no more than one motion for the reconsideration of any 
vote shall be permitted. 

Sxcr. 8. Every member, who shall be present when 
a question is put, shall give his vote, unless the Board, 
for special reasons, excuse him. 

Sect. 9. All motions and reports may be commit- 
ted or recommitted, at the pleasure of the Board. 

Sect. 10. The division of a question may be called 
for, when the sense will admit of it. 

Sect. 11. When the reading of a paper is called 
for, and the same is objected to by any member, it 
shall be determined by a vote of the Board. 

Sect. 12. The consent of three-fourths of the 
members present at any meeting of the Board shall be 
requisite for the suspension of any standing Rule of the 
Board, or Regulation of the Schools, unless the pro- 
posal for the same shall have lain upon the table for 
at least one week. 

Sect. 13. Whenever any proposition is submitted 
to the Board to repeal or to amend any Rule of the 
Board, or any Regulation of the Public Schools, no 
action shall be had on said proposition before it has 
been referred to the Committee on Rules and Regula- 
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tions, or to such other committee as the Board may 
designate, who shall report, in writing, such recom- 
mendations in regard to the proposed repeal or amend- 
ment as they may deem expedient. -

CHAPTER IV. 


Duties of Standing Committees. 


Sect. l. Immediately after the appointment of the Committee on 
Standing Committees, at the meeting for organization, eaten 
the Committee on Elections shall receive the Certifi- 
cates of election of the members and examine them, 
and report the result of their examination without any 
unnecessary delay. Whenever any person shall be 
elected to fill any vacancy that may have occurred 
in the Board, this committee shall examine his Cer- 
tificate of election, and report as above provided, and 
said Committee shall hear and report on all cases of 
contested elections. . 

Secr. 2. As soon as may be, after the organization Sleeper = 
of the Board, the Committee on Rules and Regulations wations. 
shall revise the Rules and Regulations of the preced- 
ing Board, incorporating all the amendments and addi- 
tions in force that may have been made by the Board, 
during the year, and shall report in print a revised 
edition of the Rules and Regulations, for the approval 
of the Board, for the ensuing year. And this Com- 
mnittee shall also take into careful consideration every 
proposition presented to the Board, to repeal or to 
amend any Rule or Regulation, as soon as may be, 
after it has been referred to them, and shall report in 
writing, stating their reasons for or against the pro- ° 
posed alteration. 

Secr. 3. Whenever any proposition is submitted to committee on 
this Board to extend the salary of any teacher beyond “""™* 
the time of actual service, or to change the regular 
salary of a teacher in any way, said proposition shall 
not be acted upon before it has been referred to the 
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Committee on Salaries, who shall report, in writing, 


~ such recommendations as they may deem expedient. 


Secr. 4. The Committee on Accounts shall have 
the control of all expenditures for those articles used 
in the schools which are not otherwise provided 
for, or granted by a special order of this Board; such 
as Outline Maps, a large Map of Massachusetts, 'Ter- 
restrial Globes, and such pieces of Philosohpical Ap- 
paratus, as may be required to complete the sets now 
in the school; and all other means of illustration which 
the teachers may call for, or their District Committees 
recommend. ‘They may authorize the Superintendent 
to furnish all the record books and the blanks needed 
for the use of the schools, all text-books wanted for 
indigent children, and such of the above named ar- 
ticles as, in their opinion, the schools really need. But 
no Sub-Committee, nor any person connected with this 
Board, shall expend any money for these supplies with- 
out authority from this Committee ; and no bills for ~ 
such expenditures shall be paid without the signature 
of the Chairman of this Committee in approval. 

Secor. 5 It shall be the duty of the Committee on 
Books to give early notice to the Board of any applica- 
tion made by any author or publisher, to introduce any 
new text-book into the Public Schools, and to see that 
such author or publisher furnish every member of the 
Board with a copy of such text-book for examination, 
as a condition of its being presented to them for ac- 
ceptance ; and said Committee shall fully consider such 
application, examine thoroughly such text-book, and at 
such time as they may be prepared within three 
months from the date of the application, they shall 
make a written report to the Board, setting forth the 
reasons for or against the introduction of said text-book 
into the Public Schools. In the month of June annu- 
ally, this Committee shall examine the course of studies 
prescribed for the schools, and shall recommend to 
the Board at the quarterly meeting in August, such 
improvements in the course of instruction, and such 
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changes in the books used in the schools as they 
may deem expedient. 

Seer. 6. Whenever any new text-book is adopted 
by the Board, to the exclusion of another already in 
use, it shall be on the condition that the publisher will 
exchange the former without cost to those pupils who 
may have been provided with the latter ; and it shall be 
the duty of the Committee on T'ext-Books to see that 


this condition is fulfilled, and that said book comes 


into use at the commencement of the Public Schools, 
after the August vacation, at which time only shall any 
new text-book be introduced. 

Secor. 7. Whenever it is proposed to build or alter 
any school house, the Commitiee on School Houses 
shall send a message to the Common Council of the 
City of Boston, respectfully requesting the Committee 
on Public Buildings to confer with them respecting 
such construction or alteration. And it shall be the 
duty of said Committee, early in the month of January, 
to ascertain and consider all applications for the erec- 
tion of new school houses, and all requisite repairs and 
alterations, and to bring such wants to the attention of 
the City Government in season to be incorporated with 
the annual appropriation. It shall also be the duty of 
said Committee to exercise a general supervision over 
the warming and ventilation of the several school 
houses throughout the year. 

Secr. 8. Whenever it is proposed to erect or alter 
any School House, the Committee of that School shall 
be joined with the Committee on School Houses, and 
together they shall constitute the Committee on the 
Erection, Alteration, and Ventilation of such School 
' House. 

Sect. 9. Each District Committee shall have charge 
of the Grammar School and all the Primary Schools 
in the District, and may arrange the studies and 
classify the pupils in the latter in such a manner as 
they may consider most advantageous to the schools. 
Within ten days after its appointment, each District 
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Committee shall divide itself into a suitable num- 
ber of Sub-Committees, for the Primary Schools in its 
District. Said-Committee shall then divide the Pri- 
mary Schools in the District, into as many divisions 
as there may be Sub-Committees, and shall assign each 
division to a Sub-Committee, who shall have the 
special charge of the schools in such division, and 
shall examine them quarterly and shall report in 
writing, their standing and progess, to the Chairman 
of the District Committee, at least ten days before 
each quarterly meeting of the Board. Each Sub- 
Committee shall refer all matters of importance per- 
taining to the schools under its care, to the District 
Committee, for consideration and action. 

SEcT. 10. The District Committees shall examine 
the Grammar Schools in their respective Districts at least 
once in each quarter ; and shall visit them not less than 
once each month without giving previous notice to 
the instructors, and shall, at each quarterly meeting of 
the Board, make a Report in writing, giving the results 
of their examinations and visits; also stating any oc- 
currences affecting the standing and usefulness of the 
schools, and mentioning the condition of the school 
houses, and yards and out-buildings connected there- 
with. 

Sect. 11. At each quarterly meeting, the chair- 
man of each District Committee, or any member thereof, 
who may be present, shall be called upon for a report 
on the condition of the schools in the District ; and 
in case of omission to make it, the Board shall pass 
a vote, enjoining the delinquent Committee to proceed 
without delay to the performance of their duty, and 
shall adjourn to receive their report. 

Secr. 12. The District Committee shall determine 
on the scholars who are to receive the medals and 
certificates of merit in their respective schools, and 
return the names to the Secretary, at least four days 
previous to the annual exhibition. It shall also be 
their duty, on the day of exhibition, to present the 
medals and certificates to the pupils to whom they 
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have been awarded. The number of medals and cer- 
tificates of merit to be awarded, in each school, shall be 
based upon the number of pupils belonging to the school. 
Hach school shall be entitled to one medal and one of 
each of the certificates of merit for every sixty scholars 
upon the School Register. But, in any school where 
the number of scholars in the first class is compara- 
tively small, the number of medals awarded shall be 
proportionably less; and it shall never exceed one- 
third of the number of candidates examined, nor shall 
any pupil be promoted for the purpose of increasing the 
number of candidates. In any school where there are 
no scholars much advanced in improvement, no medal 
shall be awarded. } 

Sect. 13. General scholarship and more especially 
good conduct shall be taken into consideration in 
awarding the medals and certificates ; and, in order 
that a just assignment may be made, the District 
Committee shall critically examine the candidates, 
and inspect the school records of their standing. 

Sect. 14. No pupil shall be admitted to or retained 
in any school, except that for the Section in which 
such pupil resides, without the written consent of the 
District Committee, both of the school to which the 
pupil belongs, and of that to which admission is 
sought ; the latter Committee shall report the case to 
the Board at their next meeting, with the reasons for such 
transfer, and if the action of the District Committees 
is not confirmed by the Board, or if said report is not 
made to the Board at said meeting, it shall, be the duty 
of the master of the school, into which the child shall 
have been admitted, immediately to discharge said pupil. 

Secr. 15. The District Committee shall nominate 
to the Board, for confirmation, some suitably qualified 
person as teacher of vocal music, in the Grammar 
School, of which said Committee has charge, and said 
teacher shall give two lessons of thirty minutes each, 
every week, to the first and second classes in said 
schools, and his compensation shall be one hundred 
and twenty-five dollars per annum for each school ; 
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‘this sum shall include the consideration for the use of 


a piano forte, which each teacher shall provide for 
himself. The time when these lessons shall be given, 
shall be determined by the master of each Grammar 
School, acting under the direction of his District Com- 
mittee. Each teacher of music, shall be required 
to instruct personally, in his school, except when pre- 
vented by sickness, or other unavoidable casualty. 

Secr. 16. Instruction shall be given in Sewing to 
all the pupils in the fourth class in each of the Gram- 
mar Schools for girls. ‘There shall be given to each 
pupil in those classes two lessons of not less than one 
hour each, every week. The District Committee of 
each of said schools shall nominate to this Board, for 
confirmation, some qualified person as teacher of 
Sewing, whose compensation shall be two hundred 
dollars per annum. 

Secr. 17. Whenever any teacher, except a master, 
is in the opinion of the District Committee, needed for 
any school under their charge, said Committee shall, 
before making the appointment, examine the person 
appointed on trial, in the manner required by law.* 
And whenever instructors so appointed are nominated 
to the Board, subject to the usual probation, they shall 
be considered entitled to the established salary in the 
case, which shall commence with the time of their 
entering upon their duties. 

Secr. 18. In the month of June, annually, the 
Committee on the Latin School, the English High 
School, the Girls’ High Normal School, and the Smith 
School, and each District Committee, in a meeting 
regularly called, shall canvass the list of teachers in 
their District, and after consultation with the Master in 
regard to those who are to be associated with him, 
they shall decide upon the persons whom they will 


* The school committee shall require full and satisfactory evidence of 
the good moral character of all instructors, who may be employed in the 
public schools in their town, and shall ascertain, by personal examination, 
their literary qualifications and capacity for the government of schools, 
[ Rey. Stat. ch. 23, § 13.] 
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recommend for re-election, and said Committee shall, at 
the annual meeting in July for the election of teachers, 
nominate the persons thus approved, who shall be con- 
sidered the regular candidates for their respective offices. 
And in case any Committee have decided not to nomi- 
nate any teacher for re-election, such Committee may, 
if they deem it expedient, give notice of their inten- 
tion to the individual so situated, before the annual 
election. 

Sect. 19. The District Committee shall give their 
advice to the instructors in any emergency ; and take 
cognizance of any difficulty which may have occurred 
between the instructors and parents of pupils, or be- 
tween the instructors themselves, relative to the gov- 
ernment or instruction of their schools. An appeal, how- 
ever, to the whole Board is not hereby denied to any 
citizen or instructor. In addition to these specific 
duties of the District Committees it shall be their 
duty, generally, to make any temporary arrangement 
which they may find necessary to their schools, or 
to the convenience of the instructors, provided nothing 
shall be done contrary to the School Regulations. 

Secor. 20. All the official acts of District Committees 
shall be done in meetings of the same, duly called at 
not less than twenty-four hours’ notice, and shall, in all 


instances, be expressive of the sense of a majority of 


every such Committee, and when reported to the Board 
shall be submitted in writing. 

Srecr. 21. The Committees on the Latin School, 
the English High School, the Girls’ High and Normal 
School, the Smith School and each District Committee 
shall during the month of July, make a thorough exam- 
ination of their respective schools, and shall present 
their reports at the quarterly meeting in August, stating 
the results of their examinations, together with such 
suggestions for the improvement of the schools as they 
may see fit to offer, and in each instance the report 
shall be approved by a majority of the Committee who 
present it. These reports shall be referred to a 
Special Committee of the Board, who shall make from 
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them such selections of a general nature as they shall 
deem important for public information, and their report 
when accepted by the Board, shall, together with the 
Superintendent’s Annual Report, be printed in one 
Document, for distribution among our citizens. 


CHAPTER V. 
Election of Instructors of Public Schools. 


Section 1. The school year shall be understood to 
commence on the first day of September, and end on 
the thirty-first day of August. 

Secr. 2. In the month of July annually, the Board 
shall elect the Instructors of the Public Schools, and 
fix their salaries for the ensuing year. Said instructors 
shall rank as follows: Ist, Masters; 2d, Sub-Masters ; 
3d, Ushers; 4th, Head Assistants; 5th, Assistants ; 
6th, Primary School Teachers. 

Sect. 3. The Masters of the several schools having 
been duly nominated by their respective District Com- 
mittees, shall be elected by ballot, and thirty votes at 
least shall in all cases be necessary to a choice, and 
the other instructors shall be elected on nomination of 
their respective Committees, but no Teacher, except a 
Master, shall be elected by this Board without having 
served on trial at least three months in the Boston 
schools. 

Sect. 4. Whenever a new master is to be elected 
for any of the Grammar Schools, the Secretary shall 
give notice of the proposed election in such news- 
papers, and for such length of time, as the Board may 
direct, and the notice shall specify that the Board will 
receive applications for the office until a day to be 
named therein. 

Sect. 5, All applications for the office of master 
shall be made in writing, and shall be lodged with the 
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Secretary, together with any written evidence of qual-e 


ification which the candidate may wish to present, on 
or before the day fixed in the above notice. 

Secr. 6. At the meeting of the Board holden next 
after the expiration of the notice above mentioned, all 
the applications and written evidence shall be taken 
from the Secretary’s files, and referred to an examining 
Committee, to be composed of the District Committee 
of the school in which the vacancy exists, and of the 
members from the two Wards numerically nearest to the 
Ward in which said school is situated, and the Com- 
mittee thus formed shall have interviews with the ap- 
plicants, and make personal examinations and inquiries 
as to their qualifications. Any vacancies which may 
occur in said examining Committee shall be filled by 
the President of this Board. 

Sect. 7. Said Committee at a meeting appointed 
for the purpose, shall examine the candidates, accord- 
ing to the direction of the Statute, [Rev. St. ch. 23, $ 
13,] and always with reference to the office that is then 
to be filled ; and none but said Committee, the mem- 
bers of this Board, and the candidates under examina- 
tion, shall be present. 

Sect. 8. In case of a vacancy in the Latin School, 
the English High School, or the Girls’ High and Nor- 
mal School, the examining Committee shall consist of 
the Committee of the School in which the vacancy 
exists, and two other members of this Board to be 
chosen by ballot. 

Secr. 9. The examining Committee shall report to 
the Board, at some subsequent meeting, the names of 
all the applicants, and whether they are graduates of 
any College, and if so, when graduated, and if not 
graduated, how and where educated, and what has 
been their employment, and the names of the persons 
recommending them severally, together with the opin- 
ions of the Exatnining Committee on their qualifica- 
tions severally, and the Board shall then proceed toa 
choice by ballot. 
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Secr. 10. The instructors elected at the annual 
meeting, shall hold their offices for one school year, 
unless sooner removed for cause by vote of the Board. 


CHAPTER VI. 
Duties of the Secretary. 


The Secretary shall have charge of the 
Records of the Board, and of all papers directed by 
them to be kept on his files; he shall keep a fair and 
full record of all the proceedings of the Board.

CHAPTER VIL. 
Duties of the Superintendent. 


The office of Superintendent of the Public Schools ofice estab- 
of the City, was established by vote of the School "** 
Committee, in concurrence with both branches of the 
City Government, in 1851. 

Sect. 1. The Superintendent of Public Schools election. 
shall be elected annually by ballot, at the quarterly 
meeting of the board in May, to enter upon the duties 
of his office on the first day of June next ensuing. At 
the same meeting the salary of the Superintendent satay. 
shall be voted, and no alteration in the amount of said 
salary shall be made during the year for which ‘he is 
elected. 

Secr. 2. He shall devote himself to the study of condition of the 
the Public School system, and to an examination into aia 
the condition of the schools, and shall keep himself ac- 
quainted with the progress of instruction and discipline 
in other places, in order to suggest appropriate means 
for the advancement of the Public Schools in this City. 

Secr. 3. He shall, as far as practicable, exercise a 
personal supervision over all the schools, visit and ex- 
amine each of them as often as his other duties will per- 
mit. In passing daily from school to school, he shall en- 
deavor to transfer improvements and to remedy defects 
in their management. He shall also advise the teachers, 
in relation to the best modes of instruction and disci- 
pline for their respective schools, and shall see that the 
regulations of the Board in regard to the schools are 
carried into full effect. 

Secr. 4. He shall make investigations as to the 
number and the condition of the children in the City, 
who are not receiving the benefits offered by the Pub- 
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lic Schools, and as far as is practicable, he shall find 
out the reasons and suggest the remedies. 

Sect. 5. He shall at times render such aid, and 
communicate such information to the various Com- 
mittees as they may require of him; and he shall 
also assist the District Committees in the quarterly 
examinations. 

Secr. 6. He shall consult with the different bodies 
who have control of the building and altering of school 
houses, and shall communicate to them such informa- 
tion on the subject as he may possess; and he shall 
suggest such plans for building and altering school 
houses as he may consider best for the health and con- 
venience of the teachers and pupils, and most econom- 
ical for the City; and he shall advise with those 
through whom, either directly or indirectly, the school 
appropriations are expended, that there may result more 
uniformity in their plans and more economy in their 
expenditures, 

Sect. 7. At the quarterly meeting in November, 
he shall present to the Board an annual report on 
the condition of the Public Schools, and shall suggest 
by what measures their efficiency and usefulness may 
be increased, and whether by any means the expenses 
of our school system can be diminished without preju- 
dice to its interests. 

Sect. 8. He shall call together the teachers in their 
respective Districts or elsewhere, once at least in each 
quarter, to interchange their views upon the various 
points of instruction and discipline ; in order to create 
harmony of action, and to cause the whole system to 
tend toward a uniform standard of excellence, to the 
end that all the children in this City, who are instruct- 
ed in the Public Schools, may obtain the best educa- 
tion which these schools can be made to impart. 

Secr. 9. He shall examine all Bills for Salaries, and 
the Bills for all articles purchased by order of the Board 
or by the Committee on Accounts, and shall perform 
such other duties as the School Committee shall pre- 
scribe, or from time to time direct. 
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CHAPTER VIII. 
General Regulations of the Public Schools. 


Section 1. All teachers in the Public Schools are 
required to make themselves familiar with the provis- 
ions of these Regulations, and especially that portion 
or them relating to their school duties. They are also 
required to take special pains to observe and carry into 
full effect all the Regulations of the School Committee 
in relation to the instruction and discipline of their re- 
spective schools. 

Secr. 2. The instructors shall punctually observe 
the hours appointed for opening and dismissing the 
schools; and, during school hours, shall faithfully de- 
vote themselves to the public service. They shall pre- 
pare themselves, with care, to instruct all their pupils 
without partiality in those branches of school studies 
which their respective classes may be pursuing. In all 
their intercourse with their scholars they are required 
to strive to impress on all their minds, both by precept 
and example, the great importance of continued efforts 
for improvement in morals, in manners and deportment, 
as well as in useful learning. 

Secr. 3. From the first Monday in May to the first 
Monday in October, the Grammar and Primary Schools 
shall commence their morning sessions at 8 o’clock, and 
close at 11 o’clock ; and shall begin their afternoon 
sessions at 2 o’clock and close at 5 o’clock. From the 
first Monday in October to the first. Monday in May, 
they shall commence their morning sessions at 9 o’clock 
and close at 12 o’clock, and shall begin their afternoon 
sessions at 2 o’clock and shall close at 5 o’clock, except 
from the first Monday in November to the first Monday 
in March, they shall close at 4 1-2 o’clock. 

Exception. The masters of the Grammar Schools 
for Girls may keep school till one o’clock on days 
when the weather is such as, in their judgment, ren- 
ders it expedient ; and may dispense with the afternoon 
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session on those days, and they shall keep a record of 
the days on which they have dismissed, and shall 
report the same quarterly to the District Committees of 
their respective schools, who shall insert the number of 
days in their Quarterly Reports to this Board. 

Secr. 4. The school rooms of all the schools shall 
be opened, and the teachers are expected to be present, 
both morning and afternoon, fifteen minutes before the 
time prescribed for commencing schools, and the teach- 
ers shall require their scholars to be in their seats punc- 
tually at the appointed hours, and shall commence their 
schools without allowing any time after those hours, 
for the scholars to assemble. ‘They shall also close 
their respective schools punctually at the prescribed 
hours. 

Secr. 5. The morning exercises of all the schools 
shall commence with reading, as a devotional ex- 
ercise, a portion of Scripture, in each room by the 
teacher thereof, and the Board recommend that the 
reading be followed with prayer, at least with the audi- 
ble repetition of the Lord’s Prayer by the teacher alone, 
or by the children in concert. ‘The Board also re- 
commend that each teacher instruct the pupils under 
his or her charge, to repeat the ‘en Commandments 
audibly, at least once a week. 

Secr. 6. Instruction in morals shall be daily given 
in each of the schools, in conformity with the provis- 
ions of the Rev. Stat. ch. 23, $ 7.* 


“Tt shall be the duty of the president, professors, and tutors of the 
University at Cambridge, and of the several colleges, and of all preceptors 
and teachers of academies, and all other instructors of youth, to exert their 
best endeavors, to impress on the minds of children and youth, committed 
to their care and instruction, the principles of piety, justice, and a sacred 
regard to truth, love to their country, humanity and universal benevolence, 
sobriety, industry and frugality, chastity, moderation and temperance, and 
those other virtues, which are the ornament of human society, and the 
basis upon which a republican constitution is founded; and it shall be the 
duty of such instructors to endeavor to lead their pupils, as their ages and 
capacities will admit, into a clear understanding of the tendency of the 
above mentioned virtues to preserve and perfect a republican constitution, 
and secure the blessings of liberty, as well as to promote their future hap- 
piness, and also to point out to them the evil tendency of the opposite 
vices.” 
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Secor. 7. Good morals being of the first importance, 
and essential to their progress in useful knowledge, the 
pupils shall be carefully instructed to avoid idleness and 
profanity, falsehood and deceit, and every wicked and 
disgraceful practice, and to conduct themselves in an 
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orderly, and proper manner; and it shall be the duty _ 


of the instructors, as far as is practicable, to exercise a 
general inspection over them in these regards, both in 
and out of school, and also while going to the same 
and returning home ; and on all suitable occasions to 
inculeate upon them the principles of truth and virtue. 

Secr. 8. The principal Teacher in every school 
shall keep a register, in which shall be recorded the 
names, ages, dates of admission, and places of residence 
of the scholars. In addition to this register, other re- 
cords shall be kept,in which shall be entered the 
daily absence of the scholars, and such notes of their 
class-exercises, as may exhibit a view of their advance- 
ment and standing. ; 

Secr. 9. All school registers and other books for 
records, as well as all blanks for monthly reports and 
circulars required in the several schools, shall be after 
uniform patterns, to be determined by the Superintend- 
ent of Public Schools, to whom all teachers are 
expected to apply whenever such articles are needed 
by them. 

Secr. 10. Each master shall examine the pupils 
under the care of the other teachers in his school, as 
often as he can consistently with proper attention to 
those who are under his immediate charge. 

Secr. 11. During the week preceding the quarterly 
meeting in February and in August, the principal teach- 
er in each school shall make to the Secretary of the 
Board semi-annual returns of the number of pupils 
belonging to the school, conformable to the blanks 


furnished for this purpose. 
Secr. 12. Each master shall, within one week 
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the precise date of his or her commencing service in 
his school ; and if the person appointed has previously 
been in the service of the City as a teacher, he shall 
state where, when and how long such service was ren- 
dered. In like manner he shall give notice when any 
teacher shall have relinquished service in his school. 

Secr. 13. The instructors may for the purpose of 
observing the modes of discipline and instruction, visit 
schools of a grade similar to those in which they 
are engaged, but such visits shall not be made oftener 
than once in a quarter, nor till provision §satisfac- 
tory to the Chairman of the District Committee has 
been made for a proper care of the pupils under their 
immediate charge, and all instructors shall aim at 
such discipline in their schools as would be exercised 
by a kind, judicious parent in his family. 

Seor. 14. ‘The instructors shall avoid corporal pun- 
ishment in all cases where good order can be preserved 
by milder measures. And it shall be the duty of the 
several masters and teachers in the public schools to 
keep a record of all instances of inflicting corporal 
punishment, which they shall submit to their respective 
Committees at each quarterly examination, when said 
record shall be erased. 

Sect. 15. For violent or pointed opposition to his 
authority in any particular instance, a principal teacher 
may exclude a child from school, for the time being ; 
and thereupon shall inform the parent or guardian of 
the measure, and shall apply to the District Committee 
for advice and direction. 

Sect. 16. When the example of any pupil in school 
is very injurious, and in all cases where reformation 
appears hopeless, it shall be the duty of the principal 
teacher, with the approbation of the Committee on the 
school, to suspend or expel such pupil from the school. 
But any child under this public censure, who shall have 
expressed to the teacher his regret for his folly or in- 
discretion, as openly and explicitly as the nature of 
the case may require, and shall have given evidence of

amendment, shall, with the previous consent of said 
Committee, be reinstated in the privileges of the school. 

Sect. 17. In cases of difficulty in the discharge of 
their official duties, or when they may desire any tem- 
porary aid the instructors shall apply to the District 
Committees of their respective schools for advice and 
assistance. 

Secr. 18. Whenever any instructor shall be absent Absentees must 
from school, and a temporary instructor rendered neces- aveate Tas eb 
sary, the amount required to pay said substitute shall 
be withdrawn from the salary of the absentee ; unless 
upon a representation of the case, by petition, and a 
report on said petition from the Standing Committee 
on Salaries, the Bocrd should order an allowance to be 
made. 

Secor. 19. It shall be the duty of all the instructors Temperature 
to give vigilant attention to the ventilation and tempera- aera 
ture of their school rooms. ' A regular system of ventila- 
tion shall be practised, as well in winter as in summer, 
by which the air in the rooms shall be effectually 
changed at each recess and at the end of each school 
session, before the house shall be closed. 

Sect. 20. There shall be a recess of fifteen minutes Recesses. 
for-every pupil each half day, including the time 
occupied in going out and coming in. 

Secor. 21. ‘The masters, ushers and teachers, in the Physical exercise 
Public Schools, shall so arrange the daily course of 
exercises in their respective classes, that every scholar 
shall have daily in the forenoon and afternoon some 
kind of physical or gymnastic exercise ; this exercise to 
take place, as nearly as practicable, midway between 
the commencement of the session and recess, and be- 
tween recess and the end of the session. 

Srcr. 22. The principal teachers of the several Care of school 
schools shall prescribe such rules for the use of the 
yards and out-buildings connected with the school 
houses, as shall insure their being kept in a neat and 
proper condition, and shall examine them as often as < 


may be necessary for such purpose, and they shall be 
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held responsible for any want of neatness or clean- 
liness on their premises ; and when any thing is out of 
order, they must give immediate notice thereof to the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings. 

Secr. 23. No instructor in the public schools shall 
be allowed to keep .a private school of any description 
whatever, nor to attend to the instruction of any private 
pupils, before 6 o’clock, P. M., except on Wednesday 
and Saturday afternoons, nor to engage as editor of 
any newspaper, or of any religious or political periodical. 

Sect. 24. The instructors shall not award medals 
or other prizes, to the pupils under their charge. 

Secor. 25. No subscription or contribution, for any 
purpose whatever, shall be introduced into any public 
school. 

Secr. 26. No person whatever shall read to the 
pupils of any school, or post upon the walls of any 
school building or fences of the same, any advertise- 
ment. Nor shall any agent or other person be permitted 
to enter any school, for the purpose of exhibiting either 
to teacher or pupils, any new book or article of ap- 
paratus. 

Sect. 27. The books used, and the studies pursued, 
in all the public schools, shall be such, and such only, 
as may be authorized by the Board, and the teachers 
shall not permit any books, tracts, or other publica- 
tions, to be distributed in their schools. 

Sect. 28. No pupils shall be allowed to retain their 
connexion with any of the public schools, unless they 
are furnished with the books and utensils regularly 
required to be used in the respective classes. 

Sect. 29. In cases where children are in danger of 
being deprived of the advantages of education, by 
reason of inability to obtain books, through the poverty 
or negligence of parents or guardians, the Committee 
on Accounts are authorized, on behalf of the School 
Committee, to carry out the provisions of the statute 
on this subject. [Aev. Stat. chap. 23, $$ 20, 21, 22.] 

Secr. 30. ‘T'ardiness shall be considered a violation 
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of school regulations, and shall subject delinquents to 
such penalty as the nature of the case may require. 

Secor. 31. Pupils shall not be absent from school attendance at 
except on account of sickness, or other urgent reason ; oe oa 
and no pupil shall be allowed to leave school before’ 
the appointed time for closing, for the purpose of 
attending to any music lessons or writing lessons, or 
for any other cause whatsoever, except in case of sick- 
ness or some pressing emergency ; and the teacher’s 
consent must first be obtained. 

Secr. 32. No child whose parent or guardian has aamission of 
not a legal residence in the city of Boston, shall be ™?"~ 
admitted to a Public School, nor shall any child, ex- 
cept by a special vote of this Board, be retained in any 
Public Schooi after said legal residence has been 
changed by the removal of the child’s parents or guard- 
ian from the city. And the master of each school shall 
at every quarterly examination, report to the chairman 
of his committee, the names of all pupils in his school 
whose parents or guardians have not a legal residence 
in Boston. No child, having only a temporary resi- 
dence expressly for the purpose of attending a Public 
School, shall be admitted therein. 

Secr. 33. No pupil shall be admitted to the privi- same. 
leges of one school, who has been expelled from 
another, or while under suspension, unless by a vote of 
the Board. 

Secr. 34. No pupil shall be admitted into any of certificate of 
the Public Schools without a certificate from a physi- “““°"""°™ 
cian that he or she has been vaccinated or otherwise 
secured against the small pox, but this certificate shall 
not be required of pupils who go from one public school 
to another. e, 

Secr. 35. Nochild who comes to school without ceantiness of 
proper attention having been given to the cleanliness PM's tare 
of his person and of his dress, or whose clothes are 
not properly repaired, shall be permitted to remain in 
school, but shall be sent home to be prepared for 
school in a proper manner. 
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Sror. 36. If in the schools under their charge there 
are any pupils who are habitually truant, the principal 
teachers shall report their names, their residences and 
the names of their parents when known, to the truant 
officers. ' 

Secr. 37. There shall be an annual exhibition of 
the Latin School on the Saturday, of the English High 
School on the Monday, of the Girls’ High and Normal 
School on the Tuesday, preceding the third Wednesday 
in July; and on the Tuesday following said Wednes- 
day, there shall be an exhibition of the several Grammar 
Schools; at which exhibitions the medals and diplomas 
shall be conferred upon the pupils. ‘The hours for the 
exhibitions of the several schools shall be arranged by 
the President of the Board: And in the afternoon of 
the same day, the Annual School Festival shall be 
held, to which the members of the School Committee, 
all the teachers in the Public Schools, and the medal 
scholars of the current year shall be invited. 

Secr. 38. The following holidays and vacations shall 
be granted to the schools, viz:—every Wednesday and 
Saturday afternoon, throughout the year; Christmas 
day, New Year’s day, and Fast day ; May-day; Artillery 
Election; the Fourth of July; Thanksgiving week ; 
one week commencing on the Monday preceding the 
last Wednesday in May; seven weeks after the exhi- 
bition of the Latin School in July to said Latin School; 
the remainder of the week after the exhibition of the 
English High School, in July, and the six succeeding 
weeks to said English High School; the remainder of 
the week after the exhibition of the Girls’ High and 
Normal School, and the six succeeding weeks to said 
school ; and the remainder of the week after the exhibi- 
tion of the Grammar Schools in July, to the first Monday 
in September, to said Grarhmar Schools and the Primary 
Schools; and the President of the Board is authorized 
to suspend the schools on such public occasions as he 
may think proper, not exceeding three days in the 
year. In addition to these holidays the Latin and 
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English High Schools shall be entitled to the two 
days of public exhibition at Harvard University. No 
other holidays shall be allowed except by special vote 
of the Board. 


CHAPTER IX. 
Regulations of the Primary Schools. 


Section 1. Every teacher shall admit to her school aac 
all applicants of suitable age and qualifications, residing eee 
nearest to the school under her charge, (excepting those 
for whom special provision has been made,) provided 
the number in her school will warrant the admission, 
and in all cases of doubt or difficulty in the discharge 
of this duty, she shall apply to her Sub- wasn is for 
advice and direction. 

Sect. 2. When any child shall apply to be admitted Transfer of 
from another Primary School, the teacher shall require Bae 
a Certificate of Transfer Petit the teacher of the former 
school ; which certificate shall serve instead of a Cer- 
tificate of Vaccination. And if qualified for the First 
or Second Class, said child shall be entitled to admis- 
sion into a Primary School, although more than seven 
years of age. 

Sect. 3. Whenever any scholar is absent from Absence of 
school, the teacher shall immediately ascertain the ae 
reason; and if such absence be continued, and is not 
occasioned by sickness, or other sufficient cause, such 
child with the consent of the Sub-Committee, may be 
discharged from the school, and a record of the fact be 
made. 

Secr. 4. The regular promotion of scholars to the prom somos 
Grammar Schools, shall be made semi-annually, on 
the first Monday in March, and at the time of the July 
vacation. But occasional promotions may be made on 
Monday of any week, whenever the Sub-Committee of 
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the Primary School and the Master of thes Grammar 
School may deem it necessary. 

Sect. 5. One or more schools for the special in- 
struction of children over seven years of age, and not 
qualified for the Grammar School, may be established 
in each District. Children over seven years of age are 
not to be admitted into any of the Primary Schools, 
unless by transfer, or for special reasons satisfactory to 
the Sub-Committee. Any scholar over eight years of 
age, and not in the first or second class, may be re- 
moved from any Primary School to a school for 
special instruction, at the discretion of the Sub- 
Committee. 

Sect. 6. The School on the Western Avenue shall 
be connected with the Phillips School District. Chil- 
dren over eight years of age may be admitted into 
this school, at the discretion of the Sub-Committee ; 
and their studies shall conform to the Regulations 
of the Grammar Schools. 

Sect. 7. Hach teacher shall see that for the sum 
allowed for the purpose, viz. twenty-five dollars per 
annum to each school room, fires in the same when 
necessary, are made early satoihicch to warm the rooms 
properly before nine o’clock, and she shall see that the 
sweeping and the cleaning are neatly and properly done, 
but no sweeping or dusting shall be allowed within 
thirty minutes of the hour for beginning school. 

Sect. 8. The teachers shall attend to the physical 
education and comfort of the pupils under their care. 
When from a state of the weather, or other causes, 
the recesses in the open air shall be impracticable, 
the children may be exercised within the room, in ac- 
cordance with the best judgment and ability of the 
teachers. Inthe schools which are kept in buildings 
occupied by Grammar Schools, the recesses shall’ be 
arranged by the masters so as not to interfere with the 
exercises of those schools. 

Secr. 9. ‘Ihe holidays and vacations of the Primary 
Schools shall be the same as are granted to the Graim- 
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mar Schools, either by the rules of the School 
Board or by the order of the Mayor; and they shall 
also have the day preceding, and the day of the Annual 
Exhibitions of the Grammar Schools. 


No school shall be suspended on any other occasion, 
except for special and important reasons relating to a 
particular school, and then only by express permission 
of the Sub-Committee. 

Secr. 10. The two dollars which are annually ap- Premiums. 
propriated to each school by the City, for the encourage- 
ment of the children, shall be expended in such manner 
as the respective District Committees may judge best. 
Provided, that no publications of a sectarian character 
shall be introduced into any school. 

Sect. 11. The schools shall contain as nearly as Classes. 
practicable, an equal number of pupils ; it being desira- 
ble that the average number of daily attendants should 
be fifty to each teacher, and the pupils in each of the 
schools shall be arranged in six classes, unless otherwise 
ordered by the District Committee. 

Secr. 12. Simple oral lessons in Arithmetic, adapted 
to the ages of the scholars, shall be given in the sev- 
eral classes, and the Addition, Subtraction and Multi- 
plication Tables, must be thoroughly learned by the 

» first and second classes. Every scholar shall be pro- 
vided with a slate, and employ the time not otherwise 
occupied, in drawing, or writing words from their spell- 
ing lessons, on their slates in a plain script hand. ‘The 
teachers are expected to take special pains to teach the 
first class tO write—not print—all the letters of the 
alphabet-on slates. 

Sect. 13. Plain Sewing may be introduced into 
any Primary School, at the discretion of the Sub- 
Committee. 

Singing snall form part of the exercises of every 
session. 
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Secr. 14. The following Books and Studies shall 
be attended to in the respective Classes.

In these schools are taught the common branches of 
an English education. ‘They are organized on three 
different plans. 

Secr. 2. First Plan. The Wells School is the 
only one now organized on this plan. In this house 
there are two halls, occupied by two departments, one 
of which is a Grammar School, and the other a 
Writing School. ‘The pupils are so organized in two 
divisions, that while one division attends the Grammar 
department, the other attends the Writing department, 
and thus the two departments exchange pupils half- 
daily. Inthe Grammar School, the pupils are taught 
chiefly Spelling, Reading, English Grammar, Geogra- 
phy, and History ; and in the Writing School, Writing, 
Arithmetic, Natural Philosophy, and Drawing. 

In this school, each department shall. be instructed 
either by a master, an usher and one or more female 
assistants, or by a master and three or more female 
assistants, at the option of the District Committee. 

Second Plan. In the Dwight and Chapman School 
houses, there are two entirely distinct schools, one for 
Boys and the other for Girls, each under the control of 
a master and separate instructors. 

In the schools organized on this plan, each depart- 
ment shall be instructed by a master, a head assistant, 
and three or more female assistants, or by a master, 
usher, a head assistant, and one or more female 
assistants. 

Third Plan. The Bigelow, Brimmer, Bowdoin, 
Boylston, Eliot, Franklin, Hancock, Hawes, Lyman, 
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Mather, Mayhew, Phillips, Quincy, Smith, and Win- 
throp Schools, are each under the charge of one head 
master, who has the direction of the school. 

The Boys’ Schools organized on this plan, shall 
each be instructed by a master, a sub-master, an 
usher, a head assistant, and three or more female 
assistants. 

The Girls’ Schools organized on this plan, shall 
each be instructed by a master, and a head assistant for 
each story in the building, and three or more female 
assistants. : 

Any existing exceptions to the foregoing organiza- 
tions, authorized by special votes of the Board, shall 
remain until otherwise ordered. 

Sect. 3. Each school shall be allowed a teacher 
for every sixty pupils on the register, and an additional 
female assistant may be appointed whenever there are 
thirty scholars above the complement for the teachers 
already in the school, if the District Committee deem 
it expedient ; and whenever the number of pupils on 
the register shall be reduced to thirty less than such 
complement, one female assistant may be removed 
from such school, if the District Committee recom- 
mend it. 

Sect..4. Any pupil may be admitted into the 
Grammar Schools, who, on examination by the master, 
or any of his assistants, shall be found able to read at 
first sight, easy prose; to distinguish and name the 
marks of punctuation ; to perform mentally such simple 
questions in addition, subtraction and division, as are 
found in Part First of Emerson’s North American 
Arithmetic ; to answer readily to any proposed combi- 
nation of the Multiplication Table, in which neither 
factor exceeds ten; to read and write Arabic numbers 
containing three figures, and the Roman numerals as 
far as the sign of one hundred; and to enunciate, clear- 
ly and accurately, the elementary sounds of our lan- 
guage. And no pupil who does not possess these 
qualifications, shall be admitted into any Grammar 
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School, except by special permit of the District Com- 
mittee. ' 


Sect. 5. During the week preceding the first Monday 


in March annually, the master of each Grammar School 
shall visit each Primary which is expected to send pu- 
pils to his school, and he shall examine the first class 
in each of said schools, and shall give certificates of 
admission to the Grammar School to such as he may 
find qualified in accordance with the foregoing require- 
ments. But in the month of July annually, each teach- 
er in the Primary Schools shall accompany her first 
class to such Grammar School house in the vicinity as 
the master’ may designate, when he and _ his assistants 
shall examine the candidates for admission to the 
Grammar School in presence oftheir instructors, and 
shall give certificates to those who are found to be prop- 
erly qualified. If however, the parent or guardian of 
any applicant not admitted on the examination of the 
master, is dissatisfied with his decision, such person 
may appeal to the District Committee for another ex- 
amination of said applicant. 

Sect. 6. Pupils admitted from the Primary Schools 
are expected to enter the Grammar Schools on the first 
Monday of March and of September; but all other 
applicants residing in the District, found on examina- 
tion, qualified in all respects, may enter the Grammar 
Schools by applying to the master at the school house, 
on Monday morning of any week when the schools are 
in session. Pupils regularly transferred from one Gram- 
mar School to another, may be admitted at any time, 
on presenting their certificates of transfer, without an 
examination. 

Secr. 7. In assigning lessons to boys to be studied 
out of school hours, the instructors shall not assign a 
larger lesson daily than a boy of good capacity can 
acquire by an hour’s study, but no out-of-school les- 
sons shall be assigned to girls, nor shall the lessons to 
be studied in school be so large as to require a scholar 
of ordinary capacity to study out of school in order to 
learn them. 
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Secr. 8. The recess of all the schools shall take recesses. 
place as nearly as may be at the expiration of one-half 
of each school session, but in schools where there are 
two departments, there shall be an interval of fifteen 
minutes between the times of recess of the departments. 

Seor. 9. Each school or department of a school 
shall be divided into four classes. Each class shall be 
divided into two or more sections, each of which sec- 
tions shall pursue the studies, and use the text-books 
assigned to its class; but whenever it shall appear that 
a section of a lower class has in any particular branch 
of study made the attainments requisite for promotion 
to a higher class, at a period earlier than the regular 
time for general promotion, then such section may at 
the discretion of the master, and with the approval of 
the Committee, enter upon the study of one of the 
text-books prescribed for the next higher class. 

Secr. 10. The books and exercises of the several 
classes in the boys’ schools shall be as follows:

In the 
Writing Department shall be taught Writing, Arithme- 
tic, Book Keeping, Drawing and Natural Philosophy. 

Sect. 13. Colburn’s Mental Arithmetic and F. A, Extra Arith- 
Adams’s Arithmetic, in two parts, may be used in any ea 
school for occasional exercises, but not to the neglect 
of any of the prescribed studies or text-books. 


CHAPTER XI. 
Regulations of the Smith School. 


Secr. 1. This school is situated in Belknap street, Established. 
It was instituted in 1812, and designed for the instruc- 
tion of colored children of both sexes. ‘The expenses 
of the school are ‘defrayed in part by the income of a 
legacy from the late Abiel Smith, Esq. 
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Secr. 2. The colored population in the City not 
being sufficiently numerous to require more than one 
school, it has been thought proper to provide in this, 
the means of instruction in all the branches of learning 
which are taught in the several orders.of schools for 
white children. 

Secr. 3. The instructors in this school shall be a 
master who shall have been educated at some respect- 
able college, with as many assistants as the Com- 
mittee of the school with the approval of the Board 
shall deem necessary. 

Sect. 4. The text-books shall be the same as are 
used in the other public schools except when the 
Committee on the school shall otherwise direct; and 
the division of the school into classes,-and the arrange- 
ment of the studies, shall be left to the discretion 
of the master, subject to the control of the Committee. 
No pupil, however, shall be permitted to begin the 
studies pursued in the Latin or High School, until he 
is well versed in the studies pursued in the Grammar 
Schools. 

Sect. 5. At the exhibition in July, such rewards 
shall be bestowed upon the more deserving pupils as 
the Committee on the school may judge proper. 


CHAPTER XII. 
Regulations of the Girls’ High and Normal School. 


Secr. 1. This school is situated in Mason street. 
It was instituted in 1552, with the design of furnishing 
to those pupils who have passed through the usual 
course of study at the Grammar Schools for girls, and 
at other girls’ schools in this City, an opportunity for a 
higher and more extended education, and also to fit 
such of them as desire it to become teachers. 'The 
following are the regulations of this school, in addition 
to those common to all the schools. : 
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Sect. 2. The instructors shall be, a master, and as mstructors. 
many assistants as may be found expedient; but the 
whole number of assistants shall not exceed the ratio 
of one for every thirty-five pupils. 

Sect. 3. The examination of candidates for admis- Admission of 
sion to the school, shall take place annually, on the ate 
Thursday next succeeding the day of the annual 
exhibition of the Grammar Schools in July. 

Secr. 4. Candidates for admission must be over same. 
fifteen and not more than nineteen years of age. 

They must present certificates of recommendation 
from the teachers whose schools they last attended, 
and must pass a satisfactory examination in the fol- 
lowing branches, viz: Spelling, Reading, Writing, 
Arithmetic, English Grammar, Geography and History. 

Secor. 5. The examination shall be conducted by Same. 
the instructors of the school, both orally and from 
written questions previously prepared by them, and 
approved by the Committee of the school. It shall be 
the duty of the said Committee to be present and 
to assist at the examination, and the admission of can- 
didates shall be subject to their approval. 

Sect. 6. The course of instruction shall consist of Course of in- 
a thorough review of the studies pursued in the Gram- acing 
mar Schools, and of instruction in the following 
studies, viz: Algebra, Geometry, History, Physical 
Geography, Natural Philosophy, Astronomy, Natural 
History, Physiology, Intellectual and Moral Philoso- 
phy, English Literature, Rhetoric and. Composition, 
Chemistry, Latin, French, Music, and Drawing. 

Secr. 7. failens shall be one session of five hours , Hevnel hone 
each day, from 8 A. M. to 1 P. M. from May to 
October, and from 9 A. M. to 2 P. M. from October 
to May. 

Secr. 8. The plan of study shall be arranged for pupits may re- 
three years. Pupils who have attended for that period, sel ree 
and who have completed the course in a manner satis- 
factory to the teachers and the Committee on the 
school, shall be entitled to receive a diploma or certifi- 


cate to that effect, on leaving school. 
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CHAPTER XIII. 
Regulations of the English High School. 


yep Section 1. This school is situated in Bedford 
its object. street. It was instituted in 1821, with the design of 


furnishing the young men of the City, who are not 
intended for a collegiate course of studies, and who 
have enjoyed the usual advantages of the other Public 
Schools, with the means of completing a good English 
education, and fitting themselves for all the departments 
of commercial life. The prescribed course of studies 
is arranged for three years, and those who attend for 
that period and complete that course, are considered to 
have been graduated at the school. Those who wish 
to pursue further some of the higher departments of 
mathematics, and other branches, have the privilege of 
remaining another year at school. ‘This institution is 
furnished with a valuable mathematical and philosoph- 
ical apparatus, for the purpose of experiment and illus- 
tration. ‘To this school apply the following regula- 
tions, in addition to those common to all the schools, 

Instructors. Seer. 2. The instructors in this school shall be a 
master, two sub-masters, and as many ushers as shall 
allow one instructor to every thirty-five pupils, but no 
additional usher shall be allowed for a less number. 
The Sub-Committee may furnish the master with an 
assistant in his room whenever the number of pupils 
remaining in the school through the fourth year shall 
in their judgment make it necessary. The salary of 
said assistant shall not exceed the salary paid to an 
usher in this school during his first year of service. It 
shall be a necessary qualification in all these instructors, 
that they have been educated at some respectable 
college, and that they be competent to instruct in the 
French language. 

‘alabenrie Sect. 3.. Candidates for admission to this school shall 

for admission. be examined once a year, on the Wednesday and 
Thursday next succeeding the exhibition of the Gram- 
mar Schools in July. Any boy-then offering him- 
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self as a candidate for admission, shall present a certi- 
ficate from his parent or guardian, that he has reached 
the age of twelve years, also a certificate of good moral 
character, and of presumed literary qualifications, from 
the master of the school which he last attended, and 
shall pass a satisfactory examination in the following 
studies, viz: Spelling, Reading, Writing, English 
Grammar, Arithmetic, Modern Geography, and the 
History of the United States. 

Secr. 4. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Annual exam{- 
the English High School to be present at the annual dates. 
examination of candidates for admission, but said exam- 
ination shall be conducted by the instructors, from 
questions previously prepared, on all the branches, and 
subject to the approval of the Committee. The exam- 
ination shall be strict ; and a thorough knowledge of 
the required studies shall be indispensable to admission. 

Seer. 5. On admission, pupils shall be arranged in 
divisions according to their respective degrees of profi- 
ciency. Individuals, however, shall be advanced ac- 
cording to their scholarship and no faster ; and no one 
shall remain a member of the school longer than four 
years. 3 
Secr. 6. It shall be the duty of the master to Reviews. 
examine each division as often as may be consistent 
with the attention due to those under his immediate 
instruction. Each class or section shall be occasionally 
reviewed in its appropriate studies, and once a quarter 
there shall be a general review of all the previous 


studies of that quarter. 4 
Sect. 7. From the first Monday in November to the School hours. . 


first Monday in May, the School shall hold one session 
each day,—commencing at 9 A. M., closing at 2 P. M. 
From the first Monday in May to the first Monday in 
November, there shall be two school sessions each day, 
—one from 8 A. M. to 111 A. M.—another from 3 P.M. 
to 54 P. M., except on such stormy days as the master 
shall think it best to keep till 2 o’clock, P.M., and 


dispense with the afternoon session.

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Sect. 8. The course of study and instruction in

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CHAPTER XIV. 
Regulations of the Latin Grammar School. 


Sect. 1. This school, situated in Bedford street, 
Was instituted early in the 17th century. 

Secr. 2. The rudiments of the Latin and Greek object ofthe 
languages are taught, and scholars are fitted for the See 
most respectable colleges. Instruction is also given in 
Mathematics, Geography, History, Declamation, English 
Grammar, Composition, and in the French language. 

The following regulations, in addition to those com- 
mon to all the schools, apply to this school. 

Secr. 3. The instructors in this school shall be mstructors. 
a master, a sub-master, and as many ushers as shall 
allow one instructor to every thirty-five pupils, and no 
additional usher shall be allowed for a less number. 

Secr. 4. It shall be a necessary qualification for the same. 
instructors of this school that they shall have been 
educated at a college of good standing. 

Sect. 5. Hach candidate for admission shall have candidates for 
attained the age of ten years, and shall produce, from Reece 
the master of the school he last attended, a certificate of 
good moral character. He shall be able to read 
English correctly and fluently, to spell all words of 
common occurrence, to write a running hand, under- 
stand mental arithmetic, and the simple rules of written 
arithmetic, and be able to answer the most important 
questions in Geography, and shall have a suflicient 
knowledge of English Grammar to parse common sen- 
tences in prose. A knowledge of Latin Grammar shall 
be considered equivalent to that of English.- 

Sect. 6. Boys shall be examined for admission to time of exam- 
this school only once a year, viz: on the Friday and frien 
Saturday of the last week of the vacation succeeding 
the exhibition of the school in July. 

Secr. 7. The regular course of instruction shall pupits may re- 
continue six years, and no scholar shall enjoy the priv- ™" 5 ¥e#"* 
ileges of this school beyond that term, unless by writ- 
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ten leave of the Committee. But scholars may have 
the option of completing their course in five years or less 
time, if willing to make due exertion, and shall be 
advanced according to scholarship. 

Sect. 8. From the first Monday in May, to the first 
Monday in November, annually, the forenoon session 
of this school shall begin at 8} o’clock, and end at 
123 o’clock, and the afternoon session shall begin at 
3 o’clock, and end at 5 o’clock. 

The master shall, however, be allowed to keep school 
until 2 o’clock on days when the weather is stormy, 
and to dispense with the afternoon sessions, on such 
occasions from April to November. 

Secr. 9. From the first Monday in November to the 
first Monday in May, the school shall commence at 9 
A.M. and close at 2 P. M., thus holding only one 
session each day. 

Sect. 10. The school shall be divided into classes 
and sub-divisions as the master, with the approbation 
of the Committee, may think advisable. 

Sect. 11. ‘The master shall examine the pupils 
under the care of the other teachers in the school, as 
often as he can, consistently with proper attention to 
those in his own charge.

Notr.—The Salaries of the Instructors in the various Schools are established 
as follows, viz. 

The Masters of the Latin, the English High, and the Girls’ High and Normal 
Schools have a salary of $2,400 each per annum. 

The Sub-Masters in the Latin and the English High School have $1,500 for the 
first year’s service, with an increase of $100 for each additional year’s service until 
the salary amounts to $1,800 per annum. The Ushers in these schools have 
$1,000 for the first year’s service, with an increase of $100 for each additional 
year’s service, until the salary amounts to $1,500 per annum. 

The Masters of the Grammar Schools have $1,500 for the first year’s service, 
with an increase of $100 for each additional year’s service until the salary amounts 
to $1,800 per annum. ‘The Sub-Masters in these schools have $1,000 for the first 
year’s service with an increase of $100 for cach additional year’s service, until the 
salary amounts to $1,200 per annum. The Ushers in these schools have $700 for 
the first year’s service, with an increase of $100 for each additional year’s service, 
until the salary amounts to $900 per annum. Head Assistants in the Normal School 
have $500 per annum; other assistants in this school $450 per annum. Head 
Assistants in the Grammar Schools have $450 per annum; all other Assistants in 
these schools, and all Teachers in the Primary Schools have $250 for the first years’ 
service, with an increase of $50 for each additional year’s service, until the salary 
amounts to $400 per annum. ‘Teachers of Sewing in the Grammar Schools for 
Girls have $200 per annum, and the Teachers of Vocal Music have $125 per 
annum for each school instructed in this branch.

To the Crry Councit of Boston. 


The Cochituate Water Board, in conformity with 
the provisions of the City Ordinance, respectfully pre- 
sent their Annual Report for the year 1854, and also 
transmit the several reports of the City Engineer and 
Water Registrar, made to them pursuant to the same 
ordinance, to which they would beg leave to refer the 
Council for full details of the state of the Water Works, 
and of the various transactions of the year relating to 
them. 

The Water Board feel gratified in being able to state 
that the general condition of all the Works, compre- 
hending the structures at the Lake, the aqueduct, 
reservoirs and distributing mains and pipes, is quite 
satisfactory. 

The repairs on the brick Aqueduct, which have been 
brought to the notice of the City Council, in previous 
reports of the Water Board as being in progress, are 
now completed; and various leaks and fissures, some of 
which had existed from the laying of the works, and 
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had been a source of anxiety, from their endangering 
the stability of the structure, by causing the foundation 
to be undermined or washed away, have been, it is 
believed, effectually and permanently stopped. 

The subject of the accretions in the pipes, which has . 
also formed a considerable topic of former reports, has 
continued to attract the attention of the Board. Our 
previous anticipations in relation to their future pro- 
eress,—viz. that their rate of increase would diminish, 
—seems to be, to a great extent, confirmed. ‘The re- 
searches and experiments of Professor Horsford, insti- 
tuted for the purpose of ascertaining their precise 
origin, and of discovering, if possible, the means of 
preventing it, have been still further pursued; and are, 
as we hope, now nearly and successfully completed. 
By a reference to a communication from him hereto 
annexed, it will be seen that in his opinion the cause 
of the accretions has been most satisfactorily ascer- 
tained, and a confident expectation, founded on the 
results of actual experiment, is expressed of the possi- 
bility of effectually protecting the metal from them. 

The extension of the works by laying distributing 
and service pipes in new streets, &c., has been con- 
tinued during the year, wherever it was called for, 
and when the rule originally adopted by the Board, 
requiring the assessment of a water rate equal to six 
per cent. on the cost, was complied with. 

The operations chargeable to this head have been 
much diminished, the amount of distributing pipe laid 
having been 3,976 feet less than the previous year. 

The length of Distributing Pipes of 4, 6, and 12 
inches diameter laid during the year is 9,014 feet, and 
19 stop-cocks were affixed. ‘The whole length of pipes 
of 4 inches and upwards now laid, including hydrant . 
branches and bends, is nearly 1105 miles. 
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The whole number of Stop Cocks is 960. 
~The number of Service Pipes laid during the year is 
659, the length of which is 24,893 feet. The whole 
number is 17;999. : 

The number of Hydrants established during the year 
is 25. The whole number is 1,210. 

The whole number of leaks repaired in pipes of 4 
inches and upwards was 74. ‘The last year it was 85. 

The whole number in those of less than 4 inches 
was 280. ‘The last year it was 260. 

The supply of water from, Lake Cochituate has been 
amply sufficient for all the public, domestic, and manu- 
facturing uses to which it has been applied, notwith- 
standing a greatly increased consumption, of more 
than a million and a half gallons daily, and also the 
long and severe drought which prevailed during the 
summer and part of the fall, by which the lake was 
deprived of the supply usually received during that 
period. 

The gates at the outlet dam were closed on the 30th 
of May, the water then being 7 feet 3¢ inches deep 
above the flume. The water was gradually drawn off 
for consumption in the City, and also lost by evapor- 
ation, with scarcely any compensating supply from 
rain, until the 10th day of November, when it stood at 
2 feet 1% inches above the flume, or 5 feet 1 inch below 
the point where it was when the gates were closed, 
and nearly 2 feet lower than it had been before since 
the construction of the works. Since that time it has 
been rising, and on the Ist of January it was 6 feet 
above the flume. 

The quantity delivered at the Brookline Reservoir, 
and brought into the City, was 3,614,243,535 wine 
gallons, being a daily average for the year of 9,902,000 
gallons. 
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Deducting from this amount a large estimate of the 
quantity probably lost by leakage in Roxbury, as stated 
in the City Engineer’s report, the consumption in the 
City appears to have been. more than 60 gallons for 
each inhabitant. The greatest daily average consump- 
tion took place in the month of June, the least in 
November, and there was an increase in the con- 
sumption every month over that of the corresponding 
months of last year, except in the months of October 
and November, when it was less. 

The rain-fall, calculated from gauges kept in various 
places, as stated in the report of the City Engineer, 
was 44 inches. The quantity which fell on the whole 
water-shed is therefore assumed to have been about 
14,467,038,300 gallons. The quantity wastetl from 
the outlet of the Lake is estimated ‘at 3,733,541,000 
gallons. 

The amount received on account of Water Rates 
during the year, including those for Jamaica Pond, 
and also for shutting off and letting on water for non- 
payment of water rates, for repairs, and for unnecessary 
waste, and also for laying service pipes, has been 
$222,924.70, being $25,734.38 more than the amount 
received from the same sources the last year. The 
estimated receipts for the ensuing year are $256,000. 
The Report of the Water Registrar contains a statement 
in detail of the particular amounts received from the dif- 
ferent sources, and also of the several tenants to whom 
the water has been supplied, of which the following 
abstract has been prepared and collated with a spcibies 
statement of the last year.

To the above must be added one railroad, where the 
amount due is not as yet precisely adjusted, and a 
sugar refinery, In which a question has been raised by 
the proprietors as to the accuracy of the water meter, 
in consequence of the very large quantity of water 
which it indicates to have been used. ; 

The total number of water takers entered for the 
present year is 19,193, being an increase of 1,023 over 
the last year. 

The water has been shut off in 2,325 cases, and it 
has been let on in 2,741 cases. Repairs have been 


» made in the service pipes, streets, &c., in 446 instances. 


For the purpose of discovering the places where the 
water was suffered to run to waste unnecessarily, two 


persons were appointed early in the year as Inspectors, 


whose duty it was to visit the different parts of the 
city in the night time, and to report to the Water 
Registrar’s Office the cases where any inordinate waste 
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could be detected, and notice was thereupon eiven to 
the parties that their supply would at once be cut off. 
In most cases this was not done, the parties agreeing 
to prevent the occurrence in future, and paying the 
amount prescribed in the ordinance. ‘The Inspectors 
performed this duty solely for about two months, and 
were afterwards employed to some extent for the same 
duties, but more generally in other business of that 
office during the year. ‘The number of cases of waste 
reported was 731, the amount paid on account of 
the same was $1462, being more than the compen- 
sation paid to the Inspectors for all their services dur- 
ing the year. In many of the cases the waste detected 
was apparently reckless and entirely useless; in others 
it was caused for the purpose of preventing freezing in 
the pipes, but the quantity wasted was exorbitant, and 
altogether beyond what was necessary for the purpose 
required. 

It is believed that the measures thus adopted were 
the means of preventing much waste in certain places. 
It is obvious, however, that the Inspectors could only 
detect it in cases where it could be actually seen, as, 
for instance, from hydrants; or where the discharge 
was so large that it could be heard in the adjoining 
streets. ‘The quantity used at the time in the City 
very clearly proves, however, that there must have 
been as profuse wastefulness prevailing in other places, 
not exposed to the inspection of the City officers, and 
which at one time produced so great a loss of head as 
to threaten somewhat serious consequences. During 
the month of January the daily average was 10,800,000 
gallons ; on the 25th of that month it was 11,000,000, 
on the 26th 13,100,000, and on the 28th and 29th up- 
wards of 14,000,000. The reservoirs at South Boston 
and on Beacon Hill were entirely drained, and there 
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was only 3¢ feet of water left in that at East Boston, 
and there was a failure of supply in many houses on 
Mount Vernon, Fort Hill, and the higher parts of 
Broadway. Had a fire occurred at the time, it would 
have been difficult to foresee the extent of the damage 
which might have been caused. 

It was stated in the last annual report that the 
Board had been directed by an order of the City Coun- 
cil to revise the tariff of Water Rates, and to report 
the same at an early day to the City Council. The 
Board accordingly submitted a new tariff to the City 
Council, in which they proposed to increase the revenue 
derived from the Water Rates so that it might approxi- 
mate more nearly to the annual interest payable on the 
water loan. ‘They therefore suggested the addition of 
one dollar to the water rate on each dwelling-house,— 
a specific rate on various kinds of water fixtures, when 
used in any other places than dwelling-houses,—an 
increased rate on stables, and also for water when 
drawn in large quantities for manufacturers and other 
like purposes. They also proposed, for the purpose of 
preventing and discontinuing the use of certain descrip- 
tions of water closets, where a large and inordinate 
quantity of water is wasted, to charge them, wherever 
used, with a very high water rate. 

The tariff thus submitted was not adopted by the 
City Council, except the additional charge of one dollar 
to dwelling-houses. Instead of it, the only other alter- 
ation made in the existing tariff was a rate of five dol- 
lars upon each dwelling-house where a water closet or 
bathing tub is used. It makes no distinction, there- 
fore, between the different kinds of those fixtures, and 
only charges for them when used in dwelling-houses, 
allowing the use of one in various other places without 
charge. The alteration will produce a considerable 
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increase in the income, but we would respectfully sug- 
gest whether it does not hold out an inducement for 
the construction of the most wasteful kind of fixtures, 
as they are the cheapest, and impose an onerous tax 
on dwelling-houses, already assessed not according to 
the quantity of water used in them, but to their valu- 
ation by the assessors.

The Water Board have at last the pleasure of being 
able to state that the only outstanding claims for dam- 
ages, occasioned by the original construction of the 
Water Works, have been finally settled by the adjust- 
ment which has been effected during the past year of 
those made by the mill owners on Concord River, and 
by the Middlesex Canal Corporation, for being deprived 
of the water of Lake Cochituate. ‘hese claims were 
originally ten in number, and the aggregate amount of 
damages sued for was nearly half a million of dollars. 
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Two of them were tried, in one the jury could not 
agree in a verdict ; and in the other, where the damage 
laid was $150,000, they awarded $500. <A proposition 
was then made for the discharge of all the claims, and 
they were finally settled and discontinued by the pay- 
ment of the sum of $6,678.90, on the part of the City. 
Taking into consideration the large amount claimed 
by the several parties, the uncertainty as to what would 
be the views which different juries might entertain of 
the law and evidence in the various suits, and the ex- 
pense and trouble which would necessarily attend the 
trial and defence of them, it is very confidently believed 
that the arrangement which has been made is eminently 
advantageous to the City. And, in addition, it may be 
also stated that the City has now the power of dis- 
posing of the Compensating Reservoirs in Hopkinton 
and Marlborough, and Boon and Ramshorn ponds, near 
the latter, which were originally purchased and im- 
proved at an expense of upwards of $72,000, for the 
purpose of supplying Concord River with water during 
the dry season, and thereby lessening the damages 
which it was feared might be occasioned by depriving 
it of the water of the Lake. It will be the endeavor of 
the Board to effect a sale of the above property as soon 
as a purchaser at any reasonable price can be found. 
The Water Board confidently trust that the present 
state and future prospects of the Water Works, as far 
as they are dependent on the subjects already referred 
to in this Report, must be the source of satisfaction to 
all who feel in any way interested in their success. 
The supply of water in the Lake is ascertained, more 
especially by our experience during the drought of the 
past season, to be far greater than was originally cal- 
culated; as is also the capacity of the aqueduct ; various 
imperfections which existed in parts of the works from 
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the beginning have been remedied, and their permanency 
and durability more certainly ascertained or established ; 
the annual cost of carrying on the works has been much 
diminished, and there is a probability of its being here- 
after still more so; and the income is gradually in- 
creasing, the receipts for the past year being $53,407, 
and the estimate for the next year, under the new water 
tariff, being upwards of $95,000 greater than those of 
1851; and a great variety of claims for compensation 
and damages, to a vast amount, and quite uncertain as 
to their results, have been settled and got rid of, and 
on terms, in the aggregate, far more favorable to the 
City than had been originally anticipated. 

While, however, the Water Board would congratu- 
late the City Council that the experience of the past 
year has thus borne its additional testimony to those 
which have preceded, in confirmation of the most san- 
guine anticipations which were originally entertained 
of the sufficiency of the supply of water from the Lake 
for all the uses of the City, they regret to be obliged to 
report upon a deterioration in the quality of the water, 
which has recently been, most unexpectedly, found to 
be so universally prevalent, as to be not only a source 
of much annoyance to every water taker, but also of 
solicitude to all who feel an interest in the welfare of 
the City. It was first observed in October last, and 
consisted of a marked and peculiar taste, resembling, in 
the opinion of some, that of fish, but we believe in that 
of a great majority of persons, that of cucumbers or 
some similar vegetable, the taste being sometimes ac- 
companied by a disagreeable smell. 

On the presumption that it was local in its origin, 
and in fact confined to the circulation in the mains and 
distributing or service pipes, they were all forthwith 
thoroughly flushed out. ‘This operation, together with 
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the change of the water produced by the ordinary con- 
sumption (by which alone, as the pipes will hold but 
little more than 3/¢ million of gallons, and the con- 
sumption was at the time over 9 millions, the whole 
body of water in them is discharged oftener than twice 
in twenty-four hours), it was hoped, would be a suf- 
ficient remedy for the trouble; as it certainly would 
remove all sources of impurity originating in or con- 
fined to the pipes themselves. It was, however, not 
the case ; indeed, in most instances the impurity seemed 
to be actually increased by the operation. There were 
also other anomalies quite difficult to account for. The 
water, for instance, in the dead ends,—that is, in the 
pipes which terminate abruptly, without being con- 
nected with others, as those laid in courts, &c.,—was 
frequently proved to be uninfected; although the cir- 
culation in those places, being subject only to the 
actual draught of residents there, would be necessarily 
quite sluggish, and the water naturally become stag- 
nant and impure; and, on the other hand, in other 
larger pipes, where the current was continuous and 
rapid, it was quite offensive. 

It was -also satisfactorily ascertained that the water, 
after being drawn a few days, lost all its repulsive char- 
acter and became tasteless. ‘There was in no case any 
appearance of fish or any other foreign matter in the 
water discharged from the hydrants or stop-cocks, nor 
any stoppage in any of the service pipes, which must 
be the case when any fish get into them. It seemed, 
therefore, requisite to look beyond the limits of the 
City for the origin of the difficulty, and upon exami- 
nation it was found that the water in the Brookline 
Reservoir and the Lake was affected in precisely the 
same way. For the purpose of a thorough investi- 
gation of the subject, it was then deemed expedient to 
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have the water in the City and the Lake analyzed by 
scientific chemists, in whom the public would have 
confidence, and whose opinion as to the nature and 
origin of the evil, and the prospect and mode of relief 
from it, would have due weight and authority. © 
Professor Horsford, of Cambridge, and Dr. C. T. 
Jackson, of this City, were accordingly appointed for 
this purpose. ‘They proceeded to the Lake and care- 
fully examined the water in different parts of it, and at 
different depths ; and also some part of the surrounding 
water-shed ; and made a careful analysis of the water at 
the Lake and also in different parts of the City, with- 
out any disclosure being made to either of them of the 
places whence the several specimens of water had been 
taken. The result of their inquiries is contained in 
their respective reports which were made to the Water 
Board and published by its direction in the public 
prints, in order to relieve, as soon as possible, the 
anxiety on the subject which very generally prevailed. 
The reports were made and the investigation conducted 
by their respective authors independent of each other, 
and without mutual consultation, and they did not, in- 
deed, see each others reports until they were printed. 
‘The communications contain a great variety of interest- 
ing information, and the subject of them is discussed 
so minutely and elaborately that they are deemed worthy 
the special consideration of the City Council and a per- 
manent preservation for future reference. ‘The Water 
Board would therefore beg leave to make them a part 
of their Report. It will be found that both the Re-. 
ports came to the same conclusion with that which 
had been previously suggested in a communication 
made by order of the Board,—viz., that the impurity 
complained of is derived from vegetable decomposition 
existing in the Lake itself,—that it might be attributed 
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to the unusually long and severe drought of the last 
summer and to the subsequent rains acting on the 
peculiar soil of part of the Lake and over the whole 
water-shed,—and that complete relief might be antici- 
pated from the natural agency of the approaching cold 
and rains. 

A brief description of Lake Cochituate, the source of 
supply of water to the City, may be acceptable to such 
members of the Council as are not at present familiar 
with it, as affording them some means of forming a 
more satisfactory opinion on the subject. The Lake is 
about 3/2 miles in length in a direct line, the contour 
of the margin being upwards of 12 miles. It is sepa- 
rated almost completely into three nearly equal divisions, 
connected with each other by quite narrow passages, 
about 7 or 8 feet deep. The water gradually increases 
in depth in each division from the shore. At high 
water, or when it is 8 feet high over the flume at the 
outlet, the greatest depth in the southern division is 
about 70 feet, in the central 50 feet, and in the northern 
62 feet. ‘The superficial area at high water is esti- 
mated at 684 acres, and at low water, or the level of 
the flume, 489 acres. Adjoining the southern division 
there is a large meadow of about 55 acres, called 
‘Whitney's Meadow,’ and also a peat meadow of 
about 65 acres; and adjoining the central division, 
near Snake Brook, which formerly flowed into the 
Lake, there is another piece of marsh land, and there 
are some small bays in other places; and the increase 
in the surface of the Lake, between high and low 
water, takes place mostly in these meadows and bays, 
At high water there are 125 acres which are not covered 
with more than 5 feet of water. When the water is 
but 3 feet above the flume, the peat meadow is to a 
great extent covered, but the Whitney Meadow and 
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that in the central division are mostly bare. For the 
purpose of preserving the purity of the water, dams 
were built separating the Whitney Meadow, and also. 
that near Snake Brook, from the rest of the Lake, as 
recommended by Messrs. Jerviss and Johnson, the Water 
Commissioners in 1845. ‘They also proposed to remove 
the peat from the other meadow for the same object. 
The other parts of the shore are generally a bold sand 
or gravel bank. The outlet dam, and also the gate- 
house at the commencement of the aqueduct, are placed 
in the northern division. 

Dug Pond, a very important tributary to the Lake, 
is situate near the southern division, and consists of 44 
acres of very pure water, elevated considerably above 
the level of the Lake, and surrounded by quite high 
gravelly banks. It is separated from the peat meadow 
by the Central Turnpike, beneath which it is conducted, 
through a culvert, into the meadow, and flows over it 
into the Lake. 

The water-shed, or tract of country which is drained 
into the Lake, is bounded by the range of hills which 
separates the streams running into Concord River from 
those which run into Charles River, and is estimated to 
contain 11,400 acres, after deducting the lake, and also 
several ponds which probably lose by evaporation most 
of the rain which falls upon them. There is probably 
more than 1000 acres of marsh land in the water shed. 

It was deemed important to ascertain, as far as prac- 
ticable, whether the deterioration of the water during 
the past year was peculiar to Lake Cochituate, or 
whether other lakes and ponds have not been subject 
to the same trouble. As far as the Board have been 
able to institute any inquiries, they have found that 
the difficulty has by no means been confined to the 
Lake. Among others, Round Pond, near Haverhill, 
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and which supplies that town, was examined by the 
City Engineer, and some of the water brought to this 
City. It was precisely similar in taste to the Cochituate 
water. There was also sufficient evidence that Jamaica 
Pond had been in the same state recently. The waters 
of the latter pond, which are usually exceedingly pure, 
some years since were for a time quite offensive both 
to the taste and smell. The cause of the impurity, 
however, was never discovered. It has, indeed, been 
stated, in a communication made to the Board in No- 
vember last, that it proceeded from an oil “ which in- 
vestigation showed was from decomposing remains of 
dead eels ;” and the author then attributed the im- 
purity of the Cochituate water to a similar cause. This, 
however, we take to be a mistake. We are assured by 
the gentleman who had the entire charge and care of 
that pond at the time presumed to be alluded to, as 
the offensive character of the water was then quite 
notorious and it has not been so at any other time, 
that the origin of the evil could not be ascertained, but 
that there was no appearance of dead fish in the pond 
or the water pipes; and we are also assured by the 
scientific chemist who analyzed the water at the time, 
that he could discover no trace of animal matter in it. 
We are inclined therefore to believe that the cause of 
the offensive character of the Jamaica Pond water was 
then as much a subject of speculation as that of the 
Cochituate water is now. 

There is also proof that several wells near the Lake 
and in other places have had their water affected in a 
similar way; and also that the water in the Chicopee 
River was for a time quite offensive. 

A communication from George C. Carpenter, Esq., 
Superintendent of the Water Works at Albany, to the 
City Engineer, describes some occurrences which took 
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place in relation to the state of the water there in 1853, 
bearing a marked resemblance to what has happened 
here. In October of that year, complaints began to be 
made of a nauseous fishy taste in the water, which at 
first was supposed. to be caused by small fish being 
lodged in the supply pipe. The evil, however, became 
soon so universal that it was obvious that the cause 
instead of being local was general. In some places 
the taste, accompanied by a peculiar smell, was very 
offensive, while in others it was scarcely perceptible ; 
and some places were affected several days previous to 
others only 330 feet distant, in the same street, with a 
free circulation, the mains being connected and on the 
same plane. ‘The taste also affected individuals very 
differently. Some thought it fishy, and to others it 
had the taste of cucumbers so strong, that there was 
nothing else to which it could be adequately compared. 
A thorough examination was made at once; and the 
Superintendent is of opinion that he traced the source 
of the evil to a grass which was found growing in great 
profusion along the margin of the lake, from whence 
the water is drawn. The plant had shed a large quan- 
tity of seeds along part of the margin, and he found 
the water above it offensive, and when the water lying 
upon the seed was taken into the mouth, he thought it 
impossible to doubt the origin of the impurity. The 
taste of the seeds was also highly offensive. 

Rensalaer Lake, whence the supply is derived, was 
formed by building a dam across.a creek and confining 
the water within it. The unusual rain fall of that 
year had raised the water so high that, for a width of 
several feet. along the entire margin, it covered a lux- 
uriant growth of the grass before mentioned. On the 
presumption that this was the origin of the impurity, 
the water was immediately reduced to its former level, 
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beyond the reach of the plant, in the course of a few 
days it was sensibly improved, and in three or four 
weeks it attained its usual purity. 

From all the evidence therefore which has thus far 
been obtained on this subject, the Board are of opinion 
that the recent impurity in the water, from whatever 
source it may have arisen, has been by no means 
peculiar to Lake Cochituate, but has infected other 
ponds and collections of water in the same manner and 
to the same extent. They are not without proof also, 
that the same thing has been observed in the Lake in 
past years, though at a distant period of time. 

The remote cause of the impurity, the Board are 
still disposed to attribute to the long drought and hot 
weather which prevailed during the past season, by 
which the water was unusually reduced in the Lake, 
anda large extent of marsh and peat land connected 
with the Lake and over the water-shed, was either 
entirely exposed, or but slightly covered with water; by 
which animal and vegetable decomposition must have 
been greatly promoted, and the products washed or 
earried into the Lake by the rains which began to fall 
about the time when the offensive condition of the 
water was first perceived. 

If the cause thus assigned were absolutely demon- 
strable as the true one, it would perhaps be expedient 
to adopt at once the necessary measures to prevent the 
recurrence of the evil hereafter, or at least to diminish 
it; by stopping the flow of water from the peat meadow 
into the southern division of the Lake, and conducting 
the water through it in some way, so as to be untainted 
by any mixture with it; as is suggested in the report of 
the City Engineer—or by removing the peat; and thus 
carrying out the plan originally proposed, as has been 
stated, by the Water Commissioners, who early ex- 
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pressed their fears that the water might be contaminated 
by it. The expense attending the latter operation is 
probably one reason why it was not effected at first. 
The exemption which we have experienced from all 
the untoward consequences which were feared, and 
which encouraged the hope that they would never be 
realized, has been the reason for not doing it since. 
Both these projects however, would now seem to de- 
mand the earnest consideration of the Board, and it 
will accordingly be given. 
_ The Board do not at present deem it expedient to 
adopt any of the other modes of purification which 
have been proposed. ‘Their value and importance 
would seem to depend almost entirely, on the weight 
to be attached to the conjectures, which the reasoning 
or fancy of their authors have given rise to, as to the 
causes of the trouble. The Board have no satisfactory 
evidence of the existence of any of the causes which 
have been thus suggested. There is no appearance of 
the number of fish in the Lake being too abundant, as 
is supposed to be the case by some; nor that it is too 
much diminished, as is assumed by others. In fact, 
their numbers and variety appear to be the same as 
heretofore. ‘There are no symptoms of any sickness or 
disease among them; and there is not, nor has there 
been the slightest appearance of the decomposing re- 
mains of dead fish of any kind, or of any other animal 
matter, in the Lake, reservoirs, or mains, or in the 
water flushed off from the mains; all which have from 
time to time been assigned as causes of the deteriora- 
tion. ‘There has been also some suspicion expressed 
of the action of a volcano. ‘The presence of dead fish 
or fish oil in the water, was however, the first sug- 
gested cause, and is still, by some, pertinaciously ad- 
hered to. In discrediting it entirely, the Board and 
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the chemists employed by them, are directly at variance 
with the publicly expressed opinion of a well known 
chemist, whose judgment is of course worthy of re- 
spect; and also, with that of a considerable number, 
whose opinion is founded more on a fancied resem- 
blance of the taste or smell, than any thing else. This 
similarity of taste is, indeed, not perceived by—it is 
believed—the great majority of water takers ; to whom 
the taste appears to be a vegetable one, and is most 
frequently compared to that of cucumbers. But the 
idea of its proceeding from animal decomposition being 
once admitted, it is difficult to be got rid of, especially 
when efforts are perpetually making to confirm it. 

Lhe only reason Which has been assigned, independ- 
ent of those derived from the taste and smell, is the 
presence of an oil, said to be a fish oil, which has been 
detected in the water; the origin of which is assumed 
to be the same with that which infected Jamaica Pond 
some years since, and which is stated to have been 
proved on investigation to have been derived from dead 
eels. We have no evidence, however, of the identity of 
the origin of the oils, nor of the source whence it was 
derived in the case of Jamaica Pond, as we have before 
mentioned. It is also alleged that an oil has been 
found in certain animalcule, which have recently in- 
creased very greatly, both in number and size, as 
ascertained after five years’ daily observation, which 
vitiates the water in a similar way; that these animal- 
cule, or crustaceans as they are called, are carnivorous, 
and live on the decomposing remains of dead fish, doing 
the duty of scavengers. 

With regard to the supposition of an increase in the 
crustaceans,—as it is opposed to the results of all exam- 
inations which haye been made by others, from time to 
time ; and is not indeed confirmed by general experience, 
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as it would be if the increase were large and extensive 
enough to produce the effects contemplated,—it is most 
probable that the observations were made on water 
drawn from some locality where it was exceptionally 
affected. And in relation to the nature of the oil, and 
the habits, economy and duties of the creatures which 
produce it, the Water Board do not feel called upon to 
express any opinion, until those who are more skilled 
in researches into such matters come to some agree- 
ment among themselves on the subject. They can only 
profess their entire and absolute disbelief in the way 
thus devised, of accounting for the recent state of the 
Cochituate Water; and would refer to the supplemen- 
tary communication of Prof. Horsford. 

The Water Board have to regret that the expecta- 
tions which had been encouraged of a speedy termina- 
tion of the evil, were not completely realized. Their 
own observation and the information which they re- 
ceived from different parts of the City, induced them to 
believe, however, that about the middle of January, or 
a little sooner, a decided improvement had began in 
the water in the City, though it was still offensive, and 
at some times and places more so than at others. 
Near the surface of the Lake it was then comparatively 
pure, but at the depth of 25 or 30 feet, in the northern 
division, the repulsive taste continued about as manifest 
as it was previously. In the other divisions it was 
almost entirely tasteless. It was also discovered that 
the water of Dug Pond, whose purity had never before 
been suspected, had undergone a similar deterioration, 
and, at a depth of 25 feet, closely resembled that of the 
northern division; at the surface, however, it had no 
offensive taste whatever. 

An unavoidable delay which has occurred in the as- 
certaining some of the details of the report, has 
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enabled the Board to continue their record on the 
subject beyond the time fixed by the ordinance for its 
completion. It enables them to state that the improve- - 
ments supposed to have been commenced about the 
middle of January, went on increasing till the first 
of February; and at that time, the water at the Lake 
seemed to have acquired its former purity. Taken 
from every depth in the northern division, it was en- 
tirely tasteless—that in the other divisions had been so, 
for a short time previous; and various returns which 
they received from different parts of the City, seemed 
to afford them the assurance that the same thing had 
taken place there. In most places where the deteriora- 
tion was marked and decided, there is now no appear- 
ance of it, and in all there is a great and manifest 
change. We are also inclined to believe that in some 
places where the alteration is supposed to be less than 
in others, the difference may be owing to the stagna- 
tion in dead ends, or where the circulation is imperfect 
or retarded.

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ACCRETIONS IN THE PIPES.

Sir,—A synopsis of analyses, bearing upon the important 
problem of protecting iron water pipes from corrosion within, 
embracing several hundred determinations, made during the 
past year, has already been submitted to you. In view of 
the results thus attained, it is not too much to say, that the 
cause of the accretion has been most satisfactorily ascer- 
tained, and that all the apparent anomalies hitherto recorded, 
have met with a ready and natural explanation. 

A somewhat extended series of practical experiments 
suided by the results of analysis, has led to the confident 
expectation that it will be possible to protect iron effectually 
against this kind of corrosion and accretion. ‘The results of 
analysis and experiment will better appear together, and as 
the latter are not yet concluded, I beg to delay the presen- 
tation of my report, until the research is ended.

ON RECENT IMPURITIES IN THE WATER. 


(N.B. The specimen of water delivered to Prof. Horsford, No- 
vember 16, was taken from house No. 16 Boylston street, as was also 
that delivered to Dr. Jackson, and marked No.2; that marked No. 
4 was from the Lake.) 


PROF. HORSFORD’S REPORT. 


Tomas Wetmore, Esq., 
President of the Cochituate Water Board. 


Sir :—The undersigned respectfully reports upon the in- 
vestigation of the recent peculiar taste observed in the Co- 
chituate water, as follows :— 

About the middle of last October complaints were made 
of an offensive taste in the Cochituate water from particular 
localities in the City. As time advanced, the complaint be- 
came more general, until at length nearly all quarters of the 
City suffered alike from the impure water. The taste was 
by some thought to resemble that of fish oil, by others that 
of a cucumber wilted and beginning to decay, and by still 
others, that of the water of a stagnant pool in summer. 

It is well known that from time to time fish and eels have 
found their way from reservoirs into service pipes, and dying, 
have imparted to the water an offensive taste and odor. It 
has frequently happened in the Croton pipes of New York, 
and occasionally in the Cochituate pipes. It occurred in the 
Spring of 1851, when, for a time, the strainers of the Brook- 
line reservoir were out of order. ‘These strainers, though 
effectual against large fish, would not exclude the young and 
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very small ones. Such, entering, might increase in size, and 
from various causes die and be carried into the service pipes. 
These considerations, together with the fact that an oily 
substance may be extracted with ether from a filter some time 
in use, and the peculiar odor which exhales from the filter, to 
which the epithet “fishy” had been applied, have lent nat- 
ural support to the view that the cause of the offensive taste 
and smell was to be sought in decaying fish and eels. 

If this were the correct explanation, an annoyance so gen- 
eral should have a correspondingly extensive cause, and dead 
fish ought, at least occasionally, to have been noticéd by the 
water officers at some of the numerous wastes which have 
been kept open by order of the city engineer ; and on revers- 
ing filters, fish scales and bones should have been frequently 
found. But so far, no fish and no remains of fish, have been 
seen by the water officers to: pass from the pipes since last 
July. Some small white fragments caught upon a filter that 
had been several days in use, and which were described as 
pieces of the muscle of fish or eels, proved, upon microscopic 
and chemical examination, not to be animal matter of any 
description whatever, but lumps of starch, derived doubtless 
from the seeds of shrubbery or trees, growing on the shore 
of the lake. 

An oily matter extracted from the same filter by ether, 
proved to be the wax of the chlorophyl] (green coloring mat- 
ter) of the microscopic plants, which have been present at all 
times, and now abound in the water. 

The question of the taste being due to the presence of 
decaying fish or eels in the pipes is, however, set at rest by 
the consideration that the offensive water was remarked at 
the Brookline reservoir and at Lake Cochituate, where, with 
every opportunity for careful observation, no dead fish or 
eels have been found. 

The water within the gate house, at the entrance to the 
aqueduct, was less offensive-than that observed in the City. 
It was drawn from several feet below the surface of the 
Lake. ‘That at the surface in the open Lake, was tasteless. 
From depths of 20, 30, 40 and 50 feet, the water had the

cucumber taste, but not so marked as that in Boston. These 
samples from various depths were found to have identically 
the same quantity of foreign matter, and to differ but little 
from the water in Boston of the same and previous dates, as 
the following determinations show :—

The water being pure at the top and offensive below, sug- 
gested that the source of the impurity might be at the bot- 
tom of the Lake. It is not unusual for accumulations of 
organic matter overflowed by water, to undergo fermentation 
imparting bad flavor to the water, injurious to the fish inhab- 
iting it, and, from its exhalations, an annoyance to residents 
in the neighborhood. The part of Lake Cochituate lying 
nearest the junction of the Saxonville branch with the Wor- 
cester Railroad, and separated from the main body by a dam, 
passed through fermentations of quite an extensive charac- 
ter in the years 1852 and ’53, accompanied by the evolution 
of much gaseous matter, and the destruction of great num- 
bers of fish—cart loads it is said. Such occurrences have 
been observed elsewhere, but the circumstances under which 
they have taken place, are well defined. 'There must first of 
all be organic matter in quantity to undergo the change, and 
secondly there must be elevation of temperature, with the 
supply and discharge of water nearly or quite cut off. It 
might happen where low meadow land or peat is sub- 
merged to but moderate depth, the water permitted to stand 
without change and lessened by prolonged evaporation. 

But this phenomenon would occur to the same body of 
water but once or twice, and the accumulation of organic 
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matter having been destroyed by fermentation, the water 
would be no longer affected by changes at the bottom. 

Now Cochituate Lake is not of recent formation. It is 
surrounded for the most part by gravel banks instead of 
meadows and marshes. It loses somewhat by evaporation, 
yet the total loss in a summer is but a small part of the 
whole quantity present at any one time. It is at low water 
mark in some places more than 60 feet deep; and its depth 
is but inconsiderably lessened even by the draught by the 
city supply during the period of the year when the rain falls 
are least. It is obvious, therefore, that Cochituate Lake has 
not the requisite conditions for the production of impure 
water by changes in the organic matter at the bottom. 

It appears from representations made by the gate keeper, 
that in the first fortnight of October, the exhalations from the 
water in the neighborhood of the gate house, were extremely 
offensive. Before that time and later, as on the 24th of 
November, on the occasion of the visit of the undersigned, 
the atmosphere there and elsewhere about the Lake was 
untainted. 'Thus from about the end of September to the 
middle of October an unusual instrumentality was operative, 
affecting the quality of the water at its entrance to the 
aqueduct. ? | 

As the Brooklyn reservoir contains about one hundred and 
twenty millions* of gallons of water, and as the daily con- 
sumption is about eight and a half millions,} not far from a 
fortnight would elapse between the entrance of bad water at 
the Cochituate gate house and its first appearance in the City. 

The peculiar taste was, as already mentioned, first noticed 
in Boston about the middle of October. 

Since the impure water could not have been derived from 
the bottom of the Lake, it must have been supplied to the 
surface through some of its tributaries. The character of 
these tributaries will be better appreciated from a considera- 
tion of the topography of the basin which is drained for the 
supply of the Lake. ‘This basin contains 12,077 acres, lying

As nearly or quite one-half of all the water supplied to 
Lake Cochituate flows through the pond south of the Wor- 
cester Railroad, and as the resultant mixture of this with 
the supplies from other sources has a smaller measure of 
foreign matter, it follows that the other sources are purer. 
They are springs indeed, the waters of which have been 
purified by filtration through the soil. Cochituate Lake is, 
as has been already remarked, like Dug Pond, for the most 
part surrounded by gravelly banks, while the pond south of 
the Worcester Railroad communicates directly with an ex- 
tensive area of peat, bog, marsh and meadow land, all the 
surface drainage of which finds its way through this pond 
to the Lake. 7 

Bearing these data in mind, to wit, that about one-half of 
the water supplied to Lake Cochituate flows through the pond 
south of the Worcester Railroad, that this, with the exception 
of that derived from Dug Pond, is for the most part surface 
drainage, and that the other half is, in general terms, spring 
water, let us glance at the meteorological and other condi- 
tions of the region about the Lake during the past season. 

The quantity of rain that fell in last July and August was 
unusually small. The average for these two months during 
the eleven years ending 1851, was

From July 1st to August 28th, of 1854, the total quantity of 
rain that fell was 2.60 inches, of which there fell before July 
17th, 1.80 inches, leaving only .80 for the latter half of July 
and nearly the whole of August. 

This quantity is greatly less than the evaporation during 
the two warmest months in the year, from the marsh and 
meadow land south of the Worcester Railroad. As a conse- 
quence, the smaller bodies of water distributed over this area 
would cease to discharge, and, with the elevated temperature, 
there would be, in such grounds, extraordinary development 
of the microscopic organisms that flourish in stagnant pools, 
and which are always found, more or less, in Cochituate 
water. . With the prolonged drought, these minute forms, 
for the most part vegetable, would die and decay. 

Another effect of the prolonged drought would be, the 
ascent by capillary action of soluble matters, which previous 
decay had formed, and which had settled into the soil. 

Still another effect of the extreme evaporation and drying 
of the porous muck and peat-like soil, would be, its prepara- 
tion for condensing any effluvia arising from the decaying 
matter about. 

To some extent it may be conceived that an occasional fish 
that had followed a rivulet too far into the marshes and 
meadows, was cut off from return by the gradual drying up 
of the water, and so fell to decay. 

No dead fish have, however, been observed, and the latter 
effect may be regarded as of inconsiderable importance. 

The material that would be found ready for solution by 
occasional rain-falls would be the juices or extracts of dead

and decaying microscopic org&nisms, in more or less advanced 
stages of decomposition. Some would be highly volatile, 
others less so, and others not at all, at ordinary tempera- 
tures. 

Now it appears from information obtained at the water 
office, that an order was given on the 16th of August to raise 
the dam, at the outlet of the pond south of the Worcester 
Railroad, and from about the 20th of August no water was 
permitted to escape from the pond by the way of Cochituate 
Lake until September 27th, when the extreme depression of 
Cochituate Lake, in consequence of the long continued 
drought, made it necessary to let in the reserved water of 
Dug Pond. 

In the last days of August and the first fortnight of Sep- 
tember, there fell 3.60 inches of rain. All the washings of 
this body of water were stored up in the pond to be carried 
forward with the contribution from Dug Pond. 

Thus, during all this period of a month and a half, it 
appears that all the extracts of all the accumulations of dead 
and decaying microscopic vegetation of a remarkable season, 
and developed under circumstances peculiarly favorable to 
the extraordinary production of this department of organic 
life, spread over an area of several hundred if not more than 
a thousand acres, were withheld from going forward to min- 
gle with the purer waters of the Lake. 

The water that had thus fallen upon an extended warm 
land surface and had been drained into a shailow pond easily 
heated by the sun, was naturally of a less specific gravity 
than the main body of Cochituate Lake. Accordingly, as it 
entered the Lake, instead of displacing the water or driving 
it forward, it flowed on the top, and though mingling to some 
extent with the water below, the surface water was, with all 
its offensive attributes, eae nearly as it passed the Wor- 
cester Railroad. 

At this time, (the end of September) the unpleasant. odor 
began to be observed at the Gate House at the entrance to 
the aqueduct, and soon after, the water yielding it must have 
spread over a great portion of the Lake. The water charged 
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with it was at this time on its way to the Brookline Reser- 
voir, and a little more than a fortnight later it appeared in 
Boston. 

On the mornings of November 6th and 7th, the temperature 
of the air at the Gate House was 12° F.; on the 5th it was 
at the same hour 23°, and on the 8th 41°. The temperature 
of the water below was 53°. There had been ice formed in 
all very shallow places, and the water at the surface of the 
Lake must have experienced a marked reduction of tempera- 
ture. Asa natural consequence the surface water sunk, and 
the warmer water rose to take its place. On its way down 
it mingled more or less with all the water of the Lake, so 
that on November 24th the bad tasting water was found at 
all depths from 10 to 50 feet. All water flowing from the 
shallow meadow south of the Worcester Railroad, and the 
low lands drained into it, were of course colder after the 7th 
of November, and as they flowed in constant stream upon 
Cochituate Lake, they sunk to the bottom, forcing the pure 
waterup. ‘The total fall of rain in November, from the Ist 
to the 20th, amounting to 6.30 inches, had, with the gradual 
decline of the temperature of the air, brought the temperature 
of the bottom of the Lake, on November 24th, down to 43°, 
while at the surface it was 44°. At this date the taste of the 
water flowing in under the Worcester Railroad was astrin- 
gent, but had little or no trace of the cucumber taste. 

As the water on the 24th November at the surface of the 
Lake near the Gate House was sweet, and at 20 feet below 
was much less offensive than that in Boston, and as it takes 
about 15 days for water to come from the Lake to the City, 
it may be expected that about the 10th of this month the 
water in the City will begin decidedly to improve, and soon 
after will have regained its remarkably pure taste. 

The bodies of offensive taste and smell are volatile. By 
passing a few gallons of water through a tube containing 
loose cotton, the matter ordinarily separated by a common 
filter may be caught, and the cotton, first absorbing, will 
after impart the offensive effluvium, and greatly facilitate the 


a 
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perception of the odor. By corking the tube the odor may 
be preserved upon the cotton for days. 

Water collected on the 24th of November from a depth of 
30 feet in Cochituate Lake, and kept in a nearly filled and 
corked jug, on opening some hours after, gave in the first 
draught the disagreeable flavor; a short time after, it had 
nearly lost it. The volatile matter had risen from the whole 
body of water to its surface in the neck. This fact will 
explain the comparative exemption from bad taste of the 
water of particular localities, and the unequal offensiveness 
of the water in other parts of the City. Where the service 
pipe leads from the end of a descending branch, the flavor 
will tend to rise to the more elevated portions near the main, 
and if but little is drawn, the water will be less impure. Or 
where there is an ascending branch, the flavor might accu- 
mulate near the more elevated extreme, and the intensity of 
the offensiveness be modified by the frequency of use and 
quantity of water discharged. Confined in the pipes, there 
is no opportunity for the volatile bodies to escape. Drawn 
and permitted to stand a few hours, or boiled for a few 
minutes, the water loses its unpleasant flavor. Powdered 
charcoal recently ignited will condense the taste and odor in 
its pores. A pint of such charcoal so purified 31 gallons 
of water passed from a Cochituate service pipe directly 
through it, that in the last glass drawn there was scarcely a 
trace of unpleasant taste. It also retained the microscopic 
vegetable forms which appear in the first dash of water after 
reversing a filter, and from which ether extracts the green 
coloring matter Chlorophyl. ‘This body consists, as already 
remarked, in part of wax, which, separated from ether, floats 
upon water, is yielding to the touch, may be converted into 
a kind of soap by alkali, and is the only oily substance that 
the undersigned has been able to find in the water. In con- 
clusion : ‘ 

The recent peculiar taste of the Cochituate water is, in 
the judgment of the undersigned, due chiefly to extracts 
more or less volatile from the decaying minute aquatic organ- 
isms, for the most part vegetable, which, during the late 
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prolonged drought, have been produced in extraordinary 
quantity upon the low meadows, marshes, bog and peat lands 
which supply the surface drainage to Cochituate Lake.

Note. WSince the presentation of the above Report, some 
new facts have been elicited, bearing upon the origin of the 
recent peculiar taste of the Cochituate water, which it is 
desirable permanently to record. 


A visit has been made to two ponds in the neighborhood 
of Haverhill, the waters of which, according to Dr. Nichols, 
have occasionally suffered deterioration. From one of them, 
Round Pond, the village aqueduct is supplied. During the 
last few months it has been noticed that the taste of Co- 
chituate water in Boston, and that of Round Pond water in 
Haverhill, have been quite alike. To some the water had a 
fishy taste, to others, the taste of cucumbers. At the imme- 
diate surface where the ice had been removed, the water was 
without taste. Ata depth of but two or three inches, how- 
ever, the peculiar taste was distinctly perceptible. It pre- 
vailed at all depths, and more or less in all parts of the pond, 
except about the inlet, where the water was tasteless. The 
varying offensiveness of the taste in some parts of the cir- 
culation, in the village, and its total absence in others, have 
been noticed as they have in Boston, and are due to the 
same causes, 

Mud procured from the bottom of Round Pond, and also 
from Great Pond, the other sheet of water visited, proved on 


chemical and microscopical examination to be like that from 
6 
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Lake Cochituate, Dug Pond, and the aqueduct between 
Brookline and the gate house. It presented many of the 
forms figured in the Report of the Water Board for 1852. 

With the exception of a small area of bog land on either 
side of the little inlet, the shores of Round Pond are gravelly 
knolls. No dead fish or eels have been seen within or about 
the pond during the past season, nor during or immediately 
preceding periods, when in former years, the same taste has 
prevailed ; but the fish have been remarked to be more slug- 
gish in their movements, just before than just after the prev- 
alence of the unusual taste. 

Dr. Nichols has suggested that the fish, by reason of the 
prolonged drought and suspended supply of fresh aerated 
water, sickened, and on the return of abundant rains, cast off 
simultaneously and in unusual quantity their slimy coats, 
which dissolved in the water and imparted to it the offensive 
flavor. This view is strengthened by the fact that a filter 
through which five hundred gallons of the water were 
passed, yielded an odor strongly resembling that of recently 
caught fresh fish. The filter yielded also on rinsing, beside 
vegetable forms, a large number of crustaceans, similar to 
those in the Cochituate, which have been examined by Dr. 
Bacon and Dr. Hayes, and in which, with the aid of a 
microscope, it was not difficult to see oil globules. 

The water from Great Pond, taken from various depths, 
possessed very faintly the taste of that from Round Pond. 
Samples from both ponds became tasteless after a few hours 
exposure. 

Jamaica Pond, which is said for many years to have had 
occasionally to a slight extent the same taste as the Cochitu- 
ate, and for short periods, in some portions, during the last 
Autumn, was also visited. There was a taste astringent and 
a little peculiar, but not like that of the Cochituate. That 
at the surface and at various depths to forty feet, were alike 
in this respect. 

Several wells in the neighborhood of Boston, have, it is 
said, been similarly affected during the months of September 
and October, and occasionally for short periods in past years.

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Filters have been examined which have from time to time 
strained various quantities of Cochituate water, from fifty 
gallons to 36 barrels. In the rinsings of the first filters, no 
living crustaceans were seen, and with the exception of a few 
fragments of the legs of crustaceans and insects, and a very 
few inferior animal forms, the whole deposit was vegetable. 
In the rinsings of the later filters, the proportion of minute 
animal forms had increased, and still later, numerous crusta- 
ceans were visible. From the size or inclination of neigh- 
boring mains, or perhaps from the comparative quiet of the 
water, there would seem to be more animal forms at some 
points in the circulation than at others. 

One of the first deposits, after being rinsed from the filter, 
was permitted to settle, and the water above poured off. It 
had the offensive taste of the Cochituate. 'The deposit, with 
a little distilled water, was then bottled and corked up, and 
is still preserved. Upon opening the bottle, from time to 
time, it continued to exhale the odor, and the water to pos- 
sess the taste of cucumbers—such a taste as might have been 
expected from an infusion of minute algae. The water 
poured off from the deposit soon recovered its purity. 

The deposit of a later date on a filter which had strained 
36 barrels of water, and which contained, as was estimated, 
about one-tenth of animal forms, was bottled and corked up 
with a quantity of distilled water, and set aside. After a few 
days, on opening, it yielded an offensive odor—not of fish or 
cucumbers, but rather of putrefactive fermentation. The 
distilled water was renewed every three or four days for 
more than a month, and yet it continued to exhale the offen- 
sive odor. This deposit, it will be remarked, was all the 
insoluble organic matter of 36 barrels of water, covered by 
not more than half a pint of distilled water. It would prob- 
ably in its dry state, not amount to more than two thimbles 
full. 

The presence of oil globules in some of the slender animal 
forms, the ready extraction of them by ether, and their 
saponification, coupled with the peculiar odor which attends 
the decay of these creatures, has been conceived to lend 
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support to the idea that the odor was due to oil, and the oil 
to dead fish, upon which these minute animals have fed. 

The presence of the taste at the Lake relieved the sus- 
picion that dead fish or eels were lodged in the pipes. ‘The 
absence of dead fish from the borders of the Lake, has been 
remarked by persons whose duties gave them frequent oppor- 
tunities for observation. It is difficult to conceive how 
sufficient numbers of dead fish to impregnate all parts of 
Cochituate Lake, could be present in the water, and yet no 
fragments of them anywhere be found. But whatever this 
difficulty may be, there is another arising out of the above 
view, of greater moment. Oil, mingled with water by agita- 
tion, upon coming to rest, rises to the surface. Now if the 
taste at the Lake were due to fish oil, the surface water 
should have been offensive in the last degree, if not coated 
with a thin film of oil: whereas, in fact, the surface water 
has been tasteless, no oil has been observed upon it, and only 
the water below has been characterized by the peculiar flavor. 

The facts that have been observed since the middle of 
December, would seem to find full explanation in the consid- 
eration that the crustaceans feeding upon inferior forms of 
life, (not dead fish) have merely gathered into lesser compass 
portions of the matter which the drought of the past season 
has developed. When they die and decay, an unusual meas- 
ure of the source of unpleasant flavor is concentrated in their 
remains. 

The following determinations may be of value for future 
reference.

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DR. JACKSON’S REPORT.

Tuomas Wetmore, Esq., 
President of the Cochituate Water Board. 


Dear Sir :—During the latter part of the month of Octo- 
ber last, a peculiar flavor of an unpleasant nature was per- 
ceived in the Cochituate water delivered by aqueducts in the 
City of Boston, and an investigation was ordered by you for 
the discovery of the nature and causes of this change in the 
taste of the water. 

On the 18th and 20th of November I was called upon by 
EK. 8. Chesbrough, Esq., the City Engineer, who sent me 
two demijohns of water marked ‘* Nos. 2 and 4,” with a 
request that I should make chemical analysis of their con- 
tents. The quantity of water in each demijohn was two 
gallons. 

I was not informed of the source from which the waters 
were taken, since it was desirable to obtain my independent 
testimony without any possible bias being suspected by any 
one. 

Chemical analysis of water marked ‘ No. 2.” 

The taste of this water was unobjectionable, and was like 
that of Cochituate water when not regarded as impure. 
Many persons tasted it and found no unpleasant flavor or 
smell in it. 

The water was thoroughly shaken up in the demijohn and 
one imperial gallon was measured out for analysis. ‘This 
was evaporated at a gentle heat to small bulk in a porcelain 
basin, and then the evaporation was completed in a platinum 
capsule over boiling water. ‘The residual matter obtained 
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was dried at a temperature of 212° F. and weighed 3.18 
grains. ‘The matter destructible by heat was then burned 
off, and gave only the odor of burning peat without any 
smell of burning animal matter. The loss by combustion 
was 1.3 grains, which is that of the vegetable matter. 

The mineral substances remaining weighed 1.88 grains. 

On analysis of these matters I found them to contain silica, 
alumina, oxide of iron, lime, traces of magnesia, soda, chlorine, 
sulphuric acid, and traces of phosphoric acid. 

As they existed in the water these matters were chiefly 

Crenate of lime and crenate of iron. 

Sulphate of lime traces. 

Sulphate of soda. 

Chloride of sodium. 

Chloride of magnesium. 

The organic matter was examined in a separate portion of 
the water, and found to be chiefly crenic acid, without any 
apocrenic acid. No oily or animal matters were found, nor 
was the chlorophyle and wax subsequently discovered by me 
in other samples of water sought for in this water, it having 
all been used up in the above researches. 

Water marked “No, 4.” 

The origin of this water was not made known to me. 

No unpleasant taste or smell could be discovered in it by 
me or by other persons whom I requested to taste it. 

One imperial gallon, equal to 70,000 grains, of this water 
was taken for analysis, and evaporated to small bulk in a 
porcelain bowl, and the evaporation was completed by a 
steam heat at 212° in a platinum capsule. ‘The residual 
matter obtained weighed 3.4 grains, of which 1.5 grains is 
vegetable matter, and 1.9 grains mineral matters, consisting 
of silicia, alumina, oxide of iron, lime, traces of magnesia, 
chlorine and sulphuric acid. ‘Their proportions were

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The principal organic acid is the crenic, derived from the 
decay of vegetable matters under water. No odor of animal 
matter could be discovered by burning the dry residue ob- 
tained by evaporation of the water. 

After I had completed these analyses, I was invited to 
accompany you with Mr. Chesbrough and Prof. E. N. Hors- 
ford, on a visit to Cochituate lake and its environs, to exam- 
ine the lake and the water shed into it, for the purpose of 
discovering, if possible, the origin of the foreign matters 
complained of in the water, 

We visited all parts of the lake, tasted of the water at 
every tributary lake and stream, and that drawn by a hose 
from various depths in the lake. We found the surface water 
free from any unpleasant taste, it being rain water that had 
fallen, and which had not then commingled with the lake 
water, on which it rested. 

Water drawn froma lower depth had that peculiar flavor 
which we find in the aqueduct water in Boston, and this 
taste was strongest at the depth of from 19 to 39 feet from 
the surface. We also perceived it quite strong in the water 
at the gate house, where a stratum 8 feet from the surface 
enters the conduit. 

We all agreed in opinion that the taste resembled that of 
water in which cucumbers had been soaked. We filled 
several demijohns with the water, drawn from various depths 
of from 19 to 49 feet, samples being taken from every 10 
feet in depth by means of a pump and hose attached to a 
sounding line and lead. ‘These samples of one gallon each, 
were divided between Prof. Horsford and myself by your 
orders. 

The temperature of the water at the gate house was 4319, 
that of the air being 53°. At the bottom of the lake the 
thermometer stood at 44°, hence the water at the bottom of 
the lake is a little warmer than that of the surface. The 
records of the superintendent of the lake show, that during 
the month of July last the temperature of the water was in 
the gate house 73° F. 


® 
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Having obtained our samples of the lake water, we next 
examined the stream from the Cranberry meadow, and found 
it tasted like rain water, and had no peculiar taste like that 
of the deep water of the lake. This meadow is flowed, and 
there are an abundance of fishes living in its waters; and we 
learned from a person living near the spot, that no dead fish 
had been seen on its shores this year, though there were 
great numbers of them thrown upon its shores year before 
last. 

Dug Pond has very pure and transparent water, quite free 
from any taste of foreign matters. This water discharges 
into Cochituate Lake through Fiske’s meadow, a peat bog, 
and in its course it becomes highly colored by a solution of 
peat, which gives it an amber tint, but it has no unpleasant 
taste. ‘The water falls over a dam of a few feet in height, 
and the engineer, on gauging the water, estimates nine mil- 
lion gallons per day as the discharge of this water into Co- 
chituate Lake. 

We rode all around the country that is drained into 
Cochituate Lake, and tasted of every streamlet or collection 
of water, and did not observe in any of those waters that 
peculiar flavor which we had found in the deep water of 
Lake Cochituate. It would seem, therefore, that either the 
bad tasting stratum of water had entered the lake some time 
since, or that it has derived its peculiar taste from ferment- 
ing vegetable matters at its bottom. 

If the bottom water had become charged with a vegetable 
infusion during the heat of summer and autumn, it could not 
rise to the surface until the top water was cooled down to 
such a degree as to render it denser than the water below, so 
as to descend and displace it. 

The maximum density of water is at 39.2° F., while the 
water at the gate-house has been at 78° in July and August, 
and is now at the bottom 44°. It is evident that if the sur- 
face water during cold nights should descend to 39.2° that it 
would descend and displace the lower strata of water, and 
cause them to rise. This would take place at less differences 
of temperature at slower rates, exactly proportioned to the 
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differences of temperature, provided the upper strata should 
be coldest ; but the reverse could not take place, hence warm 
water does not descend to displace cold water, unless the 
temperature of the lower water should be considerable below 
39.2° when it would be lighter, as may be seen from the 
following table, extracted from Berzelius’s Traite de Chimie, 
Vol. Ist, p. 365.

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I have copied the degrees as given centigrade, in order to 
avoid the fractions which would result from the reduction of 
them to the Fahrenheit scale. 

Those who wish to convert any of the degrees centigrade 
to Fahrenheit; have only to multiply the centigrade degrees 
by 9, divide the product by 5, and add 32°.

By comparing these degrees with the table above given, 
the relative specific gravity of water at these temperatures 
will be seen, and may be compared with that at 4° C. or 
09.2° EF’. as unity. This table may be useful to engineers of 
water works, and therefore I recommend its publication 
in the Water Report. 

It is well known that the bad taste of Cochituate Lake 
water came on soon after the sudden cold weather of the 
middle and latter part of the month of October, and perhaps 
this sudden change of temperature may account for the 
rising of the lower strata of water, so as to cause them to run 
into the conduits. 

Again, it has been supposed that the sudden fall of the forest 
leaves, full of their juices at the time, and charged with green 
chlorophyle may account for the singular fact of the appear- 
ance of this vegetable coloring matter in the water of the 
lake, for the heavy rains that fell soon after the fall of the 
leaves, would wash much of this matter (set free by fermen- 
tation,) into the Lake. It is also highly probable, that the 
wax and vegetable oil came from fermenting foliage. 

The mucilaginous matters in leaves of trees undergoes a 
rapid fermentation when kept moist, and gives rise to various 
disagreeable products which differ with the nature of the 
foliage. | 

It is probable therefore, that we may be able to trace the 
peculiar taste of Cochituate water to some such source. 
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Chemical analysis of Water taken from Cochituate Lake, 
November 24th, 1854. Water drawn 19 feet below the 
surface of the Lake. 


It has the flavor of water in which cucumbers have been 
soaked, but has not any perceptible odor. 

One imperial gallon, equal to 70,000 grains weight, evapo- 
rated carefully to small bulk by a moderate heat, and the 
evaporation completed in a platinum capsule at 212° left 
3.223 grains of brown matter, which adheres to the platinum. 

This digested in ether, and again dried to 212 lost 0.093 
grains. ‘The ether evaporated in a small capsule, left a rim 
of green matter, identical with that which by other experi- 
ments on the aqueduct water, I have previously proved to be 
chlorophyle and wax with a little fixed oil. 

The remaining organic matter, which was insoluble in 
ether, I burned off, and found to amount to 1.430 grains, and 
the mineral matters left amounted to 1.800 grains. The 
results were :— 


Chlorophyle wax and oil, - - - 0.093 
Vegetable matters insoluble in ether, = - 1.430 
Mineral matters, ~ - - - 1.800 

Whole contents of one gallon, 3.320 


The water drawn from a depth of 49 feet, which is about 
10 feet from the bottom of the Lake opposite the gate house, 
was found to give but 3.2 grains of solid matter per imperial 
gallon, and was in all respects like that obtained at the depth 
of 39 feet, and does not essentially differ from that of 19 feet 
depth in the quantity of foreign matters contained in it, 
though the lower water appeared at the time it was drawn to 
be a little more charged with the cucumber taste. 

This flavor I find to be extremely evanescent, for it dis- 
appears in three or four days wholly from the water, even 
when it is closely corked up in demijohns and kept in a cool 
place. 
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So it was found that when we had put up demijohns of 
the aqeduct water, while it tasted most strongly, and after a 
few days uncorked tnem to taste the water or to submit the 
samples to chemical examination, the peculiar flavor would 
be entirely gone, and the water was found to be in every 
respect quite sweet and good. ‘The sane fact has been 
noticed by numerous persons in this City, and is well known 
at the water board office, where samples of the worst tasting 
water became quite good in less than a week after they were 
left at the office by complainants. This I have verified by 
numerous experiments, and by inquiry of others. Thus, 
when the water is contained in a tank in the upper part of a 
house, it loses it disagreeable flavor, while that drawn directly 
from the pipes has in it a marked degree. 

So we found when we visited the dead ends of the water 
pipes, where but little water was drawn, that no unpleasant 
taste had ever been perceived by those using it. The water 
had undergone the same changes in the iron pipes which we 
had noticed in that we had kept in demijohns. This we 
observed most remarkably in a dead end of the pipe on the 
mill-dam, while we found the water at the reservoir possess- 
ing the cucumber flavor. 

The ‘flushing off” of the pipes has, as I learn, in most 
every case augmented the complaints against the water, and 
thus still farther proved our opinion to be correct, that the 
impurities are in the Lake itself, and not in the pipes. 

In stating this opinion, I would not wish to be understood 
as denying that, in some particular cases, there may have 
been found fishes in the distribution pipes. ‘Their occasional 
occurrence is fortuitous, and cannot always be entirely 
avoided, but what I wish to say is that the general bad taste 
in the water is not derived from fishes, nor from any animal 
matter whatever in the water, or in the main pipes of the 
aqueduct. 

The matters present are all of a vegetable origin, and the 
substance giving the peculiar bad flavor is so readily decom- 
posable,.as to undergo entire decomposition, so as to disap- 
pear in a very short time. I therefore confidently predict 
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the speedy return of Cochituate Lake to its accustomed 
purity. 

Perhaps the sealing up of the Lake by ice, which will soon 
form, will aid in changing the character of the water, since 
we have observed that the water closed up in our jars, and 
in water pipes and in tanks, becomes speedily pure. 

I may also call your attention to the important fact that 
since the aqueduct was laid Cochituate water has been 
gradually improving, and now does not contain but little 
more than half as much solid matter per gallon as it did in 
1845, LTrefer to my analyses published by the water Com- 
missioners of that year in proof of this point, and beg leave 
here to append an extract from that report :— 


Extract from Dr. C. T. Jackson’s Report of Analysis of 
Water of Long Pond, Natick. 


Boston, February Ist, 1855. 
‘¢ Messrs. Wm. Parker, James Hayward, and T. B. Curtis, 


GENTLEMEN : 

At your request I visited Long Pond, in Natick, on 
Tuesday last, and obtained specimens of the water from each 
of the three divisions of that pond, and have since made a 
chemical analysis of each sample, the results of which I now 
communicate, 

Specimen No. 1 was taken thirty rods from the shore, and 
opposite the place where, according to the plan given me by 
by Mr. James F’. Baldwin, the proposed aqueduct is to com- 
mence. 

No. 2 was taken near the middle of the central division of 
the pond, nearly opposite the house of Widow Coggins, and 
four hundred paces from the shore. 

No. 3 was taken from near the middle of the upper division 
of the pond, opposite the house of Mr. Morse, and about four 
hundred yards from the shore. 

The water was obtained by cutting holes through about 
ten inches of ice, and was drawn up by means of a tin 
bucket, and poured into clean glass jars and demijohns, 
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which were closely stopped, and brought to my laboratory in 
Boston for analysis. 


Chemical Analysis of the Water of Long Pond. 


One imperial English gallon, equal to 70,000 grains of 
distilled water at 60° F., or to 277.274 cubic inches in bulk, 
of each sample, yield the following amounts of vegetable and 
mineral matters, when evaporated to entire dryness, and on 
separation of the ingredients.

The vegetable matter consists of the usual organic acids 
of the soil, which are combined with the earthy bases, lime, 
magnesia, and with oxides of manganese and iron. These 
bases are separated by combustion of the vegetable acids, the 
lime and magnesia which they contained, being converted 
into carbonates of lime and magnesia. 

The salts are chloride of sodium, or sea salts, sulphate of 
lime or gypsum, and sulphate of soda, which are eee in the 
mineral matter, mixed with a minute quantity of clay and 
phosphate of lime, and the earthy bases derived from the 
combustion of the organic acid, compounds before noticed. 
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The foreign matters in this water are in such small pro- 
portions, as in no way to impair its healthfulness as a drink, 
nor will they prove injurious in washing clothing. 

It is somewhat remarkable that the water of the upper di- 
vision of the pond should prove the purest, considering the 
fact of its overflowing a small peat bog or cranberry meadow, 
during this season of the year. This must result from the 
influx of purer water from a neighboring pond, which empties 
into Long Pond, by a small stream, traversing the meadow.”’ 


At the suggestion of friends I made a chemical examina- 
tion of the water from my aqueduct, during the period when 
the water had the strongest flavor, and directed my researches 
particularly toward the discovery of animal oils in the water. 

I prepared a bone black filter expressly for the purpose of 
collecting any oleagenous matters that might be in the water, 
and allowed the water from my aqueduct to trickle through 
this filter continually in rapid drops for 24 hours. 

I then took the bone black, and having dried it at a very 
moderate heat, subjected it to the action of ether. I then 
filtered off the ether, and evaporated it in a current of warm 
air to dryness. A yellow substance was obtained, which 
was fluid while warm, and which dried on the sides of the 
vessel. It was repeatedly dissolved in ether and examined. 
It rendered a piece of unsized paper translucent, and acted 
like a mixture of wax and oil. It did not saponify with a 
strong solution of carbonate of soda, though long boiled with 
it, but floated on the surface of the hot solution, and separ- 
ated as it cooled in a flake or floating crust. It was mostly 
soluble in alcohol, and the alcohol left no oil globules. 
Boiled with caustic potash, it saponified like wax. It had 
none of the properties of fish oil, and no odor even when 
acted upon by caustic potash, and by sulphuric acid. ‘There 
may have been present some small proportion of fixed vege- 
table oil, but no animal oil could have existed in it. The 
softness and fusibility of the wax indicated the presence of a 
small proportion of a fixed oil. 

I had a felt filter bottom brought to me by Mr. Holbrook, 
the clerk of the Water Board. ‘This filter had been used for 
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a week, the water having been run through it continually. 
I examined it by dissolving out the green matter with abso- 
Iute alcohol, and proved it to be chlorophyle. I dissolved 
out next whatever was soluble in ether, and found wax and 
some chlorophyle. ‘This filter furnished enough of the green 
matter to enable me to pass it through all the usual tests to 
prove its nature. Part of it was soluble in acetic acid, and 
part not, the matter left being vegetable wax. I could not 
find any oil in the matter taken up by ether from this filter. 

In connection with this subject, 1 made a series of direct 
experiments on the oil obtained by maceration of eels in 
water, examining both the fresh and the rancid oil, and the 
odors produced during their saponification, and that given 
out from them by the action of sulphuric acid, and am pre- 
pared to state confidently, that there is no such oil inany of the 
waters which have been examined by me for its presence. 
Fish oil is, when in water, quite permanent, and would be 
seen floating on the surface and would not disappear by 
being kept in a demijohn for a few days, therefore the mat- 
ter which gives the peculiar flavor to Cochituate water can- 
not be fish oil nor any animal oil. 

In order to compare the amount of matters contained in water 
drawn directly from the Lake, with that in the water from the 
aqueduct pipes in Boston, I took an imperial gallon of the 
water from my own aqueduct, and submitted it to analysis 
with the following results. 

Analysis of water from my aqueduct :— 

An imperial gallon of the water was evaporated to small 
bulk in porcelain, at a simmering heat, and the evaporation 
was completed in platinum at 212°. An oily film was seen 
on the surface of the water, but it was not in globules, but in 
a delicate film. Great care was used not to decompose this 
matter, and it was separated by ether and found to be chlo- 
rophyle and wax, not a globule of oil being separated from 
it when it was acted upon by alcohol and by acetic acid. 

This analysis was repeated the next day, to determine the 
proportions of matters soluble in ether, and those not soluble, 
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One gallcn of the water gave 3.1 grains of solid matter, 
dry at 212°, 
Of this, there was soluble in ether, chlorophyle and 


wax, - - - - - - - - 0.09 

Vegetable matter not soluble in ether, (the usual 
vegetable matters of the water,) - - - 1.20 
Mineral matters, - ~ - - - - 181 
3.10 


This analysis shows that there is very nearly the same 
amount of matters soluble in ether in the aqueduct at my 
house, as there is in the water obtained directly from the 
Lake, while the total solid contents of the water from the 
pipes is a trifle less. 

This analysis is important as showing the relations be- 
tween the water delivered in the City and that of the Lake. 

In conclusion, I would assure you and the citizens of Bos- 
ton, that there is good reason to believe that the unpleasant 
taste of Cochituate water is rapidly passing away, from 
operations naturally taking place in the Lake, and that the 
water will probably soon be as good as ever. 

I regret as much as any one that we have not been able to 
settle all the interesting questions that have arisen as to the 
origin of the impurity complained of. ‘Thus mnch we have 
done. We have proved that the peculiar taste of the water 
does not originate within the pipes, but exists at the fountain 
head, and that it is not the result of animal putrefaction, but 
of vegetable fermentation, and that there is nothing delete- 
rious in the water. ‘These are some points gained. In time 
we may search out the other matters, should the evil ever 
again recur.

Sir :—In compliance with the Water Ordinance, the fol- 
lowing Report relative to the Water Works is presented. 


Lake Cochituate. 


The ground and structures around the Lake are all in 
good condition. | 

In consequence of the unusually low stage of the water, it 
was necessary, in order to keep the meadows at the south 
end flowed, and at the same time supply the City, to build a 
dam across their outlet. This was done in the latter part of 
August, by making a very cheap and temporary structure on 
the south side of the Central Turnpike, and very near the 
Worcester Railroad. In the latter part of September it was 
found necessary to draw off the water of Dug Pond; for 
without it, owing to the low stage of water in the Lake, it 
would not have been possible to keep the surface of the 
Brookline Reservoir at its usual level. As the Dug Pond 
water had to flow across these meadows before reaching the 
main body of the Lake, it has been supposed by some that 
the bad taste in the water, which began to be complained of 
soon after in the City, should be attributed to this cause. 
Supposing this theory to be correct, the important question 
arises, what can be done to prevent the recurrence of so dis- 
agreeable a state of things? Dug Pond contains the purest 
water of all the sources that supply the Lake; and is, 
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besides, so important a reservoir, that it cannot be dispensed 
with in a season like the past. Its waters could be con- 
ducted into the Lake, north of the Worcester Railroad, by 
an artificial channel, without mingling with those of the 
meadows south of the Railroad. No dam, however, that the 
City has a right, or that it would be expedient, to build 
across the outlet of these meadows, would keep out their 
waters, in case of a freshet at the time they are in the worst 
state. 'The only possible means of keeping them out, would 
be by directing them through a new channel west of the 
Lake, into Bannister Brook, as suggested by the present 
Superintendent of the Lake, &c., Mr. Knowlton. What the 
cost of these improvements would be, in case the Board 
should think it expedient to carry them out, it is impossible 
to state ; as careful-surveys would be necessary to determine 
it, and these have not been made. . 


Brick Aqueduct and Structures between the Lake and the 
Brookline Reservoir. 


The interior of the aqueduct is believed to be in a better 
condition than it has ever been in before. It was thoroughly 
cleansed at the close of the year. The repairs spoken of in 
the last annual report were prosecuted until the Ist of July, 
when all that was thought to be of immediate importance 
was completed. ‘The work thus far done with the English 
cement continues to keep out the water perfectly well, and 
promises to be permanently successful, by preventing fine 
sand from being washed in, which at one time threatened 
the stability of the aqueduct. About two miles of the bottom 
of the aqueduct, beginning at the Lake, and about three 
quarters of a mile through the village of Grantville, have 
been thus repaired. As American cement deteriorates wher- 
ever subjected to the rapid percolation of water through it, 
at least so far as our experience goes, there can be but little 
doubt that more of the aqueduct will require to be coated 
with English cement in a few years; and the whole should 
be carefully examined every six months, lest needed repairs 
should be delayed tov long. 

The cracks discovered in the interior of the aqueduct, 
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shortly after it was laid, and occasionally since, and which 
have been described in former reports, have given no trouble 
during the past year, and are not now a cause of any solici- 
tude, as they-appear to be very stationary in size. No new 
ones have been discovered. 

All the structures along the line of the aqueduct, whether 
of stone, wood or earth, are in good order. 


Brookline Reservoir. 


This Reservoir, together with the grounds and structures 
around it, is in excellent order. Some annoyance has been 
felt from occasional leakage through the masonry of the 
principal gate-house, the effect of which has been to stain 
the plastering by the stairways, which will have to be 
renewed in order to look well. 

Nothing has been done to the large meters there, and they 
remain as they were at the date of the last Annual Report. 

In order to cleanse out this Reservoir; (which was supposed 
necessary,) to get rid of the immense numbers of fish it con- 
tained, which had annoyed us a great deal whenever the 
screens happened to get out of order, and to examine the 
large gates, it was thought best, last spring, to draw off the 
water from it. Accordingly, about the middle of April, the 
City began to be supplied through the small aqueduct around 
the Reservoir, and a commencement was made in drawing 
off the water within; but owing to the difficulty caused by 
air getting into the 36-inch pipe, when large quantities were 
wasted from it, and to the objections made to overflowing 
the brook leading from the Reservoir, by the owners of land 
along its course, it was not drawn down entirely. till the 7th 
of May. It was probably fortunate that we did not succeed 
in drawing it down any sooner, as the banks below the pro- 
tection wall showed a tendency to slide, which would no 
doubt have been greater had there been less time for the 
water to drain out of them. This should be remembered by 
those who may have occasion to draw down the Reservoir 
hereafter. 

The examinations made after the Reservoir was empty, 
showed that it was much cleaner than any one expected to 
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find it; much more so than the annual deposits in the New- 
ton and Brookline tunnels led us to suppose. Judging from 
the result of this examination, it will not be necessary, as 
far as cleanliness is concerned, to draw off the water from 
this Reservoir again for twenty years, as at the end of that 
time there could be but a few inches of deposit. 

Nearly every fish was driven out except the pouts, which 
had the art of hiding in the clayey mud in the lowest part 
of the Reservoir, where the drainage was not perfect; and 
which, to our astonishment, appeared in great numbers after 
the water was let on again. 

The large gates, that is, the four that could be examined, 
were found to be in good order, with the exception of being 
considerably rusted, as was expected. The opportunity was 
improved to straighten the rod by which one of the gates 
was lifted, and which had been bent by being violently 
turned the wrong way by some mischievous visitors. 


City Reservoirs. 


Nothing of importance has been done to these during the 
year, except keeping them in order. In consequence of the 
water’s having occasionally been very low in the one on 
Beacon Hill, both in cold and hot weather, an increased 
leakage has shown itself on the Derne Street front. This 
generally lasts but a short time, yet it is an annoyance while 
it remains. It seems difficult, if not impossible, to prevent 
its recurrence, without going to more expense than the 
importance of the evil would justify. 

The South and East Boston reservoirs are very nearly in 
the same condition that they were in a year ago. The 
former is likely to be improved a little, soon, by a new 
fence across Telegraph Hill instead of the old wooden one. 

The following statement of the average height of water 
above tide marsh level, in each of the City Reservoirs, and 
also in the Brookline Reservoir, for every month during the 
_ five years ending on the 31st ultimo, will show at a glance 
the practical effect of increased consumption, and of incrus- 
tation in the pipes. ° 
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It will be observed, 
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that from February to July, the 


height of water in the Beacon Hill Reservoir was greater in 
1854 than in 1853. This was owing to the separation of 
the high from the low service, for the better supply of the 
higher parts of the City. |

Of the leaks that occurred in pipes 4 inches and upwards 
in diameter, 6 were caused by flaws or defects (3 in the 
pipes and 3 in the stopcocks) not discovered in the proving 
press, 9 by settling of earth, 2 by frost, 2 by the Gas Com- 
pany’s workmen (drilling into the pipe by mistake), 1 by 
the Boston and New York Central Railroad Company’s 
workmen (blowing up the pipe in blasting earth), and 54 by 
loosening of lead in the joints. otal 78, or one in every 
1.37 miles. 

Of the leaks that occurred in the, service and 2-inch pipes,

But one instance occurred of having to repair a joint in 
any pipe 4 inches and upwards in diameter, laid since 1850 ; 
and that was in Troy Street, where the pipe is supposed to 
have been drawn out by the settling of an old wharf, on 


which it was laid. 
Stopcocks. 


These are all believed to be in good order, except one or 
two, which it would have been very inconvenient to repair, 
and which are very seldom used. 

The decay in the old wooden boxes around the stopcocks 
is very extensive, and there is probably not one of them now 
that would, if taken out, be fit to put back again. Still, 
many of them, if not disturbed, may answer very well for a 
year or two longer. ‘Those: that were taken out the past 
year (13) were replaced by new ones made of Burnett- 
ized lumber, and all the new stopcocks that were established 
for the first time (17) were covered by boxes of the same

73 hydrants have been taken out and replaced by new or 
repaired ones; 59 decayed hydrant boxes were taken out 
and replaced by others made of Burnettized lumber ; and 
the same material was used to cover the newly established 
hydrants. 

In consequence of the unusual severity of the cold in 
January and February last, extraordinary pains was neces- 
sary to keep many of the hydrants from freezing ; but none 
of importance were out of order when needed in any fire

The New Pipe Yard. 


This has proved, thus far, a great convenience in carrying 
on the operations of the pipe department. During a part of 
last year, the orders for work at the different machine shops 
throughout the City were so great, that it would have been 
quite impossible for us to have got many jobs done when 
wanted. Much of the work done out of the shop the year 
before was so poor, that it had to be done over,

Complaints of Bad Water. 


Until about the middle of October, nothing unusual in this 
respect was known. Occasionally, persons living in courts, 
or other places where the circulation is imperfect, complained 
that the men employed in ‘*‘ blowing off’ did not get round 
often enough; while in one instance, at least, the blowing 
off was considered a nuisance. ‘Towards the latter part of 
October, complaints of bad water, pronounced by many to 
have a fishy taste, became very general. ‘T’he usual remedy 
for getting rid of fish, when known to be in the pipes, was 
resorted to. ‘The large “blow offs” around the City were 
opened twice ; and the pipes in neighborhoods where the 
water was most complained of flushed out; but, with one 
exception (near the foot of Summer Street), the complaints 
were greater after the flushing than before. This led to an 
examination of the water at the Lake itself, which was 
found to possess the precise taste complained of so much in 
the City. In consequence of this discovery, the attempt to 
remove the evil in the City by flushing was considered not 
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only useless, but pernicious. It is a remarkable fact that, as 
a general thing, where there is the poorest circulation, the 
water, for two or three months past, has had the best taste. 
Take, for instance, the end of the pipe on the mill dam, and 
the one at the foot of Marion Street. 

The cause of this unexpected and disagreeable change in 
the taste of the water, and its probable duration, are yet 
unexplained to the satisfaction of most persons. ‘The anal- 
yses and the observations of Dr. Jackson and Prof. Horsford 
render any speculations here useless. As a practical illustra- 
tion of the difficulties attending the solution of this question, 
four specimens, drawn yesterday from the three divisions of 
the Lake, and from Dug Pond, are presented. ‘They show 
a most unexpected similarity of taste between the water of 
the northern division of the Lake, and that of Dug Pond; 
and also a similarity between the water of the middle 
division of the Lake and that of the southern, which is much 
pleasanter than the water of the northern division, or that of 
Dug Pond. The specimen from Dug Pond, as will be seen 
marked on the bottle, was taken from a depth of about 25 
feet below the surface. The water at the surface of this 
pond was perfectly free from any unpleasant taste at the 
time the specimen presented was pumped up. 

Mr. Carpenter, the Superintendent of the Albany City 
Water Works, has kindly consented that any part, or the 
whole of the accompanying letters relative to a similar bad 
taste in the water of that City in 1853, may be published. 


Surveys and Plans. 


No surveys of importance have been made during the 
year. 

The plans showing the distributing pipes in the City are 
to be revised in a few days, so as to show all the pipes laid 
to the close of 1854, together with the changes and improve- 
ments made in streets, wharves &c., during the last three

In conformity with Section 16th of the Water Ordinance, 
I have the honor. of submitting to the Cochituate Water 
Board, my Annual Report for the year 1854. 

The total number of Water Takers now entered for the 
year 1855, is 19,193, being an increase since January Ist, 
1854, of 1,023. 

The total number of cases where the water has been shut 
off during the past year, is 2,325. Of these, 1,545 were for 
repairs ; 437 were for non-payment of water rates; and 343 
were for unnecessary waste of water. 

The whole number of cases where the water has been let 
on during the year, is 2,741. Of these, 1,350 were cases 
which had been previously shut off for repairs; 358 were 
those which had been shut off for non-payment of water 
rates ; 314 were those which had been shut off for unneces- 
sary waste of water; and 719 were let on for the first time. 

Repairs have been made upon the service-pipes, streets, 
sidewalks, &c., in 446 instances. 

There have been o abatements made during the year.

REPORT. 


To the Honorable City Council: 


By Ordinance, the City Registrar is required to 
report to the City Council in the month of January, 
annually, “a statement of the number of births, inten- 
tions of marriages entered according to law, of mar- 
riages solemnized, and of deaths recorded during the 
previous year, with such other information and sugges- 
tions in relation thereto, as he may deem useful.” In 
obedience to this requirement, the undersigned has the 
honor to submit the following report :— 


BIRTHS. 


The duty of canvassing the City, in pursuance of the 
objects of this department, was again entrusted to Mr. 
George Adams, under whose supervision the same work 
was so satisfactorily performed the four preceding 
years. 
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In submitting the following tabular statement of the 
result of his labors, Mr. Adams adds :— 

“In presenting the annual returns of births in the 
City of Boston for the year 1854, it is gratifying to 
find the canvassing of former years so satisfactorily 
confirmed by this year’s result. The number of births 
in 1854, was 5,688; the number in 1853, was 5,596; 
showing an increase of 92. The average yearly in- 
crease during the last six years has been 124. 

“An abiding interest in regard to the full and © 
proper registration of the births of children, seems yet 
to manifest itself among parents.”

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As. usual, districts 1, 2, and 3 exhibit the greatest 
fecundity ; although compared with the previous year, 
the Ist and 3d show a slight decrease. 

There are recorded 86 instances of twin-births. In 
1853, there were 51. 

There were seven births in a single house in Oliver 
street (3d district), and the same number in one in 
Orange street (2d district). In another-house in the 
former street there were five ; while quite a number of 
tenements in the same neighborhood added to the 
population the less imposing numbers of three and four 
each.

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MARRIAGES. 


During the, year the intentions of marriage of 3,329 
couples (in each case one or both parties having been 
represented as residing in Boston) were entered, and | 
certificates issued. ‘This number exceeds that issued 
in 1853 by 237. 

Within the same period, 3,128 marriages were re- 
corded, being 473 more than were recorded up to the 
same time in the previous year. 

As usual, the foreign element predominates, in the 
ratio of about 3 to 2; that is, to every two Americans 
who enter wedlock, there are three foreigners who do 
the same. Of the whole number of these last, the 
Irish bear a proportion of nearly 2 to 1. 

Of the males married, 2,422 were actual residents of 
Boston ; 519 resided in other towns in the State, and 

187 belonged to other States. 
“Of the females, 2,619 resided in Boston, 415 belonged 
to other towns in the State, and 94 resided out of the 
State. 

Included in the above non-residents were 381 couples, 
who received certificates in other towns, or came from 
other States. The previous year there were 334 non- 
resident couples. 

Of the males, 2,717 are first marriages, being nearly 
87 per cent. of the whole number recorded; 368 had 
been married once before; 27 were candidates for 
“matrimony a third time; while one enterprising in- 
dividual appears successful in a fourth trial. Of sixteen 
others who came from other towns, with scantily filled 
certificates, no particulars are reported. 

Of the females, 2,819 are first marriages, being a 
little over 90 per cent. of the whole number recorded , 
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284 were widows, and 9 had been twice widowed. 
The condition of 16 is unknown, they having come 
from other towns. 

There were but 20 males married who were under 
20 years of age, and 13 who were over 60. The year 
before there were 62 married under 20 years of age. 

There were 528 females who had not reached their 
twentieth year, being 65 less than the number recorded 
the year before, and making nearly 17 per cent. of the 
whole number; while three above 60 years of age 
were called on to repeat the marriage vows a third 
time. 

The youngest female married was one of 15 years, 
the only one of that age, and 63 of 17. The remainder 
were 18 and upwards. 

Of colored persons, there were 28 males and 26 
females married; two of the former marrying white 
females. 

Registrars and Town Clerks are forbidden to issue 
certificates to males under 21 years of age, and to 
females under 18, without the consent of their parents 
or guardians, if any such reside within the State. 
Attempts are often made by persons not of legal age 
to obtain marriage certificates; doubtless some are 
successful, by misrepresenting their ages. ‘The utmost 
care, however, is taken to guard against imposition ; 
and in no doubtful case have the precautions enjoined 
by the statute been dispensed with. 

As a general thing, clergymen are mindful of the 
duty enjoined on them by law, requiring them to™ 
return to this office on or before the 10th day of each 
month, the certificates of such marriages as they have 
solemnized the preceding month. <A few have not 
been as prompt as could have been wished, and some 
inconvenience has been experienced in consequence.

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MORTALITY OF THE YEAR. 


By referring to the Table of “ Causes of Death in 
Boston,” it will be seen that a large number of the 
deathg are ascribed to ‘‘ Disease of the Bowels,” “ Dis- 
ease of the Brain,” &c.; terms which really furnish no 
other information than that the cause of death existed 
in those parts. ‘This vagueness in the record is con- 
sequent upon the present method of reporting deaths. 

Funeral undertakers are required to ascertain and 
report the following particulars concerning all whose 
funerals they superintend: viz., name of the deceased, 
date of death, age, street and number where death 
occurred, sex, married or single, occupation, place of 
birth, parents’ names, cause of death, &c. Most of 
these particulars are easily obtained; but often it is 
found impossible to ascertain anything more definite 
concerning the disease, or cause of death, than that it 
is “of the bowels,” or “the brain,” as the case may be. 
Sometimes the age of the deceased person cannot be 
learned, for the best of all reasons, that none of his 
friends know it; and it is frequently very doubtful 
whether, if he were alive, the matter would be in a 
more satisfactory condition. ‘The unreliability of the 
reports in these two particulars,—cause of death and 
age, of course greatly lessens the value of the statistics 
connected with them. In New York, it is made the 
duty of physicians to report the particulars above 
named; and an examination of the able and elaborate 
Reports of the City Inspector will show, that so far as 
the specification of the exact cause of death is con- 
cerned, the system pursued there is more satisfactory 
than ours can be. 
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The difficulty of obtaining reliable reports in the 
way now prescribed by statute, may be seen by the 
statement of a single fact—one of several that occurred 
last year. An undertaker belonging to a neighboring 
city reported the death of a child as follows :—* Julia 
, aged 5 mos. 16 days, daughter of Richard and 
Alice, died of Inflammation of the Lungs, buried at 
Cambridge,” &c. Two days afterwards, another out of 
town undertaker reported that “‘ John, aged 6 mos., son 
of Richard and Alice, died of Dropsy in the Head,— 
buried at Dorchester,” &c. The two reports referred 
to the same child, and the explanation is:—The first 
undertaker was engaged to inter the child at Cam- 
bridge, and he reported it as above stated. Subse- 
quently, the father changed his mind in reference to 
the place of burial, and the report of the other under- 
taker was the result. The difference in the two reports 
in regard to the sex, and cause of death of the child, 
was doubtless owing to the unintelligent sources of 
their information. ! 

Sometimes returns very gravely state, that A or B 
died of “fits.” Investigation has shown that said 
“fits ” were delirium tremens, convulsions, or apoplexy. 
No amount of guessing, certainly, could determine 
which it should be. 

It will thus be seen, that statistics ‘‘ coming in such 
a questionable shape,” must necessarily be more or less 
unreliable. It is hoped, therefore, that the City Coun- 
cil will deem the subject a matter worthy of considera- 
tion, and adopt some method by which the defect may 
be remedied. 

The Tables herewith submitted, show that 4,441 
persons died in the City of Boston during the year 
1854; an increase of mortality over that of the pre- 
ceding year of only 157. Deducting from this number 
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all that died from external causes, such as casualties 
&c., which amounted to 180, there remain but 4,261 
that died from disease alone. | 

The aggregate ages of those that died, amount to 
93,303 years, averaging 21 years to each individual. 

The number of males that died is 2,294. Their 
ageregate ages amount to 45,816 years, averaging 19.97 
years to each. 

The number of females that died is 2,147. Their 
ageregate ages amount to 47,487 years, averaging 22.11 
years to each, and showing a difference in their favor 
over the males of about two years. 

During the year there died 601 married males, being 
26.19 per cent. of all the males that died; and 84 
widowers, being 3.66 per cent. 

Of married females, 528 are reported, being 24.59 
per cent. of the whole number of females that died ; 
and 258 widows, being a little more than 3 to 1 over 
the number of males of the same condition, and com- 
prising 12 per cent. of the whole number of females 
that died. 

Seventy-eight colored persons are reported as having 
died ; their united ages amount to 1,857 years, averag- 
ing 25 years to each person, being a difference in their 
favor of nearly 4 years each over the whites. 

The aggregate ages of the colored males amount to 
882 years, averaging 21 years to each, being one year 
in their favor over the white males. 

The united ages of the colored females amount to 
975 years, averaging 27 years to each person, and being 
5 years in favor of colored over white females. 

Of colored males under one year, four are reported ; 
colored females, 6. From 1 to 5, 14 males, and 7 
females. 

But 4 colored persons are reported to have died of 
cholera; 2 males, and 2 females. 
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The deaths in the various districts are as fillexs —

It will thus be seen, that since 1850 the excess of 
births over deaths has been gradually diminishing. In 
1850, the excess was 1,612; in 1851, it was 1,483; in 
1852, it was 1,572; in 1853, it had decreased to 1,312; 
and in 1854 it was reduced to 1,247. 
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II. Showing the Dearus In Boston on each day of the year 
1854, as reported by Funeral Undertakers and others. 
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The following table, exhibiting the principal causes 
of death, during the last six years, and the birthplaces 
and parentage of those who died in 1854, presents the 
record of mortality in an interesting light. In all esti- 
mates connected with the mortuary statistics of Boston, 
a city that contains a foreign-born population nearly 
equal to that of the native-born, the consideration of 
the fact of parentage should not be omitted. The 
localities that the former occupy, together with their 
habits, &c., justify the exhibition in this distinct form :—

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It will be seen by the foregoing statement, that from 
only seven diseases—viz. Apoplexy, Disease of the 
Brain, Erysipelas, Old Age, Palsy, Thrush, and Typhoid 
Fever,—was the mortality among native-born persons 
greater than among foreigners and their children, united. 
The great disparity between the deaths of foreigners 
and Americans from Disease of Bowels, Congestion of 
Brain, Cholera, Consumption, Convulsions, Croup, De- 
bility, Dropsy in the Head, Infantile Diseases, Dysen- 
tery, Hooping Cough, Inflammation of the Lungs, 
Marasmus, Measles, Teething, and Puerperal diseases, 
is most striking and suggestive. 

As usual, Consumption appears as the prime destroyer, 
—numbering 752 as its victims,—an increase of 19 
over the number of any previous year, being nearly 17 
per cent., or one-sixth of the whole number of deaths. 
The deaths of Irish males and females, and American 
females, are very nearly equal; while those of each 
class are very nearly double those of American males. 
Of the foreign-born that died of Consumption, 400 were 
Trish (including 30 children of Irish parents), 14 En- 
glish, 10 Germans, 6 Scotch, and 31 were born in the 
British Provinces. 

Of Cholera, 261 cases are reported. The first death 
in Boston from this malady occurred on the 10th of 
June, in Fleet street. The victim was an Irish laborer. 
By referring to the foregoing table, it will be seen that 
only 38 of those who died of Cholera were born here, not 
including 36 children of foreign parents, being about 1 
to 6, compared with foreigners and their children. An 
examination of the localities to which the disease was 
mostly confined, will give to this great disparity a 
striking significance. 

There were but few cases in which the predisposing 
cause could not be easily traced to filthy and ill-venti-

lated dwelling-places, to gross personal habits, or to 
imprudence in diet. Considering the character of Sea, 
Cove, Broad, Ann, and similar crowded streets and 
lanes at the North end, it is not strange that the dis- 
ease should have swept off, in many cases, four mem- 
bers of the same family. The wonder is that, dwelling 
together in such numbers, and manifesting such a 
lamentable want of judgment in their mode of living, 
and disregard of personal cleanliness, more victims from 
this class of our population were not found. However 
Cholera may be controlled or affected by medical treat- 
ment, one thing is certain,—its greatest fatality was 
seen in conjunction with impurities, which involves the 
conviction, that where cleanliness and propriety in 
habits prevail, comparative impunity from the effects of 
the scourge may be reasonably anticipated. Of the 
foreigners who died of Cholera, 175 were born in Ire- 
land, 5 in Germany, 5 in the British Provinces, one in 
England, and one in Scotland. 

Of the 58 deaths from Puerperal diseases, only seven 
were of persons born in America. ‘This fact is an in- 
teresting one, and shows that American women are 
either less delicate and frail than foreign tourists love 
to represent them, or that they are more careful and 
prudent before and subsequent to parturition than for- 
eign-born women. 

The uniformity in the number of several of the dis- 
eases for the five years is remarkable,—Debility, Dropsy, 
and Dropsy in the Head being the most notable in- 
stances. 
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Previous to 1853, the published reports do not indi- 


cate the sex of stillborn infants in Boston.

Of those that died under 1 year, in 1854, 330 were 
of American parents, 641 of foreign parents (being 
nearly 2 to 1 compared with the former), and 11 were 
unknown. Of those that were between 1 and 5, 288 
were of American parents, and 677 of foreign parents, 
—being considerably more than 2 to 1 in favor of 
children of native-born parents. Some years ago the 
notion was quite prevalent, that those children whose 
homes might be properly considered to be the streets, 
and whose hands and faces rarely betrayed any close 
intimacy with soap and water, were far more healthy 
than those whose parents were accustomed to insist on 
a liberal application of water to person and raiment. 
That notion is not yet extinct, as the following extract 
from a journal, published in August last, will show. 
The writer is a physician:—‘ A clear examination of 
the subject, we doubt not, would show that it is chiefly 
among those who are surrounded with all the comforts, 
and, in many instances, with the luxuries which riches 
command, that infantile diseases find their most numer- 
ous and unresisting victims.” However true the fore- 
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going remark may be in regard to other portions of the 
country, it is certainly not true of Boston, as the death 
of the above 641 children, under one year of age (who 
will not be considered as having been surrounded “with 
the luxuries which riches command”’), will testify.

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It will be seen that 408 laborers are recorded as 
having died, being 9.18 per cent. of the whole number 
of deaths. Their average age was 39.13 years. The 
large mortality among this class is an impressive com- 
mentary on their mode of living, and indicates that the 
competency of their physical organization to resist dis- 
ease is more apparent than real. The Irish laborer is 
often referred to as affording a good specimen of a 
healthy organization. ‘The above result shows, at the 
least, that the most rugged, and apparently the strongest 
physical constitutions are no match in a contest with 
exposure, fetid atmospheres, or chronic uncleanness. 

Those who attained to the greatest average age, of 
the professions above specified, were clergymen ; show- 
ing very clearly that ‘the cloth” cannot complain that 
as much of life is not seen by them as falls to the lot 
of any other class. Their average age is 60.66. 

Farmers, who have ever been a favored class in re- 
spect to longevity, come next, and show an average of 
60.25. 

Bakers appear in the most unfavorable light in this 
year’s table, reaching to an average age of only 29.5, 
while clerks are but a little beyond them. 

Printers, who somehow or other are regarded gener- 
ally as avery short-lived race, reach 33.2,—certainly 
not the lowest, by three, in the above list. 

Ten gentlemen reach the average age of 60.5, show- 
ing, probably, that ease and comfort, after a life of toil 
and industry, are perfectly compatible with continued 
existence. 

On the whole, the result indicated in the above table 
is not favorable, compared with that of the preceding 
year. There is a diminution in the average age of the 
ageregate classes, from 42.71 years in the latter, to 
39.88 in the former.

Interments are no longer allowed in the places 
marked by an asterisk (*). A few bodies, however, 
have been temporarily deposited in the Copp’s Hill 
Ground, by special permission of his Honor the Mayor, 
with the understanding that such bodies should be re- 
moved the coming spring ; and a few have been allowed 
to be deposited in the Roman Catholic ground at South 
Boston. ‘The places marked by an obelisk (+) are 
Roman Catholic cemeteries. 

It will be seen that the South and the Central 
grounds are the only places in the city proper where 
interments are allowed. The Union ground and the 
Hawes’ ground, at South Boston, are the only places 
that remain for that portion of the city, and the space 


papier 
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they can afford is very inconsiderable. The ground at 
East Boston is used principally for the burial of the 
city poor, and of those of limited means, to whom the 
ground is furnished gratuitously by the city. 

The foregoing tabular statement shows that a little 
over 69 per cent. of those that died were conveyed out 
of the city for interment, being an increase on the 
number similarly disposed of the preceding year of 
about 6 per cent. 

During the year there were removed from the various 
burial places in the city, for re-interment elsewhere, 
212 bodies. At the same time there were brought into 
the city the bodies of 110 persons, who had died in 
other places. 


FUNERAL CARS. 


In no city in the Union are funerals conducted with 
more propriety and decorum than in Boston. The 
bodies of all persons of ten years and upwards, when 
buried within the city, must be conveyed to the grave 
in hearses, owned by the city, for which a fee of one 
dollar is charged, to be paid by the undertaker, who 
collects it of those employing him. This regulation 
was adopted evidently to ensure decorum and propriety 
in the arrangement of funerals, and uniformity in the 
mode of conveying the dead to their places of sepulture. 
Formerly but few of those that died in Boston were 
buried elsewhere; but now, when there are but few 
intramural interments,—and soon there will be none, 
—this uniformity in appearance (except in regard to 
burials in the city) is no longer preserved. 

Within the past year several undertakers have pur- 
chased funeral cars, which they use to convey the dead 
to neighboring cemeteries. These cars are of a more 
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costly and showy character than those belonging to 
the city, and are invariably chosen by the friends of 
the deceased in preference to the latter. Several more 
of these private cars are now in course of construction, 
so that there will be, within a few weeks, a greater 
number in use than are now owned by the city; and, 
taking into consideration that intramural interments 
will, in all probability, entirely cease at no distant day, 
it may not be improper for the undersigned to direct 
the attention of the City Council to the subject. The 
present indications are, that with the closing of the 
city burial places, the cars belonging to the city will 
be thrown out of use, except in the burial of the poor, 
for which purpose two are amply sufficient. In such a 
contingency, a continuance of the present regulation 
concerning the conveyance of the dead, will of course 
involve the continued expense of the care of the city 
hearses, without being relieved by a corresponding in- 
come. 


BURIAL GROUNDS AS PLACES OF RESORT. 


For many years the burial ground on Washington 
street and that on Copp’s Hill have been opened, at 
certain seasons, for the accommodation of those who 
desired to visit them. ‘To render these places more 
attractive, they have from time to time been adorned 
with flowers and shrubbery, until they are now favorite 
places of ‘resort with the inhabitants of either end of 
the city. During last summer, the ground on the 
Common, the Granary, and the King’s Chapel Ground 
were likewise opened on the Sabbath, after church 
hours, to the expressed gratification of many who visited 
them. The chief attraction of these latter places are 
the ancient tombstones still standing there, with their 
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quaint epitaphs. Measures have already been taken 
to repair the monuments in the Chapel Ground the 
coming spring, and to adorn the place with flowers 
and shrubbery, so as to render it an ornament to that 
part of the city. 

Perhaps it is the duty of the undersigned to state 
that complaints have been made by persons residing in 
the vicinity of the South Ground in relation to inter- 
ments there. During the summer months, the effluvia 
proceeding from some of the tombs have been extremely 
offensive, so as to produce great discomfort and annoy- 
ance to those residing in the vicinity. As the tombs 
are all above ground, and are continually being opened 
for the reception of bodies, it is impossible to prevent 
the annoyance alluded to unless interments are for- 
bidden there. Should this last measure be adopted, 
the suggestion of his Honor the Mayor, in his Inau- 
gural, would be worthy of consideration,—viz., to remove 
the bodies deposited there to other cemeteries, or sink 
the tombs beneath the surface of the earth, and substi- 
tute an iron railing for the gloomy wall that now 
encloses the ground.

The Committee on Lamps have been notified by the 
Auditor of Accounts, that the appropriation of $95,000, 
made for their department at the commencement of 
this financial year is exhausted, and that an additional 
appropriation of about $20,000 will be needed. 

This Committee have had charge of the Lamp De- 
partment for about one month only, and cannot be sup- 
posed to be acquainted with all the causes which have 
led to the present deficiency; they have no doubt, 
however, that the affairs of the Department have been 
properly administered by their predecessors, and that 
nothing has been done beyond the necessity which 
requires that all sections of the City should be kept 
well lighted; and doing this in the very best manner, 
your Committee consider good economy, particularly 
when they take into consideration the consequences 
which are daily apparent in the shape of claims or 
judgments against the City for compensation to indi- 
viduals, on account of accidents happening in the 
streets. 
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The excess of expenditures in this financial year 
over the same term in the last year, has been as fol- 
lows, V1Z :— 7 

For gas, ~ - $7,898.08 
Oil and fluid, - - - 2,414.17 
Lighting and cleaning, - - 2,912.93 
Repairs and alterations, - - 7,468.20 


Your Committee understand that the following are 
among the leading causes of the present deficiency, viz: 

An increase in the price of oil of 25 to 50c. per 
gallon. 

Substitution of a new Patent Gas Burner on 2,261 
Gas Lamps at an expense, including the cost of the 
patent right, of $5,500. 

Substitution of burning fluid in the place of oil, in 
all the Lamps not lighted with gas. 

Extra repairs on Lamps and fixtures. 

The Committee are of opinion that the sum estimated 
by the Auditor for the remainder of the year will be 
required ; and in conformity with the eighth Section of 
the Joint Rules and Orders of the City Council, they 
submit the foregoing as the ‘“ Statement of Causes,” 
which have led to this result.

The undersigned respectfully request the City Coun- 
cil to petition the Legislature, at its present session, to 
pass an act establishing a Court for the County of Suf- 
folk, to take the place of the Court of Common Pleas, 
so far as it relates to said County, having jurisdiction 
in all cases, in which the Court of Common Pleas now 
has jurisdiction, in said County, and also exclusive 
jurisdiction in all actions in which the Supreme Court 
now has jurisdiction, by removal by the defendant or 
by entry on the oath or affirmation of the plaintiff, as 
now provided, except in those in which the damages 
demanded or the property claimed shall exceed in 
amount or value the sum of two thousand dollars; and 
providing for the appointment of a suitable number of 
Justices thereof, who shall also be the Justices of the 
Municipal Court for the City of Boston; the acts 
establishing or relating to the Municipal Court and the 
Court of Common Pleas being so far modified as to 
conform to this arrangement.

Accordingly, to satisfy themselves in this 
regard, they notified, met and heard some of the pe- 
titioners and others, and they have, besides, been at 
some pains to ascertain the views of those best informed 
on the subject, whether petitioners or not; and as the 
result of their labors théy present herewith a bill, 
designed, and as your Committee believe, well calcu- 
lated to secure the purpose so much and so generally 
desired. 

The bill provides for the establishment of a Court to

take the place of the Court of Common Pleas in this 
County, with a somewhat larger jurisdiction’ than that 
Court now has. There is now, as is generally known, 
great delay in the trial and determination of causes in 
the Supreme Court in this county; doubtless, neces- 
sarily so. Many of these causes are removed there, on 
the affidavit of the defendant, from the Court of Common 
Pleas; and not unfrequently, as the experience of 
every day shows, simply for the purpose of delay. It 
is now the right of the defendant, at any time during’ 
the first term, to remove the causes in which the 
damages demanded on property claimed shall exceed in 
amount or value the sum of $600. It is proposed to 
take away this right, except in those cases where the 
damages demanded, or the property claimed, exceeds in 
amount or value $2,000. At the same time, it seems 
but just that the right of the defendant to select the 
higher tribunal should be correlative with that of the 
plaintiff; and that, consequently, where the plaintiff, 
having such right, has selected the inferior tribunal, 
the defendant may, nevertheless, select the higher, 
and thereto remove his action; and therefore it is 
proposed that the plaintiff, instead of having the 
right to bring his action in the Supreme Court, as 
now provided, in certain cases, upon affidavit that the 
amount sought to be recovered by him exceeds §600, 
shall have that right in such cases only upon affidavit 
that the amount sought to be recovered by him actually 
exceeds $2,000. This will greatly reduce the nominal 
trial list in the Supreme Court—the disposal of which, 
even where there never is a trial, always occupies con- 
siderable time—and also materially reduce the actual 
trial list; leaving still to be tried, there, chiefly actions 
in which the title to real estate is concerned, and 
actions involving large amounts—causes of the gravest 
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character and the greatest magnitude. These, it 1s 
believed, will be sufficient to occnpy as much of the 
time of that Court as can well be devoted to jury trials 
consistently with a due disposal of business. 

So far as relates to the organization or jurisdiction 
of the Municipal Court, no change is asked or sug- 
gested by the petitioners, and but a slight change is 
proposed in the bill herewith submitted. It is proposed 
that the justices of the new Court shall be the justices 
also of that Court, in place of the justices of the Court 
of Common Pleas, holding the respective terms alter- 
nately, or as may be convenient and desirable. It is 
proposed that there be appointed for this new Court, and 
the Municipal Court, four justices, one of whom shall be 
the Chief Justice. From inquiries made by your Com- 
mittee and their own personal knowledge, they believe 
four justices will be required. ‘The business of the Mu- 
nicipal Court is arduous and constant. No single justice 
can*endure the labor of it; and as it is also proposed 
that there may be two sessions of the new Court at the 
same time, there may be, and probably will be, three of 
the justices occupied in holding Court at one time. 
Then there will necessarily be much business to be 
done at chambers; and besides, justices, like other 
people, are, of course, subject to illness, and with less 
than four, the business might sometimes be interrupted, 
and seriously so. ‘The matter of the salaries of the 
justices, it is proposed to leave to be determined by the 
City Council, when the Court shall have been estab- 
lished, as your Committee believe it well may be. It 
is eminently desirable that the Court should be of a 
high character, and that salaries, for the justices, should 
be established, adequate to command the best talent 
which the profession affords, 

Six terms a year of the new Court are proposed, 


ie 
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instead of four, as now provided in respect of the Court 
of Common Pleas. This change, we believe, will tend 
to facilitate the collection of debts, and the disposal of 
suits, and at the same time be less onerous and incon- 
venient to persons required to attend as jurors. It is 
proposed that there be one clerk of the new Court, and 
one assistant clerk. 

Of course the relieving of the Supreme Court of its 
concurrent jurisdiction of that large class of cases above 
spoken of, and imposing the same exclusively upon the 
new Court, as proposed, would render the amount of 
business to be done by the latter greater than that of 
the Court of Common Pleas in this county now is. 
But, in the judgment of your Committee, under the 
proposed arrangement, and with the number of justices 
proposed, the causes might, notwithstanding, be deter- 
mined with less delay than now. The trial list might 
be prepared at the suggestion of parties, by the clerk, or, 
if desirable, by a judge at chambers. The Court might 
be continued in session as much of the year as con- 
venient and necessary for the disposal of all the causes 
upon the docket; and if need be, causes might be 
assigned or two dockets made up, as convenient, and 
two Courts, as proposed, held at the same time. Your 
Committee see no difficulty in this where the parties 
agree, and judges have engagements in no other county 
than this. Much business which now occupies a large 
share of the time of the Court during each term, to the 
interruption of jury trials, might be done at chambers ; 
and more satisfactorily and readily, and with less incon- 
venience to the parties than now. 

If it be asked why may not all this be done under 
the present organization, and by the present justices of 
the Court of Common Pleas, your Committee reply, 
there might, undoubtedly, under the present plan, be

some improvement made in some of these respects, but 
not in most; since under this plan the justices are 
taken, properly enough, mostly from the country, and 
continue to live in the country. Their duties call them 
to all parts of the State; one is in Berkshire, another 
at Barnstable, a third at Essex, and a fourth, and per- 
haps a fifth, at Boston at the same time. They seldom 
meet. They have few or no conferences, and, as a con- 
sequence, they have different modes, if not widely 
different rules, in the same class of cases. Not always 
do they agree in law on the same question in the same 
Court at different terms, or perhaps at the same term. 
They deal with the same case, or a like one, differently ; 
and this results from the nature of the present organ- 
ization. The fact is no reproach to the present 
justices; it is an inevitable consequence of the plan. 
Cases are modified by circumstances; it is not often 
that the same thing exists in the same relations in differ- 
ent places—in the country, for instance, and in Boston, 
A stranger does not know, or if he does know is not 
likely duly to appreciate these differences—these mod- 
ifications—these new and different relations. It is im- 
possible not to believe that justices appointed from 
among us, and continuing to dwell among us, and deal- 
ing with causes growing, for the most part, out of 
transactions here, will be likely to deal with such causes 
more intelligently and readily than those who come 
here from the country periodically or occasionally. 
Then there is the advantage of association, of confer- 
ence and consultation, already spoken of (now im- 
practicable), by which time is saved, and the great 
benefit of concurrence, of certainty, of uniformity, of 
the same law, and the same rule in the same class of 
cases, are secured. It is ditficult not to see that hereby 
there would be fewer cases sent back to be tried over 
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again—for misdirection of the judge of the Court 
below; and not merely to the proposed Court would 
this great advantage of consultation thereby be secured, 
but also to the ea Court. 

If it is objected that the measure proposed results in 
two plans—one for this county and a different one for 
the rest of the Commonwealth—it may be asked, if this 
results necessarily? why not? The answer is, if so, it 
is the result of circumstances, of position. But whether 
or not it so results necessarily, we do not undertake to 
decide. Content with securing a plan which we believe 
desirable and much needed for this county, we should 
not object to any plan for the rest of the Commonwealth 
which the people, in their respective localities, shall 
deem best for them. And the Committee would further 
report that it is expedient for the City Council to peti- 
tion the General Court for the establishment of a 
Court substantially in accordance with the prayer of the 
petitioners. Your Committee therefore recommend the 
adoption of the accompanying order. All which is 
respectfully submitted.

AN ACT 
To establish the Superior Court of the County of Suffolk. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives, in General Court assembled, and by the authority 
of the same, as follows : 


Srection 1. There shall be, and hereby is, estab- 
lished, in the County of Suffolk, a Court to be called 
the Superior Court of the County of Suffolk ; and there 
shall be appointed, commissioned, and qualified, in the 
manner prescribed by the Constitution, four meet per- 
sons, learned in the law, to be Justices of the said 
Court, one of whom shall be appointed and commis- 
sioned as Chief Justice of the said Court. 

Srcr. 2. The said Court shall have, in all respects, 
the same powers which the Court of Common Pleas 
now has, when sitting in said County; and, until other- 
wise provided in the Constitution, shall appoint a 
Clerk and an Assistant Clerk of said Court, and any 
other officers that may be necessary for the transaction 
of the business thereof; and shall establish a Seal for 
the said Court, and all writs and processes issuing from 
the said Court, which by law are required to be under 
seal, shall be under the Seal, and signed by the Clerk 
or Assistant Clerk, thereof, and may run into any 
County, and shall be obeyed and respected throughout 
the Commonwealth, |

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Srcr. 8. The said Court shall have jurisdiction in all 


cases, and in the same manner, and to the same extent, 


in which the Court of Common Pleas now has juris- 
diction in said County, whether original and exclusive, 
concurrent or appellate; and they shall also have ex- 
clusive jurisdiction, in all cases in which the Court of 
Common Pleas now has concurrent jurisdiction with 
the Supreme Judicial Court, in said County, wherein 
the damages demanded or the property claimed shall 
not exceed in amount or value the sum of two thousand 
dollars; and no action in which the said Superior 
Court may have jurisdiction under this Act, shall be 
brought in the Supreme Judicial Court, in the County 
of Suffolk, except the damages therein demanded or 
the property claimed shall exceed in amount or value 
the sum of fifteen hundred. dollars, and unless the Plain- 
tiff, or some one in his behalf, shall, before service of 
the writ, make oath or affirmation, before some Justice 
of the Peace, that the matter sought to be recovered 
actually exceeds in amount or value the said sum. 

Sror. 4. In all actions which shall be pending in 
the said Superior Court, in which the damages de- 
manded or the property claimed shall exceed in amount 
or value the sum of two thousand dollars, the De- 
fendant, if he or any person in his behalf, shall, at the 
first term of the Court, unless the Defendant be out of 
the Commonwealth, and then at the term when such 
Defendant is holden by law to make his appearance, 
make oath or affirmation, before any Justice of the 
Peace, that he verily believes he has a substantial de- . 
fence, and intends to bring the cause to trial, may 
apply to have such action removed to the Supreme Ju- 
dicial Court; and upon such application the said 
Superior Court shall proceed no further in the cause,

but the same shall, with the papers therein, be imme- 
diately removed to and entered in the Supreme Judicial 
Court, at the charge of the party removing the same, 
and therein be heard and determined as if it had been 
originally commenced in that Court. 

Srecr. 5. There shall be no appeal from any judg- 
ment of the said Superior Court upon the verdict of a 
jury; but all questions of law, except such as may 
arise upon Pleas in Abatement, may be carried up to 
the Supreme Judicial Court by Bill of Exceptions or 
Writ of Error. 

Secr. 6. Any party aggrieved by any judgment of 
the said Superior Court, founded upon matter of law, 
apparent on the record, except judgment upon Pleas in 
Abatement, may appeal therefrom to the Supreme Ju- 
dicial Court, at the next term thereof for the County of 
Suffolk; and no issue of law, hereafter joined in the 
said Superior Court, shall be waived by consent of 
parties, after such appeal shall have been entered in 
the Supreme Judicial Court; but the Supreme Judicial 
Court may, for good cause, allow the parties to with 
draw or amend the pleadings: Provided, that if the 
same shall end in an issue of fact, the case shall be 
remanded to the said Superior Court, to be tried there, 
and shall take the same place in the order of business 
in said Court as if the same had not been removed. 

Secr. 7. Six terms of said Court shall be held in 
every year in the City of Boston, within and for the 
County of Suffolk, as follows; that is to say, on the 
first Tuesday of January, March, May, July, Septem- 
ber, and November; and there shall be allowed to the 
prevailing party, to be taxed in his bill of costs, the 
same term-fee now allowed in cases on the trial list in 
the Supreme Judicial Court, and all original writs, and 
writs of Scire facias, returnable into the said Superior 
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Court, shall be made returnable on the said days, in- 
stead of the return days now fixed by law for the 
Court of Common Pleas, in the County of Suffolk. 

Secr. 8. At any term of the said Superior Court, 
when the public convenience shall require it, two ses- 
sions of the said Court may be held in Boston, each 
by one of the Justices thereof; and such division may 
be made of the business of the Court, at any time, as 
may conduce to the more speedy and convenient dis- 
posal of the same. 

Sect. 9. When no Justice of the said Court shall 
be present at the time and place appointed for holding 
the same, whether at the beginning of a term or at any 
adjournment thereof, the Sheriff of the County of Suf- 
folk, or either of his Deputies, may adjourn the Court, 
from day to day or from time to time, as the circum- 
stances may require, or as may be ordered by any of 
the said Justices. 

Sect. 10. ‘Traverse Jurors shall be selected and _ re- 
quired to attend the said Superior Court, at the respec- 
tive terms thereof, in the same manner in which 
Traverse Jurors are now by law selected and required 
to attend the terms of the Court of Common Pleas in 
the County of Suffolk. 

Sect. 11. The said Superior Court shall issue all 
writs and processes that may be necessary or proper to 
carry into effect the powers granted to them; and, 
when no form for any such writ or process is prescribed 
by statute, the Court shall frame one, in conformity 
with the principles of law, and the usual course of pro- 
ceedings in the Courts of this Commonwealth. ‘They 
shall also have power, from time to time, to make 
any rules, not contrary to the law of this Common- 
wealth, regulating the practice and business of the 


-said Court. 
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Sect. 12. Original writs and writs of Scire facias, 
returnable to the said Superior Court, which are re- 
quired to be served fourteen days before the return 
day, shall be made returnable on the return day first 
occurring next after the expiration of fourteen days 
from the date of the writ, or, if they be required to be 
served thirty days before the return day, they shall be 
made returnable on the return day first occurring after 
the expiration of thirty days from the date of the writ. 
Special writs, not specified in this Section, may be 
returnable as the said Court may direct. Writs of 
execution shall be made returnable in sixty days from 
their date, as they are now returnable to all the other 
Courts. 

Sect. 13. This Act shall not affect any action, suit 
or process pending, when the Act takes effect, so far as 
relates to the previous proceedings therein, but every 
such action, suit, process or proceeding which shall 
then have been entered in the Court of Common Pleas 
for the County of Suffolk, shall forthwith be trans- 
ferred to, and have day and be heard and determined 
in the said Superior Court as fully and effectually as 
the same might have been done in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, sitting within and for the County of Suffolk, 
if this Act had not been passed; and every action, suit 
or process, which shall have then been commenced, but 
not entered, shall be entered and have day in the said 
Superior Court, on the return day of the writ or pro- 
cess, whether the same be at the commencement of a 
term of the said Superior Court or not; and the subse- 
quent proceedings, in every such action shall be accord- 
ing to the provisions of this Act. 

Sect. 14. The clerk of said Superior Court shall 
receive a stated salary, to be established by the City 
Council of Boston, in full for his services as clerk of 
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said Court, and the assistant clerk shall also receive a 
stated salary for his services, to be established in the 
same manner as that of the clerk, and their salaries are 
to be provided for in the same manner as the other 
expenses of said Court, and shall give bond and be 
sworn as is provided in chap. 88 of the Rev. Statutes. 

Srecr. 15. The Mayor and Aldermen of the City of 
Boston shall have power, and it shall be their duty, to 
provide, from time to time, for the payment, by the 
said City, of all expenses attending the sessions of the 
said Court, and the transaction of business, not herein 
specially provided for. 

Sect. 16. ‘The salaries established, and all expenses 
incurred in the administration of justice, under this 
Act, shall be paid by the said City of Boston; provided,’ 
that the Treasurer of the said City may be allowed to 
retain, out of the fees, fines, forfeitures or costs accru- 
ing, or incurred in the Court hereby established, or in 
the Police, or Justices Court of said City an amount 
sufficient to pay the salaries established by this Act, 
and all expenses incurred in the administration of jus- 
tice, under this Act, and shall account to the Common- 
wealth for the balance which shall then remain in his 
hands; and it shall be the duty of the City Council of 
the City of Boston to establish, by ordinance, the sala- 
ries of the Justices of the said Superior Court, within 
sixty days after the passing of this Act; and no salary 


# shall be reduced during the continuance in office of 


any of the said Justices, to whom such salary shall be 
payable. And it shall also be the duty of the said 
City Council, thirty days at least before this Act shall 
take effect, to provide by ordinance, for the payment, 
by the said City, of all other expenses attending the 
sessions of the said Court, or the transaction of its 
business, not herein otherwise provided for, so far as 
the same shall then have been ascertained. 
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Sect. 17. The Justices of the said Superior Court, 
shall also be, ev officio, the Justices of the Municipal 
Court of the City of Boston, and shall have all the 
powers in relation thereto that the Justices of the 
Court of Common Pleas now have; and all the duties 
now required by law to be performed by the Justices 
of the Court of Common Pleas, or by any one of them, 
in the said Municipal Court, shall be hereafter per- 
formed by the Justices of the said Superior Court, or 
by some one of them. ‘Two terms of the Municipal 
Court may be held at the same time, in Boston, by the 
Justices of the said Superior Court, witha the pub- 
lic convenience shall require it. 

Sect. 18. All acts and parts of acts, not inconsist- 
ent with the provisions of this Act, shall apply to the 
said Superior Court, so far as the same would have 
been applicable to the Court of Common Pleas, in ‘the 
County of Suffolk, if this Act had not been passed. 

Secr. 19. This Act shall be void unless it shall be 
accepted by the said City of Boston, by the concurrent 
vote of the City Council of the said City of Boston, 
within sixty days after its passage; and it shall be the 
duty of the Mayor of said City, within ten days after 
such acceptance, to certify the same to the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth. ; 

Secr. 20. This Act, if accepted by the City of Bos- 
ton, shall take effect on and after the first ‘Tuesday of 
July next; but the Governor, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Council, shall appoint the Justices 
of the said Superior Court, within sixty days after the 
passing of this Act.

For carrying one or more adult passengers from one 
place to another within the City proper, thirty cents 
each, [30c.], except between the hours of 11 o’clock 
P.M. and 5 o’clock A. M., when the rate of fare shall 
be fifty cents [50c.] each. 

For the conveyance of one or more AR passengers 
to or from East Boston or South Boston, fifty cents. 

For children between four and twelve years of age, 
one-half of the above sums; and for children under 
four years 0 of age, when accompanied by an adult, no 
charge is to be baad.

The Committee on Public Buildings respectfully rep- 
resent to the City Council, that the appropriation placed 
at their disposal at the commencement of the present 
financial year, viz: $7,500, is nearly exhausted; and 
that an addition to the same will be needed to meet the 
bills becoming due the next month, and other claims 
likely to arise before the close of the present financial 
year. 

The present deficit is caused by the expenses of 
fitting up the various Station Houses for the accommo- 
dation of the Police Officers, under the new arrange- 
ment of that branch of the public service. The amount 
expended for this object has been over $3,200. As 
these expenditures were not anticipated when the 
original appropriation was made, they were not pro- 
vided for. 

In the opinion of this Committee, an addition, of 
about $3,000 will be required to carry us through this 
financial year, which closes with the 30th of April next.

An Ordinance, Providing for the Establishment of a Board 
of Commissioners, for the erection of a building for the Public

Be it ordained, By the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. There shall be chosen by concurrent vote of 
2 the City Council, in the month of March of each year, two 
38 members of the Board of Aldermen, and three members of 
4 the Common Council, who shall hold their offices one year, or 
5 until others are chosen in their stead; and who, together 
6 with Robert C. Winthrop, Samuel G. Ward, George Ticknor 
7 and Nathaniel B. Shurtleff, shall constitute a Board of Com- 
8 missioners for the erection of a building for the reception of 
9 the Public Library. The four persons last named, may ~ 

10 hold their offices until the completion of said Building. 


Sxction 2. The said Commissioners shall select a proper 
2 design for said building, and shall cause full working draw- 
3 ings and specifications of its several parts to be made, by 
4 which to construct the same. They shall make contracts for 
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all materials and labor that may be required to erect and 
complete said building, including drainage, warming and 
ventilating apparatus, furniture and such other conveniences 
as they may deem necessary. All contracts made by said 
Commissioners in pursuance of authority, hereby vested in 
them, shall be binding upon the City: Provided, that at no 
time shall the aggregate amount of all contracts entered 
into, and moneys expended by said Commissioners, exceed 
the amount previously appropriated by the City Council for 
the erection of said Building. 


SroTion 3. The design, drawings and specifications before 
named, shall be fully completed, and the cost of the proposed 
Building ascertained in the manner provided in the 5th and 
6th Sections of an Ordinance of the City Council relating to 
Public Buildings, passed July 1st, 1850; and the estimated 
cost, thus ascertained, shall be laid before the City Council 
before any contract shall be made for any part of said build- 
ing, and before any appropriation shall be made to defray the 
expense of its erection. 


Section 4. The said Commissioners shall meet at stated 
periods, and cause a record of their proceedings to be kept, 
and for this purpose the Librarian of the Public Library 
shall act as their clerk ; and they shall make a report of their 
doings to the City Council, once in six months, and oftener, 
if thereto required by a vote of the City Council. 


Section 5. The Superintendent of Public Buildings, under 
the direction of the Board of Commissioners, shall superin- 
tend the erection of said building, and perform such other 
services in relation thereto as may be required by virtue of 
his office. 

Section 6. If at any time, a vacancy shall exist in the 
Board of Commissioners, from any cause whatsoever, the same

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
In the Year One thousand Eight hundred and Fifty-five. 


AN ACT 
7b establish the Superior Court of the County of Suffolk. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : 


SeoT1ioN 1. There shall be, and hereby is, established, in the 
County of Suffolk, a Court to be called the Superior Court of 
the County of Suffolk: and there shall be appointed, commis- 
sioned and qualified, in the manner prescribed by the Constitu- 
tion, four meet persons, learned in the law, to be Justices of the 
said Courts, one of whom shall be appointed and commissioned 
as Chief Justice of the said Court. All of said Justices shall, 
at the time of their appointment be, and shall thereafter while 
in office continue to be, residents of said County of Suffolk. 

Srct. 2. The said Court shall have, in all respects, the same 
powers which the Court of Common Pleas now has, when sitting 
in said County; and, until otherwise provided in the Constitu- 
tion, shall appoint a Clerk and an Assistant Clerk of said Court, 
and any other officers that may be necessary for the transaction 
of the business thereof; and shall establish a Seal for the said 
Court, and all writs and processes issuing from the said Court, 
which by law are required to be under seal, shall be under the 
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Seal, and signed by the Clerk or Assistant Clerk, thereof, and 
may run into any County, and shall be obeyed and respected 
throughout the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 3. The said Court shall have jurisdiction in all cases, 
and in the same manner, and to the same extent, in which the 
Court of Common Pleas now has jurisdiction in said County, 
whether original and exclusive, concurrent or appellate; and 
they shall also have exclusive jurisdiction, in all cases in which 
the Court of Common Pleas now has concurrent jurisdiction with 
_ the Supreme Judicial Court, in said County, wherein the dam- 
ages demanded or the property claimed shall not exceed in 
amount or value the sum of fifteen hundred dollars; and no 
action in which the said Superior Court may have jurisdiction 
under this Act, shall be brought in the Supreme Judicial Court, 
in the County of Suffolk, except the damages therein demanded 
or the property claimed shall exceed in amount or value the sum 
of fifteen hundred dollars, and unless the Plaintiff, or some one 
in his behalf, shall, before service of the writ, make oath or 
affirmation, before some Justice of the Peace, that the matter 
sought to be recovered actually exceeds in amount or value the 
said sum. 

Seor. 4. In all actions which shall be pending in the said 
Superior Court, in which the damages demanded or the property 
claimed shall exceed in amount or value the sum of fifteen hun- 
dred dollars, the Defendant, if he or any person in his behalf, 
shall, at the first term of the Court, unless the Defendant be 
out of the Commonwealth, and’ then at the term when such 
Defendant is holden by law to make his appearance, make oath 
or affirmation, before any Justice of the Peace, that he verily 
believes he has a substantial defence, and intends to bring the 
cause to trial, may apply to have such action removed to the 
Supreme Judicial Court; and upon such application the said 
Superior Court shall proceed no further in the cause, but the 
same shall, with the papers therein, be immediately removed 
to and entered in the Supreme Judicial Court, at the charge of 
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the party removing the same, and therein be heard and deter- 
mined as if it had been originally commenced in that Court. 
Sect. 5. There shall be no appeal from any judgment of 
the said Superior Court upon the verdict of a jury; but all — 
questions of law, except such as may arise upon Pleas in Abate- 
ment, may be carried up to the Supreme Judicial Court by Bill 


of Exceptions or Writ of Error. 


Snot. 6. Any party aggrieved by any judgment of the said 
Superior Court, founded upon matter of law, apparent on the 
record, except judgment upon Pleas in Abatement, may appeal 
therefrom to the Supreme Judicial Court, at the next term 
thereof for the County of Suffolk; and no issue of law, here- 
after joined in the said Superior Court, shall be waived by con- 
sent of parties, after such appeal shall have been entered in the 
Supreme Judicial Court ; but the Supreme Judicial Court may, 
for good cause, allow the parties to withdraw or amend the plead- 
ings, or make such other depositions as may to right and justice 
appertain ; Provided, that if the same shall end in an issue of 
fact, the case shall be remanded to the said Superior Court, to 
be tried there, and shall take the same place in the order of 
business in said Court as if the same had not been removed. 

Sect. 7. Six terms of said Court shall be held in every year 
in the City of Boston, within and for the County of Suffolk, as 
follows ; that is to say, on the first Tuesday of January, March, 
May, July, September and November; and there shall be allow- 
ed to the prevailing party, to be taxed in his bill of costs, the 
same term-fee now allowed in cases on the trial list in the 
Supreme Judicial Court, and all original writs, and writs of 
Scire facias, returnable into said Superior Court, shall be made 
returnable on the said days, instead of the return days now fixed 
by law for the Court of Common Pleas, in the County of Suffolk. 

Sxor. 8. At any term of the said Superior Court, when the 


public convenience shall require it, two sessions of the said Court 


may be held in Boston, each by one of the Justices thereof ; and 
such division may be made of the business of the Court, at any 
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time, as may conduce to the more speedy and convenient disposal 
of the same. 

Sect. 9. When no Justice of the said Court shall be present 
at the time and place appointed for holding the same, whether 
at the beginning of a term or at any adjournment thereof, the 
Sheriff of the County of Suffolk, or either of his Deputies, may 
adjourn the Court, from day to day or from time to time, as the 
circumstances may require, or as may be ordered by any of the 
said Justices. 

Sror. 10. Traverse Jurors shall be selected and required to 
attend the said Superior Court, at the respective terms thereof, 
in the same manner in which Traverse Jurors are now by law 
selected and required to attend the terms of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas in the County of Suffolk. : 

Srot. 11. The said Superior Court shall issue all writs and 
processes that may be necessary or proper to carry into effect the 
powers granted to them; and, when no form for any such writ 
or process is prescribed by statute, the Court shall frame one, in 
conformity with the principles of law, and the usual course of 
proceedings in the Courts of this Commonwealth. They shall 
also have power, from time to time, to make any rules, not con- 
trary to the law of this Commonwealth, regulating the practice 
and business of the said Court. 

Sror. 12. Original writs and writs of Sctre facias, return- 
able to the said Superior Court, which are required to be served 
fourteen days before the return day, shall be made returnable 
on the return day first occurring next after the expiration of 
fourteen days from the date of the writ, or, if they be required 
to be served thirty days before the return day, they shall be 
made returnable on the return day first occurring after the ex- 
piration of thirty days from the date of the writ. Special writs, 
not specified in this Section, may be returnable as the said Court 
may direct. Writs of execution shall be made returnable in 
sixty days from their date, as they are now returnable to all the 
other Courts. 
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Sect. 13. This Act shall not affect any action, suit or process 
pending, when the Act takes effect, so far as relates to the pre- 
vious proceedings therein, but every such action, suit, process or 
proceeding which shall then have been entered in the Court of 
Common Pleas for the County of Suffolk, shall forthwith be 
transferred to, and have day and be heard and determined in 
the said Superior Court as fully and effectually as the same 
might have been done in the Court of Common Pleas, sitting 
within and for the County of Suffolk, if this Act had not been 
passed ; and every action, suit or process, which shall have then 
been commenced, but not entered, shall be entered and have day 
in the said Superior Court, on the return day of the writ or 
process, whether the same be at the commencement of a term 
of the said Superior Court or not; and the subsequent proceed- 
ings, in every such action shall be according to the provisions of 
this Act. 

Sror. 14. The Clerk of the said Superior Court ey be 
entitled to and receive for his services, the same fees that are 
now allowed by law to the Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas 
for similar services, in the County of Suffolk, and the assistant 
clerk shall receive for his services a reasonable sum, each year, 
to be retained and paid to him by the clerk of the said Superior 
Court, out of the fees received by him under this Act, over and 
above what he is entitled to retain for his own services, if there 
shall be sufficient remaining, if not, then to be provided for in 
the same manner as the other expenses of said Superior Court 
are, under this act to be provided for. 

Sucr. 15. The City Council of the City of Boston shall ee 
power, and it shall be their duty, to provide, from time to time, 
for the payment, by the said City, of all expenses attending the 
sessions of the said Court, and the transaction of business, not 
herein specially provided for. 

Sect. 16. The Justices of the said Superior Court, shall also 
be, ex officio, the Justices of the Municipal Court of the City of 
Boston, and shall have all the powers in relation thereto that the

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Justices of the Court of Common Pleas now have; and all the 
duties now required by law to be performed by the Justices of 
the Court of Common Pleas, or by any one of them, in the said 
Municipal Court, shall be hereafter performed by the Justices of 
the said Superior Court, or by some one of them. Two terms 
of the Municipal Court may be held at the same time, in Boston, 
by the Justices of the said Superior Court, whenever the public 
convenience shall require it. 

Sect 17. The salaries established, and all expenses incurred 
in the administration of justice, under this Act, shall be paid by 
the said City of Boston, and all fees, fines, forfeitures or costs 
occurring or incurred, or which may hereafter accrue in the Court 
hereby established, or in said Municipal Court, or in the 
Police or Justices Court in said City of Boston, shall be paid 
to the City Treasurer for the use of said City of Boston. 

Secor. 18. All acts and parts of acts, not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act, shall apply to the said Superior Court, 
so far as the same would have been applicable to the Court of 
Common Pleas, in the County of Suffolk, if this Act had not 
been passed. 

Sect. 19. This Act shall be void unless it shall be accepted 
by the legal voters of said City of Boston, of Chelsea, North 
Chelsea, and within six months after its passage; and it shall 
be the duty of the Mayor of said City, within ten days after 
such acceptance, to certify the same to the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth. 

Sect. 20. This Act, if accepted as aforesaid, shall take effect 
on and after the first Tuesday of January next; but the 
Governor, by and with the advice and consent of the Council, 
shall appoint the Justices of the said Superior Court, within 
thirty days after the acceptance of this Act.

The Joint Special Committee who have had under considera- 
tion the Auditor’s Estimates of the amounts necessary to be 
raised for the service of the ensuing financial year, and the 
ways and means of meeting the same, beg leave respectfully to 
submit the following statement and the accompanying orders 
for carrying out their suggestions. 

In view of the present depressed state of business generally, 
and the great complaint of the excessive tax of last year, your 
Committee have endeavored to place the Appropriations at the 
lowest possible point to which the wants of the City could be 
reduced; and to tax the citizens for only such expenditures as 
may be considered as coming within the range of actual current 
expenses. With this view, they recommend a deduction from the ~ 
Auditor’s Estimates of the following items, viz. :— 


From Engine Houses, - - - - $1,500 
Public Library, - - - - 2,000 

Paving, Grading and Repairs of Streets, 50,000 
Widening Streets, - Sie ei 71". 50,000 
Unliquidated Claims for same, - 10,000 

Making a total reduction from the Auditor’s 

Estimates of - - - - $118,500

The three last items of reduction will, in the opinion of this 
Committee, leave their respective appropriations sufficiently 
large to cover all the expenditures necessarily required to meet 
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what may be fairly considered as coming within the scope of the 
current expenditures on those accounts. If anything more 
should be required, your Committee think such excess will come 
under the head of improvements of a prospective benefit, which 
might be undertaken the present year, or be deferred to some 
more convenient period ; at any rate, as no money would be 
found in this Appropriation Bill applicable to such improvements, 
they could only be undertaken by express authority, obtained at 
the time, from the City Council; and that time, it seems to your 
Committee, would be the most appropriate to provide for them. 

As there will probably be found in this year’s valuation by 
the Assessors, no increase of Taxable property, either Real or 
Personal, and as there are in the Appropriation Bill now recom- 
mended some items which your Committee consider legitimate 
subjects of a loan, they would respectfully suggest that the sum 
of $150,000 be borrowed towards meeting these expenditures, 
thereby relieving the citizens this year from an assessment to 
that amount. 

Should these views be adopted by the City Council, the ac- 
eount would stand as follows, viz. :—

Srr,—I have the honor to communicate the first Report of the 
Commissioners on the erection of a Building for the Public Li- 
brary, as adopted at their last meeting on the 6th inst., and 
now prepared for transmission to the City Council.

To the Honorable the City Council: — 


By the third section of the Ordinance of November 27th, 
1854, — “ providing for the establishment of a Board of Com- 
missioners on the erection of a Building for the Public Library 
of the City of Boston,” — the Board are required “ to make re- 
port of their doings to the City Council once in three months, 
and oftener if thereto required by a vote of the City Council.” 

The term of three months having now nearly expired since 

the election of the Board, the undersigned have the honor to 
submit their first Quarterly Report. 
‘ The Commissioners have held stated meetings on every alter- 
nate Wednesday since their organization on the 20th of Decem- 
ber last. Special meetings have also been frequently held during 
the intervening weeks. Of all these mectings a full record has 
been kept by the Librarian of the Public Library, acting as 
Clerk of the Board, agreeably to the provisions of the Ordinance, 
and the Book containing these Records is at all times ready to be 
submitted to the inspection of the City Council, and has been 
prepared with a view to being ultimately deposited in the Archives 
of the City. 

Under these circumstances, the undersigned would hardly feel 
justified in entering into any minute details of their proceedings, 
more particularly as these proceedings have thus far been mere- 
ly preliminary in their character, neither contracts nor designs 
haying yet been considered. 

The following particulars are believed to embrace everything 
of substance or of interest which has been done or resolved upon. 

I. On the third of January last, the Board received from the 
City Council a Joint Resolution, authorizing them “to locate the 
Building upon the lot situated upon Boylston Street which has been 
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purchased for that purpose, if, in their opinion, it be deemed expe- 
dient.”? After much consideration and consultation, the Board saw 
no reason for dissenting from the views thus expressed by the City 
Council, and they thereupon came to a Resolution “ that in their 
opinion the lot of ground on Boylston Street, purchased as a site 
for the Public Library Building, is a suitable place for the location 
of said Building, and that measures be taken to procure plans 
accordingly.” 

II. On the 26th of January last, the Board issued a public 
Notice of their readiness to receive Designs, accompanied by a 
carefully considered statement of the requirements of the Build- 
ing, and by what it was hoped might prove a sufficient encourage- 
ment to secure a competition among the best Architects of our 
City. A copy of this Notice with the requirements of the Build- 
ing is annexed to this Report. It will be perceived that the de- 
signs are to be presented on or before the 15th of the present 
month. None have as yet been received, and none will be con- 
sidered until after the 15th instant, even should any be presented 
at an earlier day. It has been the design of the Commissioners 
to afford the fairest opportunity to Boston Architects for present- 
ing the best results of their ingenuity and skill, and in the 
meantime to abstain from maturing any opinions of their own 
which might interfere with the most impartial consideration of 
whatever should be proposed. 

Ill. The Commissioners at their second meeting, on the 
27th of December last, unanimously entered upon their Records 
the following Resolution : — 

‘“'T’o avoid all misconception and misconstruction, it is hereby 
declared as the explicit understanding of this Board that no pe- 
cuniary compensation or allowance in any form is to be received 
by any of its members for any service he may render as such.” 

The City Council are already aware that a vacancy exists in 
the Board, owing to the original appointment haying been de- 
clined by Henry N. Hooper, Esq. 

In conclusion, the undersigned cannot omit to say, as the re- 
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sult of their personal experience and observation, while attending 
the stated meetings of the Board, at the rooms now used for the 
Public Library, that they have a deep sense of the importance 
of proceeding with the work entrusted to them, as promptly and 
as rapidly as may consist with safety and success. The present 
accommodations are obviously insufficient for the daily increasing 
number of those who frequent the Library, and it seems due to 
our fellow citizens at large, as well as to the generous benefac- 
tors of the Institution at home and abroad, that no further time 
should be lost in making adequate and permanent provision at 
once, for the security of the Books, and the convenience of those 
who use them. 

A simple but substantial structure, ample in its dimensions, 
just in its proportions, absolutely fire-proof, and depending for 
its effect rather upon its adaptation to the use for which it is de- 
signed, than upon any ornamental architecture or costly mate- 
rials, — is what is aimed at by the Commissioners, — and they 
hope and believe that such a Building may be erected without 
any undue expense or any unreasonable delay. The undersigned 
can only assure the City Council that nothing shall be wanting 
on their part, while they are connected with the Board, to ensure 
the accomplishment of so desirable a result.

PUBLIC LIBRA 


THE Commissioners on the erection of a Building for the Public 
Library will consider any Designs that may be submitted to 
them by Boston Architects on or before the fifteenth day of 
March next. 

If a satisfactory Design is received and adopted, the Com- 
missioners will employ the architect offering it, at a fixed com- 
pensation, not exceeding three thousand dollars, to furnish 
working plans and specifications, and to superintend the erection 
of the Building, in pursuance of such contracts as they may 
make; or, if they do not so employ him, they will pay him the 
sum of one thousand dollars for his Design, with working plans 
and specifications. 

The Commissioners reserve the right to purchase any other 
of the Designs offered, at a price not exceeding two hundred 
dollars; and all the Designs that may become their property 
will be bound, and placed at the disposal of the Trustees for 
preservation in the Library. 

The Designs should comprise plans of each floor, elevations, 
and sections, with such descriptions and details as may be need- 
ful to a proper understanding of the whole; and, for the sake 
of uniformity, they should all be drawn in sepia, to a scale of 
one-eighth of an inch to a foot. 
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Each design is to be accompanied with the name of the archi- 
tect offering it, and with an estimate from him of the cost of 
the building he proposes. | 

A plan of the land, with the requirements of the building, 
_ may be obtained in a printed form on application to the Clerk 
of the Commissioners, at the Public Library in Mason Street; 
and, if further information is needed, the Commissioners are to 
be addressed on the subject only in writing. ;

REQUIREMENTS. 


The general requirements are, — 

1. That the Building be completely and absolutely fire-proof. 

2. That thorough provision be made to guard against damp- 
ness from any cause, and all other influences injurious to books. 

3. That every part of the Building be well lighted. 

4. That the best mode of heating and ventilating be provided 
for, haying in view the health and comfort of persons frequent- 
ing the Library, as well as the preservation of books and other 
property. 

5. That proper provision be made for the introduction and use 
of gas by stationary fixtures, and also for the introduction of 
water wherever it may be needed. 

_ 6. That such general arrangements be made as will best en- 
sure centralization, so that the Librarian and his assistants can 
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be readily informed of all comers and goers, and that the care 
of the Library may be entrusted to as few officers as possible. 


The special requirements are, — 

1. A Library Hall, capable of containing, at least, two hun- 
dred thousand volumes. The alcoves, or other divisions of this 
Hall, are to be easily accessible from each other. All the di- 
visions and shelves are to be so contrived as to follow strictly the 
decimal system; that is, each of its principal and lesser divisions 
is to be in series of tens. The shelves are to be fixed, and not 
moveable. There must be sufficient space in the centre of the 
Hall for tables to accommodate readers; and the aleoves.are to 
admit of being protected by wire fences or otherwise from the 
access of strangers. 

2. A general Reading-Room, with ample accommodations for 
at least one hundred and fifty readers at tables. 

3. A special Reading-Room, with seats for at least fifty per- 
sons, which may be used as a separate reading-room for females. 

4. A room for the delivery of books to borrowers, which may 
be used as a Conversation-Room, with accommodations sufficient 
for at least two hundred persons. 

5. A Library-Room, connected with the foregoing, in which 
not less than twenty thousand volumes, of the books most con- 
stantly demanded for circulation, may be arranged on the decimal 
system. 

6. A Trustees’ Room, or Committee Room, of moderate pro- 
portions. 

7. A Librarian’s Room. 

8. Ample and convenient places for fuel. 

9. Arrangements for the accommodation of a janitor or watch- 
man. 

10, 11, 12. Three rooms for packing and unpacking, storme 
boxes, and other purposes. 

13. A room for the preservation of newspapers. 

14. A room for unbound pamphlets. 

15. Water-closets and other conveniences. 
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The Commissioners desire, that, while the essential conditions 
are thus suggested, architects should be left as free as possible 
in regard to the Design and its details. They suppose that, al- 
most necessarily, No. 1 of the special requirements will occupy 
the greater part, if not the whole, of the principal story; that 
Nos. 2, 3,4, 5, 6, and perhaps 7, with the staircase and vestibule. 
will occupy the basement, which should be lofty; and that Nos, 
8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, and 14, and perhaps 15, with the heating 
apparatus, will occupy the cellar. Some arrangement, however, 
may be suggested by the architects by which the objects aimed 
at by the Commissioners may be more perfectly accomplished. 
Their great purpose in the construction of the building is to ob- 
tain the most complete centralization and unity, and the best 
practical accommodation for all persons who may use the Library. 

They propose that the front of the Building be of brick, with 
stone dressings; not excluding, however, the use of iron where 
needed. 

They desire that the style of architecture should be simple, 
symmetrical, and appropriate ; that it should have strict refer- 
ence to the internal arrangement and essential objects of the 
Building; and particularly that economy should be studied so 
far as is consistent with good workmanship and the employment 
of durable and suitable materials.

The undersigned, from the Committee to whom was referred 
“all papers concerning a new School House at Hast Boston,” 
have had that subject under consideration, and beg leave to sub- 
mit the following 


REE-O RT. 


The Committee found on examination of all the papers, that 
they not only related to a new School House at Hast Boston, but 
that they involved the erection of an Engine House on the play 
ground of a Primary School House,—also the purchase of a new 
lot of land for the erection of a Grammar School and an Engine 
House. The order does not contemplate, nor direct your Com- 
mittee to investigate or report their doings, — but believing 
that it was the intention of the mover that they should do so. 
The Committee commenced their investigations by visiting the 
» several locations. On the ‘Crowley Lot,” they found that a School 
House had been commenced, and attained the required height 
for the first floor. Also that the walls were in a bad condition, 
caused by the action of the frost, and that it would be necessary 
before the work could proceed with interest to the city to have 
some parts of them torn down. Nearly opposite to said lot, on 
the Primary School House lot, they found that an Engine House 
had been contemplated by the passage of an Appropriation of 
Twenty-five hundred Dollars. Also by advertising for propo- 
sals and receiving three several bids; the lowest of which was 
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One thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven Dollars; but no 
contracts signed. They then examined a lot of land at the 
Northeasterly angle of Sumner and Lamson Streets, known as 
lots Nos. thirteen and part of twelve, containing about Hourteen 
Thousand feet, which can be bought for Hight thousand nine hun- 
dred Dollars, and so situated, that the Grammar School and 
Engine House can be built thereon, leaving ample play ground 
for the scholars; also the advantage over the Crowley lot, by 
erecting the Privies twenty feet farther off from the School 
House, and connecting their ventilation within the walls of the 
Engine House, and so constructed as to shelter the scholars from 
rain and snow in stormy weather. 

It appears by the Records, that the Crowley Lot contains 


12,500 feet, and cost - - - - $9,375.00 
Contracts signed for Masonry on said lot, - - $26,582.92 
Contracts signed for Carpentry, = - - - 11,960.00 
The lowest, and only bid for Painting and Glazing 

(not accepted,) - - - - - 2,295.00 


The contractor for the Masonry informs the Com- 
mittee that he made an error of $4,200.00 in 
casting the contents of the brick work. For the 
City Council to pay contractors for any, or all 
mistakes that they may make in estimating on 
plans for Public Buildings would not be in accord- 
ance with custom. But as the contractor in this 
case is one of those ducky individuals, who unques- 
tionably can bring a claim against the City equal 
to the amount of his error, the Committee have 
taken that amount into the account, - - 4,200.00 

The contractor establishes his claim, by an error, 
made by one of the City officers, in giving the 
wrong grade, whereby the plans had to be altered 
after the contracts had been signed, thereby ab- 
solving him from all liability on his part to 
fulfil the specifications in said contract. Also, 
several weeks of delay on account of said error 
and alterations, subjecting him to great loss, mak- 
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ing the cost of the Crowley lot, and Grammar 
School House, if built on said lot, 
Add cost of Engine House (lowest bid,) — - - 
Add Primary School House and Lot where it was 
proposed to build the Engine House, - - 
Making an expenditure in carrying out the several 
erections, - - - - - 
The lot of land at the northeasterly angle of Sum- 
ner and Lamson Street, being lot No. 13 and part 
of 12, containing 14,000 square feet, can be pur- 
chased for - - - - - 
The contractor for Masonry, will, if desired, remove 
all materials from Crowley lot, furnish all mate- 
rials and Mason work for Grammar School and 
Engine Houses on lot 138 & 12, relinquish all 
claim for alteration of plans after contracts had 
been signed, together with error in estimate, for 
the sum of - - - - - 
The contractor for carpentry will perform his con- 
tract if removed to lot 13 and 12, (Providing the 
City will dispense with those Huge Toad Stool 
ventilators, and the wood-work connected with 
them,) for - - - - - 
including the Painting and Glazing for both 
School, and Engine Houses, making a saving in 
his first contract of One thousand Dollars. And 
the lowest bid for Painting of $2,295.00, making 
an actual saving in his bill of $3,295.00; by the 
addition of $300, he will finish two more rooms for 
Primary Schools in said building, making four in 
all; the new lot of land, School House and En- 
gine House, including 1500 feet more land than 


on the Crowley lot, will amount to - 
a difference in cost by the change, of Ten thous- 
and six hundred and eighty-one Dollars and 
Ninety-two Cents.

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The Committee will not say that the Architect, the Builder, 
the dealer in huge blocks of Granite, nor the learned Gentleman 
who invented those ventilators, will not complain, should the 
City economize in the construction of all buildings that are 
liable to be torn down to make room for business purposes. 

It is proper to state that the proposed change of lots carries 
with it achange of plans. The Superintendent of Public Schools 
recommends both land and plans as preferable to the old; and 
in the opinion of the Committee, it would be a change for the 
benefit of three classes — First, the Scholars; Second, the Teach- 
ers; Third, the Tax Payers of Boston. It also proposes to do 
away with the old stereotype plans, whereby the tax payers have 
had to pay thousands of dollars for the Huge Blocks of hammered 
granite, that in many instances are hid from view, only for a few 
years, and then by the freak of some School Committee, they 
are torn down to make room, as they say, for the march of busi- 
ness. A majority of the citizens of Boston are of the opinion 
that the time has arrived that a system of thrifty management 
of its finances should take place. Fifteen or twenty years ago, 
we could hear the Rich men complain of the high rate of taxa- 
tion; that complaint is hushed. They have invented a plan to 
protect their “ Almighty Dollar,’—if their wealth is in stocks, 
they will drive a bargain with some Selectmen of the “rural 
districts,” or take up their abode in the State of Rhode Island. 

It appears to your Committee that the subject of the purchase 
of the land, and the signing of the contracts for the erection of 
a Grammar School House at East Boston, has caused much 
feeling. 

Not only among the Committee who had that matter in charge, 
but the znhabitants in its immediate vicinity have not manifested 
a brotherly feeling one to another in regard to its location. But 
that is a subject that your Committee do not wish to meddle 
with,—leaving each one to settle their own private differences 
unconnected with the public interest. 
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In the erection of all Public Buildings, it is not to be supposed 
that every citizen in the immediate vicinity of its location will 
be satisfied with the action of the City Government. And what- 
ever the Government, its Committee, or any private individual 
may do, it has not in any instance given entire satisfaction to all 
parties interested. So far as your Committee have had experi- 
ence in public or private life, they have found that there is but 
one course to pursue, to approach perfection and secure the ap- 
probation of all honest men, and that is, to regard their oath of 
office strictly within its obligations; performing every act with- 
out dictation or coercion from any man, or body of men whatever. 
Your Committee have endeavored to give all parties opposed, and 
those in favor of its removal, an impartial hearing. And after a 
thorough investigation of the subject, the peculiar predicament 
of the contracts, the liability of the contractor in consequence of 
altering the grade and plans after contracts had been signed by 
both parties, and a prospective saving to the City’s finances in the 
future erection of its Public Buildings, your Committee recom- 
mend the adoption of the following order.

The undersigned, members of the Joint Special Committee, to 
whom was referred “the papers relating to the erection of a 
Grammar School House at East Boston,” respectfully submit the 
following 7 


REPORT. 


Upon examining the papers placed in their hands, the Com- 
mittee find that they not only relate to the erection of a Gram- 
mar School House upon the Crawley Lot, so called, but, also, to 
the erection of an Engine House on a lot of land appurtenant 
to the Primary School House fronting on Sumner Street near 
Belmont Square, —to the purchase of two new lots of land on the 
easterly angle of Sumner and Lamson Streets, — to the erec- 
tion thereon of a Grammar School House, and an Engine House. 

Before giving any expression of opinion as to the relative mer- 
its of the several propositions, we submit the following facts that 
have been adduced by a careful examination and inquiry into 
the matter under consideration. 

On the 9th of May, 1854, the Committee on Public Buildings 
received from the City Council an order directing them “to 
purchase a suitable lot of land in the first Section at East Bos- 
ton, and erect thereon a building adapted to the accommodation 
of not less than seven hundred pupils, at a cost of not exceeding 
Forty-five thousand Dollars, to be charged to the Appropriation 
for Grammar Schools.” In compliance with this order, the 
Committee purchased a lot of land situated on the westerly an- 
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gle of Sumner Street and Belmont Square, containing 12,500 
square feet. Plans and estimates were prepared, and proposals 
advertised for. On the 31st of August the proposals were 
opened, and the propositions of Gideon Currier, for masonry, 
and Edwin Bailey, for carpentry, were accepted by the Committee. 
The contracts were signed in due form, Sept. 5, 1854. The ma- 
jority of the Committee approved of the selection of the lot, 
and the plans, estimates and contracts; indeed, it is asserted 
that the Committee were unanimous in the opinion that the plans 
were the best extant. 

Subsequently the building has been commenced and erected 
to the requisite height for the first floor, which has been laid, 
and the masonry upon the privies, drains, &c. has been com- 
pleted. The further progress of the structure, however, is now 
suspended, but the Committee were unable to learn for what 
cause, — the City Council having taken no concurrent action to 
that effect. 

The plans, and style of architecture, adopted for the construc- 
tion of this School House are similar to the Bigelow School 
House, — the building fronts to the southeast, and directly upon 
Belmont Square; the privies are located on the northwesterly 
side, and are erected upon a line eighteen feet and ten inches 
distant from the School House. 

The completion of this estate will involve the following ex- 


penditures.

The Committee on Public Buildings have also received an or- 
der from the City Council directing them to erect an Engine 
House in Kast Boston, at a cost not exceeding Twenty-five hun- 
dred Dollars, and it has been contemplated to build the House 
on a lot of land, belonging to the City, appurtenant to the 
Primary School House, nearly opposite the house partially erec- 
ted, and now used for a play-ground for the Primary School. 
Plans and specifications have been prepared, and proposals adver- 
tised for, but no contract has been made. The lowest proposal 
being $1,927.00. 

On the other hand, it having been ascertained that the estimate 
for completing the present building, together with the cost of 
the land, will exceed the appropriation, it has been proposed by 
the Chairman of the Committee on Public Buildings, to pur- 
chase two other lots of land, — being lots No. 13 and a part of 
12, situated upon the easterly angle of Sumner and Lamson 
Streets, containing, together, about fourteen thousand square 
feet, — upon which to erect a Grammar School House and an 
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Engine House; and an order to that effect passed the upper 
branch of the City Council, Dee. 14, 1854. 

Plans for the proposed buildings have been presented by Messrs. 
Washburn and Brown, providing for the erection of a School 
House, differing from the present one in the following particu- 
lars: the wings for the staircases are dispensed with, the build- 
ing being of sufficient length to admit the staircases within the 
interior ;—a cheaper and plainer style of architecture is adopted ;— 
the walls are composed of twelve niches of brick instead of six- 
teen and twenty, as in the present;—a single entrance, to the 
upper part of the building, nearly on a level with Sumner Street ; 
fronts to the southwest and upon Sumner Street ;— the privies 
are to the southeast, and on a line about thirty-four feet dis- 
tant from the School House. An Engine House is also provided 
for, to be erected over the privies, and to front on Sumner Street, 
projecting forward of the front line of the School House eighteen 
feet. 

No reliable specifications for constructing these buildings have 
been made, and no authenticated proposals have been presented. 
It, has been estimated, however, by the architects and by the 
present contractors, that the present partially erected house may 
be. demolished, the material removed to the proposed new lots, 
and the masonry, carpentry, painting and glazing for the: pro- 
jected buildings completed,—including the loss resulting from the

The undersigned are of the opinion that it is an objectionable 
policy that directs the construction of Engine Houses in such 
close proximity to Primary or Grammar School Houses as is pro- 
posed in either of the plans presented, especially in a part of the 
City that will probably never be required for business purposes, 
and of which the residents are so desirous of improving and or- 
namenting to the mutual advantage of the whole community in 
that vicinity. For in this contiguity of School and Engine Houses 
would necessarily arise great danger from the simultaneous 
sounding of the fire alarm with the opening, intermission, or 
dismissal of the schools, as well as increased inducement and new 


‘ 
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temptations be presented to the youth of our schools to acquire 
the demoralizing, and oft times fatal habit, of running with the 
‘‘machine.” We, therefore, recommend the purchase of a lot of 
land, at least two hundred feet distant from any School House 
upon which to erect an Engine House. 

This will probably require the following expenditure:

It has been urged in favor of the proposed change of location, 
that the projected House upon the new lot affords ample space 
for two Primary School Rooms in its basement, mostly below the 
level of Sumner Street. We have, however, been unable to dis- 
cover the peculiar force of this argument, inasmuch as the same 
may be said of the House partially erected. In either plan the 
basement is mostly below the level of the street, or square,in 4 
front, but are entirely above the level of the street upon the 
side, at the point from which entrance to the basement may be 
effected. And, further, no reasons have been assigned for the 
proposed removal of the Primary School from its present location— 
excepting the single one that the Primary School estate on Sum- 
ner Street may then be sold, and the sum of four thousand dollars 
realized by the city from its sale— and, believing that the wel- 
fare of our Primary Schools demand a more liberal policy, we 
are unwilling for so trifling a purpose to recommend the crowd- 
ing of them into the half underground basements of buildings 
that may already contain seven hundred or more pupils. 

It has also been urged in favor of the proposed new building 
that it possessed superior advantages for air, light, location, &c., 
to the one now partially erected. We think that the facts of 
the case do not sustain this argument; on the contrary, as the 
partially erected building fronts upon a spacious and plessa" 
square, and the projected buildings do not, the advantag ia.

If the Engine House is not connected with the removal, then 
the saving will amount to about $3,200, and this saving is based 
upon the presumption that the lot which has been purchased will 
sell at the same price the City gave for it.

If the 
City does not allow him the $4,200.00 (to which sum he probably 
has a just claim) then the saving by the removal will not, in my 
opinion, exceed $586.00.

An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance, providing for the 
establishment of a Board of Commissioners on the erection 
of a Building for the Public Library of the City of Boston. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


bo 
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Section 1. There shall be chosen by the concurrent vote 
of the City Council, during the month of April or May of 
the present year, and in the month of January hereafter, 
until the Public Library Building shall be completed, three 
persons from the City Council,—one from the Board of Al- 
dermen, and two from the Common Council,—who shall hold 
their office for the then municipal year, and till others are 
elected in their stead, and who shall, with the following 
Commissioners now elected, viz., Robert C. Winthrop, Samuel 
G. Ward, George Ticknor and Nathaniel B. Shurtleff, consti 
tute a Board of Commissioners for the erection of the Public 
Library Building of the City of Boston. The four persons 
last named shall hold their office until the completion of said 
edifice. 

Szor. 2. The said Commissioners shall procure the erec- 
tion of a suitable building for the. Public Library. They 
shall select a proper plan and design for the construction of 
the said edifice, [shall cause full working drawings and 
specifications of its several parts to be made ;] shall make 
contracts for all the labor and materials requisite therefor ; 
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shall superintend the building thereof until its completion ; 
and shall have the sole charge, care and responsibility of the 
building, warming, lighting, ventilating, draining, and fur- 
nishing the said edifice; and all the contracts, bargains and 
agreements of the said Commissioners, made in pursuance 
of the authority hereby vested in them shall be binding upon 
the City. The amount of money to be expended by the said 
Commissioners shall be determined by coneurrent vote of the 
City Council, [and at'no time shall the aggregate amount of 
all contracts entered into, and money expended by said Com- 
missioners exceed the amount previously appropriated by the 
City Council for the erection of said edifice. | 

(Secor. 3. The said Commissioners shall give notice in the 
newspapers in which the Ordinances of the City are pub- 
lished, of the time and place for the exhibition of such plans 
and specifications as may be necessary to enable contractors 
to make their estimates of the proposed work. 

No proposal shall be received by the said Commissioners, 
from any person offering to contract for such work, unless 
the same is sealed; and no proposal shall be opened except 
in Board of Commissioners actually assembled: and the 
contents of no proposal shall be made known to any person 
not a member of the Board, until after a contract shall have 
been made: provided, always, that if any such proposals 
shall be offered by persons who, in the judgment of the said 
Commissioners, shall be incompetent to perform their con- 
tracts In a workmanlike manner, or irresponsible in respect 


to their means of faithfully executing the same, the said 


Commissioners may, in their discretion, reject any such pro- 
posal, notwithstanding the same be at a lower rate than 
other proposals offered for the same work. | 

Sect. 4. The said Commissioners shall meet at stated 
periods, and cause a record of their proceedings to be kept, 
and for this purpose the Librarian of the Public Library shall 
act as their clerk; and they shall make a report of their 
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5 doings to the City Council, once in six months, and oftener, 
6 if thereto required by a vote of the City Council. 

[Sect. 5. The Superintendent of Public Buildings shall 
2 render such services in the erection of said Building for the 
3 Public Library, as may be required of him by said Commis-

5 in Sect. 18, of an Ordinance concerning Public Buildings,

The Committee on Public Lands, to whom was referred the 
communication of Geo. P. Tewksbury, Harbor Master, relative 
to the purchase of the ‘“ Boston Depot Estate,” owned by the 
Eastern Railroad Corporation, have had the subject under con- 
sideration, and submit the following 


REPORT. 


At the first meeting of the Committee, the Chairman was in- 
structed to,obtain from the President of the Eastern Railroad 
Corporation, a Bond for the property, at the lowest sum and for 
the longest time possible. In accordance therewith, the Chair- 
man had an interview with Mr. Thorndike, the President of the 
Corporation, grho informed him that other parties were in treaty 
for the property in question, but on some accounts it was prefer- 
able the City Government should possess it, and therefore all ne- 
gotiation with them would be suspended, till it was ascertained 
whether the City Council would decide to purchase it or not. 
He also stated that last year the property was offered at auction, 
but was withdrawn after receiving a bid of $118,000 for it, 
which the Corporation did not consider its full value. 

The money market being very stringent at the time, and Capital- 
ists having already invested their funds, or preferring other secu- 
rities more readily converted into Cash when desired, was believed 
to be the cause why no higher sum was bid for it; and although 
the Corporation was much pressed for money, still it was consid- 
ered advisable to wait for a more favorable opportunity to obtain 
an advance, than to sell at that price. The time is now propi- 
tious for realizing an advance ; money is plenty ; those persons who 
kept aloof, and were indifferent then, are now desirous of obtain- 
ing the property for an investment. The President declined 
signing a Bond; but addressed a note to the Chairman under 
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date of the 23d ult., proposing to hold the property for twenty 
days from date, subject to the decision of the City Government, 
for the sum of One hundred and twenty-five thousand Dollars, 
($125,000) the lowest cash price, which note is deemed to be as 
valid in honor, as a Bond involving no forfeiture in case of non- 
fulfilment. | 

The Chairman, under his instructions, accepted the proposal, 
and at a subsequent meeting of the Committee reported his 
doings. The Committee are opposed to the purchase of any 
property, as a mere speculative operation ; but, taking into con- 
sideration the wants of the City, particularly if steam commu- 
nication is to be had with its Institutions at Deer Island, are of 
opinion that it is very desirable to possess this property. No 
other piece of property now to be had, by purchase or lease, (and 
in all probability cannot be had hereafter,) possesses so many 
advantages as the estate in question. It is in the commercial 
centre of the city; open at all times of the year; with great 
depth of water; has two slips, or docks, one of which is leased 
to the East Boston Ferry Co. for nine hundred and ninety-nine 
(999) years, at an annual rent of Six thousand Dollars, payable 
monthly, the Ferry Co. paying for all repairs, and one half the 
taxes assessed upon the whole property. 

The remainder, it is believed, is capable of being improved so 
as to realize, with the rent aforesaid, more than sufficient to 
meet the interest, at 6 per cent., on the whole cost, besides giv- 
ing to the City the use of the other slip for steam or sailing 
vessel in connection with the Institutions at Deer Island, and 
wharf-room for the landing of stone, gravel, or any other mate- 
rial, if required, free of expense. 

In view, therefore, of all these considerations, the Committee 
recommend the purchase of the “Boston Depot Estate,” on the ~ 
terms proposed by the President of the Eastern Railroad Cor- 
poration, payment to be made on receiving a Deed satisfactory to 


the City Solicitor.

To tHe Mayor AND ALDERMEN OF THE Crty oF Boston : 


The Inspectors of Prisons respectfully submit the following 
Reports of their Semi-Annual visit for the Six Months ending 
Dee. 31, 1854. 


JAIL. 
On the eleventh day of December, the Inspectors visited the 


Jail in Boston. There were then confined therein, 190 persons, 
of these were: 


Males, - - ~ - - - - 172 
Females, - - - - ; - - 18——. 190 
Criminals, - - - - - - - 162 
Witnesses, - - - ~ - - - 21 
Debtors, - - - - ~ - - 7—— 190 


Of these, each person was seen and examined, as to his treat- 
ment, food, and all matters pertaining to bodily comfort. The 
answers were, for the most part, satisfactory, and no evidence 
was furnished of neglect, or fault in any of the Officers of the 
Institution. Complaints were made by a few, of the quantity 
of food furnished, and the complainants desired more; but from 
the statements of the prisoners generally, it was entirely evident 
that both as to quantity and quality, the food furnished was as 
much as their condition of imprisonment made necessary or 


proper. 
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The construction of the Jail assures to every cell and prison- 
er an abundance of pure air, and the whole building was found 
as neat and clean as constant care could make it, while all pro- 
visions of law had been observed, and all sanitary rules carefully 
observed that could affect the prisoners, or the healthfulness or 
comfort of their apartments. 

Every cell had, as usual, its Bible, and the prisoners generally 
had other books and papers in their cells; and the religious in- 
struction provided for is regularly furnished.

BOSTON LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


The Inspectors visited the Boston Lunatic Hospital on the 
18th day of December. They found, as usual, an increased 
number of patients crowding the halls and adding to that excite- 
ment of mind which makes the disease of the inmates, and thus 
daily making restoration to mental health more difficult and 
tardy, and adding actually to the pecuniary expenses borne for 
the patients. 

In all other respects, everything in the Institution was admi- 
rable in its order, neatness and sufficiency, and to each patient 
was given all the comfort mental disease admits.

HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The Inspectors visited the House of Correction on the 20th 
day of December current, and found in the Institution a much 
larger number of prisoners than usual ; the whole number being 
612. Of these were

Notwithstanding the increase of accommodations, the larger 
number imprisoned require still further accommodations for the 
maintenance of discipline, comfort and profitable employment. 


* 
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But, though the duties of the officers were made more difficult, 
they had been, as usually, faithfully performed, and the prison- 
ers, their reports, their appearance, that of the cells, and the 
condition of the Hospital and kitchen, bore testimony to the effi- 
ciency of those responsible for this important Institution. 

The prisoners were individually examined, and though some 
and many made complaints of wants and ailments, nothing was 
elicited showing neglect or omission, or want of care of the pris- 
oners’ comfort and well being, and that which was the subject of 
complaint with one or a few was found a’matter of commendation 
with others, and the evidence of all, as a body, left no doubt on 
the minds of the Inspectors that the care and discipline before 
commended in the Institution were steadily and habitually main- 
tained. ; 

The workshops, though large, were crowded, and the appearance 
of the prisoners at work, and the results of their labors, supported 
the reports of the Overseers,—that industry was enforced, and 
by a discipline uniform and not severe. 

The cells were perfectly neat, as were the buckets, utensils for 
holding food, &c. The air of the room was good, and cleanliness 
‘and care were evinced in everything. 

In the Hospital, the reports of the patients were uniform, that 
they had every attention their situation required, and the general 
health of the prisoners, as a body, was much better than could 
be expected from the habits and lives of many of them until 
their imprisonment.

On the eleventh day of December current, the Inspectors vis- 
ited the House of Industry at Deer Island, and found the num- 
ber of prisoners to be 230, of these were

The air was pure and of comfortable temperature, and the re-

forts; in these respects there is nothing to be desired, and the 
sick and the well concur in testimony. 

The season of the year necessarily interrupted the employment 
of prisoners to the same extent on the farm and grounds of the 
Institution as at other seasons, but for this other modes of em- 
ployment were adopted, and their industry made to conduce to 
their health and comfort.

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HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


The Inspectors visited the House of Reformation on the 30th 
day of December current, and found therein 107 boys; of these, 
each boy was examined as to the sufficiency and comfort of his 
food and clothing and the treatment he received. The answers 
for the most part were satisfactory, and in cases where they made 
complaints, these were often found by the evidence to be unfound- 
ed. Still it is to be remembered that young boys require gentler 
influences than hardened men, and it would perhaps be a wise 
and humane provision to require that when punishment is inflict- 
ed, a record should be made and delivered to the Directors of the 
Institution every quarter. 

The boys were generally in good health, and their exhibition 
in the School Room was creditable to themselves and their teach- 
ers.

Be tt ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows :

6 lations as the City Council may, from time to time, adopt. 

Sect. 3. The said Committee are authorized to lay out 
and make such streets, passage-ways and squares on the 
Public Lands, to lay such sewers therein, and to make such 
alterations in the lots as they may deem expedient, subject 
to the approval of the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Srct. 4. There shall be chosen annually, in the month 
of April or May, and whenever a vacancy occurs, by concur- 
rent vote of the two branches of the City Council, a Super- 
intendent of Public Lands, who shall hold his office until a 
successor is appointed, or he is removed. He shall be remoy- 
able at the pleasure of the City Council, and shall receive 
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PUBLIC LANDS. [April, 


such compensation as the said Council may, from ‘time to 
time, determine. 

Sect. 5. The said Superintendent before entering on the 
duties of his office, shall give bond, with one or more sureties, 
to the approbation of the Mayor and Aldermen, with condi- 
tion that he will not, directly or indirectly, for himself or 
others, or by others in trust for him, or on his account, have 
any interest or concern in any purchase, lease, contract or 
agreement, to be made in pursuance of this Ordinance. 

Sect. 6. The said Superintendent shall devote himself to 
the care, improvement and sale of the Public Lands, and, 
under the direction of the said Committee, shall cause them 
to be surveyed and laid out into convenient lots, and contract 
for the sale, and actually sell or lease the same, at public or 
private sale. 

But this and the third sections shall not apply to the Com- 
mon, the land and flats west of Charles Street, the City wharf, 


‘the lands connected with the Public Institutions at South 


Boston, or to any other lands purchased or held for specific 
purposes, unless by special vote of the City Council. 

Sect. 7. The said Superintendent may, under the direc- 
tion of the said Committee, contract and agree for defraying 
in part or in whole, the cost gr expense incident to or arising 
out of the performance of any acts which he is by this Ordi- 
nance authorized to do and perform, by transfer of lands to 
the contracting parties, in lieu of money, when the same can 
be done with advantage to the city. 

Sect. 8. The said Superintendent shall at all times per- 
form such services as may be required of him by the Mayor 
and Aldermen in the laying out, alteration or widening of 
streets, and in the trial or settlement of any and all claims 
for damages, in consequence of such laying out, alteration or 
widening, and in the care and improvement of the Common 
and public squares. 


Sect. 9. All contracts, deeds, conveyances and leases, 
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made by virtue of this Ordinance, shall be signed and exe- 
cuted by the Mayor in the same manner as if the same were 
made by order of the City Council, and shall be countersigned 
by the said Superintendent. 

Sect. 10. The said Superintendent shall, at least once in 
three months, and as often as required, make a true and cor- 
rect report of his proceedings under this Ordinance, and 
exhibit proper schedules and accounts of all lands sold, 
moneys received and securities taken, to the Board of Al- 
dermen, which shall be by them sent to the Common Council. 

Sxct. 11. The said Superintendent shall keep an accu- 
rate record or account of all the vacant lands belonging to 
the City, and whenever any such lands shall be purchased by 
the City for any purpose, it shall be the duty of the person 
or persons so purchasing the same to make report thereof 
forthwith to the said Superintendent. 

Szor. 12. All money agreed to be paid by any purchaser 
or lessee of the Public Lands, and all notes, bonds, mort- 
gages and securities for moneys, arising or accruing from or 
in virtue of any contract made by said Superintendent shall 
be paid to and deposited with the treasurer. 

Snot. 18. No conveyance of any estate in fee or for life 
in any lands belonging to the City shall be delivered until 
the purchase money is paid, or secured by a mortgage of the 
same land or other land of equal value, and the Mayor may 
from time to time release to any mortgagor or his assigns, 
any part of the mortgaged premises on payment of an equiv- 
alent portion of the purchase money. And in all cases where 
lands other than those sold are proposed to be taken as col- 
lateral security, the consent and approbation of the Mayor, 
in writing, shall be first obtained. 

Suct. 14. There shall be no expenditure of money, or 
contract requiring the expenditure of money to be made, 
under or by virtue of this Ordinance, without the sanction of

A majority of the Joint Standing Committee on Water, to 
whom was referred an Order, passed Feb. 26, 1855, after 
due consideration of the whole subject, ask leave to present 
the following 


R.P.O RT; 


On examination of the Water Accounts, it appears that §$30,- 
929.74 was charged to repairs, etc.: $31,519.35 to extension: 
$5,619.74 for assessing and collecting the water rates, not in- 
cluding rent, fire, lights for the Water Registrar. It also appears 
that there are four returns made of the time of laborers em- 
ployed on the Works to the Water Board’s Clerk, who keeps all 
the books and accounts. Mr. Stanwood has returned during the 
past year $14,147.46: Mr. Dyer, $3,684.82: Mr. Wadleigh, 
$770.26: Mr. Knowlton $2,442.92. All applications for dis- 
tributing pipes are made to the Water Board. All applications 
for service pipes are made to the Service clerk, Mr. Dyer; also 
all applications for shutting off and letting on water for what- 
ever cause, are made to Mr. Dyer, and all payments for such 
services and for extra service pipes are made to him. All sums 
for land sold, and all sums for any articles and materials on the 
line of the Aqueduct, or at the repair shop, including all rents 
for land and buildings, are made to the Clerk of the Water 
Board. There has been paid to those employed at different de- 
partments, $9,028.26 not included in the above sums to laborers ;

there was paid $1,680.28 for rent on Washington Street; $118.12 
for fuel; $19.05 for gas light; $216.66 for service, taking care 
of rooms, etc., and $555.57 for other purposes. We also find 
charged to miscellaneous expenses, among other items, $515 paid 
to Prof. Horsford for expenses and time in examining and ana- — 
lyzing iron pipes, and $100 each to Prof. Horsford and Dr. C. 
T. Jackson for analyzing Cochituate Water. 

The Committee therefore state that, as the Water Works are 
completed, and all the claims for land and water rights are set- 
tled, it appears to them that money can be saved to the City, and 
the business more satisfactorily done by a new organization of 
the Water Department. It also appears to them, that, by abolish- 
ing the Water Board, and by appointing a suitable Superintend- 
ent, and allowing him proper assistants, that from $6,000 to 
$8,000 might be saved in the annual expenses. 

They therefore recommend the passage of the accompanying 
order.

A Minority of the Joint Standing Committee on Water, of the 
City Council, to whom was referred an Order, passed Feb. 26, 
1855, after much careful reflection, and investigation of the 
whole subject presented to them, ask leave to submit the 
following 


REPORT. 


That, as the Water Works are finished, and all claims for 
land and water rights are settled, it now only remains to keep 
the Works in order, to extend the same from time to time, as the 
wants of the City may require, to assess and collect the water 
rates, and to dispose of the lands and water privileges not want- 
ed for the Water Works. 

The amount drawn from the City Treasury, during the last 
year, by the Water Board, on account of the Water Works, 
was $80,182.35, of which $30,929.74 was for repairs, etc.; $31,- 
519.35, for extension; $14,713.52 for unsettled claims, and 
$3,019.74, for Clerk-hire, stationery, etc., for Water Registrar. 
The sum of $3,194.73, charged by the City Auditor to the 
Water Works, a part of which was for the salary of the Water 
Registrar, $1,500, and of the Treasurer’s Clerk, $1,100, is not 
included in the,above sum of $80,182.35. The cost of assessing 
and collecting the water rates for 1854, (8217,007.51,) was $5,619- 
74, not allowing anything for rent, fuel, gas, etc., for the Regis- 
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trar’s Office. The amount paid for Office expenses, during the 
last year was $2,589.68, of which $1,680.28 was for rent and 
taxes; $118.12 for fuel; $19.05 for gas; $216.66 for services, 
taking care of rooms, etc., $160.70 for carpeting, and $394.87 
for other purposes. The amount charged to miscellaneous ex- 
penses last year, was $1,108.31, of which $515.09 were paid to 
Prof. Horsford for expenses and time in examining and analyz- 
ing iron pipe, and $100 each, to Prof. Horsford and Doct. C. T. 
Jackson for analyzing Cochituate water. 

The time of the laborers employed on the Water Works is 
made monthly, by the four persons having charge of them. 

The amount paid for labor during the past year was $21,040- 
96, and for salaries, $9,028.26, making in all $30,073.22, to 
which, if the Water Registrar’s salary $1,500, and that of the 
Treasurer’s Clerk, $1,100, be added, the amount will be $32,673,- 
22. The amounts paid for labor during the year have been as 
follows; to Mr. Stanwood’s men for repairs, extension, ete. 
$14,147.46; to Mr. Dyer’s men for shutting off and letting on 
water, and blowing off hydrants, $3,684.32; to Mr. Knowlton’s 
men, and those of the late Sup’t of the Lake, Mr. Vannevar, for 
keeping Brookline Gate House and Reservoir in order, repairing 
and cleaning the Aqueduct, and keeping the Lake Gate House, 
etc., in order, $2,442.92, and to Mr. Wadleigh’s men for keeping 
the City Reservoirs and Fountains in order, $770.20. 

All applications for distributing pipes are made to the Water 
Board. All applications for service pipes, and all applications 
for shutting off or letting on water, for whatever cause, are 
made to the Service Clerk, Mr. Dyer; and all payments for such 
services, and for all extra service-pipe, etc., are made to him, ex- 
cepting shutting off water for non-payment of water-rates, for 
which payment is made to the Treasurer’s Clerk, Mr. Little. 
All sums received for articles sold or furnished from the repair 
shop, and labor done for others; and all rents, etc., for land and 
buildings, are paid to the Clerk of the Watef Board, who has 
charge of the books, papers, records, plans, ete. 
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The expenditures of the Water Works for the year 1854, ex- 
ceed the income from all sources, by $98,076.50. 

The Committee therefore recommend, in the first place, that a 
part of the expenses be defrayed by a tax on the Real Estate 
and Personal Property in the City. And in the second place, the 
services of the Sup’t of Iron Aqueduct, be confined to the care 
of the repair shop, and the repair and extension of the work ; 
that the Sup’t of City Reservoirs and Fountains, in addition to 
his present duties, have the charge of the men employed in shut- 
ting off and letting on water, for whatever cause, blowing off 
hydrants, and the whole management of all Water Gates and 
Blow-offs this side of Brookline Reservoir. That the Water Re- 
gistrar, in addition to his present duties, be requested to act as 
Clerk to the Water Board, and perform all the duties imposed 
on said Clerk, and that of the Service Clerk. And that room 
be so arranged that the Water-rates shall be paid in the Treas- 
urer’s Office; by this arrangement the Salaries of the Clerk of 
the Water Board $1,500, and the Treasurer’s Clerk, $1,100, and 
about $1,000 on the laborers, making, in all, $5,600, might be 
saved to the City.

Be tt ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


SECTION 1. From and after the 10th day of May now 
2 next, the present Departments of Watch and Police of the 
3 City of Boston shall be united, and organized in one Depart- 
4 ment, which shall be denominated the Boston Police. 

Sect. 2. The Mayor shall nominate, annually in the month 
2 of May, to the Board of Aldermen for their confirmation, a 
3 Chief of Police, one or more Deputy-Chiefs of Police, eight 
4 Captains of Police, and fourteen Lieutenants of Police, who 
5 shall take rank and precedence in the order in which they 
6 are named, and whose duties, except as herein provided, shall 
7 be defined and determined by the Board of Aldermen, sub- 
8 ject to the approval of the Mayor. 

Sect. 8. The Mayor shall nominate, annually in the 
2 month of May, to the Board of Aldermen for their confirma- 
3 tion, such number of persons as and for members of the 
4 Department of Boston Police as the Board of Aldermen, with 
5 the approval of the Mayor, shall deem needful and necessary ;

Srction 4. The Chief of Police shall be the head of the 


Department of the Boston Police, and shall have precedence

Srotion 5. The Chief of Police shall, before entering 
upon the duties of his office, give to the Treasurer of the City 
of Boston, a bond in the sum of five thousand dollars, with 
sufficient sureties, (approved by the Mayor,) m a like sum, 
for the faithful performance of the duties of his office. 

Section 6. The Chief of Police shall keep full and com- 
plete records of the business of the Department, and for that 
purpose, shall nominate in the month of May, annually, to 
the Mayor, a Clerk of the Department, which nomination 
shall be sent to the Board of Aldermen for confirmation, and 
if approved by them, the person so nominated and confirmed, 
shall before entering upon the duties assigned, him, be sworn 
to the faithful discharge of the duties of Clerk of the De- 
partment: and the Chief of Police shall, as often as once in 
three months, and at all times when specially required, make 
a report of the doings of his department. 

SecT. 7. The Chief of Police and the other Officers, Clerk 
and Members of the Department shall receive such compen- 
sation as the City Council may from time to time determine 
to be meet and proper. 

Sect. 8. The several Station Houses of the Boston Police 
shall be open at all hours of the day and night for the pur- 
pose of receiving complaints from the inhabitants respecting 
offences against the Laws of the Commonwealth and Ordi- 
nances of the City, and the Chief of Police and the Deputy- 
Chiefs of Police shall institute proceedings for prosecutions 
for violations of the Laws and Ordinances, and attend to the

The Standing Committee on Public Buildings, to whom was 
referred so much of His Honor the Mayor’s Address as relates to 
the improvement of the Market Building, have given that sub- 
ject a careful consideration, and have been convinced that the 
true interest of the City requires its enlargement by the addition 
of two stories to its present height, and by widening about seven- 
ty-five feet in length of each of its two ends, so as to make them 
equal in width, and similar in style of finish to the central por- 
tion of the building. 

These improvements will add about 2000 superficial feet to 
each of the present floors, besides two entire stories for business _ 
purposes. 

The available room in the corridor on the market floor, ought; 
in the opinion of your Committee, to be practically increased by 
the removal of the present awkward Stoves and their appenda- 
ges, and substituting therefor the more convenient and effective 
method of heating by Steam; the apparatus for which may be 
located in the basement or cellar story. 

In the opinion of your Committee, these improvements and 
additional accommodations for market and other business purpo- 
ses will increase the nett income of the property at least $13,000 
per annum, and the cost of the improvements will not exceed 
One hundred thousand Dollars.

MARCH 29, 1855. ; 


DUTIES OF THE MASTER. 


The Master, under the direction of the Overseers, shall have 
the control and management of all who are employed in the 
House of Correction, as Watchmen, Superintendents, or in any 
the like capacity, and such officers shall be required to follow his 
directions, at all times, unless otherwise directed by the Over- 
seers. He shall also have the entire management and control 
of the convicts, subject to the Rules and Regulations legally 
established, and such directions as he may from time to time 
receive from the Overseers. It shall be the duty of the Master 
to give timely notice to the Overseers at the stated weekly meet- 
ings of all such articles as may be wanted for the uses of the 
Institution. He shall also, before any prisoner shall leave the 
Institution, see that they are suitably provided with clothing, 
and where pecuniary aid is thought proper, may appropriate, 
under the direction of one or more of the Board of Overseers, 
an amount not exceeding Five Dollars in each case. 

The Master shall regularly make a weekly report to the Board 
of the number of committals and discharges of the past week,

of the mode of employment of the inmates, stating the numbers 
of both sexes so employed, of goods received during the week 
for manufacture or use, of those who may be sick, with such re- 
marks as may be suitable, and of the punishments that may 
have been inflicted during that time, or other occurrences of 
moment to the Institution. And he shall, at all times, make 
such further communications or returns as the Overseers may 
desire. The Master shall cause to be kept regular books, show- 
ing the quantity and amount of articles received at the Institu- 
tion, for the supply of the wants of the same; all materials to 
be wrought by the inmates, and the amount, kind and yalue of 
the work done by them, and also any moneys received for sales 
of produce or otherwise; these books to be at all times open to 
the examination of the Overseers. He shall have charge of all 
materials of labor, and shall give out the same in suitable quan- 
tities for supplying the convicts with work, and he shall appoint 
the kind and quantity of work required of each, subject to the 
direction of the Overseers. He shall countersign every bill for 
articles delivered at the House, for the purpose of showing that 
the same have been received. 

The Watchmen, under the direction of the Master, shall keep 
watch during the night time, in such manner and for such periods 
as he shall determine; and shall, during the day time, perform 
such other duties as he shall require. 

The Master shall have a system of rules, not inconsistent with 
the Rules and Regulations of the City Council, for conducting 
the prison, to be approved by the Overseers, and to be communi- 
cated to all the inmates in such manner as he or they may 
direct. 


DUTIES OF THE CHAPLAIN. 


It shall be the duty of the Chaplain to perform divine service 
on each Lord’s day, to visit the sick, instruct the convicts in their 
moral and religious duties, and to conyerse with each prisoner 
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prior to their discharge, giving them such counsel and advice as 
may be serviceable to them—making a quarterly report to the 
Board of his doings and labors. He shall also report to the 
Board any special cases which may fall under his cognizance, for 
consideration, and do such other things in his said capacity, as 
the Overseers may require of him. 


DUTIES OF THE CLERK OF THE OVERSEERS. 


He shall be constantly present at the Office of the Overseers 
during all business hours which may be established by the Board, 
attend faithfully to the business of the same, be present at all 
meetings of the Board, keeping a fair and correct record of all 
its doings. He shall also attend, when requested, all meetings - 
of Committees. He shall keep regular books of account, with 
an entry of all purchases and moneys paid out, and of all mon- 
eys received and paid over to the City Treasurer. Shall make 
record of such returns as may be directed by the Overseers, 
and keep regular files of such papers as may be placed in his 
custody. He shall examine all bills and collect all moneys due 
to the Institution, examine accounts against Towns, under the 
direction of such Committee as the Board may appoint, giving 
them immediate notice of their liabilities. He shall pay over 
immediately to the City Treasurer, as provided for in the Ordi- 
nance of the City, all moneys collected by him. He shall also 
perform such other duties as may from time to time be prescribed 
by the Overseers. my 


DUTIES OF THE PHYSICIAN. 


It shall be the duty of the Physician to visit the House every 
day, and as much oftener as may be necessary, and to examine 
carefully into every case of sickness and inability to labor, and 
to prescribe such medicines and such course of diet as he may 
deem proper. It shall be his duty to furnish the Master from 
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time to time a list of such medicines as may be wanted for the 
House, and to report to the Master any neglect or improper con- 
duct on the part of the Nurses, or those in attendance, that may 
come to his knowledge. No critical surgical operation or ampu- 
tation of a limb shall be performed, excepting in case of urgent 
necessity, requiring immediate action—without the sanction of 
the Overseers. He shall keep a journal of patients in the hos- 
pital, designating the time of entry of each, with the nature of 
the complaint and treatment, and the time of discharge or death. 
This journal shall at all times be open to the inspection of the 
Overseers. The sustenance and diet of those in the hospital 
shall be regulated by the Physician, whose requisitions shall be 
in writing, and shall in no case be given for a longer term than 
one week. He shall make a return, weekly, to the Overseers, 
of all cases which have come under his care. 


GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


All bills, before payment, shall be approved by the Chairman, 
at a regular meeting of the Board, except in cases where pur- 
chases are made of persons residing out of the City, and imme- 
diate payment is necessary, when the bills may be approved by 
the Chairman and one other member of the Board. 

The Overseers shall, as a Board, visit and examine the Insti- 
tution in all its parts, at least once in a month, and a record 
shall be made of the doings of such visit, and the result of the 
examination. 

The Master shall nominate such subordinate officers, assistants 
and clerks as may be found necessary, subject to the approval of 
the Board of Overseers, who shall fix their compensation, unless 
otherwise provided for by the Ordinances of the City. 

No persons, except the City Council and the Board of In- 
spectors shall have a right to enter the premises of the Institu- 
tion without a permit from a member of the Board of Overseers 
or the Mayor of the City of Boston. 
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The convicts, during the whole time when they are not taken 
out for work or other purposes, by order of the Master, shall be 
kept locked in their respective cells, in no case more than one 
being allowed to each cell, and while so shut up, shall preserve 
perfect silence, speaking to no one, except in cases of illness, in 
which case they shall be allowed to speak to the officer then in 
charge of the cells. They shall be taken out for work, on all 
days but Sundays or holidays specially excepted, at sunrise, and 
shall labor at the work assigned them until sunset, allowing a 
half-hour’s respite for each meal, when they shall be reconducted 
to their cells, receiving their food at some convenient place as 
they go. . 

On Sundays, at the times of public worship, the prisoners shall 
be conducted to the chapel and seated in such manner as the 
Board of Overseers may direct. During the times when they 
are moving to and from the chapel, or at and from their work- 
shops, entire silence and the most perfect order and decorum shall 
be maintained, and the Master shall introduce such regulations 
as to the precise manner in which they shall proceed, on these 
occasions, as he shall find to be suited to preserve order and reg- 
ularity. Their food, which must always be eaten in their cells, 
shall be as follows: Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays, Boiled 
Beef and Broth; Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays, Boiled 
Beef and Soup; Sundays, Roast Beef. 


The daily sustenance of the convicts not in Hospital nor in 
solitary confinement, shall consist of the following Rations, viz. : 

12 oz. Beef, 16 oz. Bread, 2 lbs. Indian Meal or Rice Pudding, 
1 1-2 gills Molasses, 2 quarts Barley Coffee; for every 100 ra- 
tions, 2 bushels Potatoes or 25 lbs. Rice, 2 quarts Vinegar, 4 
quarts Salt, 2 oz. Black Pepper, 15 lbs. Indian Meal for Broth, 
5 lbs. Flour or Rice for Soup. 

If the above rations should not be sufficient, and if in the 
judgment of the Master they merit more by their good conduct 
and conformity to the Rules and Regulations, he should provide 
extra rations for them. Said rations may be changed and altered 
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at the direction of the Board of Overseers, or of a majority of 
said Overseers. 


All the convicts shall have on clean clothes as often as once a 
week, and as much oftener as the Master shall direct. No spirit- 
uous liquors shall be allowed to be drank, nor shall any prisoner 
be allowed to have tobacco in any shape. No officer shall receive 
any perquisite, in any shape, in addition to the compensation 
fixed by the Overseers, and no trafficking shall be allowed between 
the officers and the convicts. There shall be allowed no traffick- 
ing among the convicts, and they shall not be allowed to receive 
anything from without the House, or hold any intercourse with 
persons outside the House, without express permission from the 
Master or Overseers. When there shall be visitors present, no 
convict shall be allowed to address them without permission, ex- 
cept in answer to such questions as may be asked by the Judges 
of the Board of Inspectors, or members of the City Government, 
authorized to examine into the state of the Establishment, and 
any one intruding upon visitors shall be liable to punishment. 
For every failure, or refusal to comply with the foregoing require- 
ments, for any insolent or insubordinate behavior while at work, 
or at other times, for any neglect or refusal to obey the orders of 
the Master, or those having charge of the convicts by his direc- 
tion, for gross or profane language towards the officers or each 
other, for defacing the cells or any of their furniture, or any 
part of the premises, and for any want of decent and proper de- 
portment in the chapel, or in the presence of the Chaplain, the 
convicts shall be punished by being kept upon bread and water, 
in solitary confinement, for a time not exceeding ten days. And 
no convict shall be confined for a longer time than three days, 
without authority from the Overseers, in writing. And it shall 
be the duty of the Master to have any convict, in solitary confine- 
ment, visited by the Physician once a day during that confinement. 


The Board of Overseers may adopt such Rules and Regulations 
for their government as are not inconsistent with the foregoing. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


ADOPTED BY THE

HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


DUTIES OF THE DEPUTY MASTER. 


During the absence ‘of the Master, the charge of the prison 
devolves on the Deputy, and he shall be responsible for its good 
order and the preservation of its Discipline; he shall not absent 
himself from the prison during the time that the convicts are at 
large or at labor, without permission from the Master. 

Whenever the Master and Deputy shall be absent or sick and 
unable to attend to their duties, the charge of the prison shall 
devolve on the Receiving officer. The Deputy Master is an as- 
sistant to the Master, and has a general and constant superin- 
tending care of all but the pecuniary affairs of the prison: es- 
pecially its police and discipline; and is responsible to the 
Master, that his orders, and all the internal Rules and Regula- 
tions are strictly observed, and to that end, he must, if possible, 
always be present at the opening and closing of the solitary 
prison, and also attend in the chapel during the performance of 
Religious Services. 

The Deputy should be constantly moving about the Establish- 
ment, visiting frequently, the workshops, kitchen, solitary prison, 
hospitals and all departments of the prison. 
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He shall enforce obedience, on the part of the convicts, to the 
officers: and also endeavor to secure the assiduous attention of 
the officers to their various duties; and report to the Master all 
violations of discipline, or rectify them in a prompt and decisive 
manner; but he shall consult the Master in all cases where he 
feels the least doubt as to the proper course to be pursued. 

He shall prevent, in all departments of the prison, as far as 
possible, ‘all unnecessary expenditure of the prison stock, fuel 
and lights, and unite with the Master in his endeavors to exer- 
cise a just and laudable economy in the administration of the 
concerns of the Institution. 

In deciding on the propriety and extent of punishment neces- 
sary to be inflicted on offenders, during the absence of the Mas- 
ter, the Deputy shall be governed by the Master’s examples; 
endeavoring to exercise a just degree of lenity, and yet without 
shrinking from the faithful discharge of a highly responsible 
and very unpleasant duty, — always keeping within the limits 
of a sound discretion, making due allowance for possible igno- 
rance of duty on the part of the convict. 

The Deputy shall announce, every Saturday afternoon by a 
notification placed on the bulletin board, the time for ringing 
the first bell in the morning, for the ensuing week. 

He shall make up, and present to the Master, on the morning 
of every day, a report, closed at 7 o’clock, of the preceding day, 
stating therein all cases of punishment and the occasion of it; 
—the number of convicts in solitary confinement ;— the names, 
duty and stations of the officers composing the prior night guard ; 
together with any important occurrences, worthy of notice, that 
may have taken place within the precincts of the prison during 
the preceding twenty-four hours. 

On receiving convicts pursuant to sentence, the Deputy shall 
read or cause to be read and explained to them, such extracts 
from the Rules and Regulations of the prison as may be neces- 
sary to enable them to understand their duty and the discipline 
to which they are to be subjected. He shall assign to them their 
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cells; and shall station them in the department of labor designa- 
ted by the Master. 

In the event of an escape, the Deputy shall send as many offi- 
cers as can safely be spared, in pursuit, and cause advertise- 
ments, describing the convict or convicts, to be posted up in 
conspicuous situations. The earliest information should be 
given to the Master, if absent, in all cases of escape, in order 
that due measures may be taken to apprehend the deserter. 

The Deputy Master shall not grant leave of absence to any 
officer, without consulting the Master, except in cases of great 
emergency. 


DUTIES OF THE CLERK TO MASTER. 


The Clerk shall give constant attention to the interests of 
the Institution, and the duties of his office. 

The Clerk shall keep the books of the Institution ether 
bly to the method now in practice, or may be hereafter recom- 
mended by the Committee on Accounts. He shall keep a dis- 
tinct account with each department of the prison, so as readily to 
know the result of their operations. He shall attend to the sub- - 
sidiary books in the different departments, and be positive that 
they are accurate, and attend to the weekly returns and records, 
and perform all necessary writing for the prison. 

He shall be present during the hours of labor unless ex- 
cused by the Master, and he shall receive the reports of the 
officers of divisions on locking up at night, and do all other 
writing the Master may require, also to wait upon all visitors 
around the Institution. 


DUTIES OF THE RECEIVING OFFICER. 
The Receiving Officer shall receive all male convicts when 
committed, and examine them in the receiving room; he shall 
cause them to be stripped and thorougly washed, and have their 
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hair cut if needed, and have their whiskers and beard shaved off. 
He shall carefully examine the effects of the convicts, and make 
an entry of every article belonging to them in a book kept for 
that purpose; he shall have their clothing cleansed and placed 
away, to be restored to them on being discharged. 

He shall conduct all female convicts to the proper Matron of 
the female department, and discharge all male convicts on 
expiration of sentence according to a list which he will re- 
ceive monthly. He shall have a superintending care of the 
prison, hospital and yard, and be particularly careful that they 
are kept in proper order; he shall distribute rations to all m 
solitary confinement; he shall attend regularly upon the Phy- 
‘sician during his visits to the Institution, and attend to the 
delivery of such medicines as the Physician may prescribe. He 
shall be present, if desired, in the yard when the female convicts 
are passing to and from the prison, and perform such other duty 
as may be required of him by the Master. 


GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE OFFICERS AND 
MATRONS. 


The Officers and Matrons shall strictly observe all orders that 
they may receive at any time from the Master or Deputy. 

As the reputation of the officers is more or less affected by 
the good order and discipline of the prison, it is incumbent upon 
them to conduct themselves with correctness of deportment, 
without as well as within the prison. And it will be important 
and necessary in the presence of convicts, to show due respect 
for the opinions and orders of each other, observing the utmost 
propriety both in demeanor and language. They are enjoined 
to exhibit in all their intercourse with convicts, the most uniform 
evenness of temper, and a deep interest in the successful prose- 
cution of the labors or duties of which they may have charge, 
mutually sustaining and supporting each other, manifesting 
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firmness and forbearance, looking down the lazy and vicious, 
and kindly regarding those who conduct with propriety, and en- 
deavoring to evince in the presence of convicts those examples 
which are more salutary than precepts. 

They shall give orders to the convicts with all the distinctness 
possible to be understood. very officer of the prison immedi- 
ately engaged in the government of its inmates, shall no- 
tice and report to the Master or deputy thereof, all cases of 
violation of the Rules of the prison on the part of the convict, 
that may fall under his observation. Should a convict refuse or 
hesitate to obey the orders of an officer, he shall admonish the 
convict and inform him of the consequences; if the convict still 
persists, the officer will send for the Master or Deputy, (if they 
be absent, the Receiving officer will be sent for as soon as _possi- 
ble, if the circumstances of the case will permit,) or take such 
measures as he thinks proper, to enforce obedience on the part 
of the convict for the time being, and report the same to the 
Master or Deputy, as soon as may be. 

In case of a rebellion or insubordination, the officer in charge 
shall use his own discretion and such means as he may have in 
his possession to quell it. 

No officer or Matron in any case shall use any insulting or 
irritable language towards the convicts under their charge. If 
there is any talking or noise in the shops or prison, the officers 
or Matrons must proceed to where the talking or noise is made, 
see who the person is, and speak to them in a low tone, in such 
manner, if possible, that the convict next will not hear them. At 
night, the outside doors of the prison shall be locked as soon as the 
convicts are in the prison, and particular care shall be taken of the 
keys until they are delivered to the Master or Deputy. The prison 
cells must not be unlocked during the night time, unless ordered 
by the Master or his Deputy, nor in the morning, without three 
officers being present, and the female prison cells without two Ma- 
trons being present. The officers are reminded that they must 
not talk with each other, with Visitors, or with agents and Con- 
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tractors, or superintendents, in the hearing of the convicts. On 
all occasions as little conversation shall be permitted in the prison 
while the convicts are there as the duty required will admit of, 
and that in a low tone of voice; common conversation with the 
convicts is inconsistent with the dignity of an officer, and is not 
allowed. 

The officers and Matrons are required to see that the public 
property is not wasted or misapplied, and that all complaints by 
the convicts to the officers respecting food, clothing, or ill treat- 
ment shall be communicated to the Master or Deputy without 
delay. 

The Watchmen shall keep watch during the night-time in 
such manner and for such periods as the Master or Deputy, 
_ shall determine; and during the day time, perform such other 
duties as may be required. 


CONTRACTORS. 


Contractors, who may hire convicts, are not permitted to have 
any conversation with them but such as may be necessary to in- 
struct them in work, or to give them directions in relation thereto. 

Contractors may be allowed to haye an agent to oversee their 
business and direct the convicts in their labor; but he cannot be 
permitted to converse with the convicts on other subjects, and he 
shall be removable at the pleasure of the Master. 

The Contractors, their agents, and all other persons who may 
have occasion to visit the prison on their account, shall be sub- 
ject to the Rules and Regulations of the Institution. The team- 
sters or other persons, in the employ of the Contractors, who 
may occasionally visit the prison, cannot, be allowed to speak to 
a convict, without permission of the Master; nor can they be 
allowed the usual privileges granted to the Contractors and their 
agents. 


If a convict presumes to speak to the Contractor, his agent, 
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or others in his employ, on subjects not relating to the work or 
business in which they may be engaged, they are bound to re- 
port such convict to the officer in charge, or to the Master or 
Deputy without delay. 

Contractors or their agents shall not be permitted to allow 
any perquisite, overstint money, or reward of any kind to the 
convicts while in their employ. Nor be permitted to give 
them a book, or any other thing, or grant them any favor incon- 
sistent with the Rules and Regulations of the Institution. 

Contractors, their agents and superintendents shall not be 
allowed to have any conversation with an officer while on duty, 
but such as may be in relation to the convicts employed by 
them. 


VISITORS. 


Visitors will not be received at the Institution on Saturday, 
(except in extraordinary cases,) nor will they be admitted within 
the enclosure (except on business) before 8 o’clock, A. M., nor at 
the dinner hour, between 11 3-4 and 1 o’clock, nor after one hour 
previous to sunset. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


TO BE OBSERVED BY THE 


PRISONERS. 


At the ringing of the first bell in the morning, all hands will 
rise and dress, put hammocks in order and swing them up to 
their places. 

Second Bell. When the sliding bar moves, open doors and 
swing, with hands, as far back as they will go, and stand ready 
at doors with night tub, water cans and ration pans; at the word 
“ Front,’ move forward one step, stand square to front, face right 
or left, as you are ordered, deposit ration pans at the door for 
receiving, and halt in passages of the prison until the word is 
given march. At the word “ March,” proceed to prison yard, 
deposit your water cans on the hooks, proceed to vault, empty 
tubs, march to prison yard, ground your tubs in a straight line, 
and at a regular distance from each other; you will then march 
to your proper work. When at work you are not allowed to 
look off, or to look at any visitors, nor are you allowed to leave 
your work to get water, or to go to the privy, without taking the 
“ Pass,” and in no case shall more than one go to the privy, or 
for water at the same time, unless by special permission from 
the officer or Matron who may have charge of the shop, and in 
returning from privy you will deposit the “ Puss” in its proper 
place. 

The time of breakfasting will be at daylight, from the first 
day of October to the first day of April, and at 7 o’clock, A. 
M., from the first day April to the first day of October. Dinner 
at 12 M. Supper on leaving work at night. , 
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Breakfast Bell. If at work, you will quit it and wash, form 
line in your proper places as you are ordered, march to prison, 
receive your ration pans at the door for receiving rations, march 
to cells, deposit your rations, stand at the door uncovered, with 
every part of the body within the door; when the number of 
your division is called, close your door within two inches, and at 
the word “ Close,’ you will close them altogether, holding on 
your door until the bar is slid, and hold out your hand until the 
officer has passed. You will then leave your door, and not come 
within eighteen inches of it without something is wanted, and in 
that case you may speak to the officer in charge of the prison. 

All male prisoners who require it, will be shaved weekly, and 
oftener, as the Master may direct. The barber will commence 
shaying Fridays. Prisoners of both sexes will take a warm 
bath every Saturday and a change of clothing. The bedclothes 
will be changed every Saturday, and oftener, as the Master may 
direct. 

In all cases when quitting work to go to meals, the face and 
hands must be washed, and when on march the males will fold 
arms and keep the lock step. The females must at all times 
march by divisions, when marching out of prison to the yard, 
shop or chapel, and from the same to prison, and all other 
requirements will be the same as with the males, with the ex- 
ception of keeping lock step and folding the arms. 

First bell to quit work at night. You will march to the rear 
of your tubs in prison yard, and at the word “ Attention,” you 
will drop hands by your side, face as directed, handle tubs, face, 
march to prison, receive your rations and proceed as mentioned 
before. When you go in at night you may down with your 
hammocks and retire. You are strictly forbidden to use your 
hammocks at any other time, unless by permission of the Master 
or Deputy, or the officer in charge of the prison. Those that 
haye not retired when the bell rings for retiring, must do so 
immediately. All your clothing must be taken off, except one 
article of under clothing, lay your clothes every article separate- 
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ly, so that they can be seen from the outside of the cell door. 
The officer is strictly ordered to commence examining the door 
of every cell, and the clothing of every prisoner, in fifteen 
minutes after the bell rings for retiring. You will also be care- 
ful to keep the clothes that are provided for you clean, and to. 
be strictly clean in your persons. 

No spitting, marking or scratching on the floor, walls or fur- 
niture, nor noise of any description whatever is allowed. 

On Sunday, a Sabbath School for females will be held at 8 
1-4 o’clock, A. M. The Matrons will let out the female pris- 
oners who are permitted to attend the Sunday School; they will 
be marched to the place designated, and arranged in classes, 
as directed. At the close of the School, at 9 1-2 o’clock, A. M., 
they will assemble in the chapel and take their seats in their 
proper divisions. At 9 1-2, A. M., the male prisoners will also 
march to the chapel. At 2, P. M., prisoners of both sexes will 
again assemble in the chapel. All the prisoners must sit erect 
during the delivery of the sermon and prayers, and reading of 
the lessons. To stand front at the time of reading Psalms, of 
singing, and of the creed and Gospel, and no lounging or hang- 
ing down heads on or below the top of seats. 

After the service, you will keep your seats until the signal is 
given for a division to rise, then you will face and march with a 
slow step to the prison; the next in turn will do the same. 

Prisoners are not allowed to carry any articles whatever, or to 
have any articles in their cells éxcept the following, viz.: One 
Bible, one library book, one comb, which shall be deposited on. 
the shelf under the box. They shall be allowed one spoon, knife. 
and fork, pepper-box, salt dish, and vinegar bottle, which, together 
with the rations and articles for receiving rations, shall be deposited. 
inside the box. ach prisoner is allowed one hammock, one bed, 
two sheets, one blanket, and (in winter) one comforter, one pil- 
low, one tub, one water bucket, and the box before named. 

These are all the articles which shall be allowed, without special 
permission, and you are strictly ordered to conform to these Rules 
and Regulations, and govern yourselves accordingly.

DUTIES OF CHAIRMAN. 


The Chairman shall preside at all meetings, call to order at 
the appointed hour, and cause the journal of the preceding 
meeting to be read. In the absence of the Chairman, the senior 
member of the Monthly Committee present shall preside. The 
Chairman shall nominate all Committees excepting those espe- 
cially provided for. 


DUTIES OF COMMITTEES. 


MONTHLY COMMITTEE. 


The first named of this Committee shall go out of office on the 
last day of each month, and shall be succeeded by the appoint- 
ment of another member in his place, and it shall be the duty 
of said Committee to meet at their room on the Tuesday 
preceding the last Wednesday of each month, at 3 1-2 o’clock, 
to examine applications for admission to visit the prisoners, and 
to give permits; and also semi-monthly, to visit the House, 
examine the different wards and departments, and generally to 
inquire into the conduct of the prisoners, and report monthly, in 
writing, to the Board the results of their examination. 
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COMMITTEE ON SUPPLIES. 


This Committee shall make all purchases for the Institution, 
and certify to the correctness of all bills of supplies ordered 
during their term of service. 


COMMITTEE ON TOWNS. 


This Committee shall examine what cities, towns, or individuals 
are liable for the support of any inmates of the House, approve the 
bills against the same, and see that due notice is given by the 
Clerk of said liability. $3 


COMMITTEE ON ACCOUNTS. 


This Committee shall see that suitable books of accounts are 
kept at the House and at the office of the Board of Overseers, and 
examine and approve all bills against contractors, in favor of the 
Institution. 


COMMITTEE ON PARDONS. 


This Committee shall investigate and report to the Board in 
relation to all applications for the discharge of prisoners. 


COMMITTEE ON REPAIRS. 


This Committee shall consult with the Master of the House in 
regard to repairs of any of the buildings, fences, or other prop- 
erty belonging to the Institution, and report to the Board their 
opinion thereon. They shall have a general supervision over all 
repairs that may be ordered by the Board, purchase the necessary 
materials for the same, and certify as to the correctness of all bills 
for labor or materials ordered by them for said repairs. 
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COMMITTEE ON CHAPEL AND LIBRARY. 


This Committee shall confer with the Chaplain in all matters 
referring to the services in the chapel, prison or workshop, 
procure such books for the chapel and library as may be 
ordered by the Board, and report any plans relating to these 
depatments which may be expedient to adopt for the welfare of — 
the Institution. 


PERMITS TO RELATIVES. 


All visits to the Institution by relatives and friends of the 
inmates shall be on the last Wednesday of each month.

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An Ordinance in relation to City Physicians. 


Be tt ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


SecTION 1. There shall be chosen annually in the month 
of May, and whenever a vacancy occurs, by concurrent vote 
of the City Council, seven Police Physicians, one for each 
Police district, who shall hold their office until removed, or 
their successor chosen. They shall reside within the Police 
district for which they shall be chosen while in office,—shall 
be removable at the pleasure of the City Council, and shall 
receive such compensation as the City Council may from time 
to time determine. 

Sect. 2. The said Physicians shall attend at the station 
house for the district for which they severally shall be chosen, 
upon all cases of disease or surgery when called by the Police 
of said district ; and they shall vaccinate any inhabitant of said 
district who may apply to them for that purpose, without 
charge; they shall also give certificates of vaccination to such 
children as have been vaccinated and shall require such cer- 
tificates for admission to the public schools: provided, that 
no person shall be entitled to the benefits of this section who 
shall wilfully neglect or refuse to return to the office of the 
11 Police Physician, when requested by him, for the purpose of 
12 enabling him to ascertain the effect of the vaccination, or to 
13 renew the necessary supply of virus for the use of said office. 
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Sect. 8. The said Physicians shall always have on hand, 
as far as is practicable, a sufficient quantity of vaccine virus, 

‘and they shall supply the Physicians of the City Institutions, 
and the Dispensary, with the same, without expense. 

Srct. 4. The Physicians shall keep a record of all cases 
of small pox, or other malignant diseases attended by them 
under this Ordinance, and shall make such reports thereof to 
the Board of Aldermen as they may from time to time direct. 

Sect. 5. The said Police Physicians shall also keep a cor- 
rect record of all the doings of their office, and shall make a 
regular return thereof to the City Council as often as once 
in three months. 

Sect. 6. There shall be chosen at the same time and in 
the same manner as provided above for Police Physicians, a 
Physician, to be called the Harbor Physician, who shall hold his 
office, be compensated and be removable in the same manner 
as Police Physicians. He shall examine into all nuisances, 
sources of filth and causes of sickness which may be on 
board any vessel at any wharf within the harbor of Boston, 
or which may have been landed from any vessel on any 
wharf, or other place, when notified of the samé, and under 
the direction of the Board of Aldermen shall cause the same 
to be removed or destroyed. 

Sect. 7. The said Harbor Physician shall attend upon all 
cases of disease in the jail of the County of Suffolk, and shall 
perform all professional services required at said jail. 

Sect. 8. The said Harbor Physician shall. examine: all 
cases of disease, within the city, and inquire into all sources 
of danger to the public health, whenever he shall be called — 
upon by the Board of Aldermen, the Committee on Internal 
Health, or the Overseers of the Poor, and shall give his pro- 
fessional services and advice therein without charge. 

Secr. 9. Whenever any vessel shall arrive in the harbor 
of Boston, between the first day of April and the fifteenth 
day of November in any year, having on board any hides, 
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4 hide cuttings, skins, rags or fruit, it shall be the duty of the 
5 Harbor Master to give immediate notice thereof to the Har- 
6 bor Physician. 

Srot. 10. It shall be the duty of every master and con- 
2 signee of any vessel, arriving within the time fixed in the 
3 preceding Section, and containing the articles therein named, 
4 or any of them, to give immediate notice of the arrival of 
5 such vessel to the Harbor Master or the Harbor Physician. 

Srct. 11. The said Harbor Physician shall also keep a 
2 correct record of all the doings of his office, and report in the 
3 same manner as required above of the Police Physicians. 

Sect. 12. All Ordinances and parts of Ordinances incon- 
2 sistent with this Ordinance are hereby repealed.

 ANOACT 
Regulating the sale of Anthracite, Bituminous or Mineral Coal. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : 


Section 1. All Anthracite, Bituminous or Mineral Coal, when 
sold in quantities of five hundred pounds or more, except by 
cargo, shall be sold by weight, and two thousand pounds avoir- 
dupois shall be the standard for the ton, by which the same shall 
be weighed and sold. 

Srot. 2. On or before the delivery of such Coal so. sold, it 
shall be the duty of the seller thereof to cause the same to be 
weighed by a sworn weigher of the town or city in which the 
same shall be sold or delivered, and a certificate of the weight 
thereof, signed by the weigher, shall be delivered to the buyer, 
or his agent, at the time of the delivery of such Coal. 

Sxct. 38. No person engaged in the business of selling Coal 
shall act as a weigher under the preceding section. 

Sxor. 4. Any person who shall offend against the provision 
of either of the foregoing sections of this Act, shall, for each and 
every offence, forfeit the sum of thirty dollars, one-half thereof 
to the use of the complainant and the other half to the use of 
the town or city where the offence shall be committed. 

Sxcr. 5. The Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston, and 
the Mayor and Aldermen of any other city, and the Selectmen of 
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any town in this Commonwealth, are hereby authorized and 
required to appoint one or more persons to be weighers of such 
Coal, who shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of their duties, 
and shall be removable at the pleasure of the said Board of 
Aldermen, Mayor and Aldermen, or Selectmen, and ‘shall be 
entitled to such fees for their services under this act as may be 
ordered by the Board of Aldermen, Mayor and Aldermen, or 
Selectmen, appointing said weighers, which fees shall be paid 
by the seller. 

Sect. 6, This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. In the months of April or May of each 
2 year, hereafter, and from time to time as the public neces- 
3 sities require, there shall be appointed a suitable number of 
4 persons by this Board to be Weighers of Coal in said City 
5 according to the provisions of an Act passed by the Legislature 
6 of Massachusetts, April 14, 1855, entitled “An Act Regulat- 
7 ing the Sale of Anthracite, Bituminous and Mineral Coal.” 
8 Said Weighers so appointed by this Board, before entexing on . 
9 their duties, shall be sworn to the faithful performance of their 
10 duties and shall be removable at the pleasure of this Board, and 
11 shall be entitled to such fees for their services as this Board 
12 shall from time to time prescribe. 
Srct. 2. The sum of cents be the sum each 
2 of said Weighers shall be entitled to receive as his fee for 
3 each and every ton or fraction of a ton of Coal weighed by 
4 him, which shall be in full for all his fees, including his 
5 certificate of the weight thereof—which fees shall be paid by 
6 the seller. 
Sxct. 3. No person engaged in the business of selling

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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF 


COAL HOLES. 


CITY OF BOSTON. 


In Board of Aldermen, April 23, 1855. 

Ordered, That all Coal Holes or Vaults, that may hereafter 
be constructed under the sidewalks in the City of Boston, shall 
be constructed and allowed upon the expressed condition follow- 
ing :— 

The outer wall, next to the carriage way, shall be built of - 
heavy granite, and not less than 2 1-2 feet in thickness, and 
laid in good cement, and the Vault or Coal Hole shall be cov- 
ered by turning a brick arch, or arches, over the same in a good 
and substantial manner; or the said Vaults or Coal Holes may 
be covered with hammered granite of, the following dimensions : 
All granite slabs to be used that are four feet in length, or less 
than four feet in length, shall be eight inches in thickness in the 
thinnest part, and all granite slabs which may be used for cover- 
ing said Vaults or Coal Holes, and which are more than four 
feet in length, shall not be less than one foot in thickness. 

Each Coal Vault shall have a division wall of brick or stone 
in the centre from the street to the building. It shall be used 
for coal, wood or other fuel, and for those only. It shall not be 
over eleven feet in depth, measuring from the sidewalk. It 
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shall, in no case, be in width exceeding the width of the side- 
walk. It shall be constructed under the direction of the Board 
of Aldermen, or by some one appointed by them, and the appli- 
cant shall pay for each building the sum of five dollars on re- 
ceiving a permit; and the Chief of Police is directed to prosecute — 
any persons who shall disturb the sidewalk, or cause to be built 
any Coal Hole, in violation of this order. And the Board of 
Aldermen reserve the right to discontinue any of the above- 
granted privileges whenever they shall think proper. 

The apertures or openings for the reception of coal, wood or oth- 
er fuel to the said Vaults, shall be made and continue to be kept 
safe to the public by the owner or owners of the estate, to whom 
only permission shall be granted to construct any Vaults, aper- 
ture or opening ; and each aperture or opening shall be pro- 
vided with a substantial iron plate with a corrugated surface, and 
when open shall be elevated from the sidewalk not less than 2 
1-2 feet, and the aperture or opening protected by supports in 
the way and manner indicated in the invention by Frederick 
H. Moore, or in some other substantial manner, or such way and 
manner as the Committee upon Internal Health may direct. 

No grating shall be allowed to project, in any sidewalk, over 
eighteen inches from the exterior wall of any building, and each 
grating shall be cross grooved, and shall be made and continue 
to be kept safe to the public. 

All privileges heretofore granted for the construction of Vaults, 
maintenance of Coal Holes or gratings are hereby discontinued. 

No person is allowed to construct Vaults or Coal Holes under 
the sidewalk, until he obtains a permit.so to do from the Board 
of Aldermen. 

All rules and orders, in respect to Coal Holes under the side- 
walks, heretofore made by the Board, are hereby repealed.

REPORT. 


To THE Hon. Tor Mayor, ALDERMEN, AND CoMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE Crty oF Boston: 


The Directors of the Houses of Industry and Reformation, 
present herewith their Report of the Expenditures and Receipts, 
and the number, condition and employment of the inmates, for 
the year ending March 31, 1855. 

From the accompanying tables it appears that the Expenditure 
at South Boston has been - - - - $25,180.22 
(About $4,500 of this amount was for indispensable 

repairs at the House of Reformation; and for 

extensive alterations, rendered necessary by the 

opening of Broadway through the grounds of the 

Institution.) 

The amount received from Labor of the Boys, and 


products of the Garden, was - - -— = 982.22 
Showing the net cost tobe - - - -  - $24,198.00 
The Expenditure at Deer Island has been - ~- $52,791.69 
Amount received from all sources nis yeh eae 3,1 61.11 
Net Expenditure - - - - - - $49,630.58 


The aggregate net cost of both Institutions has been $73,828.58 


There is a considerable clajm outstanding against the State, 
not yet liquidated, on “ship fewer” account, which we have been 
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encouraged to believe will ere long be decided, (or admitted by 
the Auditor,) as we think it must be, in the City’s favor. 

The amount expended in the support of a number of Inmates, 
so much reduced from last year, is explained by the fact (known 
to every one) of the enhanced price of provisions, as well as a 
corresponding increase in the cost of all descriptions of labor 
required, and of every article of necessary use in conducting the 
Institutions; while the permanent expenses remain the same. 

By reference to the statistics appended, in relation to Deer 
Island, it will be seen that a very considerable amount of work 
of a permanent character has been accomplished by the inmates, 
towards the improvement of the Island and its increase in value, 
whether for its present uses or any other to which it may be 
judged expedient to appropriate it. 

Another table exhibits the stock of supplies remaining on 
hand, unconsumed, amounting to $2,839.11, exclusive of the 
cattle and other live stock on the Island. 

The agricultural product of the Farm has fallen short of that 
of last year, owing to the absence for the most important portion 
of the season (the planting season) of any competent person to 
direct the labor of the inmates, and to the preyalent drought ; 
it has however been respectable, and a more systematic course of 
cultivation and improvement has been introduced, and is being 
carried out by the present incumbent, promising not only more 
abundant return in future, but such a change in the whole aspect 
of the Island, as shall be more in conformity with good taste, 
and its reputation as one of the City Institutions. 

The Schools at South Boston, under the care of competent ea 
experienced teachers, continue to realize the expectations of the 
Directors, (and they believe of the public in general,) reclaiming 
from their downward course many lads who would otherwise 
become scourges of society ; and affording to others opportunities 
not otherwise in their reach, to obtain the necessary instruction 
to qualify them for useful and valuable citizenship. 

The Sunday School is still kept,up for the benefit of the boys 
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in the two departments at South Boston, by the same faithful 
laborers in this portion of the Master’s Vineyard, and as we have 
reason to know, with the happiest results. 

Religious service is observed on every Sabbath at the House 
of Reformation, conducted by Rey. Mr. Lovell, who, in addition, 
performs the morning service at Deer Island. The boys at South 
Boston, and the inmates at Deer Island, of maturer years, both 
men and women, appear to be suitably impressed by these exer- 
cises, the good influences of which, even when not openly mani- 
fested, we cannot doubt. 

To the uninitiated, it might seem that the removal to the State 
Institutions of so large a number as were formerly under the 
charge of this Board, would render its longer existence unneces- 
sary; the fact however of 1737 applications for relief at the 
Office, since the removal and the disposal of this large number to 
Tewksbury, Bridgewater or Rainsford Island, (according to the 
requirement of each special applicant,) in addition to the ordinary 
service of our own City Institutions, will show the necessity of 
such an organization, and that it is not merely an ornamental 
appendage, nor without practical utility in the conduct of City 
affairs.
